AN  ACT  authorizing  the  correction  of  the 
official  bond  of  William  G.  Dickinson,  Trea- 
surer elect  of  the  county  of  Franklin. 

Passed  January  9th,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
»  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  William  G.  Dickin-i 
son,  who  was  elected  to  the  office  of  treasurer  of  the  Suwi 
county  of  Franklin,  at  a  general  election  in  the  month  "T**0- 
of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty,  to  procure  an  additional  surety 
to  his  official  bond,  now  on  file,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  said  county  of  Franklin.

It  may  also  grant  and  confer  such 
honors,  degrees  and  diplomas  as  are  granted  by  any 
university,  college  or  seminary  of  learning  in  the  United 
States. 

§  4  Diplomas  granted  by  the  college  shall  entitle  the  Privnc«« 
possessors  to  the  immunities  and  privileges  allowed  by  JJJ^  dfpto* 
usage  or  statu  te  to  the  possessors  of  likedi  plomas  f r  dm  a  ny 
university,  college,  or  seminary  of  learning  in  this  state. 

\  5.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  Tra*tt«. 
shall  be  the  first  trustees  of  the  said  corporation.     The 
president  of  the  college,  while  holding  office,  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

§6.  Nine  trustees  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transac-Ninetnw- 
fcto  of  business  ;  but  no  real  estate  shall  be  bought  or  JS£.*qao* 
sold,  and  no  president  or  professor  of  the  college  shall 
he  appointed  or  removed,  except  by  the  affirmative  vote 
of  a  majority  of  all  the  trustees. 

§7.  The  corporation  shall  have  all  such  powers,  andPo^«"^  *«- 
he  subject  to  such  duties  and  liabilities  as  are  applicable  bum**      " 
to  colleges  and  are  specified  or  contained  in  the  second 
«ad  fifth  articles  of  the  first  title  of  the  fifteenth  chap- 
ter of  the  first  part  of  the  revised  statutes,  and  in  title 
third,  chapter  eighteen  of  the  same  part  of  the  revised 
statutes,  except  so  far  as  the  same  are  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act.

Passed  January  25th,  1861,  thiee-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follow*: 

Section  1.  Section  five  of  chapter  three  hundred  andii*»«i*r  to 
nineteen  of  tlie  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-four,  JwVjnri?1" 
ifl  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  SSJSL^ 

No  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  city  of  Utica,  shall  gn5K>o. 
,  take  any  examination  or  recognizance,  let  to  bail,  issue 
subpoenas,  or  commit  to  prison  in  any  criminal  case ; 
and  the  recorder  of  said  city  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction of  complaints  and  proceedings,  under  either  of 
the  acts  entitled  of  "  beggars  and  vagrants,'9  of  <(  dis- 
orderly persons,"  when  the  cause  of  the  complaint  or 
proceeding  shall  arise  or  be  within  the  city  of  Utica ; 
and  the  said  recorder  shall  also  have  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion of  all  cases,  arising  or  being  in  the  city  of  Uticfe, 
under  the  seventeenth  section  of  an  act  entitled  "  An 
act  to  suppress  intemperance,  and  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors,"  passed  April  sixteenth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-seven. 

§  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  recorder  from  the  city,  or 
in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office,  or  of  his  inability  to 
perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  justices  of  the  peace 
in  said  city  may  exercise  jurisdiction  in  all  the  cases 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  but  not  otherwise. 

§  3.  Section  seventeen  of  chapter  three  hundred 
And  nineteen  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  forty-four,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

The  said  recorder  shall  not  charge  or  receive  any  fees  Records

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and  paid  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
one  thousand  dollars  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  boan 
of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Oneida,  in  the  sam< 
manner  as  the  other  county  expenses  of  the  said  county 
and  five  hundred  dollars  of  which  shall  be  a  chargi 
against  the  city  of  Utica,  and  shall  be  allowed  by  th< 
supervisors  of  said  city,  when  sitting  as  a  board  of  towi 
auditors,  at  their  annual  meeting,  and  the  board  of  su-

Passed  January  29th,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  qf  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  commissioners  for  loaning  certain 
moneys  of  the  United  States,  of  the  county  of  Steuben, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  postpone  the  sale  from  the 
first  Tuesday  of  February  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  of  a  certain 
piece  or  parcel  of  land,  mortgaged  to  said  commission- 
ers of  Steuben  county,  by  Flavel  W.  Morrow  (mortgage 
number  two  hundred  ana  fourteen),  which  said  piece  or 
parcel  of  land  is  situated  in  the  county  of  Schuyler ; 
and  in  case  the  attendance  of  both  the  commissioners 
should  unavoidably  be  prevented  on  that  day,  to  post- 
pone the  sale  to  a  subsequent  day,  or  to  such  time  as 
their  attendance  can  be  had.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  a*  follows : 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  redemption  of  state  stock, 
issued  and  loaned  to  the  Auburn  and  Rochester  rail  road 
company,  and  reimbursable  as  follows:  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  on  the  first  of  August,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty,  and  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  on 
the  first  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  8ixt)*-ono, 
whieh  the  treasurer  shall  pay  on  the  warrant  of  the 
comptroller,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  belonging 
to  the  Auburn  and  Rochester  rail  road  company  sinking 
fund.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  Richmond  county  to  borrow  thirty-six 
thousand  dollars  upon  the  official  bonds  of 
the  county. 

Passed  January  31,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly ',  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  in  and  for  the 
county  of  Richmond,  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow, 
on  the  credit  of  said  county,  the  sum  of  thirty-six 
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and  paid  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars ; 
one  thousand  dollars  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Oneida,  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  other  county  expenses  of  the  said  county, 
and  five  hundred  dollars  of  which  shall  be  a  charge 
against  the  city  of  Utica,  and  shall  be  allowed  by  the 
supervisors  of  said  city,  when  sitting  as  a  board  of  town 
auditors,  at  their  annual  meeting,  aud  the  board  of  su-

Passed  January  29th,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  qf  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follow*: 

Section  1.  The  commissioners  for  loaning  certain 
moneys  of  the  United  States,  of  the  county  of  Steuben, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  postpone  the  sale  from  the 
first  Tuesday  of  February  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  of  a  certain 
piece  or  parcel  of  land,  mortgaged  to  said  commission- 
ers of  Steuben  county,  by  FlavelW.  Morrow  (mortgage 
number  two  hundred  and  fourteen),  which  said  piece  or 
parcel  of  land  is  situated  in  the  county  of  Schuyler  ;

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  redemption  of  state  stock, 
issued  and  loaued  to  the  Auburn  and  Rochester  rail  road 
company,  and  reimbursable  as  follows:  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  on  the  first  of  August,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty,  and  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  on 
the  first  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  8ixt)T-ono, 
which  tie  treasurer  shall  pay  on  the  warrant  of  the 
comptroller,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  belonging 
to  the  Auburn  and  Rochester  rail  road  company  sinking 
fund. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  7. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  Richmond  county  to  borrow  thirty-six 
thousand  dollars  upon  the  official  bonds  of 
the  county. 

Passed  January  31,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  in  and  for  the 
county  of  Richmond,  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow, 
on  the   credit  of  said  county,  the  sum  of  thirty-six 
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thousand  dollars,  to  be  repaid  at  the  expiration  of  ten 
years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act ;  and  to 
that  end,  the  said  board  of  supervisors  are  authorized 
to  issue  the  official  bonds  of  said  county,  in  such  sums 
as  they  may  elect,  amounting  in  all  to  the  sum  of  thirty- 
six  thousand  dollars,  payable  in  ten  years  from  the  date 
of  the  passage  of  this  act,  with  interest  payable  semi- 
annually. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  8. 


AN  ACT  relative  to  the  attendance   of  Petit 
Jurors  at  County  Courts  and  Courts  of  Ses- 
sions. 
Passed  February  2d,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented* 
in  Senate  and.  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  county  judge,  in  any  of  the  counties 
of  this  state,  is  hereby  authorized,  at  the  time  of  draw- 
ing grand  and  petit  jurors,  to  attend  any  county  court 
or  court  of  sessions,  to  be  held  in  their  respective  coun- 
ties, to  designate  any  day  during  Baid  term,  that  he  may 
deem  expedient,  on  which  the  petit  jurors  shall  be  re- 
quired to  attend  for  trial  of  issues  of  fact,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county  to  summon 
such  petit  jurors  to  attend  such  court  on  the  day  desig- 
nated by  the  county  judge. 

§  2.  The  petit  juror  so  summoned  shall  attend  such 
such  court,  on  the  day  designated,  pursuant  to  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  and  shall  receive  compensation  for 
their  attendance  from  that  day  only. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Chap.   9. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
legalize  the  state  and  county  taxes  in  the 
county  of  Rensselaer  for  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-nine,  and  to  provide  for  the 
collection  thereof,  and  to  authorize  the  sale 
of  lands  in  the  city  of  Troy  for  unpaid  state 
and  county  taxes/'  passed  April  tenth,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty. 

Passed  February  5th,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  eleventh  section  of  the  said  act  hereby  cbmmberwn 
amended  shall  be  and  hereby  is  amended  by  adding  toJJ-pjjJJJJ1 
the  end  thereof  the  following  words :  "  The  said  cham-  notion  **, 
berlain,  on  receiving  the  said  warrants  to  him  directed, auto*" 
shall  have  power  and  is  hereby  directed  to  give,  pub- 
lish and  serve  the  notices  requiring  the  payment  of 
taxes  directed  by  the  act  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to 
the  city  of  Troy,"  passed  January  eighth,  eighteen

AN  ACT  to  aid  the  government  of  the  United 
States  in  obtaining  a  loan  of  money  upon 
its  bonds. 

Passed  February  16,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  government 
of  the  United  States  in  obtaining  a  loan  of  money  upon 
its  bonds,  the  faith  of  this  state,  to  an  amount  equal  to 
the  deposit  fund  held  by  this  state,  under  the  act  of 
Congress  passed  June  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-six,  the  repayment  of  which,  according  to 
the  terms  of  said  act,  is  assured  by  a  law  of  this  state, 
passed  January  tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven, 
shall,  upon  the  application  of  the  secretary  of  the  trea- 
sury of  the  United  States,  be  pledged  for  the  payment 
by  the  government  of  the  United  States,  within  not  less 
than  ten  years,  of  its  bonds  to  the  full  amount  of  said 
fund;  and  upon  the  application  of  said  secretary,  the 
comptroller  shall  make  the  following  endorsement  upon 
each  of  such  bonds,  attesting  the  same  by  his  signature 
and  official  seal,  and  reciting  the  date  of  the  act  of  the 
legislature  authorizing  such  endorsement: 

"  State  of  New  York,  / 

"  Comptroller's  Office.  \ 
"The  faith  of  the  state  of  New  York  is  hereby  pledged 
for  the  payment  of  the  within  bond." 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Chap,  19. 

AN  ACT  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the 
State  Tax  for  the  support  of  Common 
Schools,  and  to  supply  a  deficiency  in  the 
appropriation  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty. 

Passed  February  25th,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  one  million  and  sixty-four 
thousand,  four  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  and 
fifteen  cents,  being  the  amount  of  the  tax  of  three- 
fourths  of  a  mill  on  each  dollar  of  the  aggregate  assess- 
ed valuation  of  the  real  and  personal  property  of  this 
state,  for  the  support  of  common  schools,  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated for  the  support  of  common  schools  during 
the  current  fiscal  year,  to  be  apportioned  and  distrib- 
uted according  to  law. 

§  2.  The  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  from  the  revenues  of  the 
common  school  fund,  to  supply  a  deficiency  in  the  appro- 
priation for  the  instruction  of  common  school  teachers 
in  academies,  as  provided  by  chapter  four  hundred  and 
twelve  of  the  laws  of  Qne  thousand  eight  hundred  aud 
sixty,  and  chapter  four  hundred  and  ten  of  the  laws  of 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five. 
§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Chap.  20. 

AN  ACT  to  fix  the  salary  of  the  City  Judge. of 
the  City  of  Brooklyn. 

Passed  February  25th,  1S61,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly \  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  salary  of  the  city  judge  of  the  city  of 
Brooklyn  is  hereby  fixed  and  established,  at  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  a  year,  to  be  paid 
in  quarterly  payments,  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  by 
the  county  treasurer  of  Kings  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  21. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  one,  chapter  seven 
hundred  and  one,  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-seven,  relative  to  the  im- 
provements of  Westchester  creek. 

Passed  February  26th,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  fellows : 

Section  1.  Section  one,  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and 
one,  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven, 
entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
of  Westchester  in  the  county  of  Westchester  to  vote  and 
raise  by  tax  money  to  deepen,  widen  and  improve  West- 
chester creek,'1  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

§  1.  The  electors  of  the  town  of  Westchester,  in  the 
county  of  Westchester,  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered, at  their  next  annual  town  meeting,  or  at  any 
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subsequent  town  meeting,  to  vote  and  raise  by  tax,  upon 
the  taxable  inhabitants  and  property  of  the  said  town, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  in  one  snra, 
or  in  three  equal  sums ;  assessable  and  payable  in  three 
equal  annual  instalments,  thereafter  to  be  applied  and 
paid  towards  deepening,  widening,  removing  obstruct- 
ions to  the  navigation,  and  generally  improving  the 
Westchester  creek,  a  navigable  stream  of  water,  leading 
from  Long  Island  Sound  through  the  said  towns,  and 
the  sum  or  sums  so  voted,  shall  be  levied  and  collected, 
as  other  town  charges  are  now  levied  and  collected  by 
law  therein. 


Chap.  22. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Aubarn," 
passed  April  eighteen,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-nine. 

Passed  February  28, 1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly*  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Title  three,  seotion  one  of  the  revised  char-  Xoidl 
ter  of  the  city  of  Auburn  is  hereby  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  "one  collector,"  and  inserting  in  its 
stead  the  words  "and  tax  receiver." 

Section  three  of  said  title  three  is  hereby  amended  by  fJ^JJiS. 
striking  out  the  words  "one  collector"  and  inserting  in 
its  stead  the  words  "one  treasurer  and  tax  receiver." 

Section  eight  of  said  title  three  is  hereby  amended  by  JS^S!** 
striking  out  the  word  "collector"  and  inserting  in  its 
stead  the  words  "treasurer  and  tax  receiver." 

Section  thirteen  of  said  title  three  is  hereby  amended  JJ^aS! 
by  striking  out  the  word  "collector"  and  inserting  in 
its  stead  the  words  "treasurer  and  tax  receiver." 

§  2.  Title  four,  section  three  is  hereby  amended   by  ™  miffi. 
striking  out  the  words  "one  city  treasurer." 

Section  four  of  saicf  title  four  is  hereby  amended  by  SmSS04* 
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adding  thereto  the  following,  to  wit:  "They  shall  also 
have  power,  in  case  of  absence  or  other  inability  on  the 
part  of  the  mayor  to  attend  to  his  duties,  to  elect  any 
one  of  the  aldermen  acting  mayor,  who  during  the  time 
of  such  absence  or  inability,  shall  be  vested  with  all  the 
powers  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  mayor  as 
prescribed  by  this  act." 

Section  five  of  said  title  four  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "dollars/'  the  following,  to  wit: 
"or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months." 

§3.  Title  five,  section  three  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  the  words  "and  tax  receiver"  after  the  word 
"treasurer." 

Sections  eleven,  twelve  and  thirteen  of  said  title  five 
are  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  sections  inserted 
in  their  stead: 

§  11.  The  treasurer  and  tax  receiver  shall  hold  his 
office  for  one  year  from  and  after  his  election  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  The  office  of  the  city  treasurer 
and  that  of  collector  of  said  city,  as  heretofore  exist- 
ing, shall  be  abolished,  and  the  said  treasurer  and  tax 
receiver  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the 
duties  heretofore  possessed  and  performed  by  such 
treasurer  and  collector,  except  as  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided. He  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  the 
city,  and  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures, in  such  manner  as  the  common  council  shall 
direct ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  make  a  written  or 
printed  report  to  the  common  council,  of  the  condition 
of  the  city  finances,  quarterly,  to  wit:  at  their  firs* 
meeting  in  the  months  of  April,  July,  October  and  Jan- 
uary, and  he  shall  exhibit  in  appropriate  columns  in  his 
report  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  city,  in  detail,  and 
when  and  for  what  incurred,  as  well  as  the  moneys  in 
the  treasury,  and  to  what  particular  fund  they  belong, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  council  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  published  in  the  official  paper  of  the  city. 

§  1?.  The  treasurer  and  tax  receiver,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  enter  into  a  bond  to 
the  city  of  Auburn,  in  such  penal  sum  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  common  council,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be 
approved  by  the  common  council,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  (rf  his  office,  as  pvescrib- 
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ed  by  this  act,  which  bond,  when  bo  approved  and  en- 
dorsed by  the  clerk  of  the  city,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  Cayuga  county,  who  shall  place  the 
same  on  record,  as  required  in  the  case  of  bonds  of  the 
town  collectors ;  said  bond  shall  be  a  lien  on  all  the  real 
estate  of  said  treasurer  and  tax  receiver,  and  of  his  sure- 
ties in  the  county  of  Cayuga, and  shall  continue  so  until 
the  conditions,  together  with  all  the  costs  and  charges  • 
which  may  accrue  from  the  prosecution  thereof,  shall  be 
fully  satisfied.         •* 

§  13.   Before  any  warrant  for  the  collection  of  taxes,  Addition*! 
that  shall  be  issued  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  b0Bd* 
county  of  Cayuga,  shall  be"  delivered  to  said  treasurer 
and  tax  receiver,  he  shall  execute  an  additional  boud  to 
the  supervisors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  of  the  city  of 
Auburn,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  %<\  be  freeholders  in 
said  county,  to  be  approved  by  said  supervisors,  in  a 
penalty  double  the  amount  of  the  said  taxes  directed  to 
be  collected  by  such  warrant,  conditioned  that  he  shall 
faithfully  collect  such  taxes,  and  pay  over  the  same  ac- 
cording to  law,  which  bond  the  said  supervisors  shall, 
within  six  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  to  be  «g.

The  People  of  the  State  of  JSew  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  If  the  collectors  of  taxes  of  the  several 
towns,  in  the  county  of  Oneida,  shall  within  the  time 
now  prescribed  by  law,  pay  over  all  moneys  by  them 
collected ;  and  shall  respectively  renew  their  securities 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  supervisors  of  said  towns  re- 
spectively, the  time  for  collecting,  and  making  the  final 
returns  of  taxes  in  said  towns,  shall  be  extended  to  the 
first  day  of  April  next,  and  the  said  collectors  are  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  and  collect  said 
taxes  at  any  time  before  the  last  named  day,  the  same 
38  they  are    now  authorized  by  law  to  levy  and  collect 
the  same. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately*

The  common  council  of  the  city  of  IJtica 
borrow*  shall  have  the  power,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized, 
fi2,ooo.  iQ  borrow  the  amount  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  upon 
the  corporate  bonds  of  said  city,  at  a  rate  of  interest 
not  exceeding  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  the  indebtedness  and  liabilities  of  said 
city,  existing  on  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-one,  said  bonds  to  be  issued  for  that  pur- 
pose and  payable  as  hereinafter  provided.

Sbctooh  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  gj^011 
Herkimer,  at  any  meeting  when  lawfully  assembled  in  *gj£^* 
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session,  may  determine  to  restore  the  distinction  between 
county  poor  aud  town  poor,  in  the  said  county,  and  upon 
their  filing  such  determination,  duly  certified  by  the 
clerk  of  said  board,  with  the  county  clerk,  the  said

by  law,  and  shall  be  subject  t<?  the  same  duties  and  lia- 
bilities in  criminal  cases  as  the  justices  of  the  peace  of

§  5.  Such  police  justice  shall  have,  in  eaid  town,  ex-****1*1"1, 
elusive  jurisdiction,  except  in  cases  of  his  absence  from 
said  town,  or  inability,  ^from  sickness  or  other  cause,  to 
act,  to  hear  criminal  complaints  and  to  conduct  all 
criminal  business  in  said  town  that  may,  by  law,  be  done 
by  a  justice  of  the  peace.

any  officer  arresting  any  person  on  a  criminal  warrant,

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follow*: 

Section  1.  Any  person  liable  to  be  assessed  for  high- wbo  may 
way  labor,  or  own  real  estate  liable  to  taxation,  in  the  {Hon, So.**" 
town  of  flushing,  or  the  town  of  Jamaica,  in  the  county  ' 
of  Queens,  may  apply,  by  petition,  duly  verified  to  any 
court  of  record,  at  any  term  thereof,  appointed    to- 
be  held  in  said  county,  for  the  appointment  of  three 
commissioners  to  lay  out  a  public  highway,  commencing 
at  the  plank  road  in  the  village  of  Queens,  and  running 
from  thence  through  the  towns  of  Jamaica  and  Flushing 
in  said  county  to  the  road  leading  from  Rocky  Hill  to 
the  village  of  Flushing,  in  said  town  of  Flushing,  and 
terminating  at  a  point  on  said  road  near  to,  or  in  the 
vicinity  of,  the  residence  of  Benjamin  Lawrence.

Section  1.  Margaret  Gilluly,  Alicia  Dunne,  Matilda  corpont. 
Hardy,  Catharine  Sneeringer  and  Margaret  Brennan,  are  ow" 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  '( The 
Female  Academy  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  of  Albany,"  to 
be  located  in  the  county  of  Albany.  The  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  in  all  respects  a  seminary  of  learning,  for 
the  education  of  females,  and  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  to  make 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  plea- 
sure. 

$  2.  The  estate,  property,  effects  and  concerns  of  the  Property  <* 
corporation,  shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of  five  trus- 
tees, who  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  associates  of 
said  corporation.

Chap.  58. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  leasing  or  sale  and 
conveyance  of  the  real  estate  of  benevolent, 
charitable,  scientific,  missionary  societies 
and  orphan  asylums. 

Passed  March  19,  186  L 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  fhe  supreme  court  of 
this  state,  upon  the  application  of  three-fourths  of  the 
trustees  of  any  benevolent,  charitable,  scientific,  mis- 
sionary society  or  orphan  asylum  incorporated  by  law, 
in  case  it  shall  deem  it  proper,  to  make  an  order  for  the 
leasing  or  sale  and  conveyance  of  any  real  estate  belong- 
ing to  such  corporation,  and  to  direct  the  application' 
of  the  moneys  arising  therefrom  by  the  said  corporation 
to  such  uses  as  to  the  said  court  shall  seem  to  be  most 
for  the  interest  of  the  corporation  to  which  the  real 
estate  so  leased  or  conveyed  belongs. 

§*.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Pough- 
keepsie  and  New  Paltz  ferry  company. 

Passed  March  19th,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
9        in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follow*: 

Section  1.  The  Poughkeepsie  and  New  Paltz  ferry 

steam  fenry.  COmpany  are  hereby  granted  the  right  and  authority  to 

run  a  ferry  by  means  of  vessels  propelled  by  steam 

power,  and  to  transport  persons  and  property  thereon 

across  the  Hudson  river  from  any  landing  place  within 

*  So  in  the  original. 
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the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Poughkeepsie,  on   the 
east  shore,  to  any  landing  place  between  a  point  one 
mile  north  and  the  present  ferry  landing  on  the  west 
shore  of  said  river,  and  to  demand  and  receive  the  rates 
of  compensation  therefor,  which  the  said  company  are 
now  allowed  to  demand  and  receive  for  ferriage.     No 
license  to  inn  a  steam  ferry  across  the  Hudson  river 
to  or  from  any  point  included  within  the  limits  afore- 
said shall  hereafter  be  granted  by  any  county  judge  or 
county  court ;  but  if  the  said  company  shall  omit  or 
neglect  to  furnish  suitable  accommodations  and  con- 
veniences for  passengers,  or  to  run  their  ferry  boat  at 
proper  times  and  with  sufficient  frequency,  application  £j|pn£tl011 
may  be  made  to  the  supreme  court  at  any  special  term  made  torn, 
thereof,  held  in  the  second  or  third  judicial  district,  fiTSJuST1 
upon  such  notice  to  said  company,  as  the  court  shall oaaeB* 
direct,  and  the  court,  upon  proof  of  the  facts,  may  in 
their  discretion,  grant  license  for  another  ferry  within 
eaid  limits,  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  condi- 
tions as  county  courts  are  now  authorized  to  license 
ferrieB  in  other  oases,  anything  in  this  act  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  unless  the  said  Poughkeepsie 
and  New  Paltz  ferry  company  shall  thereafter  obey 
such  order  as  the  said  court  may  thereupon  make  in 
relation  to  the  management  of  their  said  ferry. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  company  is  hereby  ^JP^*1 
increased  to  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  the  di- 
rectors thereof,  are  authorized  to  issue  certificates  for 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  shares  of  twenty  dollars  each 
of  additional  stock  of  said  company.  The  said  directors 
shall  give  public  notice  in  two  newspapers,  one  printed 
in  the  county  of  Dutchess,  and  one  printed  in  the  county 
of  Ulster,  at  least  once  in  each  week  for  four  weeks, 
that  they  will  receive  subscriptions  for  such  additional 
stock,  at  the  office  of  the  company,  during  the  period 
of  such  advertisement,  payable  at  such  time  or  times  as 
the  company  shall  call  for  the  same,  and  requiring  not 
exceeding  ten  per  cent  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  sub- 
scribing. At  the  expiration  of  said  advertisement,  the 
said  directors  shall  proceed  to  distribute  such  stock 
among  the  persons  who  may  offer  to  take  the  same,  and 
who  shall  have  paid  or  deposited  the  percentage  re- 
quired at  the  time  of  subscribing.  In  distributing  such  who  may 
stock  the  said  director  shall  allot  two  hundred  andhoW,took- 
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fifty  shares  thereof  to  and  among  persons  residing  in 
the  county  of  Ulster,  in  preference  to  all  others,  if  that 
number  and  amount  of  shares  shall  be  subscribed  for 
by  responsible  residents  of  said  county.  The  said  di- 
rectors shall  publish  notice  of  the  calls  for  payment, 
upon  such  increased  stock  as  the  same  may  be  made 
from  time  to  time  in  two  newspapers  published  in  said 
counties  of  Dutchess  and  Ulster.  Such  publication  by 
two  insertions  in  each  of  such  newspapers  shall  be 
sufficient  notice  of  any  such  call.  If  any  such  call  so 
made  and  published,  shall  not  be  complied  with  ac- 
cording to  its  term8,the  directors  may  forfeit  the  shares 
of  the  person  or  persons  defaulting,  to  the  use  of  the 
company,  together  with  all  previous  payments  made 
thereon,  and  may  sell  the  same  at  public  or  private 
sale,  to  any  person  who  will  pay  the  amount  due,  and 
agree  to  pay  what  shall  become  due  upon  said  shares. 

§  3.  The  said  company  are  authorized  to  borrow  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may 
require  for  the  use  of  said  ferry,  and  to  issue  the  bonds 
of  the  company  for  the  same  payable  not  later  than  five 
years  from  the  date  thereof;  and  to  execute  a  mortgage 
or  mortgages  for  securing  any  such  bonds  upon  the  pro- 
perty and  franchises  of  the  said  incorporation  :  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  debt  to  be  incurred  by  virtue 
of  this  act,  shall,  at  no  time  exceed  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars.

AN  ACT  to  establish  free  schools  in  the  village 
of  Ithaca. 

Passed  March  19,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
tn  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  School  district  number  sixteen  in  the  town 
of  Ithaca,  in  the  county  of  Tompkins,  shall  form  a  per- 
manent school  district  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  alter- 
ation by  the  school  commissioner  of  said  county. 

§  2.  The  schools  in  said  district  shall  be  free  to  all  the  school  to  be 
children  residing  therein  between  the  ages  of  four  and fpe*" 
twenty-one  years,  and  no  rate  bill  shall  hereafter  be  im- 
posed. 

§  3.  Trustees  for  said  school  district  shall  continue  to  Tnutew, 
be  elected  for  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner,  l£.w  •leoted» 
as  is  now  provided  by  the  general  school  laws  of  this 
state.     The  trustees  shall  have  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  all  the  district  schools  within  the  said  district, 
and  all  the  property  belonging  to  the  same.    They  shall 
appoint  a  collector,  who  shall  have  all  the  powers,  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  a  school  district  collector ;  aud  collector, 
who  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  dulle»<* 
of  a  school  district  collector  as  now  provided  by  the 
general  school  laws  of  this  state,  and  who  shall  give 
bonds  with  sureties  .satisfactory  to  the  trustees,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  before  he  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  enter  upon  the  discharge  thereof,  that  he  will 
pay  over  to  said  trustees  upon  demand,  or  upon  their 
written  order,  all  moneys  which  he  shall  have  collected 
and  belonging  to  said  district. 

§  4.  The  trustees  shall  submit  at  the  annual  meetings Rgortof

Section  1*  The  jail  limits  of  the  county  of  Erie  are 
hereby  extended  so  as  to  take  in,  and  include,  the  whole 
territory  now  included  with  the  present  boundaries  of 
the  city  of  Buffalo. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  62. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Panama. 

Passed  March  21,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Harmony,  in  Bound,  of 
the  county  of  Chautauqua,  embraced  in  the  following vtttag* 
bounds,  that  is  to  say:  including  lots  number  thirty- 
nine,  forty-seven  and  forty-eight,  first  township  and 
thirteenth  range  of  the  Holland  land  company's  sur- 
vey, shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  of  "The 
village  of  Panama,"  and  the  territory  within  said 
bounds  together  with  the  inhabitants  therein,  shall  be 
a  municipal  corporation  by  the  name  of  "  The  village 
of  Panama,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, and  said  corporation  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
vested  with,  and  in  possession  of  all  the  estate,  real  and 
personal,  rights,  privileges  and  immunities,  which  (at 
the  time  of  passing  this  act)  appertain  and  belong  to 
the  village  of  Panama.  The  said  corporation  shall  be 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  complaining  and 
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defending  in  any  court,  make  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  shall  have  power  to 
hold;  purchase  and  convey  such  real  and  personal  estate 
as  the  purposes  of  the  corporation  may  require, 
officer* of  §  2.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  consist  of 
▼mag©.  gye  tru8teeSj  which  trustees,  at  the  time  of  their  elec- 
tion, shall  have  been  assessed  and  paid,  within  the  last 
year,  a  tax  upon  real  or  personal  property ;  one  asses- 
sor, one  clerk,  one  treasurer,  and  one  collector  of  taxes 
*  and  assessments,  to  be  elected  by  the  people  of  the  cor-

The  as- 
sessor shall  recoive,  for  his  compensation,  such  reason- 
able sum,  for  every  day  actually  spent  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties,  as  the  trustees  may  allow  therefor, 
not  exceeding  the  compensation  allowed  to  town  as- 
sessors* 

§  11.  The  treasurer  shall  receive,  keep  and  disburse  Doty  or 
the  funds  of  the  village  ;  he  must  keep  proper  accounts  t,,B•-ll^•,• 
of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out ;  and  stating  the 
name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  payment  was  made  ; 
a  separate  account  must  be  kept  of  all  moneys  raised 
for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  village,  by  tax,  includ- 
ing in  the,  same,  all  receipts  for  licenses,  and  from  other 
sources,  not  raised  for  a  special  purpose,  and  of  the 
disbursement  thereof;  this  is  known  as  the  general 
fund.  A  separate  account  must  also  be  kept  of  the 
taxes  and  assessments  for  highway  purposes,  with  the 
disbursements  thereof,  and  also  any  tax  or  assessment 
for  any  special  purpose,  as  well  as  any  assessment  for 
improving,  laying  out,  widening  or  extending  a  street, 
or  for  the  village  debt  respectively,  with  the  disburse- 
ments thereof. 

§  12.  The  treasurer 's  books  shall  be,  at  all  times,  TrewaiWi 
subject  to  the  examination  of  the  trustees ;  and  he  must bookfc 
prepare,  and  three  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting, 
present  to  the  president,  a  statement  showing  the  con- 
dition of  every  fund  ;  showing  the  receipts  on  account 
of  the  same,  and  the  disbursements  thereof,  and  where 
and  to  whom  paid.  It  is  his  duty  to  pay  on  present- 
ment, all  fclaims  allowed  as  provided  in  this  act,  out  of 
the  proper  fund  ;  and  if  there  be  no  fund  out  of  which 
it  can  be  paid,  to  make  an  entry  on  the  claim,  stating 
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presentment  and  non-payment,  and  the  reason  therefor ;

§  14.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  meet  at  such  places 
within  said  village,  and  at  such  times  as  they  shall,  by 
resolution,  direct ;  they  may,  also,  meet  at  any  time, 
and  in  any  place  within  said  village,  when  called  upon 
for  that  purpose  by  the  president,  or  notified  by  the 
clerk ;  and  the  clerk  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the 
board  of  trustees  at  any  time,  on  the  written  request  of 
any  two  trustees,  and  all  such  meetings  may  be  adjourned 
from  time  to  time.

all  other  necessary  apparatus  belonging  to  the  same.

22.  To  compel  the  removal  or  abatement  of  any  pub- 
lic nuisance,  and  if  not  done  within  such  time  as  the 
trustees  may  allow,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or 
abated  at  the  expense  of  the  village,  and  to  declare  such 
expense  to  be  a  lien  upon  the  lot,  and  to  enforce  the  col- 
lection thereof  by  selling  the  premises  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  this  act,  or  by  action  against  the  owner  of 
the  lot,  or  any  other  person  who  may  have  created  or 
maintained  such  nuisance. 

23.  To  prohibit  or  regulate  all  exhibitions  of  natural

the  same  on  such  terms  as  the  trustees  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient. 

24.  To  restrain  and  prohibit  hawking  and  peddling 
in  the  streets ;  to  regulate,  restrain  or  prohibit  sales  by 
auction,  and  to  grant  or  withhold  license  to  auctioneers. 

25.  To  provide  for  the  safety  of  the  public  lamps, IWd* 
end  to  regulate  the  use  of  candles,  lights  and  fires  in 
barns  and  stables,  and  other  places  peculiarly  liable  to 
take  fire. 

•  26.  To  regulate  the  duties  of  the  sexton  and  the 
compensation  he  shall  receive  for  services  performed  in 
the  discharge  of  those  duties. 

27 .  To  regulate  and  control  all  existing  cemeteries 
and  provide  for  the  establishment  of  new  ones,  and  to 
prevent  all  interments  within  the  bounds  of  the  corpo- 
ration, except  within  those  herein  provided  for. 

28.  And  generally,  the  said  trustees  shall  have  power 
to  make  and  establish,  from  time  to  time,  all  such  by- 
laws, ordinances,  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  state, 
as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into  full 
effect  the  purposes  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the  pow- 
ers and  privileges  granted  by  this  act,  and  not  inconsist- 
ent with  this  act ;  and  for  the  better  enforcement  of 
such  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulation,  the  said 
trustees  shall  also  have  power  to  prescribe  such  penal" 
ties  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  a  violation  thereof,  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence ; 
but  all  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations 
shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  said  village 
before  they  shall  take  effect. 

§  17.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power,  by  reso- 
lution, or  upon  view,  or  upon  testimony  of  witnesses: 

1.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  nwmiw* 
tallow  chandler  shop,  soap  factory,  tanning  stall,  privy, 
sewer,  pig-sty,  or  any  other  unwholesome,  offensive  or 
nauseous  house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the 
same,  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  in  the  opinion  of 
the  trustees  the  same  may  be  necessary  for  the  health, 
comfort  or  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  vil- 
lage ;  and  in  case  such  owner  or  occupant  will  not  pro- 
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ceed  forthwith  as  directed  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate 
the  same,  to  cause  it  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  such 
owner  or  occupant,  and  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  ex- 
pense thereof  in  a  civil  action. 

ibid.  2.  To  require    the  removal  or  destruction  of  any 

dead  carcass  or  other  unwholesome  or  offensive  substance, 
or  substance  likely  to  become  unwholesome  or  offensive 
from  any  street,  lot  or  building,  by  the  owner  or  occu- 
pant thereof;  and  ixt  case  such  owner  or  occupant  will 
not  proceed  forthwith  as  required  to  remove  or  destroy 
the  same,  then  to  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  ex- 
pense of  such  owner  or  occupant,  and  to  sue  for  and 
recover  the  expense  thereof  in  a  civil  action. 

Fire  depart.     §  18.  The  trustees  are  authorized  and  empowered  to 

ment.  organize  and  establish  a  fire  department,  to  consist  of 
one  or  •  more  fire  companies,  one  or  more  hook  and  lad- 
der companies,  and  one  or  more  hose  companies ;  to 
appoint  a  sufficient  number,  not  exceeding  sixty  to  each 
fire  engine  company,  and  not  exceeding  twenty-five  to 
each  hose  and  hook  and  ladder  company,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  individuals  so  to  be  appointed ;  a  foreman 
for  each  company  shall  be  chosen  by  the  members  of 
each  company,  in  the  manner  to  be  directed  by  the 
trustees,  and  subject  to  their  approval  and  ratification. 

Exemption       §  19*  Every  member  of  the  fire  department  shall,  so 

of Swdfl!"  *0D&  as  ^6  8^a^  rema*n  8UCh  member,  be  exempt  from 
PMtment  serving  on  juries  in  any  court,  and  from  paying  all  poll 
tax,  and  from  serving  in  the  militia,  except  in  the  case 
of  war,  invasion  or  insurrection  ;  and  every  person  who 
shall  serve  in  such  fire  department  five  years  successively, 
including  the  time  he  shall  have  served  continually  as  a 
fireman  in  said  village  before  the  passing  of  this  aqt, 
shall  thereafter  be  entitled  to  the  like  exemption  from 
•  military  service,  and  a  certificate  of  such  service  in  the  fire 
department,  authenticated  by  the  signature  of  the  presi- 
dent and  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  shall  be  legal 
evidence  before  all  the  courts  and  officers,  civil  and 
military,  of  such  exemption, 
cwef  «#-  §  20.  The  members  of  the  fire  department  are  author- 
ized to  elect  a  chief  engineer  and  one  or  more  (not  ex- 
ceeding two)  assistant  engineers  of  the  fire  department, 
whose  election  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  who  may  be  removed  by  said 
trustees  for  incapacity,  neglect  of  duty  or  misconduct ; 
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the  chief  engineer,  and  in  bis  absence  the  senior  jpeist- 
aBt  engineer,  shall  have  direction  and  control  of  the 
fire  department,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation. 

§21.  Every  member  of  the  fire  department  who  shall,  JE^S^S 
at  the  time  of  any  fire,  refuse  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  J**"0* eD* 
chief  engineer,  or  in  his  absence,  the  orders  of  the  senior*^' 
assistant  engineer  present,  and  every  inhabitant  of  the 
corporation  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  any  fire,  refuse  to 
obey  the  orders  of  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  the 
orders  of  any  trustee  present,  shall,  for  each  offence, 
forfeit  snch  penalty  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by- 
laws, not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  for  eacji  offence. 

§  22.  Every  person  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  any  fire, JJJJgJJrt 
be  gnilty  of  mutinous  conduct,  or  shall  attempt  to  frM. 
excite  mutiny  and  insubordination  in  others,  or 
attempt  to  obstruct  the  operation  of  the  fire  department 
or  the  execution  of  the  orders  of  the  proper  officers, 
shall,  for  each  offence,  forfeit  such  penalty  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars 
for  each  offence. 

§23.  The  trustees  may  remove  any  member  of  theNegkct. 
fire  department  for  negligence,  disobedience  of  orders, 
or  misconduct,  after  giving  him  at  least  five  days'  notice 
in  writing  to  show  cause  against  such  removal. 

§  24.  The  trustees  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  office  bewwwwd- 
fire  wardens  of  said  village,  and  they  and  each  of  them  "*" 
as  such  fire  wardens,  shall,  when  present  at  the  oc- 
currence of  any  fire,  have  general  supervisory  power 
over  and  authority  to  direct  the  officers  and  members 
of  the  fire  department  and  other  persons  present  at  any 
such  fire,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
by-laws. 

§25.  The  said  village  shall  constitute  a  high  way  Highly 
district,  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  commissioners  dl■t^tot• 
and  overseers  of  highways  are  hereby  devolved  upon, 
and  shall  be  exercised  by  the  trustees  of  the  village, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act ;  and  the  juris- 
diction of  the  commissioners  and  overseers  of  high- 
ways of  the  town  of  Harmony,  within  the  limits  of  said 
village,  over  the  taxable  inhabitants,  corporations  and 
banking  associations,  and  the  property  therein,  and  the 
highway  taxes  levied  or  to  be  levied  on  the  same  or 
any  of  them,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  hereby  entirely 
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abrcrated,  except  each  as  shall  be  assessed  on  said 
village  by  the  board  of  supervisors  for  roads  and  bridges. 
Trontaee  to  §  26.  The  trustees  are  authorized  aud  empowered  to 
open  Bt«ota»  jfty  q^  make  and  open  any.  street,  alley  or  highway,  of 
such  width  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and  to  cause  any 
street,  alley  or  highway  already  laid  out,  to  be  opened, 
altered,  extended,  widened  or  discontinued,  whenever 
they  shall  deem  the  public  good  to  require ;  provided 
such  street,  alley  or  highway  shall  not  be  so  laid  out  or 
altered  as  to  run  over  the  site  of  any  dwelling  house 
erected  before  the  said  road,  street  or  highway  shall  be 
so  laid  out  or  altered,  if  the  said  dwelling  house,  or  other 
building,  erected  before  the  said  road,  street  or  highway 
shall  be  so  laid  out  or  altered,  shall  exceed  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars  in  value,  which  value  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  assessor  of  said  village,  and  his  deter- 
mination shall  be  in  writing,  and  filed  with  the  village 
clerk,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands  over  which 
such  street,  alley  or  highway  shall  be  laid  out  or  altered, 
shall  be  paid  a  reasonable  compensation  for  such  dam- 
ages as  they  shall  sustain  by  reason  thereof;  and  said 
damages  may  be  settled  by  agreement  between  said 
owner  or  owners,  or  either  of  them,  and  the  trustees ; 
but  in  all  cases  where  the  amount  of  such  damages  shall 
not  be  settled  by  agreement,  the  manner  of  ascertaining

to  appear  before  said  president  and  jury  on  the  day,  and 
at  the  place  in  such  precept  to  be  specified  ;  or  if  the 
said  lands  are  unoccupied,  and  the  owner  or  others  in- 
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terested,  bo  unknown  to  the -Bait?  trustees  in  that  case 
the  notice  shall  be  inserted  for  six  weeks  in  the  state 
paper,  which  notice  shall  be  tatfefe"  aid  deemed  to  be 
sufficient ;  which  jury  being  duly  sWorn,*  faithfully  and 
impartially  to  inquire  into  and  assess  thfe  .tie mages  in 
question  ;  and  having  viewed  the  premises/  shall  in- 
quire of  and  assess  such  damages  and  recompense  as 
they  shall,  under  all  the  circumstances,  judge  fit*  to  3>e 
awarded  to  the  owner,  owners  or  occupants  of  sucfc- 
lands  for  their  respective  losses  or  damages,  according 
to  their  several  interests  and  estates  therein ;  and  theibu.  ' 
verdict  of  said  jury,  when  reduced  in  writing  and 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  said  jurors  and  filed  with  the 
village  clerk,  and  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  money  so 
awarded  and  adjudged  to  the  owner,  owners  or  occu- 
pants thereof,  or  tender  and  refusal  thereof,  shall  be 
conclusive  and  binding  against  the  said  owner,  owners 
or  occupants,  his,  her  or  their  respective  heirs,  execu- 
tors, administrators  or  assigns  claiming  any  estate  or 
interest  of,  in  or  to  the  said  lands.  But  said  trustees 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  take  possession  of,  or  appro- 
priate any  such  lands  until  after  the  payment  or  tender

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  owners,  of 
any  lot  or  lots  on  any  of  the  public  streets  in  said  vil- 
lage, to  grade,  construct,  relay  and  keep  in  repair,  all 
sidewalks  opposite,  and  on  the  same  side  of  the  street 
with  their  respective  lots,  in  such  time  and  manner,  and 
of  such  materials  as  the  board  of  trustees  may,  by  a  by- 
law, resolution  or  ordinance  for  such  purpose  direct ; 
and  if  any  such  owner  or  owners,  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
so  to  grade,  construct,  relay  or  repair  the  sidewalk 
adjoining  such  lot  or  lots,  when  so  directed,  then  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  trustees  to  cause  the  same  to  be  graded, 
constructed,  relaid  or  repaired,  by  Such  persons  as  they 
may  employ  or  appoint  for,  and  on  account  of  the  owner 
or  owners,  as  aforesaid,  and  such  owner  or  owners,  shall 
be  liable  to  pay  the  expenses  of  such  grading,  construc- 
tion, relaying  or  repairing,  and  all  sums  so  expended  on 
such  sidewalks,  after  being  audited  by  the  board  6f  trus- 
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tee?,  shall   thenceforth  be  a  tax  to  that  amount  upon 
every  such  lot.     Whenever  any  sidewalk  shall  be  re-a«i»iwon 
quired  to  bo  made  or  repaired,  graded,  constructed  or"  "* 
relaid,  upon  or  adjoining  any  unoccupied  lot  of  land,  all 
the  owner  or  owners  of  which  shall  be  non-residents  of 
said  village,  or  unknown  ;  and  if  such  owner  or  owners 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  grade,  construct,  relay  or 
repair,  after  notice  of  such  requirement  shall  have  been 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  Baid  village  for  one 
week,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  grade,  con- 
struct, relay  or  repair  such  sidewalk,  for  and  on  account 
of  such  owner  or  owners,  the  expenses  of  which,  and  of 
such   publication,  shall  be  a  lien  or  charge  upon  such 
lot,  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  thirty  dollars  for  each  one 
hundred  feet  in  length,  and  in  that  proportion.    The  Expense*  of 
expenses  of  making,  repairing  or  improving  any  suchwpairs" 
sidewalk,  as  specified  in  the  sections  of  this  act,  oppo- 
site to  and  on  the  same  side  of  the  street  with  any  lot, 
shall  be  a  lien  upon  such  lot ;  and  if  the  owner  be  a 
resident  of  said  village,  the  trustees  shall  serve  a  written 
notice  upon  him,  or  upon  the  occupant,  of  the  manner 
in  which  such  sidewalks  are  required  to  be  made,  re- 
paired ox  improved,  and  of  the  time,  not  less  than  thirty 
days,  within  which  it  may  be  done,  by  such  owner  or

Every  such  war- 
rant shall  be  returned,  and  may  be  renewed  like  other 
warrants  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  said  village  ;  and 
it  shall  set  forth  plainly,  by  some  brief  description,  the 
lot  charged  with  the  tax,  assessment  or  expenses,  the 
time,  the  resolution,  ordinance  or  direction  for  'the 
improvement  was  made,  under  which  the  expense 
charged  on  such  lot  was  made  or  incurred,  the  amount 
of  such  tax  or  assessment,  and  the  street  or  part  there- 
of, as  near  as  may  be,  where  such  improvement  was 
required  to  be  made.  Whenever  the  collector  of  said 
village  shall  return  on  oath,  that  within  the  time 
specified  for  the  return  thereof,  in  any  warrant  for  the 
collection  of  taxes,  or  the  expenses  of  making  any 
sidewalks,  or  repairing  or  improving  the  same,  he 
was  unable  to  find,  within  such  village,  sufficient  pro- 
perty out  of  which  he  could  collect  such  tax  or  expenses 
specified  in  such  warrant,  the  trustees  may,  in  the 
corporate  name  of  said  village,  prosecute  the  person 
liable  to  pay  such  tax  or  expenses  in  any  court  having 
cognizance  of- such  case,  recover  the  amount  thereof 
remaining  uncollected,  with  ten  per  cent  interest  from 
the  date  of  the  warrant,  and  cost ;  or  may  sell  for  a 
term  of  years,  a  lease  of  the  said  land,  as  herein  pro- 
vided.

A  certificate  of  such  A#**m«it 

assessment  and  apportionment,  signed  by  the  assessor for* 

making  the  same,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk, 

and  shall  be  binding  and  exclusive  upon  the  owner  or 

owners,  or  others  interested ;  and  the  amount  assessed 

against  the  owner?  of  and  persons  interested  in  each  of 

such  lots  and  real  estate,  respectively,  shall  be  a  lieu 

upon  such  lots  and  real  estate ;  and  for  all  such  liens 

and  charges  the  trustees  shall  issue  their  warrant,  and 

cause  the  same  to  be  collected,  with  interest,  from  date  of 

the  assessment,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  village  taxes 

and  assessments  are  collected.     The  owner  or  occupant 

of  any  real  estate  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  trustees, 

be  deemed  the  owner  thereof  for  all  the  purposes  of 

this  section. 

§30.  The  expenses  of  working,  paving,  repairing,  stn»t_  ex- 
grading,  leveling,  improving,  and  cleaning  the  streets,1"*" 
and  the  erection  and  repair  of  bridges,  shall  be  denomi* 
nated  street  expenses,  and  shall  be  provided  for  as 
follows  :  The  said  trustees  shall  assess,  levy  and  collect 
by  tax,  upon  the  taxable  inhabitants  and  property  in 
said  village,  annually,  such  an  amount,  denominated 
highway  tax,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  not  exceed- 
ing the  sums  hereinafter  specified,  which  highway  tax 
shall  be  assessed  as  follows:  Each  male  inhabitant 
of  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upwards  (except  minis- 
ters of  the  gospel  and  priests  of  every  denomination, 
not  assessed  for  real  or  personal  property,  firemen  and 
lunatics),  the  sum  of  seventy-five  cents,  and  the  balance 
shall  be  assessed  in  just  proportions,  according  to  the 
last  assessment  roll,  among  and  upon  all  persons  owning 
property  and  estates,  real  and  personal,  non-resident 
owners  of  property,  incorporated  companies,  banks  and 
banking  associations  in  said  village,  not  exceeding  one 
dollar  for  every  hundred  dollars,  which  moneys,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  the  said  trustees  shall  deem  necessary, 
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shall  be  expended  by  the  said  trustees  upon  the  streets, 
highways  and  bridges  in  said  village.     Any  surplus 
more  than   enough  for  the  said  street  expenses,  shall 
remain  in  the  treasury.    The  said  trustees  shall  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  the  street  expenses,  and  shall  report 
the  same,  with  any  surplus  on  hand,  to  the  annual  meet- 
'  ing  of  said  village. 
TnuteM  to      §  31.  The  trustees  are  authorized  and  empowered  to 
2f"^mJJ?r  raise  money  by  tax,  in  manner  as  herein  provided,  to 
penmofthepay  all  expenses  of  the  corporation,  and  also  to  carry 
corporation.  jnto  egfect  tbe  several  powers  and  privileges  granted  by 
this  act ;  but  no  such  tax,  except  the  poll  apd  highway 
tax,  and  the  dog  tax  hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  be 
levied  or  collected  until  the  same    shall  have  been 
authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  the 
corporation,  at  their  annual  election  of  officers,  or  at  a 
meeting  called  by  the  trustees,  for  the  purpose  of 
authorizing  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes, 
voting  of    Before  any  such  tax  can  be  voted  for  at  any  such  meet- 
taz>  ing,  a  notice  must  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  by 

order  of  the  trustees,  and  signed  by  the  president  and 
clerk,  for  at  least  ten  days  before  such  meeting,  stating 
that  the  meeting  will  be  called  upon  to  vote  for  a  tax 
or  loan,  specifying  the  object  or  objects,  stating  the 
sum  proposed  to  be  raised  for  each  object,  andf  an  esti- 
mate by  items  of  the  cost  of  each  proposed  object  At 
such  meeting  the  sum  or  sums  to  be  raised  shall  be 
voted  for  by  ballot ;    each  ballot  to  have  written  or 

?rinted  thereon  "  for  the  tax,"  or  "  against  the  tax." 
'he  sum  to  be  raised  for  each  object,  if  more  than  one, 
shall  be  voted  for  separately,  and  the  result  of  each  vote 
shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk.  A  greater  or  less  sum 
than  proposed  by  the  trustees,  for  any  object,  may  be 
voted  for  in  a  like  manner  at  such  meeting.  No  tax  not 
thus  presented  and  voted  upon  shall  be  collected,  and 
no  item  thus  voted,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose  than  the  specific  purpose  for 
which  it  was  voted,  and  any  surplus  thereof,  unexpend- 
ed for  that  specific  purpose,  shall  be  and  remain  in  the 
treasury,  ana  be  accounted  for  and  reported  by  the 
trustees;  but  its  purpose  and  object  may  be  changed  to 
any  other  object  by  a  subsequent  vote  of  another  meet- 
ing, after  due  notice,  in  the  same  manner  as  herein 
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provided   for  the  vote  directing  such  tax,  when  such 
change  can  be  made  without  violating  a  contract. 

\  32.  Whenever  any  tax  shall  have  been  voted  to  be  A*«»ort 
raised  as  herein  provided,  the  assessor  shall  apportion  tuVvotU 
the  same  among  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  non-resident  owners  of  property  therein  and 
corporate  bodies  therein,  in  just  proportions,  according 
to  the  last  assessment  roll,  or  according  to  a  new  one, 
when  thereunto  required  by  the  trustees ;  and  a  new 
assessment  roll  shall  be  made  at  least  once  in  each 
year.  They  shall  add  to  the  tax  to  be  assessed  against 
eacl}  individual  who  shall  have  refused  or  neglected  to 
pay  his  tax  of  any  former  year,  and  which  shall  not 
have  been  collected,  the  amount  of  his  tax  so  unpaid ; 
they  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
at  which  they  will  meet  to  review  the  assessment  roll, 
which  shall  be  given  by  posting  said  notice  in  five 
public  places  in  the  corporation.  When  the  assessors' 
roll  shall  have  been  reviewed  and  completed,  and  the 
taxes,  including  the  dog  tax,  hereinafter  provided  for. 
highway  tax,  and  local  assessments  are  therein  entered, 
and  the  trustees  shall  have  annexed  their  certificate 
thereto,  the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
village,  and  shall  be  denominated  the  tax  roll  of  the 
village  ;  a  duplicate  thereof  shall  be  made,  which,  with 
the  proper  warrant,  under  the  hands  of  the  trustees, 
and  the  seal  of  the  village,  directed  and  delivered  to 
the  collector,  shall  be  the  authority  of  the  collector  to 
collect  said  taxes,  including  said  dog  tax,  highway 
taxes  and  assessments. 

§33.  All  tax  rolls,  when  corrected  and  completed, SauSwiSi

aforesaid,  together  with  his  fees,  which  shall  be  one 
per  cent  if  paid  within  three  weeks  after  the  first  public 
notice  given  by  the  collector  of  the  receipt  of  such  roll, 
which  notice,  containing  the  fact  of  the  receipt  of  said 
roll,  and  the  place  or  places  where  the  same  may  be 
paid,  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  ten  days         . 
in  said  village,  and  upon  all  sums  paid  or  collected 
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after  that  time,  five  per  cent ;  and  in  case  any  person, 
corporation  or  corporate  bo,dy  shall  refuse  to  pay  his 
or  her  taxes  or  assessments,  or  any  of  them,  and  the 
fees  aforesaid,  the  collector  shall  levy  the  same  by 
distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the 
delinquent,  in  the  same  manner  as  collectors  of  town 
and  county  taxes  are  authorized  to  do  ,  and  such  war- 
rant shall  command,  require  and  authorize  such  collec- 
tion of  taxes  and  assessments,  and  such  enforcement 
thereof ;  and  all  moneys  collected  by  the  collector  shall, 
after  deducting  his  compensation  therefor,  be  paid  by 
him  into  the  treasury  of  the  village, 
collector  to  §  34.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  collector 
give  bond.  un£er  t|je  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  before  he  enters 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office  as  collector,  and  within 
five  days  sifter  the  tax  roll  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk, 
execute  to  the  said  village,  by  its  corporate  name,  and 
file  with  the  clerk,  a  bond,  with  two  or  more  sureties, 
to  be  freeholders  of  the  county  of  Chautauqua  and  to 
be  approved  by  the  president,  in  a  penalty  not  less  than 
double  the  amount  of  the  tax  roll,  and  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such  collector, 
and  for  the  honest  and  faithful  accounting  and  paying 
over  all  moneys  which  shall  come  to  his  hands  as  such 
collector.  In  case  the  person  elected  or  appointed 
collector  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  not 
comply  with  all  the  directions  contained  herein,  then, 
and  in  that  case,  the  trustees  are  authorized  to  appoint 
a  collector,  under  their  hands  and  the  seal  of  the 
village,  who  shall,  after  his  appointment,  execute  and 
file  a  like  bond  within  five  days,  to  be  approved,  in  the 
penalty  aqd  with  the  same  condition  as  the  bond  of  the 
person  elected  or  appointed  is  required  to  do. 
collector  to  §  35.  Whenever  the  collector  shall  receive  any  war- 
wben  tazti  rant  for  the  collection  of  any  tax  or  assessment  directed 
£^  °°l-  to  be  levied  by  the  trustees,  as  provided  by  this  act,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  give  the  notice  required  to  be 
given,  as  specified  in  section  thirty-three  of  this  act ; 
but  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  mentioned  in  said 
notice,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  proceed  and  collect  the 
same  out  of  any  personal  property  of  the  persons, 
corporations  or  associations,  whose  real  or  personal 
estate  is  assessed  or  taxed,  in  the  manner  required  by 
9         law,  for  the  collection  of  towa  and  county  taxes  by 
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collectors  of  towns ;  and  in  case  the  said  collector  can 
not  find   sufficient  porsonal  property  to  levy  on,  and 
from  which  to  make  any  tax  or  assessment,  upon  any 
real  estate  assessed  or  taxed  on  said  roll,  with  his  fees 
and  costs,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  advertise  the  premises 
assessed  or  taxed,  to  be  sold  in  the  manner  and  for  the 
time  required  in  cases  of  sales  of  real  estate  on  execu- 
tion, and  conduct  the  sale  in  the  same  manner.    Any 
person  may  stop  the  proceedings  at  any  time  before 
the  Bale  by  paying  the  collector  the  amount  of  tax  and 
assessment  charged  upon  such  real  estate,  with  the 
interest  thereon,  collector's  fees,  and  the  costs  and 
expenses  of  advertising.     All  sales  of  real  estate  under  *JJ|,6<£j8* 
this  act  shall  be  for  the  shortest  period  for  which  anynapaiduM 
bidder  will  take  the  premises  and  pay  the  amount  of 
tax,  assessments,  collector's  fees,  costs  and  expenses. 
When  any  sale  shall  be  made  by  the  collector,  he  shall 
make  and  subscribe  duplicate  certificates  thereof  con- 
taining a  description  of  the  property  sold,  the  amount 
and  time  for  which  it  was  sold,  stating  the  amount  of 
taxes  and  assessments,  and  the  items  of  the  fees,  costs 
and  expenses  for  which   the  sale  was  made,  and  the 
time  within  which  the  premises  may  be  redeemed,  one 
of  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  village, 
and  the  other  shall  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser.    The 
collector  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  one  dollar  for 
-  drawing  said  certificates,  which  shall  be  included  in 
and  form  part  of  his  fees,  which  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  in  case  of  a  sale.     The  owner  and  his  judgtnent 
creditors  shall  have  the  same  right  of  redemption,  in 
all  cases  of  such  sales,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent  as  is  allowed  by  law  in  Cases  of  sales  of 
real  estate  by  execution,  except  that  the  purchaser 
shall  receive  interest  at  the  rate  of  fourteen  per  cent 
per  annum  on  the  sum  bid  on  sale,  from  the  time  of 
sale ;  and  the  money,  in  case  of  redemption,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  purchaser  or  village  clerk  for  him.    In  casePremt««,

Within  fifty  days  after  the  receipt  of  any  tax 
l»y°overa11  r°U  and  warrant  by  the  collector,  he  shall  pay  over  alL 
money.  moneys  collected  "by  virtue  thereof  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  village ;  and  if  any  taxes  or  assessments  remain 
unpaid  or  uncollected  for  any  cause,  he  shall  make  a 
return  -containing  a  statement  of  such  taxes  and  assess- 
ments, the  persons  against  whom  the  same  are  assessed, 
and  if  any  of  them  are  charged  upon  real  estate ;  the 
*        said  statement  shall  contain  a  brief  description  of  such

a  sale  of  any  real  estate  in  said  village  owned  by  or 
assessed  to  such  person,  corporation  or  banking  associa- 
tion, in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  same  were  assessed 
upon  such  real  estate  ;  and  any  tax  or  assessment  upon 
the  personal  estate  of  any  person,  corporation  or  bank- 
ing association,  to  whom  any  real  estate  owned  by  such 
person,  corporation  or  corporations  or  associations,  is 
assessed,  shall  be  a  lien  thereon ;  and  in  all  cases  where 
any  taxes  or  assessments  shall  remain  unpaid  or  uncol- 
lected, for  want  of  sufficient  goods  and  chattels  whereof 
to  make  the  same  by  distress  and  sale,  and  at  any  time 
after  the  time  for  the  return  of  the  warrant  by  the  col- 
lector shall  have  expired,  an  action  may  be  brought  and 
maintained  by  the  corporation  against  the  person,  cor- 
poration or  association  taxed,  and  recover  the  same, 
with  costs  of  the  action,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this 
state,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  to  enforce 
the  collection  of  any  judgment  which  may  be  recovered 
in  such  action,  as  are  provided  in  this  act  for  the  collec- 
tion of  judgments  recovered  in  actions  to  recover  pen- 
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ajties  or  forfeitures;  but  such  action  shall  not  operate 
to  release  any  lien  upon  property  for  such  tax,  until  the 
judgment  recovered  in  such  action  shall  have  been  fully 
satisfied. 

If,  at  the  time  of  levying  any  annual  tax,  any  tax 
description.  Qr  agse8Bm6nfc  levied  upon  any  real  estate  in  any  previ- 
ous year,  shall  by  a  defective  description  of  such  real  es- 
tate, or  for  any  other  cause,  remain  unpaid,  the  amount 
thereof,  with  interest  may  be  added  to  such  annual  tax, 
and  charged  upon  the  real  estate  upon  which  it  was 
originally  assessed,  and  the  same  proceedings  in  all 
respects  for  the  collection  thereof  may  be  had,  and  with

§  47.  The  trusteesshall  have  fall  power,  in  all  cases,  to  Aaammamt 
correct  the  assessment  or  tax  rolls,  whenever  it  shall  beJSlUoSt!" 
made  to  appear  to  them  that  any  mistake  has  been  made 
therein ;  and  they  shall  also  have  full  power  and  author- 
ity to  correct  the  descriptions  of  real  estate  therein,  and 
to  add  all  necessary  descriptions  of  real  estate  thereon, 
where  a  proper  description  thereof  has  been  omitted  by 
the  assessor,  or  where  the  description  thereof  by  the 
assessor,  shall  appear  to  the  trustees  to  be  in  any  way 
defective. 

§  48.  At  any  village  meeting  for  the  raising  of  money  order  tot* 
by  tax,  or  the  disposition  of  any  funds,  money  or  pro-SrhSS^ey

The  People  qf  the  State  of  New  Fori,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  superintendent  of  the  state  lunatic 
asylum  at  Utica,  is  authorized  and  required,  as  soon  as 
practicable,  to  cause  all  such  male  persons  as  have  been 
sent  as  insane  convicts  from  tbe  several  state  prisons  of 
this  state  to  said  asylum,  and  now  confined  therein, 
remaining  insane,  to  be  removed  to  the  state  asylum  for 
insane  convicts,  at  Auburn,  whether  their  term  of  sen- 
tence shall  have  expired  or  not.  And  the  superintend- 
ent of  the  state  asylum  for  insane  convicts,  at  Auburn, 
shall  receive  all  such  persons,  and  shall  detain  them  in 
said  asylum,  in  the  same  manner,  and  subject  to  the 
same  regulations  in  respect  to  their  custody,  care,  treat- 
ment and  discharge,  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in  tbe 
case  of  insane  convicts  originally  committed  to  said 
asylum  from  the  several  state  prisons  of  this  state.

The  trustees  of  the  New  York  State  Ine- 
powlerh?o  to- hriate  Asylum  shall  have  power  to  issue  bonds  to  the 
mo  bond*,  amount  of  sixty  thousand  dollars.  The  payment  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  secured  by  a  pledge  of  all  the  lands  and 
buildings  belonging  to  said  New  York  State  Inebriate 
Asylum.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Upon  application  of  any  citizen  of  the  vil- 
lage of  Masonville,  Delaware  county,  owning  or  leasing 
freehold  estate  adjoining  the  highway  in  said  village,  to 
one  of  the  road  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Mason- 
ville, in  said  county  of  Delaware,  said  commissioner  may 
grant  to  the  said  applicant  the  privilege,  in  writing,  to 
construct  a  plank  walk  across  in  front  of  his  premises 
next  to  the  highway, upon  the  following  condition,  viz.: 
Said  walk  shall  be  made  of  good  and  substantial  plank, 
at  least  two  inches  thick,  to  be  cut  four  and  one-half 
feet  long,  and  laid  upon  sound  scantling  bed-pieces,  at 
least  four  inches  thick ;  the  whole  cost  not  to  exceed 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  rod,  and  no  more  than 
six  rods  shall  be  built  by  any  one  in  one  year.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  one  of  the  said  commissioners  of  high- 
ways, in  the  town  of  Masonville,  upon  due  notification 
thereof,  to  examine  the  same  when  finished,  and  to  cre-

her  or  their  interest  in  the  same,  on  such  conditions  as 

shall  he  agreed  on  and  specified  in  such  release.    The 

provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  lots  or  plots 

now  laid  out  in  the  said  cemetery,  on  which  interments 

have    been    made,  and  which  have  been   heretofore 

granted,  assigned,  transferred  or  set  apart  to  individual 

holders  by  the  said  trustees. 

§  6-  The  cemetery  lands  and  property  set  fo^handgj^p^^ 
described  in  this  act,  shall  be  exempt  from  all  public  rom  "" 
taxes,  rates  and  assessments,  and  shall  not  be  liable  to 
be  sold  on  execution,  or  be  applied  in  payment  of  debts 
due  from  any  individual  proprietors ;  but  the  proprie- 
tors of  lots  or  plots  in  the  said  cemetery  shall  hold 
the  same  exempt  therefrom  forever ;  and  no  street, 
road  or  avenue  shall  be  laid  through  the  Baid  cemetery 
or  any  part  of  the  lands  held  by  the  said  trustees  for 
eemetery  purposes,  aforesaid,  without  the  consent  of 
the  trustees ;  and  there  shall  be  no  removal  of  re- 
mains of  persons  interred  within  the  limits  of  the  old 
burying  place,  except  where  necessary  to  open  avenues 
or  walks,  and  then  only  to  lots  satisfactory  to  surviv- 
ing friends  or  representatives. 

§  7.  The  trustees,  at  each  annual  election  of  trustees,  Boport  of 
shall  make  a  report  to  the  lot  proprietors,  of  their tnwtee"- 
doings,  and  of  the  management  and  condition  of  the 
property  and  concerns  of  the  cemetery.  The  treasurer 
shall  also,  at  the  same  time,  submit  a  report  in  writing 
to  the  trustees,  setting  forth  the  amount  of  money  re-

AN  ACT  to  constitute  the  village  of  Hannibal, 
in  the  county  of  Oswego,  a  separate  road 
district. 

Passed  March  26,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

vwog*tobe  Section  1.  The  village  of  Hannibal,  in  the  town  of 
wSdtotriot  Hannibal,  and  county  of  Oswego,  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  separate  road  district,  exempt  from  the  superin- 
tendence of  commissioner  or  commissioners  of  highways 
of  said  town  of  Hannibal.  The  trustees  of  said  village 
shall  be  the  exclusive  commissioners  of  highways  there- 
in ;  and  they  alone  shall  possess  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  of  commissioners  of  highways  of  towns  in 
building  and  repairing  bridges,  repairing,  altering,  de- 
scribing and  discontinuing,  and  laying  out  streets  and 
highways,  and  making  assessments  of  labor  and  money 
therefor,  within  the  limits  of  said  village,  and  in  laying 
out  such  labor  and  money  raised  for  highways,  streets 
and  sidewalks  therein. 
Duty  of  §  2.  The  commissioner  or  commissioners  of  highways

laying  out,  opening,  altering,  discontinuing,  describ- 
ing or  repairing  roads  in  said  town,  or  purchasing  the 
right  of  way  for  any  road  or  roads  in  said  town,  which 
may  hereafter  be  raised,  assessed  and  collected  upon 
the  taxable  property  in  said  village,  pay  over  the  sum 
or  sums  of  money  so  raised,  assessed  and  collected,  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  village,  upon  the  order  of  the 
trustees  of  said  village.

Section  1.  The  fourth  section  of  an  act  entitled  an 
act  to  declare  the  village  of  Cuba  a  separate  road 
district,  and  to  provide  for  raising  money  by  tax  therein 
for  highways,  and  sidewalks;  and  compel  owners  of 
property  therein  to  build  sidewalks  and  for  other  pur- 
poses, passed  April  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

$  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  owner  or  occupant 
of  real  estate  in  said  village  in  front  of  whose  premises 
a  sidewalk  has  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  made  to  keep 
the  same  at  all  times  in  suitable  and  proper  repair  and 
in  case  of  his  neglect  to  do  so,  he  shall  be  liable  for  all 
damages  which  shall  be  sustained  by  such  neglect.

All  bills  to  be  hereafter  audited  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  Westchester  county,  and  all 
petitions  to  said  board  asking  for  the  appropriations  of 
money,  and  Jhe  reports  of  the  county  officers  of  said 
county,  shall  be  presented  to  said  board  on  or  before  the 
seventh  day  of  the  session  of  said  board  ;  and  no  bill 
shall  be  audited  by  said  board  nor  any  money  appro- 
priated by  petition,  unless  so  presented.

Passed  March  26,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  .It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners 
of  highways  of  the  town  of  Ellicott,  in  the  county  of 
Chautauqua,  to  cause  the  roads  and  highways  therein, 
which  have  been  legally  established,  the  records  where- 
of have  been  lost  or  destroyed,  to  be  ascertained,  de- 
scribed, and  entered  on  record  in  the  office  of  the  town 
clerk  of  said  town  ;  which  record  shall  be  as  valid  and 
effectual,  as  the  original  record  of  the  laying  out  of  such 
roads  and  highways,  and  the  said  commissioner  is  hereby 
authorized  to  examine  on  oath,  the  overseers  of  high- 
ways in  the  said  town,  and  all  other  persons  having 
any  knowledge  or  information  respecting  such  high- 
ways, and  to  employ  the  necessary  surveyors  and  their 
assistants  to  survey  any  of  the  said  roads  or  high- 
ways.

§  2.  The  salary  of  said  superintendent  and  keeper, 
shall  be  fixed  by  resolution  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  said  county,  at  the  next  meeting  of  said  board,  after 
the  election  of  said  superintendent,  and  when  so  fixed, 
shall  remain  until  said  board  shall,  by  resolution,  direct

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  authorizing  the 
formation  of  town  Insurance  companies, 
passed  April  seventeenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-seven.

Section  1.  Section  thirteen,  of  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  town  insurance  com- 
panies/' passed  April  seventeenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-seven,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

§  13.  Any  member  of  such  company,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  majority  of  parties  insured,  may  withdraw 
therefrom,  at  any  time,  by  giving  notice  in  writing  to 
the  president,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  secretary  thereof, 
and  paying  his  share  of  all  claims  then  existing  against 
said  company ;  except  that  no  such  withdrawal  shall  be 
allowed,  as  to  any  insurance  on  property  which  shall 
have  been  damaged  or  destroyed  by  fire,  and  on  which 
the  company  shall  have  paid  to  the  insured  damages  for 
the  loss  sustained  ;  but  in  such  case  and  to  the  extent 
of  such  insurance,  the  insured  shall  remain  a  member 
qf  the  company  and  be  liable  to  be  assessed  for  its  loss- 
es or  expenses  on  the  amount  so  insured,  during  the 
term  of  such  insurance.  And  the  directors,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall  have  power,  subject  however,  to 
the  foregoing  exceptions,  to  annul  any  policy,  by  giving 
notice  in  waiting  to  that  effect  to  the  holder  thereof.

Sbctiok  1.  Section  three  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act 
to  authorize  the  sale  of  lands  for  non-payment  of  taxes, 
and  for  the  collection  of  unpaid  taxes,  in  the  county  of 
Westchester/9  passed  April  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

$3.  The  county  treasurer  shall  cause  a  list  of  all  u«t  of  an- 
other unpaid  taxes  in  each  town,  with  a  description  of  Kpobf6-10 
the  premises  as  contained  in  the  assessment  rolls,  to  be"***** 
published  once  in  each  week,  for  eight  weeks  consecu- 
tively next  preceding  the  day  fixed  for  the  sale  of  said

'  §  2.  The  said  village  shall  be  divided  into  three 
wards,  as  follows  :  That  part  thereof  lying  north  of 
the  Erie  canal  shall  constitute  the  first  ward  ;  that  part 
thereof  on  the  south  side  of  said  canal,  and  east  of  the 
centre  of  Main  street,  shall  constitute  the  second  ward ; 
that  part  thereof  lying  south  of  said  canal,  and  on  the 
west  side  of  the  centre  of  Main  street  shall  be  the  third 
ward. 

§  3.  The  inhabitants  of  said  village  qualified  to  vote 
pt  toiyn  meetings  shall,  at  their  annual  charter  elec- 
tion?, elect  by  ballot  from  their  number  one  president, 
three  trustees,  one  corporation  clerk,  one  treasurer, 
one  collector,  one  police  justice,  one  police  constable, 
and  one  assessor.  The  number  of  trustees  shall  be  six, 
three  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  annually  as  aforesaid, 
and  the  three  now  in  office  who  have  the  longest  term 
to  serve  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  first  annual 
meeting  in  the  corporation  in  the  year  A.  D.  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-trfo,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in 
their  place. 

§  4.  The  annual  meetings  for  the  election  of  said 
officers"  and  other  objects  herein  designated,  shall  be 
held  in  said  village  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  March,  in 
each  and  every  year  hereafter,  at  the  places  now  or 
hereafter  to  be  designated  by  the  board  of  trustees.  If, 
however,  from  any  cause;  said  annual  meeting  should 
not  so  be  held;  said  corporation  shall  not  for  such 
omission  be  dissolved ;  but  a  special  meeting  may  there- 
after be  called  and  held  as  hereinafter  provided,  at 
which  all  business  proper  to  be  transacted  at  an  annual 
meeting  may  be  transacted.

the  day  designated  for  that  purpose,  and  whenever 
requested  so  to  do,  in  writing,  by  five  freeholders  of  said 
village.

Surpose  of  safe  keeping  therein  all  disorderly  and] 
runken  persons,  or  other  persons  under  arrest,  and  to 
rent  and  hire  a  suitable  room  or  rooms  for  such  pur- 
pose, and  to  furnish  such  watch-house  or  lock-up  with 
suitable  furniture  and  fires  for  the  same.  The*  said 
trustees,  or  either  of  them,  the  president,  or  any  of  the

Highway  Qr  before  the  tenth  day  of  April  in  each  year,  fix  the 
aggregate  amount  of  highway  labor  to  be  laid  out  upon 
the  roads,  streets  and  lanes  in  said  village,  and  shall

The  trustees  shall  make  out  an  assess- 
ment accordingly  and  attach  thereto  a  warrant,  with  or 
without  seal,  directed  to  the  collector  of  said  village, 
directing  him  to  collect  such  tax  or  assessment  within 
sixty  days  after  the  receipt  thereof  by  him,  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  collectors  of  towns  are  authorized  to 
collect  taxes.    They  may  employ,  in  behalf  of  the  cor- 

Atton»y»   poration,  attorneys  and  counsel  in  prosecution  or  defence 

5oy«d.em"  of  any  action  by  or  against  said  village,  and  in  such 
other  cases  as  may  require  professional  skill.  Should 
anything  occur  in  the  interval  between  any  of  the  annual 
meetings  of  said  corporation,  rendering  it  necessary 
that  any  of  the  cross-walks,  bridges,  or  property  be- 
longing to  the  corporation  should  be  repaired,  it  shall 
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be  tbe  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  repair  the  same 
upon  the  credit  of  the  corporation,  to  be  paid  by  an 
appropriation  at  the  annual  meeting  next  thereafter,  or 
may  be  paid  by  them  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated.

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  auditing  of  accounts 
by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  counties 
of  Onondaga,  Tioga,  Oneida,  Fulton,  Mon- 
roe, Broome,  Delaware,  Cayuga,  Orange,  Jef- 
ferson, Richmond,  Livingston,  Chenango, 
Suffolk,  Ulster,  Dutchess,  Steuben,  and  Nia- 
gara, and  the  duties  of  certain  officers  of  said 
county  in  connection  therewith. 

Passed  March  26,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  supervisors  of  the  counties  of  Onon- 
daga, Tioga,  Oneida,  Fulton,  and  Monroe,  Broome, 
Delaware,  Cayuga,  Orange,  Jefferson,  Richmond,  Liv- 
ingston, Chenango,  Suffolk,  Ulster,  Dutchess,  Steuben 
and  Niagara,  by  their  clerks,  shall  provide  boxes  with 
suitable  inscriptions  thereon,  and  with  openings  in 
the  top  to  be  Kept  in  the  offices  of  the  clerks  of  said 
counties  and  in  their  charge  under  lock  and  key,  in 
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which  shall  be  deposited  by  said  clerks,- all  accounts 
and  claims  against  said  counties,  duly  verified  accord- 
ing to    law  ;  and  on  the  morning  of  the  fourth  day 
of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  boards  of  supervisors  of 
said  counties,  the  clerks  of  said  boards  shall  take  from

D.  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  in  lieu  of 
the  compensation  now  allowed,  and  in  lieu  of  all  fees, 
and  exclusive  of  disbursements,  a  salary  of  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  a  year,  which  shall  be  a  county 
charge,  to  be  paid  to  him  by  the  county  treasurer  in 
quarter-yearly  payments,

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  action  or  proceeding  shall 
be  commenced,  or  pending  in  the  city  court  of  Brooklyn, 
or  before  the  city  judge  of  Brooklyn,  in  which  the  said 
city  judge  shall  have  acted  in  the  capacity  of  an  at- 
torney or  as  counsel,  or  shall  be  interested,  or  in  which 
he  would  be  excluded  as  a  juror,  by  reason  of  consan- 
guinity or  affinity  to  either  of  the  parties,  the  said 
judgeshall  make  a  certificate,  stating  such  fact,  and  file 
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the  same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  said  court,  and 
shall  file  a  like  certificate,  with  the  county  clerk  of 
Kings  county,  and  thereupon,  jurisdiction  of  such  action 
or  proceeding  shall  be  vested  in  the  supreme  court,  and 
the  said  action  or  proceeding  shall  thereafter  be  prose- 
cuted in  the  said  supreme  court,  and  be  entitled  therein  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  it  had  originally  been  commenced 
therein.  And  the  county  of  Kings  shall  be  the  place 
for  the  trial  of  such  action  ;  and  all  papers  on  file,  in

James  E.  Smith,  Franklin  M.  Haeselbrath, 
George  C.  Stephens,  David  F.  Ackerson,  Richard  Gilhuly, 
Henry  Jones,  John  E.  Garrison,  Lawrence  W.  Coats, 
William  Kirkpatrick,  Aaron  Taylor,  Nicholas  Blauvet, 
jr.,  Aaron  R  Sares,  John  A.  Vanderbilt,  John  W.  Voris, 
Oscar  Dexter,  James  A.  Vanderbilt,  Henry  E.  Storms,

vided to  be  filed  by  the  third  sections  of  such  acts 
respectively,  have  expressed  an  intention  to  make  insur- 
ance, or' which  shall  have  power  to  make  insurance, 
against  loss  or  damage  by  the  risks  of  inland  navigation 
or  transportation,  shall  nave  power  to  make  insurance 
upon  vessels,  boats,  cargoes,  goods,  merchandize,  freights 
and  other  property  against  loss  and  damage  by  all  or 
any  of  the  risks  of  lake,  river,  canal  and  inland  naviga- 
tion and  transportation. 

§  2.  Any  insurance  company  hereafter  incorporated

The  charter  of  the  Great  Western  insur- 
ance company,  a  corporation  organized  in  the  city  of 
New  York  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  marine 
insurance,  under  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for 
the  incorporation  of  insurance  companies,"  passed  April 
tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-nine,shall  be  amended 
so  that  the  first  clause  of  article  eight,  and  the  first 
clause  of  article  nine,  of  said  charter,  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows:

There  shall  annually,  at  the  time  of  the  ascertainment 
of  profits  as  aforesaid,  be  credited  on  the  books  of  said 
company,  to  each  person  or  firm  who  shall  have  paid 
any  premiums  to  said  company,  which  shall  have  been 
earned  during  the  preceding  year,  such  a  portion  of  said 
seventy-five  per  cent  of  profits  ascertained  as  aforesaid 
as  the  amount  of  such  earned  premiums  during  such 
year,  paid  by  such  person  or  firm  (and  not  returned), 
shall  be  of  the  whole  amount  of  premiums  earned  by 
said  company  (less  returned  premium). 

Article  9. 
No  scrip  issued  by  the  company  shall  be  paid  off,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  so  as  to  reduce  the  aggregate  of  the 
capital  and  the  surplus  or  reserved  fund  aforesaid,  below 
the  sum  of  two  million  dollars ;  but  over  and  above  that 
aggregate  said  scrip  may  be  redeemed  or  paid  off  by  said 
company  when  and  as  said  company  shall  see  fit ;  pro- 
vided, however,  each  annual  issue  of  scrip  shall  be  fully 
redeemed  and  paid  off  before  any  subsequent  issue  shall  be 
redeemed  or  paid  off,  in  whole  or  in  part ;  and  provided, 
farther,  that  no  greater  accumulation  of  said  surplus  or 
reserved  fund  shall  be  allowed  than  will  make  up  an

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aggregate  of  cash  capital  and  surplus  of  five  million 
dollars ;  and  said  company  shall  be  required  to  redeem 
and  pay  off  any  scrip  in  excess  of  such  aggregate  with- 
out delay  :  the  capital  shall  not  be  regarded  as  impaired 
unless  the  amount  of  stock  capital  created  by  or  under 
the  second  article  of  this  charter  is  deficient  by  losses 
or  otherwise.

Section  second,  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act 
to  facilitate  the  forming  of  agricultural  and  horticultu- 
ral societies,"  passed  April  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-five,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

Upon  filing  the  certificate  as  aforesaid,  the  persons 
who  shall  have  signed  and  acknowledged  such  certificate, 
and  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  thereupon,  and 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate 
by  the  name  stated  in  such  certificate,  and  by  that  name, 
they  and  their  successors  shall,  and  may  have  succes- 
sion^ and  shall  be  persons  in  law,  capable  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  and  they  and  their  successors  may  have, 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the 
same  at  pleasure,  and  they  and  their  successors  by  their 
corporate  name,  shall,  in  law,  be  capable  of  taking  and 
securing,  purchasing  and  holding  real  estate  for  the

In  any  cause  or  proceeding,,  that  is  or 
shall  be  pending  in  any  court  of  sessions  of  this  state, 
except  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  in  which 
the  county  judge  shall  for  any  cause,  be  incapable  of 
acting,  the  court  of  sessions,  shall,  by  rule,  transfer  the 
same  to  the  court  of  oyer  and  terminer,  which  shall 
have  the  same  jurisdiction  that  courts  of  sessions  have 
in  such  cases. 

§  2.  In  any  such  cause  or  proceeding  in  which  either 
of  the  justices  of  the  sessions  shall,  for  any  cause,  be

description  of  the  offence  committed  by  every  person 
convicted  of  crime,  abridged  from  the  indictment,  as 
would  be  sufficient  to  maintain  the  averments  relating 
to  such  offence,  necessary  to  be  made  in  an  indictment 
for  a  second  offence.

§  3.  Within  twenty  days  after  the  adjournment   of  cierktof 
any  criminal  court  of  record,  the  clerk  thereof  shall SJorllore- 
also  transmit  to  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  a  JJ^J^ 
duly  certified  statement  of  the  number  of  indictments « 
tried  at  such  court,  specifying  the  number   for  each 
separate  offence;  the  number  on  which  convictions 
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were  had ;  the  number  on  which  defendants  were  ac- 
quitted; the  number  of  indictments  against  persons 
who  were  convicted  on  confession  ;  and  also  the  number 
of  indictments  against  persons  who  were  discharged 
without  trial.  Whenever  the  clerk  of  any  county  shall 
transmit  to  the  secretary  of  state,  any  transcripts  of 
convictions  had  in  courts  of  record,  he  shall  also  trans- 
mit to  the  said  secretary,  copies  of  all  certificates  of 
convictions  made  by  any  court  of  special  sessions,  and 
required  by  law  to  be  filed  with  such  clerk,  which  have 
thus  been  filed  in  the  office  of  said  county  clerk,  since 
the  previous  transmission  of  any  transcripts  by  him. 

Report  of  §  4.  Within  twentv  days  after  the  adjournment  of 
any  criminal  court  of  record,  the  sheriff  of  the  county 
in  which  such  court  shall  be  held,  shall  report  to  the 
secretary  of  state  the  name,  occupation,  age,  sex,  and 
native  country  of  every  person  convicted  at  such  court, 
of  any  offence,  the  degree  of  instruction  which  each 
person  so  convicted  has  received,  and  all  such  other 
items  of  information  in  relation  to  such  convicts  and 
their  offences,  as  the  secretary  of  state  shall  require; 
which  reports  shall  be  made  in  such  form  as  the  said 
secretary  shall  prescribe.  And  to  enable  such  sheriffs 
to  make  the  said  returns,  they  shall  be  authorized,  by 
themselves  and  their  deputies,  to  make  all  necessary 
inquiries  of  the  persons  convicted,  before  or  after  trial, 
and  of  the  keepers  of  prisons  where  such  convicts  may 
be  confined,  and  of  all  other  persons.  For  their  serv- 
ices in  the  premises,  as  well  for  collecting  statistics 
relating  to  convictions  in  courts  of  special  sessions, 
such  sheriffs  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  compensa- 
tion by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  their  respective 
counties  as  a  county  charge. 

ibid.  §  5.  The  respective  sheriffs  of  the  counties  of  Albany, 

Cayuga,  Columbia,  Dutchess,  Erie,  Kings,  Monroe, 
New  York,  Oneida,  Onondaga,  Oswego,  Rensselaer  and 
Schenectady  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  every  month, 
transmit  to  the  secretary  of  state  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  persons  convicted  in  courts  of  special 
sessions,  during  the  preceding  month,  in  the  respective 
cities  of  Albany,  Auburn,  Brooklyn,  Buffalo,  Hudson, 
New  York,  Oswego,  Rochester,  Poughkeepsie,  Syra- 
cuse, Schenectady,  Troy  and  Utica.

Section  1.  Whenever  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot 
or  plat  of  ground  in  the  Forest  Lawn  cemetery  of  the 
city  of  Buffalo,  shall  desire  to  sell  and  convey  any  such 
lot  or  plat,  after  an  interment  has  been  made  therein, 
and  the  remains  of  Buch  deceased  person  have  been  re- 
moved therefrom  and  properly  interred  in  some  other  lot 
or  cemetery,  such  person  upon  his  or  her  petition,  with 
due  proof  by  affidavit  of  such  change  of  interment,  and 
with  the  consent  in  writing,  of  a  majority  of  the  trust- 
ees of  such  association  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  may  apply 
to  the  county  court  of  Erie  county,  for  an  order  au- 
thorising such  conveyance,  and  any  conveyance  made 
by  virtue  of  any  such  order  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
valid  for  all  intents  and  purposes  as  expressed  therein.

■tonon.      0f  the  town  of  Scriba,  in   the  county  of  Oswego,  shall 

be  commissioners  for  draining  "  Deer  Ridge  "  or  "  Wine 
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Creek  "  swamp,  in  the  town  of  Scriba,  in  the  county  of 

Oswego,  to  the  extent  hereinafter  provided* 

$  2.  It   shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  JJJJJkJ* 

cause  the  level  of  said  swamp  to  be  ascertained  by  aZoMn. 
competent  engineer,  and  to  cause  an  open  ditch,  at  least 
six  feet  wide  at  the  top,  and  of  a  proper  depth  to  secure 
thorough  drainage,  to  be  dug  from  the  highway,  running 
from  the  Oswego  river  and  from  the  southwest  corner 
of  £.  8.  Talcott's  farm,  to  what  is  called  the  "  Kingdom 
road,"  in  said  town  of  Scriba,  and  from  a  point  at  or 
near  the  southwest  corner  of  Shubael  W.  Stoel's  land, 
and  running  thence  northerly  near  the  western  margin 
of  said  swamp  to  an  old  ditch,  formerly  cut  through  a 
strip  of  hard  land,  on  and  adjoining  the  land  of  Henry

land  of  the  said  Henry  C,  Abbee,  far  enough  to  obtain 
a  fall  sufficient  for  the  drainage  of  said  swamp.

§  3.  The  said  commissioners  sball  ascertain,  as  near  ibid. 
as  may  be,  the  length  of  said  ditch  on  or  across  the  lands 
of  each  of  the  several  persons  on  or  through  whose 
lands  it  shall  pass,  and  the  number  of  acres  of  land  to  be 
drained  or  benefited  thereby,  belonging  to  each  of  such 
persons.  As  the  work  on  such  ditch  progresses,  and  after 
the  same  shall  be  finished,  the  said  commissioners  shall 
make  one  or  more  assessments  upon  the  persons  benefit- 
ed or  to  be  benefited  by  such  ditch.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  a*  follow*: 

Section  1.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Hud- 
8on  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  assess  upon 
real  estate  benefited  by  the  construction  of  a  sewer 
in  Prison  alley,  from  Third  street  westerly  to  Front 
street,  and  from  thence  northerly  to  Diamond  street,  in 
said  eity  of  Hudson,  which  sewer  has  been  constructed 
by  said  common  council,  the  deficiency  or  balance  of 
the  expense  of  constructing  said  sewer  not  heretofore 
paid  by.or  collected  of  the  parties  for  the  same. 

§  2.  That  in  the  making  and  collection  of  such  assess- 
ment, the  common  council  shall  in  all  respects  proceed 
as  required  by  the  charter  of  the  said  city  in  cases  of 
constructing  drains  or  sewers :  provided,  however,  that 
no  lot  or  real  estate  upon  which  the  assessment  hereto- 
fore made  has  been  paid  in  full,  shall  be  further  assessed 
for  such  improvement. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Elmira  Umbrella  Frame  Manufacturing  com- 
pany. 

Passed  March  30,  1861. 

•  The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Elmira  umbrella  frame  manufacturing 
company  is  authorized  to  receive  from  Jonathan  Ball, 
of  Elmira,  a  transfer  of  the  rights  secured  to  bim  by  two 
letters  patent  granted  by  the  United  States,  one  bearing 
date  the  fourth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-nine,  for  the  "  improved  manufacture 
of  umbrella  rings,"  and  the  other  bearing  date  the  fourth 
day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty,  for  w  improvements  in  the  mode  of  preparing 
wood  for  umbrella  sticks,"  at  such  valuation  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  trustees  of  the  said  company 
and  the  said  Jonathan  Ball,  and  upon  filing  in  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  county  of  Chemung,  an  affidavit  of 
the  said  trustees  and  of  the  said  Ball,  and  a  certificate 
of  the  county  judge  of  said  county,  to  the  effect  that 
the  said  valuation  is,  in  their  opinion,  a  fair  and  just 
valuation,  the  said  rights  shall  thenceforth  constitute 
capital  stock  of  the  said  company  to  the  amount  of  said 
valuation,  and  the  said  Jonathan  Ball  shall  become  a 
stockholder  to  such  amount  in  the  said  company  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  the  said  amount  had  been  paid  in 
cash.

Passed  March  30,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  For Ar,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  in  order  to 
meet  the  appropriations  made,  or  to  be  made,  of  any 
moneys  to  be  collected  upon  any  tax  to  be  levied  and 
collected,  pursuant  to  the  act,  chapter  two  hundred  and 
thirteen  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  to 
provide  the  means  for  the  completion  of  the  canals  of

assessed  by  said  trustees  upon  the  owners  and  occupants 
of  all  the  lands  and  premises  benefited  thereby,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  of  such  benefit ;  such  expense  to 
be  assessed  to  such  owners  or  occupants,  by  name, 
when  known  by  said  board,  and  when  unknown,  to  the 
unknown  owners  of  such  lands  or  premises,  describing 
the  same.

AN  ACT  giving  the  consent  of  the  State  of 
New  York  to  the  purchase,  by  the  United 
States,  of  land  in  the  city  of  New  York  for 
the  purpose  of  a  post  office. 

Passed  April  2,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly*  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  consent  of  the  state  of  New  York  is 
hereby  given  to  the  purchase,  by  the  United  States,  of 
any  lands  in  the  city  of  New  York  for  a  site  for  a  post 
office,  not  exceeding  in  area  fifty  thousand  square 
feet. 

§  2.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  state  of  New  York  in  and 
over  said  lands  is  hereby  ceded  to  the  United  States, 
subject  to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  mentioned. 

§  3.  The  said  consent  is  given  and  the  said  jurisdic- 
tion is  oeded  upon  the  express  condition,  that  the 
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state  of  New  York  shall  retain  a  concurrent  jurisdiction 
with  the  United  States  in  and  over  the  said  land,  so  far 
as  that  all  eivil  or  criminal  process  which  may  issue 
under  the  laws  or  authority  of  said  state  may  be  ex- 
ecuted therein,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  consent 
had  not  been  given  or  jurisdiction  ceded,  except  so  far 
as  such  process  may  affect  the  real  or  personal  pro* 
perty  of  the  United  States. 

§  4.  The  jurisdiction  hereby  ceded  shall  not  vest  in 
any  respect  to  said  lands,  until  the  United  States  shall 
have  acquired  the  title  thereto,  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise. 

§  5.  The  said  land  acquired  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  and  continue  forever  thereafter  ex- 
empted and  discharged  from  all  taxes,  assessments  and 
other  charges  which  may  be  levied  or  imposed  under 
the  authority  of  this  state ;  but  the  jurisdiction  hereby- 
ceded,  and  the  exemption  from  taxation  hereby  granted, 
shall  continue  in  respect  to  said  land  so  long  as  the 
same  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  United  States, 
and  be  used  for  public  purposes,  and  no  longer. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  in  addition  to  an  act  relating  to  the 
foreclosure  and  sale  of  the  New  York  and 
Erie  rail  road,  passed  April  four,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty. 

Passed  April  2,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

7Tlc  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  I.  Dudley  S.  Gregory  and  J.  0.  Bancroft  Body  ©orpo- 
Davis,  trustees*  under  a  contract  between  the  share-  **** 
holders  and  creditors  of  the  New  York  and  Erie  rail 
road  company,  for  maintaining  the  mortgage  securities, 
unsecured  bonds  and  capital  stock  of  said  company, 
having  become  the  purchasers  of  the  property,  estate* 
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rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  the  New  York  and 
Erie  rail  road  company,  under  the  decree  for  the  fore- 
closure of  the  fifth  mortgage,  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  relatiug  to  the  foreclosure 
and  sale  of  the  New  York  and  Erie  rail  road/'  subject 
to  the  several  mortgages  thereon,  they  and  such  per- 
sons as  they  may  associate  with  them,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  said  act,  shall  become  a  body  corpo- 
rate, with  rights,  franchises,  powers  and  privileges,  as 
provided  by  said  act,  upon  filing  with  the  secretary  of 
state  articles  of  association,  as  provided  by  said  act, 
in  which  the  common  capital  stock  of  said  company 
,  shall  be  stated  at  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  out- 
standing capital  stock  of  the  New  York  and  Erie  rail 
road  company ;  and  the  preferred  capital  stock  of  said 
company  shall  be  stated  to  be  equal  to  the  amount  of 
the  total  unsecured  and  judgment  debt  of  the  New 
York  and  Erie  rail  road  company,  with  interest  thereon, 
as  provided  by  said  contract  and  by  this  act,  when 
ascertained  as  hereinafter  provided ;  and  the  par  value 
of  each  share  in  said  preferred  stock  and  in  said  com- 
mon stock  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  holders  and  owners  of  unsecured  and  judg- 
Jd2btl?ent  ment  debts  against  the  New  York  and  Erie  rail  road 
company,  who  are  entitled,  under  said  contract,  or  by 
the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  said  act,  to  re- 
ceive preferred  stock  in  the  Erie  railway  company  for 
their  respective  debts,  and  interest,  shall  present  the 
same  to  said  trustees  before  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 
July  next,  and  shall,  on  payment  of  such  pro  rata  as- 
sessments as  may  be  made  thereon  by  the  trustees,  be 
entitled  to  receive  preferred  stock  in  the  Erie  railway 
company,  after  its  organization,  to  the  amount  of  their 
respective  debts,  and  of  such  interest  as  they  may  be 
entitled  to  thereon,  up  to  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  Jan- 
uary, eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  or  by  the  terms 
of  said  contract ;  and  in  case  of  dispute  as  to  any

§  3.  The  said  Erie  railway  company  shall,  upon  theg^Jjg* 
coming  in  of  the  final  report  of  said  referee,  file  a 
further  certificate  with  the  secretary  of  state,  stating 
the  whole  amount  of  preferred  stock  issued  and  to  be 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  contract,  and  of 
the  said  act,  and  of  this  act,  which  shall  not  exceed

AN  ACT  to  legalize  certain  proceedings  of  the 
Ripley  Fire  Insurance  Company. 

Passed  April  3, 1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  acts  of  the  Ripley  fire  insurance  com- 
pany of  Chautauqua  county,  since  the  formation  of  said 
company,  are  hereby  declared  valid  and  binding  upon 
said  company,  and  upon  parties  doing  business  there- 
with, notwithstanding  the  failure  of  said  company  to 
file  their  articles  of  association,  their  yearly  reports, 
and  the  undertaking  or  bond  as  provided  by  law. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  not  be  operative  unless  within 
sixty  clays  from  the  passage  thereof,  the  said  company 
shall  fully  comply  with  the  law  directing  the  perform- 
ance of  the  acts  heretofore  omitted  by  said  company. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  121. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Genesee  County 
Bank  to  reduce  its  capital  stock. 

Passed  April  3,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Genesee  county  bank  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  reduce  its  capital  stock  to  an  amount  not 
less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  Such  reduction  shall  not  take  place  until  the 
amount  of  capital  withdrawn  is  returned  to  the  stock- 
holders, entitled  to  receive  so  much  of  said  capital  as 
is  represented  by  the  stocks  held  by  said  stockholders 
respectively. 
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§  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  in  any  way 
change  or  lessen  the  liability  of  the  stockholders  of  the 
said  bank  to  the  billholders  of  the  said  bank,  or  other 
creditors  thereof,  on  any  indebtedness  or  engagement 
new  existing  against  said  bank,  or  that  may  so  exist, 
either  absolutely  or  pontingently  at  the  time  when  such 
reduction  shall  take  place. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  trustees  of  school 
district  number  twenty-one  of  the  town  of 
Huntington,  in  the  coupty  of  Suffolk,  to 
raise  money  by  tax. 

Passed  April  3,  1861,  three-fifths  Being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  school  district  school  dum- 
ber twenty-one,  of  the  town  of  Huntington,  in  the 
county  oi  Suffolk,  are  hereby  authorized  upon  a  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  district,  at  any 
annual  or  special  school  district  meeting  of  said  district, 
regularly  called,  to  levy  and  assess  upon  the  taxable 
property  of  said  district,  and  collect  a  sum,  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  applied 
to  the  purchase  of  a  bell  and  fixtures  for  the  same,  for 
the  school  house  of  said  district. 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  said  district  are  hereby  author- 
ized, upon  a  vote  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  district,  at 
any  annual  or  special  school  meeting  of  said  district, 
regularly  called,  to  levy  and  assess  upon  the  taxable 

Sroperty  of  said  district,  a  sum  not  exceeding  sixty 
ollars,  to  be  applied  to  the  purchase,  protection  and 
cultivation  of  shade  trees  and  shrubbery,  around  and 
upon  the  plot  of  ground,  upon  which  is  situate  the 
school  house  of  said  district.  And  said  legal  voters, 
when  so  assembled,  may  also  vote  a  further  sum,  not

exceeding  in  any  one  year,  twenty-five  dollars  for  the 
purpose  of  otherwise  improving  said  school  house  site, 
and  out  buildings,  and  to  be  applied  to  no  other  purpose. 

§  3.  The  trustees  of  said  district  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  levy  upon  the  taxable  property  of  said  district, 
and  collect  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  twenty  dol- 
lars, in  any  one  year  hereafter,  for  the  purposes  first 
named  in  the  second  section  of  this  act,  upon  the  vote  of 
a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  district,  present  at 
any  annual  or  special  meeting  thereof. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  123. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  a  general  index  of  the 
records  in  the  office  of  the  surrogate  of 
Rensselaer  county. 

Passed  April  3, 1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yor/c,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ;  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county 
of  Rensselaer,  at  their  next  meeting  may  audit  and  al- 
low to  R.  H.  McClellan,  late  surrogate,  or  his  personal 
representatives,  compensation  for  making  a  general  in- 
dex, under  the  directions  of  said  board,  in  the  office  of 
the  surrogate  of  said  county,  at  the  same  rate,  by  the 
hundred  names,  as  has  been  heretofore  allowed  to  the 
clerks  of  said  county  for  making  the  general  index  of 
deeds  and  mortgages. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  surrogate  of  said  county 
to  continue  the  general  index  of  his  office,  and  he  shall 
be  allowed,  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county, 
the  same  sum  by  the  hundred  names,  as  is  allowed,  by 
the  general  act,  to  the  clerks  of  the  several  counties, 
for  making  indices  of  deeds  and  mortgages.

AN   ACT  concerning  the  navigation  of  the 
Canals  and  the  collection  of  tolls. 

Passed  April  3d,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  I.  Any  boat  may  move  on  any  of  the  en- 
larged canals  of  this  state,  at  any  rate  of  speed  that  . 
may  be  fixed  by  the  canal  board,  not  exceeding  six 
miles  an  hour.  *  steamboat* 

§2.  When  any  boat  propelled  or  towed  by  steam,  in  {5$?  to0*

The  People  of  the  State  of  JSew  York*  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Title  I. 

Of  the  Boundaries  of  the  Village  of  Watkin*. 

Section  1.  The  territory  embraced  within  the  follow- umtu of 
ing  bounds,  that  is  to  say :  Beginning  at  a  stake  and  corponUo,b 
stones  on  the  west  shore  of  Seneca  lake,  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five  rods  north  of  the  old  line  dividing  the 
counties  of  Chemung  and  Steuben  previous  to  the  erec- 
tion of  the  county  of  Schuyler,  and  running  from 
thence  due  west  eighty  rods ;  from  thence  due  south 
one  mile  and  a  half;  from  thence  due  east  to  a  line 
running  parallel  with  the  west  boundary  line,  and

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  iwd«t»i 
at  the  meetings  of  the  trustees;  to  call  special  meetings  dottofc 
whenever  he  shall  think  proper ;  to  receive  complaints 
of  any  breach  of  the  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and 
ordinances,  and  to  Bee  that  they  are  faithfully  executed 
and  observed,  and  to  prosecute  in  the  corporate  name 
of  the  village  for  all  offences  against  the  same. 

§  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  village  cio*. 
to  keep  the  books,  papers  and  records  belonging  to 
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said  corporation  ;  to  record  in  a  book  to  be  provided 
for  that  purpose  the  rules,  votes,  orders,  regulations 
and  proceedings  of  the  inhabitants  at  their  annual  and 
special  meetings,  and  also  the  by-laws,  votes,  ordin- 
ances and  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees;  to 
notify  officers  of  their  election  or  appointment  as  soon 
as  may  be  after  such  election  or  appointment,  and  to 
peform  such  other  duties  as  the  trustees  may  from  time 
to  time  require  of  him ;  and  the  said  trustees  may  allow 
to  him  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  they  shall 
deem  proper. 
Aaaenors.  §  12.  The  assessors  shall  perform  all  the  duties  in 
relation  to  the  assessment  of  property  in  said  village, 
for  the  purpose  of  village  taxation,  in  the  same  manner 
as  town  assessors,  and  their  assessment  roll  shall  be 
completed  and  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
to  review  their  assessments  given,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  June  in  each  year ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  assessors,  when  engaged  in  making  the  annual  as- 
sessment df  real  and  personal  estate  in  said  village,  to 
ascertain  the  names  of  all  the  persons  in  the  village 
who  are  liable  to  a  poll  tax  for  highway  purposes,  and 
to  enter  the  same  upon  and  return  the  same  with  their 
assessment  roll  to  the  trustees  of  the  village.  Each 
assessor  shall  receive  for  his  compensation  such  reason- 
able sum  as  the  trustees  may  allow  therefor,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  a  day  for  the  time 
actually  spent  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 
Treararor  §  13.  The  treasurer  and  police  constable,  and  each  of 
wofetaM?totbem  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their 
JJJSJ16*  respective  offices,  execute  a  bond  to  the  village  by  its 
corporate  name,  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as 
the  trustees,  or  a  majority  thereof,  shall  approve,  con- 
ditioned that  they  shall  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices,  and  account  for  and  pay  over 
all  moneys  received  by  them  respectively,  according  to 
law,  which  when  approved,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  said  village. 
Tr«wnw,  §  14.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging 
11  e*°'  to  the  village,  and  keep  an  account  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures.  All  moneys  drawn  from  the  treasury 
shall  be  drawn  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the  board 
of  trustees  by  warrant  signed  by  the  clerk  and  counter- 
signed by  the  president  or  the  presiding  officer  for  the 
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time  being  of  said  board  of  trustees.  The  clerk  shall 
keep  an  accurate  account  under  the  appropriate  heads 
of  expenditures  of  all  orders  drawn  on  the  treasury  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.  The  trea- 
surer shall  exhibit  and  report  to  the  trustees  once  in 
each  year  and  oftener,  as  they  may  require,  a  full  account 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  also  of  the  state  of 
the  treasury. 

§  15.  The  police  constable  of  said  village  shall,  inp0u<»«m. 
addition  to  the  other  powers  herein  conferred,  have  all**1*1* 
the  powers  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  by  law  de- 
volved or  imposed  upon  constables  of  the  county  of 
Schuyler. 

Title  IV. 

Of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  meet  at  such 
places  within  said  village,  and  at  such  times  as  they 
shall  by  resolution  direct.  They  may  also  meet  at  any 
time  and  at  any  place  within  the  village,  when  called 
upon  for  that  purpose  by  the  president  or  notified  by 
the  clerk ;  and  the  clerk  may  call  special  meetings  of 
the  board  of  trustees  at  any  time,  on  the  written  request 
of  two  trustees. 

§  2.  The  president,  when  present,  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  shall  have  on 
all  questions  a  casting  vote  only.  In  his  absence  any 
one  of  the  trustees  may  be  appointed  chairman  for  the 
time.  A  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§3.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  management  andpowonof 
control  of  the  finances  and  all  the  property,  real  and  t"n" 
personal,  belonging  to  the  said  corporation,  and  shall 
hpve  power  and  authority  within  said  village  to  make, 
ordain,  enact,  establish,  publish,  modify  and  amend  and 
repeal  rules,  regulations,  ordinances  and  by  laws  for  the 
following  purposes : 

1.  To  prevent  vice  and  immorality;  to  preserve  peace 
and  good  order  ;  to  prevent  and  quell  riots  and  disor- 
derly assemblages. 

2.  To  regulate  the  police  of  said  village. 

3.  To  restrain,  suppress  and  prohibit  disorderly, 
drinking,  tippling  and  gaming  houses ;  to  destroy  in- 
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struments  and  devices  used  for  gaming  and  to  prohibit 
all  gaming  and  fraudulent  devices  within  said  village. 

4.  'To  prohibit  giving  away  or  selling  to  be  drank 
any  intoxicating  liquor  to  any  child  or  youth  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  without  the  consent  of  his  or 
her  parent  or  guardian. 

5.  To  prohibit,  restrain  and  regulate  all  exhibitions 
of  any  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans  of  ani- 
mals, theatricals  and  other  shows  and  exhibitions,  cir- 
cuses or  other  performances  or  exhibitions  for  money 
or  hire,  and  to  authorize  the  same  on  such  terms  as  the 
trustees  shall  deem  expedient. 

6.  To  suppress  and  restrain  houses  of  ill-fame,  and 
control  and  regulate  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  bowling 
alleys,  and  pistol  galleries. 

ibid.  7.  To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  any  grocery, 

tallow  chandler's  shop,  soap  factory,  tanning  stall,  privy 
or  sewer  or  any  other  unwholesome,  offensive  or  nause- 
ous house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same 
from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
trustees  the  same  may  be  necessary  for  the  health,  com-.  ^ 
fort  or  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village. 

8.  To  direct  the  location  of  all  slaughter  houses,  and 
houses  for  storing  gunpowder  or  other  combustible  sub- 
stances, and  to  regulate  the  keeping  and  conveying  of 
gunpowder  and  other  dangerous  materials,  and  the  use 
of  candles  and  lights  in  barns  and  other  buildings. 

9.  To  prevent  horse  racing  and  immoderate  riding  or 
driving  in  the  streets  of  said  village,  and  to  authorize 
the  stopping  of  any  one  who  shall  be  guilty  of  immoder- 
ate riding  or  driving  in  any  streets  by  any  person  ;  and 
to  prevent  the  flying  of  kites,  rolling  hoops  and  play- 
ing ball  or  riding  down  hill  for  amusement  on  hand  sleds 
in  any  of  the  streets  of  said  village,  and  to  prevent  the 
incumbering  or  obstructing  of  the  streets,  squares,  side- 
walks, lanes  and  alleys. 

10.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
swine  and  geese,  and  to  authorize  the  distraining,  im- 
pounding and  sale  of  the  same  for  the  penalty  and  costs 
of  keeping  and  proceedings. 

11.  To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing  and  deposit- 
ing within  the  limits  of  said  village  any  decayed  carcass 
or  other  unwholesome  substance ;  and  to  require  the 
removal  or  destruction  by  any  person  who  shall  have

or  leave  in  or  upon  bis  or  her  premises  any  substance  or 
any  putrid  meats,  fish,  hides  or  skin  of  auy  kind,  and  on 
bis  or  her  default  the  removal  of  destruction  thereof 
by  some  officer  of  the  village. 

12.  To  compel  all  persons  to  keep  snow  and  dirt  from 
and  off  the  sidewalks  in  front  of  the  premises  owned 
or  occupied  by  them. 

13.  To  regulate  the  ringing  of  bells,  and  the  crying 
of  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  or  other  commodities 
in  said  village. 

14.  To  prevent  and  regulate  the  running  at  large  of 
dogs  within  said  village. 

15.  To  require  the  removal  from  said  village  of  all 
persons  (not  residents  thereof),  having  infectious  or  pes- 
tilential diseases,  and  to  authorise  any  officer  of  said 
village  to  remove  such  persons. 

16.  To  direct  the  keeping  and  returning  of  bills  of Iwd- 
mortality. 

17.  To  establish,  make,  regulate  and  guard  public 
reservoirs,  pumps  and  wells,  and  prevent  unnecessary 
waste  of  water. 

18.  To  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of  watchmen. 

19.  To  establish  and  regulate  public  pounds,  appoint 
keepers  thereof,  and  regulate  their  compensation  and  fees. 

20.  To  restrain  and  regulate  hawking  and  peddling 
in  the  streets  of  said  village. 

21.  To  provide  for  the  abatement  and  removal  of 
all  nuisances. 

22.  To  prescribe  the  duties  of  all  offices*  appointed 
by  the  trustees,  and  their  compensation. 

23.  To  establish  and  organize  a  fire  department,  to 
be  composed  of  one  or  more  fire  and  hook  and  ladder Ibw- 
companies,  in  said  village,  the  members  of  which  com- 
pany or  companies  not  to  exceed  fifty  to  each  engine  or 
nose  cart;  and  to  regulate  the  management, use  and 
protection  of  the  engines,  hose  carts,  hooks  and  ladders 
belonging  to  said  village  ;  to  prescribe  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  fife,  hose,  and  hook  and  ladder  companies, 
and  all  members  thereof  in  any  particular,  the  members 
of  which  shall  always  be  subject  to  removal  by  the 
trustees. 

24.  To  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  exhibition  of 
fire  works,  the  explosion  of  gunpowder  and  other  ex- 

•  So  In  the  original. 
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plosive  materials,  and  the  discharge  of  firearms  within 
said  village. 

25.  To  protect  property,  both  real  and  personal,  of 
individuals  at  times  of  fires,  and  to  appoint  guards  for 
the  protection  of  the  same,  and  to  prescribe  their  powers, 
duties  and  compensation, 
ibid.  26.  To  appoint  one  or  more  suitable  persons  to  enter 

at  reasonable  times  and  examine  all  houses,  stoves, 
yards  and  outbuildings,  to  ascertain  if  they  are  in  a 
dangerous  state  in  regard  to  fires,  and  direct  and  compel 
the  owner  or  occupant  to  put  the  same  in  a  safe  condi- 
tion, and  in  default  to  appoint  any  person  to  do  the 
same  and  collect  the  expense  thereof  from  the  owner 
or  occupant. 

27.  To  regulate  and  prescribe  the  compensation  of  the 
clerk  of  said  village. 

28.  To  provide  for  the  preservation  of  shade  and 
ornamental  trees  in  and  upon  the  park,  public  grounds, 
and  streets  of  said  village,  and  to  prevent  injury  to  the 
same. 

29.  To  provide  for  the  making  and  preservation  of 
fences  around  the  park  and  public  grounds  in  said  vil- 
lage, and  to  prevent  injury  to  the  same. 

30.  To  prevent  any  injury  to  the  park  or  other  pub- 
lic grounds  in  said  village,  and  to  provide  for  the  im- 
provement, adorning  and  beautifying  the  same  ;  and  to 

Srevent  injury  to  the  cemeteries  in  said  village,  and  the 
efacement,  injury,  despoilment,  destruction,  cutting, 
marring  or  marking  of  any  tomb,  tombstone,  monument 
or  other  memento,  and  of  the  trees,  shrubs,  plants  and 
flowers  therein,  and  the  fences  around  the  same. 

m**  31.  To  provide  for  lighting  the  streets  in  the  village, 

and  the  protection  and  safety  of  the  public  lamps,  and 
to  regulate  the  laying  of  gas  pipes  and  fixtures  in  the 
streets  and  alleys  of  said  village,  and  prevent  injury  to 
the  same. 

HniouioM.  §  4.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  determine 
upon  view  or  upon  testimony  of  witnesses  (who  maybe 
examined  on  oath  before  them,  such  oath  to  be  admin- 
istered by  any  one  of  said  trustees),  whether  any  build- 
ing, slaughter  house,  pig  sty,  stable,  privy,  sewer,  pool, 
meat  market,  or  any-other  structure,  substance,  or  thing 
whatever,  within  said  village,  is  a  nuisance,  upon  two 
day's  notice  to  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  same,  and 
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to  abate  the  same  by  causing  it  to  be  removed,  and  shall 
have  full  power  to  enter  upon  the  premises  upon  which 
the  same  is  situated,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  ; 
and  may  also  impose  a  penalty  by  any  ordinance  of  said 
village  in  respect  to  any  such  nuisance,  and  enforce  the 
same  ;  but  all  such  determinations  shall  require  a  con- 
curring vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  trustees  of  said 
village. 

§  5.  The  trustees  of  said  village,  and  each  of  them,  shall  May  q«m» 
have  power  at  any  and  all  times  to  cause  to  be  arrested, arrMU> 
by  any  person  and  without  process,  any  and  all  disor- 
derly persons,  drunken  persons,  and  common  prostitutes 
found  in  the  streets  of  said  village,  and  cause  them  to 
be  taken  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  residing  in  said 
village,  to  be  by  him  required  to  enter  into  sureties  for 
future  good  behavior ;  and  shall  have  power  to  cause 
such  person  to  be  detained  until  a  justice  of  the  peace 
can  be  found  to  attend  to  the  hearing  of  the  case ;  and 
shall  have  power  at  any  and  all  times  to  command  as- 
sistance from  any  inhabitants  of  said  village  to  quell 
all  disturbances,  riots  or  routs ;  and  shall,  at  any  and 
all  times  in  cases  of  fire  in  said  village,  have  the  power  Fire* 
to  command  the  assistance  of  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals not  connected  with  the  fire  department,  for  the 
protection  of  property  from  destruction  by  fire  or  other- 
wise ;  and  are  authorized  to  cause  to  be  arrested  all 
suspicious  appearing  individuals  present  at  the  occur- 
rence of  fires ;  and  a  refusal  by  any  individual  to  com- 
ply with  any  reasonable  direction  or  request  of  said 
trustees,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  under  any  authority 
conferred  by  this  section,  shall  subject  the  individual  so 
refusing  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  and 
to  imprisonment  until  such  fine  be  paid,  not  exceeding 
thirty  days. 

§  6,  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  have  power  to  watchmen, 
appoint  such  number  of  watchmen  and  policemen  as 
they  shall  deem  necessary  and  expedient  for  said  village, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  either  temporarily  or  per- 
manently, at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees;  but  the 
time  for  which  they  shall  be  appointed  shall  not  ex  tend 
beyond  the  time  of  the  next  annual  charter  election 
after  their  appointment.  Such  watchmen  and  police 
shall  be  inhabitants  of  said  village  and  electors  thereof, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  such  compensation  for  the  time 
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they  shall  be  in  actual  service  as  the  trustees  shall  pre- 
scribe, to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  said  village. 
To  enforce  §7.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  enforce  all 
oriiuraes.  provisions  of  this  act,  and  all  rules,  regulations,  ordin- 
ances, and  by-laws  by  them  enacted  or  ordained  in 
pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  this 
act,  by  enacting  or  ordaining  penalties  to  be  incurred 
for  each  and  every  violation  of  the  same,  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars  for  any  one  offence,  to  be  recovered 
with  costs  in  an  action  in  the  corporate  name  of  said 
village  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof;  and  no 
person  shall  be  deemed  incompetent  either  as  justice, 
judge,  constable,  juror,  or  witness  by  reason  of  his 
being  an  inhabitant  of  said  village,  upon  any  trial  for 
the  recovery  thereof. 
SbiiTio*8  §  8-  Every  such  rule,  regulation,  ordinance,  or  by-law 
take  effect,  imposing  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  the  violation  of 
its  provisions,  shall  take  effect  at  such  time  after  the 
passage  and  publication  thereof  as  shall  be  therein  pro- 
vided, and  shall  be  published  at  least  two  weeks  suc- 
cessively in  all  the  public  newspapers  printed  and  pub- 
lished in  said  village,  and  proof  of  such  publication,  by 
the  affidavit  of  the  printer  or  publisher  of  said  news- 
paper or  newspapers,  taken  before  any  officer  author- 
ized to  administer  oaths  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of 
said  village;  and  such  affidavit,  or  a  copy  thereof, 
certified  by  the  clerk,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
legal  publication  and  promulgation  of  such  rule,  regula- 
tion, ordinance  or  by-law  in  all  courts  and  places.  Such 
publication  may  also  be  proved  by  any  other  competent 
evidence.  Any  action  that  may  be  brought  to  recover 
any  such  penalty  or  forfeiture  that  shall  be  brought 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  may  be  commenced  by 
summons  or  warrant.  All  expenses  incurred  in  prose- 
cuting for  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  shall  be  defrayed 
by  the  corporation  ;  and  all  moneys  recovered  or  col- 
lected therefor  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
village  for  the  use  of  said  corporation, 
sideweito.  ^  9.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  have  power  to 
cause  the  sidewalks  on  the  streets  and  highways  in  said 
village  to  be  leveled,  raised,  graveled,  flagged,  and  re- 
paired, and  ornamented  with  trees ;  and  to  compel  the 
owners  or  occupants  of  any  lands  or  lots  adjoining  such 
sidewalks  to  make  such  improvements  upon  the  side- 
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walks  as  aforesaid  ;  and  to  determine  and  prescribe  the 
manner  of  doing  the  same,  and  the  materials  to  be  used 
thereon,  and  the  quality  of  such  material? ;  and  in  case 
the  owner  or  occupants  of  any  such  land  or  lots  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  complete  such  required  improve- 
ments within  such  reasonable  time  as  may  be  required 
by  the  trustees,  the  said  trustees  may  cause  such  im- 
provements to  be  made  and  completed,  and  the  expen- 
ses thereof  may  be  then  assessed  upon  such  owner  or 
occupant  neglecting  or  refusing  and  added  to  the  next 
annual  village  tax  upon  said  land  or  lots  and  be  col- 
lected with  such  annual  tax,  by  virtue  of  the  warrant 
of  said  trustees  as  hereinafter  provided  in  respect  to 
the  collection  of  taxes  and  assessments ;  and  the  said 
trustees  may  also,  at  their  option,  direct  the  collection 
of  the  same  by  suit  against  such  owner  or  occupant,  and 
the  same  may  be  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit  in  an 
action  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  by  and 
in  the  name  of  the  corporation. 

§  10.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  procure  fire  en* 
ginesand  other  apparatus  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires 
in  said  village,  and  have  the  charge  and  control  of  the 
same,  and  to  provide  fit  and  secure  engine  houses  and 
other  places  for  keeping  and  preserving  the  same. 


Title  V. 
Of  the  Fire  Department  of  said  Village. 

Section  1.  The  firemen  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  Fire  depart- 
to  the  different  companies  in  said  fire  department  asthemen  * 
trustees  shall  direct,  but  any  such  election  or  appoint- 
ment shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  trustees 
and  with  their  consent 

§  2.  The  members  of  the  fire  department  of  said  vil- 
lage shall,  during  the  term  of  their  service  as  such,  be 
exempt  from  serving  in  the  militia,  except  in  case  of 
war,  invasion,  or  insurrection,  and  shall  also  be  exempt 
from  poll  tax. 

§  3.  The  members  of  the  fire  department  shall  have  chief  ww 
the  power  to  elect,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as*1066* 
the  trustees  shall  direct,  a  chief  engineer  and  one  or 
more  assistant  engineers  of  the  fire  department,  whose 
election  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  trustees,  and 
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who  may  be  removed  by  said  trustees  for  incapacity, 
neglect  of  duty,  or  misconduct. 
Duties  of         §4.  The  chief  and  assistant  engineers  shall,  have  the 
engineer*     direction  and  control  of  the  fire  department,  subject  to 
the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  board  of  trustees ; 
and  every  member  of  the  fire  department,  or  any  other 
person  who  shall  during  the  time  of  any  fire,  neglect  or 
refuse  to  obey  the  order  of  the  president,  or  oldest  trus- 
z  tee,  or  of  such  engineer  or  assistant  engineer,  shall  for- 

feit such  penalty  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws 
enacted  by  the  board  of  trustees*  not  exceeding  five  dol- 
lars ;  and  the  said  engineer  and  assistant  engineers  shall 
perform  such  duties  of  the  fire  department  as  may  be 
required  by  the  by-laws  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  5.  The  president  and  oldest  trustee,  and  each  of 
them,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  be  fire  wardens  of 
said  village;  and  they  and  each  of  them  as  such  fire 
wardens  shall,  when  present  at  the  occurrence  of  any 
fire,  have  general  super visory  power  over,  and  authority 
to  direct  the  officers  and  members  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment and  other  persons  present  at  any  such  fire,  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws. 

Title  VL 

Of  Highways M  Streets  and  Mleys  in  said  Village. 

one  high.  Seotion  1.  The  said  village  shall  constitute  one  high- 
tr?eyt.dto"  way  district,  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  commission- 
ers of  highways  are  hereby  devolved  upon,  and  shall  be 
exercised  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  village  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained ;  and  th*> 
jurisdiction  of  the  commissioners  and  overseers  of  high- 
ways of  the  towns  of  Dix  and  Reading  within  the  limits 
of  said  village  and  over  the  taxable  inhabitants,  corpo- 
rations, and  banking  associations,  and  property  therein, 
and  the  taxes  levied  or  to  be  levied  on  the  same,  or  any 
of  them,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  hereby  entirely  abroga- 
ted ;  but  this  act  shall  not  exonerate  the  taxable  pro- 
perty in  said  village  from  contributing  its  proportion  of 
any  moneys  which  shall  be  raised  in  the  towns  of  Dix 
and  Reading  for  the  building  and  repairing  of  roads  and 
bridges  in  said  towns  and  village,  pursuant  to  the  fourth 
section  of  title  first  of  chapter  sixteen  of  the  first  part 
of  the  revised  statutes,  or  chapter  two  hundred  and 
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seventy-four  of  the  lawe  of  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
two,  or  from  contributing  its  proportion  for  the  payment 
of  any  debt  which  has  heretofore  been  incurred  for 
building  and  repairing  bridges  in  said  towns. 

$  2.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  asopcrin- 
superintendent  of  highways  for  said  village,  who  shall  highw^ 
hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  trustees;  he 
shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties 
which  overseers  of  highways  possess  and  may  perform; 
he  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
trustees,  and  to  such  penalties  as  may  be  by  them  im- 
posed upon  him  for  any  violation  of  any  ordinance  of 
said  trustees ;  he  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  take  and  subscribe  the  constitu- 
tional oath  of  office,  which  oath  may  be  taken  and  cer- 
tified by  any  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and 
shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  village ;  he  shall 
also  give  bonds  with  sufficient  sureties  for  the  faithful 
expenditure  of  all  moneys,  and  the  performance  of 
other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office,  which  shall  also  be 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  village. 

§  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make,  main-  SiSifi, 
tain,  keep  in  repair,  and  from  time  to  time  cleanse  all"0****0- 
necessary  drains,  ditches,  water  courses  and  sewers  in 
the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  village,  and  defray  the  ex- 
pense thereof  out  of  the  highway  taxes.  They  may 
also  make,  maintain  and  keep  in  repair  all  necessary 
drains,  ditches,  water  courses  or  sewers  through  any 
lands  in  said  village,  not  covered  by  buildings,  where  it 
shall  be  necessary  for  the  public  health  or  for  the 
benefit  of  said  streets  and  alleys  in  said  village.  In 
case  said  trustees  shall  be  unable  to  agree,  as  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  do  with  the  owner  or  owners  of 
land  through  which  such  drain,  ditch,  water  course  or 
sewer  is  to  be  constructed,  upon  the  amount  of  damage 
to  be  paid  to  such  owner  or  owners,  the  county  judge 
shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders  commis- 
sioners to  appraise  the  damages,  who  shall  be  sworn 
to  appraise  the  same  truly,  according  to  the  actual  dam- 
age over  and  above  the  benefit  to  said  land.  Said  com-Dmugwto 
missioners  shall  give  at  least  five  days'  notice  to  such  {£££*. 
owner  or  owners  of  such  lands  of  the  time  when  they 
will  meet  to  appraise  such  damage  as  aforesaid ;  and 
after  due  examination  at  the  time  so  appointed  they 
16 
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shall  make  their  appraisement  in  writing,  specifying 
the  amount  of  damage  to  be  paid  to  such  owner  or 
owners,  and  shall  file  the  same  in  the  county  clerk's 
office.  The  said  commissioners  shall  be  entitled  to  two 
dollars  per  day  each  for  their  services.  The  expense 
of  making  and  constructing  said  drains,  ditches,  water 
courses  or  sewers,  and  the  damages  agreed  upon  or 
found  by  said  commissioners,  and  their  fees,  shall  be 
assessed  by  said  trustees  upon  the  property  of  the  per- 
sons benefited  thereby,  in  proportion  to  such  benefit, 
and  the  said  trustees  shall  determine  who  are  so  bene- 
fited, and  to  what  extent,  and  the  same  shall  be  col- 
lected in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  respect  to 
assessments  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  side- 
walks ;  or  they  may  cause  the  same  to  be  collected  by 
suit  in  the  name  of  the  corporation  of  said  village. 
Said  trustees  shall  also  have  jurisdiction  and  control 
over  all  the  drains,  ditches,  water  courses  and  sewers 
within  said  village,  whether  in  or  upon  the  streets  and 
alleys  thereof  or  elsewhere,  and  may  in  their  discretion 
cause  the  same  or  any  of  them  or  any  part  thereof  to 
be  kept  in  repair,  and  from  time  to  time  cleansed,  and 
the  expense  thereof  paid  out  of  the  highway  taxes  or 
other  moneys  belonging  to  said  village.  They  may  also 
in  their  discretion  require  the  owners  or  occupants  of 
any  lands  or  lots  wherever  any  such  drain,  ditch  or 
sewer,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  or  shall  be  situated,  from 
time  to  time  to  repair  and  cleanse  the  same  upon  their 
respective  premises  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  trustees  ; 
and  in  default  thereof  said  trustees  may  cause  it  to  be 
done,  and  assess  and  collect  the  expense  thereof  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  provided  in  respect  to  assessments 
for  the  construction  and  repair  of  sidewalks ;  or  they 
may  cause  the  same  to  be  collected  by  suit  in  the  name 
of  the  corporation  of  said  village. 
S&jSv  §4*  ®uc^  ProPorti°n  of  the  highway  taxes,  assessed 
expended,  in  said  village  annually  as  the  trustees  may  judge  neces- 
sary, not  exceeding  one-fourth  part  thereof,  shall  be 
annually  expended  by  and  under  the  direction  of  said 
trustees  upon  highways  leading  to  and  from  said 
village,  and  outside  the  bounds  thereof,  as  fixed  by  this 
act,  but  not  to  exceed  one  mile  distant  from  said 
bounds  at  any  point,  whenever  such  expenditure  shall 
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in  consequence  of  the  condition  of  such  highways  be 
necessary  in  the  judgment  of  said  trustees. 

§  6.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  level  and  grade  l*™i  and 
the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  village,  and  to  establish  S^ta. 
and  alter  the  grades  thereof,  and  to  cause  said  streets 
and  alleys  to  be  used  in  conformity  to  such  grades  as  the 
trustees  shall  prescribe  and  establish. 

Title  VII. 
Of  Taxes  and  Assessments  and  Collection. 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  haveTazMaad 
power  to  raise,  levy,  and  collect  by  tax  upon  the  tax-MIIMWn»nti» 
able  inhabitants  and  property  in  said  village  for  the 
purchase  of  any  real  or  personal  property  for  the 
use  of  said  corporation,  and  to  carry  out  the  general 
objects,  and  to  defray  the  ordinary  expenses  thereof, 
such  sum  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  not  exceeding 
three  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year,  and  also  such 
additional  sum  as  shall  be  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the 
electors,  who  are  taxable  upon  their  real  or  personal 
property,  at  a  special  meeting  of  said  taxable  inhabit- 
ants, to  be  held  after  every  annual  meeting,  and  before 
the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  which  said  special 
meeting  and  the  time  and  place  for  holding  the  same  in 
said  village  shall  be  notified  in  the  same  manner.as  is  in 
this  act  directed  in  reference  to  annual  meetings,  and 
shall  be  presided  over  by  the  president  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  trustees,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  village,  or,  in 
his  absence,  one  of  the  trustees,  to  act  as  secretary  of 
said  meeting,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
thereof,  which  record  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the 
office  of  said  clerk ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
of  trustees  to  make  a  statement  at  such  meeting  of  the 
amount  of  money  which  in  their  judgment  will  be 
required  to  be  raised  as  aforesaid,  and  including  therein 
the  items  and  purposes  for  which  such  amount  is 
required;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  special  meet- 
ing to  increase  or  diminish  the  said  amount,  and  to 
adjourn  from  time  to  time  as  a  majority  of  said  taxable 
inhabitants  at  such  meeting  shall  direct.  * 

§  2.  Highway  taxes  shall  be  assessed  by  said  trustees  Highway 
and  collected  by  said  superintendent  in  the  same  man-^jEdjL. 
ner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  the  assessment  and 
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collection  thereof  by  the  commissioners  and  overseers 
of  the  highways  of  towns. 
▲uMtment      §  3.  The  assessment  roll  of  said  village  shall  contain 
ro  columns  for  the  description  of  property  assessed,  also 

for  the  real  estate  valuation,  personal  property  valua- 
tion, local  assessments,  and  an  additional  column  headed 
total,  in  which  to  set  down  the  sum  total  of  all  said 
taxes  and  assessments.  The  real  estate  assessed  shall 
be  briefly  but  properly  described,  and  non-resident  lands, 
if  any  there  be,  shall  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  lands  of  residents.  The  amount  of  tax  levied  upon 
each  person  named  in  the  roll  shall  be  set  down  in  the 
proper  column,  and  also  the  amount  of  local  assessment, 
if  any,  against  the  real  estate  of  such  person;  and  in  all 
cases  where  any  tax  or  local  assessment  is  charged  upon 
any  real  estate  it  shall  be  set  opposite  the  particular 
real  estate  upon  which  it  is  charged ;  and  the  roll  shall 
contain  an  entry,  briefly  specifying  fc>r  what  purpose 
any  such  local  assessment  was  made.  The  assessment 
roll  when  completed,  and  the  taxes  and  local  assessments 
thereon  entered,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk,  and  shall 
then  be  denominated  the  tax  roll  of  said  village,  a  dupli- 
cate thereof  shall  be  made  which  with  the  proper  war- 
rant under  the  hands  and  seals  of  the  trustees,  directed 
to  the  collector,  shall  be  the  authority  of  the  collector 
to  collect  said  taxes  and  assessments. 

SlilS  with  $  4-  ^  tax  ro^B9  w^en  corrected  and  completed,  and 
dark.  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  village,  shall  be  a  lien  on  the 
real  estate  therein  described  to  the  amount  of  the  seve- 
ral taxes  and  assessments  as  aforesaid;  and  all  taxes 
and  assessments  levied  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  collected 
by  the  collector  of  said  village,  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  by  virtue  of  such  warrant  as  aforesaid, 
together  with  his  fees,  which  shall  be  one  per  cent  if 
paid  within  twenty  days  after  public  notice  given  by  the 
collector  of  the  receipt  of  such  roll,  and  the  times  and 
places  where  the  same  may  be  paid  him  ;  and  upon  all 
such  sums  paid  or  collected  after  that  time,  five  per 
cent;  and  in  case  any  person  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
pay  his  or  her  taxes  and  assessments,  or  any  of  them, 
and  the  fees  as  aforesaid,  the  collector  shall  levy  the 
same  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of 
the  delinquent  in  the  same  manner  as  collectors  of  town 
and  county  taxea  are  authorized  to  do,  and  such  war- 
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rant  shall  command,  require,  and  authorize  such  collec- 
tion of  such  taxes  and  assessments,  and  such  enforce- 
ment thereof;  and  all  moneys  collected  by  the  collector 
shall,  after  deducting  his  compensation  therefor,  be  paid 
l>y  him  into  the  treasury  of  the  village. 

§  5.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  collector  un-^*^ 
der  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  before  he  enters 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office  as  collector,  and  within  five 
days  after  the  tax  roll  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk, 
execute  to  the  said  village  by  its  corporate  name,  and 
file  with  the  clerk  a  bona  with  two  or, more  sureties,  to 
be  freeholders  of  the  county  of  Schuyler,  and  to  be 
approved  by  the  trustees,  and  in  such  penalty  as  they 
shall  direct  and  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties  as  such  collector,  and  for  the  honest  and 
faithful  accounting  for  and  paying  over  all  moneys  ' 
which  shall  come  to  his  hands  as  such  collector. 

§6.  Whenever  the  collector  shall  receive  any  war-g£J*JJJL£ 
rant  for  the  collection  of  any  tax  or  assessment  directed  ** 
to  be  levied  by  the  trustees  as  provided  by  this  act,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  give  the  notice  required  to  be  given 
by  town  collectors  as  to  the  place  where  and  the  days 
in  which  he  will  receive  payment  of  taxes  for  twenty 
days,  and  which  shall  be  at  least  two  days  in  each  week 
during  the  said  twenty  days,  and  to  receive  payment 
within  the  time  aforesaid,  with  fees  of  collection  as 
herein  provided;  but  after  the  expiration  of  the  time 
mentioned  in  said  notice  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  proceed 
and  collect  the  same  out  of  any  personal  property  of  the 
persons  whose  real  or  personal  estate  is  assessed  or 
taxed  in  the  manner  required  by  law  for  the  collection 
of  town  and  county  taxes  by  the  collectors  of  towns; 
and  in  case  the  said  collector  cannot  find  sufficient  per- 
sonal property  from  which  to  levy  and  make  any  tax  or 
assessment  upon  any  real  estate  assessed  or  taxed  on 
said  roll,  with  his  fees  and  costs,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
advertise  the  premises  assessed  or  taxed  to  be  sold  in 
the  manner  and  for  the  time  required  in  cases  of  the 
sales  of  reAl  estate  on  execution,  and  conduct  the  sale 
in  the  same  manner.  Any  person  may  stop  the  proceed- 
ings at  any  time  before  sale  by  paying  to  the  collector 
the  amount  of  the  tax  ^id  assessment  charged  upon 
such  real  estate,  with  the  interest  thereon,  collector's 
fees,  and  the  cost  and  expense  of  advertising.    All  sales 
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of  real  estate  under  this  act  shall  be  for  the  shortest 
period  for  which  any  bidder  will  take  the  premises  and 
pay  the  amount  of  tax,  assessment,  collector's  fees,  costs 
w«of  pro-  and  expenses.  When  any  sale  shall  be  made  by  the  cqI- 
tue^te.  lector  he  shall  make  and  subscribe  duplicate  certificates 
thereof,  containing  a  description  of  the  property  sold, 
the  amount  and  time  for  which  it  was  sold,  stating  the 
amount  of  taxes  and  assessments,  and  the  items  of  the 
fees,  costs  and  expenses  for  which  such  sale  was  made, 
and  the  time  within  which  the  premises  may  be  redeemed, 
one  of  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  village, 
and  the  other  shall  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser.  The 
owner  and  his  judgment  creditor  shall  have  the  same 
right  of  redemption  in* all  cases  of  such  sales  in  the 
.  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  is  allowed  by 
law  in  cases  of  sales  of  real  estate  by  execution.  The 
money,  in  case  of  redemption,  may  be  paid  to  the  pur- 
chaser, or  to  the  village  clerk  for  him.  In  case  of  no 
redemption  at  the  expiration  of  fifteen  months  from  the 
day  of  sale,  or  in  case  of  redemption  by  any  creditor  or 
creditors  of  the  original  owner,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  president  and  clerk  to  issue  to  the  purchaser  or  to 
the  redeeming  creditor  as  the  case  may  be,  a  declaration 
under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  president  and  clerk,  con- 
taining a  description  of  the  premises  sold,  the  aggregate 
amount  of  taxes,  assessments,  collector's  fees,  costs,  and 
expenses  of  sale,  and  the  period  for  which  the  premises 
were  sold,  which  declaration  shall  be  sufficient  evidence 
of  the  right  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  said  premises 
for  said  period,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  sale. 
All  buildings  which  may  be  erected  on  the  premises 
during  the  period  of  such  occupancy  under  the  right 
given  by  such  sale  and  proceedings,  may  be  removed  at 
or  before  the  expiration  of  .the  time  for  which  the  pro- 
mises were  sold.  And  all  the  provisions  of  the  act  en- 
titled "An  act  authorizing  mortgagees  to  redeem  real 
estate  sold  for  taxes  and  assessments,"  passed  May  four- 
teenth, eighteen  hundred  and  forty,  shall  apply  to  any 
such  sale,  and  any  mortgagee  of  the  premises  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  have  the  benefit  of  said  act,  and  the 
notice  required  to  be  given  by  the  second  section  of 
said  act  shall  not  be  given  urftil  after  the  time  limited 
for  the  owner  or  his  assignees  to  redeem. 
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§  7.  The  warrant  of  the  trustees  to  the  collector  w-JjJJ^ 
nexed  to  the  tax  roll  delivered  to  him  shall  be  return-  tamable. 
able  within  sixty  days  after  the  receipt  thereof  by  the 
collector,  and  on  receiving  such  tax  roll  and  warrant 
the  collector  shall  make  thereon  a  certificate  signed  by 
him,  stating  the  time  of  its  receipt  by  him,  which  certi- 
ficate shall  be  sufficient  evidence  in  all  cases  of  the 
time  of  the  receipt  of  such  tax  roll  and  warrant  by 
said  collector ;  and  in  all  cases  where  the  collector  is 
obliged  to  resort  to  the  sale  of  real  estate  for  the  col- 
lection of  any  tax  or  assessment,  the  sale  of  such  real 
estate  may  be  made  at  any  time  within  three  months 
after  the  return  day  of  said  warrant,  and  such  sale  shall 
be  valid  notwithstanding  such  return  day  shall  have 
passed. 

§8.  Within  sixty  days  after  the  receipt  of  any  tax  Money 
roll  and  warrant  by  the  collector,  he  shall  pay  over  all  J^ow!6 
moneys  collected  by  virtue  thereof  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  village,  and  if  any  taxes  or  assessments  remain  un- 
paid or  uncollected  for  any  cause,  he  shall  make  a 
return  containing  a  statement  of  such  taxes  and  assess- 
ments, the  persons  against  whom  the  same  were  as- 
sessed, and  if  any  of  them  are  charged  upon  real  estate 
the  said  statement  shall  contain  a  brief  description  of 
such  real  estate  corresponding  substantially  with  the 
entries  in  the  tax  roll,  which  return  or  statement  shall 
be  verified  by  oath,  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
village  ;  and  if  any  collector  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
pay  over  to  the  treasurer  the  sum  required  by  his 
warrant  to  be  paid  over,  or  to  account  for  the  same  so 
unpaid,  the  treasurer  shall,  after  the  expiration  of  ten 
days  from  the  time  such  warrant  is  returnable,  issue  a 
-warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal  directed  to  the  sheriff 
of  the  .  county  of  Schuyler,  commanding  him  to  the 
same  effect  in  substance  as  in  the  warrant  authorized 
by  law  to  be  issued  by  a  county  treasurer  against  a 
delinquent  collector,  upon  which  the  said  sheriff  shall 
proceed  as  he  is  required  by  law  to  proceed  on  such 
-warrants  issued  by  a  county  treasurer.  And  if  any  unooiieotod 
moneys  shall  remain  uncollected  on  such  warrant  to*  " 
said  sheriff,  the  village  treasurer  shall  immediately 
give  notice  thereof  to  the  president,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  cause  the  bond  of  the  collector  and  his  sureties  to 
be  prosecuted  in  the  tame  of  the  corporation,  and  the 
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moneys  collected  in  snob  suit  shall  be  paid  into  the 
village  treasury. 
Real  wtate  §  9.  If  any  tax  assessed  upon  the  personal  estate  of 
£Jyb0f0ld,any  person,  corporation,  or  banking  association  in  said 
village  shall  not  be  paid,  and  no  goods  or  chattels  of 
such  person  can  be  found  whereof  to  make  the  same 
by  distress  and  sale,  such  tax  may  be  levied  and  made 
by  sale  of  any  real  estate  m  said  village  owned  by  and 
assessed  to  such  person,  corporation,  or  banking  as- 
sociation in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  same  were  as- 
sessed upon  such  real  estate ;  and  any  tax  upon  personal 
estate  of  any  person,  corporation,  or  banking  associa- 
tion to  whom  the  real  estate  owned  by  such  person, 
banking  association,  or  corporation  is  assessed,  shall  be 
a  lien  thereon,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  assessed  'there- 
on ;  and  in  all  cases  where  any  tax  or  assessment  shall 
remain  unpaid  or  uncollected  for  want  of  sufficient 
goods  and  chattels  whereof  to  make  the  same  by  dis- 
tress and  sale  at  any  time  after  the  time  for  the  return 
of  the  warrant  by  the  collector  shall  have  expired,  an 
action  may  be  brought  and  maintained  by  the  corpora- 
tion against  the  person,  corporation,  or  association 
taxed  or  assessed  to' recover  the  same  with  costs  of 
suit  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof.

'  tax  or  assessment  levied  upon  any  real  estate  in  any 
previous  year  shall  by  reason  of  a  defective  description 
of  such  real  estate,  or  for  any  other  cause,  remain  un- 
paid, the  amount  thereof  with  interest  may  be  added 
to  such  annual  tax  and  charged  upon  the  real  estate 
upon  which  it  was  originally  assessed,  and  the  same 
proceedings  in  all  respects  for  the  collection  thereof 
may  be  had  with  the  like  effect  in  as  case  of  the  tax  or  as- 
sessment on  the  same  real  estate  for  the  then  current 
year ;  but  in  all  cases  of  the  charging  of  any  tax  or 
assessment  of  any  previous  year  of  such  real  estate,  the 
year  or  years  in  which  the  same  was  originally  levied 
shall  be  (specified  on  the  roll,  and  the  amount  thereof 
shall  be  separately  specified  in  the  proper  column,  and 
the  real  estate  upon  which  it  is  charged  shall  be  pro- 
perly and  sufficiently  described  on  the  roll  by  the  trus- 
tees, in  case  it  be  not  already  described  thereon  by  the 
assessors. 
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TSttle  VIII. 
Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

Section  1.  The  trustees  shall  report  in  writing  to  each 
annual  meeting  of  electors  a  statement  or  account  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  corporation  for  the 
preceding  year,  which  statement  shall  show  the  name 
of  the  persons  who  shall  have  had  any  account  or  claim 
allowed  by  them,  the  amount  of  such  claim  as  presented, 
the  amount  allowed,  and  a  brief  statement  of  the  nature 
of  the  demand,  and  shall  be  filed  by  the  village  clerk. 

§2.  The  trustees  shall  have  no  power  to  borrow  £™*j£ 
money  upon  the  credit  of  the  corporation,  nor  to  incur  row  moniy. 
any  debt  against  the  corporation  beyond  the  amount  of 
the  taxes  for  the  current  year,  without  being  thereto 
specially  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  taxable  inhabitants 
of  said  village  qualified  to  vote  upon  a  resolution  for 
raising  money  by  taxi 

§  3.  All  officers  not  made  elective  by  this  act  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  may  be  by  them  removed 
at  pleasure. 

$  4.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  remit  any  poll  JJyjJJ^ 
tax  levied  upon  any  indigent  person  who  is  sick,  lame,  poll  tax. 
or  infirm,  and  to  discharge  him  from  the  payment  there- 
of;  and  also  to  discharge  any  judgment  which  may  have 
been  recovered  against  such  indigent  person,  who  is 
sick,  lame,  or  infirm,  without  payment  thereof.

shall  pass  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  or  their 
assigns,  who  are  hereby  authorized  to  take,  hold,  use 
and  enjoy  the  same,  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the 
same  extent,  that  the  said  company  now  holds,  uses  and 
enjoys  the  same,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  liabili- 
ties; and  the  said  corporation  shall  not  be  thereby 
dissolved  but  the  said  purchasers  shall  become  and  con- 
stitute the  said  corporation. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  two  hundred  and 
six  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-eight,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of 
the  Onondaga  tribe  of  Indians," .  passed 
April  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight 

Passed  April  3,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  first  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  the  Onondaga  tribe  of  Indians,"  passed 
April  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Onondaga 
are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  employ  annually 
hereafter,  some  suitable  and  competent  physician  to 
attend  upon  and  minister  to  the  necessities  of  sick 
and  indigent  Indians  of  said  tribe  of  Onondaga  Indians 
or  transient  Indians  of  other  tribes  who  may  be  tem- 
porarily residing  with  them  ;  and  procure  and  furnish 
to  them  in  addition  to  professional  services,  such  neces- 
sary medicines,  proper  food  and  attendance  as  he  may 
deem  fit  and  proper  for  their  condition.  And  all  bills 
made  by  such  physician  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  for  such  medical  aid,  medicines,  food  and  at- 
tendance, when  properly  verified  according  to  law,  shall 
be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  said  board  of  supervisors 
of  said  county,  and  upon  their  order  to  be  paid  by  the 
county  treasurer  out  of  the  moneys  in  his  hands  special- 
ly provided  for  the  purpose  in  the  second  section  of  the 
act  hereby  amended. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  second  Tuesday 
in  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  the  fire  department  of  the  village 
of  Watertown,"  passed  April  ten,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty,  and  an  act  amendatory- 
there  to,  passed  April  fourteenth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-nine. 

Passed  April  4,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  An  act  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
fire  department  of  the  village  of  Watertown,"  passed 
April  ten,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  and  an  act 
amendatory  thereto,  passed  April  fourteen,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-nine,  is  hereby  amended  as  follows, 
so  that  section  second  of  said  act  will  read  as  follows, 
to  wit : 

§2.  The  firemen  of  the  several  fire  companies  consti- 
tuting said  corporation,  shall  hold  a  meeting  on  the 
second  Saturday  of  January,  in  each  year,  at  which 
annual  meeting  they  shall  elect  a  chief  engineer,  and 
each  company  shall,  at  the  same  time,  elect,  by  separate 
ballot,  one  member  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two 
years,  who,  with  the  chief  engineer,  two  assistants,  and 
other  directors,  shall  constitute  a  board  of  directors, 
and  shall  exercise  such  powers  as  are  hereafter  com- 
mitted to  them.  Each  company  shall  be  entitled  to 
two  directors,  whose  term  of  service  shall  expire  each 
alternate  year.  (And  the  several  companies,  at  some 
regular  meeting,  before  the  next  annual  meeting,  shall 
elect  one  of  their  number  as  a  director,  to  hold  his  office 
for  one  year  from  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  shall 
report  such  election  to  the  present  board  of  directors.) 

§  2.  Section  tenth  of  said  act,  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows,  to  wit : 

§  10.  The  members  of  the  fire  department  of  the 
village  of  Watertown,  while  in  actual  service,  and  all 
persons  who  shall  hereafter  complete  a  service  of  five 
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years  or  over  in  said  department,  shall  be  exempt  from 
taxation  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars  assess-  - 
ment,  and  from  poll-tax,  in  addition  to  the  exemptions 
now  enumerated  by  law.

§  17.  It  being  understood  that  the  great  object  of 
having  a  "  Fireman's  fund"  is  to  get  it  sufficiently  large 
so  that  from  the  interest  and  income,  firemen  who  are 
injured  while  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  may 
receive  aid  and  assistance,  and,  if  need  be,  a  respect- 
able burial;  therefore  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the 
board  of  director  to  expend,  appropriate,  or  create  an 
indebtedness  (except  for  investment),  which  shall 
exceed  two-thirds  the  annual  income  of  the  department 
without  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  four-fifths  of  the 
board  of  directors. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Passed  April  5,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  After  an  assessment  for  the  construction  pw»mu> 
of  sewers  has  been  confirmed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  •RP*M'** 
of  existing  laws,  any  owner  of  property  assessed  may 
within  sixty  days  after  the  abstract  of  an  assessment 
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roll  has  oome  into  the  hands  of  the  collector  of  taxes 
•and  of  assessments  appears  in  person,  or  by  some  person 
legally  authorized  to  act  for  them,  and  then  and  there 
elect  whether  they  will  pay  the  whole  of  their  assess* 
ment,  or  in  equal  installments  of  not  less  than  one-third 
of  the  sum  assessed ;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  time  of 
payment  be  extended  beyond  three  years  from  the  date 
of  the  confirmation  of  said  assessment.

(who  is  authorized  to   make  such  agreement,)  shall 
write  in  ink,  or  cause  to  be  written  in  ink,  upon  the 
abstract  of  said  assessment  roll  the  substance  of  said 
agreement ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prevent  the  whole  of  such  assesment  becoming 
a  lien  upon  the  property  assessed  immediately  after  the 
confirmation  thereof.

Any  owner  or  owners  of  property  assessed  for 
priwksw.   the  construction  of  sewers,  and  since  the  passage  of  an 
#  act  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  sewerage  and  drain- 
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age  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,"  passed  April  fifteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  and  who  had  not  paid

AN  ACT  to  empower  Masters  Lodge  number 
five  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  the 
city  of  Albany,  to  hold  and  convey  real  es- 
tate. 

Passed  April  5,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sbction  1.  William  Bay,  William  Seymour  and  John 
S.  Van  Rensselaer,  trustees  of  "  Masters  Lodge  number 
five  of  free  and  accepted  masons,"  in  the  city  of  Albany, 
and  their  successors  in  office,  are  hereby  empowered  to 
take,  hold  and  convey  real  estate,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  said  lodge,  in  amount  not  to  exceed  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  constituted  a  corporation, 
with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued  by  the  corporate  name 
of  the  Trustees  of  Masters'  Lodge  number  five  of  free 
and  accepted  masons. 

§  2.  Such  real  estate  as  is  now  held  in  possession  and 
claimed  by  the  trustees  of  said  association,  not  to  ex- 
ceed in  value  the  amount  in  the  foregoing  section 
expressed,  is  hereby  confirmed  in  said  trustees  as  fully 
and  completely  as  if  they  had  had  legal  power  to  take 
and  hold  real  estate  at  the  time  of  the  execution  and 
deliverv  of  the  deeds  of  conveyance  thereof.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  au- 
thorizing the  appraisal  and  payment  of  canal 
damages  to  Charles  B.  Thomson  and  Hiram 
Hascall,"  passed  April  nineteen,  eighteen 
.hundred  and  fifty-eight. 

Passed  April  6,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
fifty-four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fiftyr 
eight,  entitled  "  An  act  authorizing  the  appraisal  and 
payment  of  canal  damages  to  Charles  B.  Thomson  and 
Hiram  Hascall,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
folio  W8: 

§  1.  The  canal  appraisers  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  examine  and  determine  the  claim  of  Charle* 
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B.  Thomson,  Hiram  Hascall  and  Martin  C.  Ward,  for 
damages  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by  them,  and 
for  lumber  furnished  by  them,  under  their  contract  for 
the  enlargement  of  section  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  of  the  Erie  canal,  entered  into  on  the  twenty-ninth 
day  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  which 
contract  was  declared  void  by  the  canal  commissioners, 
in  consequence  of  the  decision  of  the  court  of  appeals 
declaring  the  act  of  July  tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-one,  unconstitutional;  and  that  the  said  appraisers 
shall  not  be  authorized  to  take  into,  consideration  any 
other  damages  than  such  as  occurred  to  the  said  Thom- 
son, Hascajl  and  Ward  for  timber  or  materials  con- 
tracted for  or  purchased  by  them  for  the  purpose  of 
being  used  on  said  section  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  under  their  said  contract,  or  what  they  have  paid 
to  cancel  said  timber  contracts*  If  it  appears  that  any 
damages  have  been  sustained  as  aforesaid  for  which 
the  state  is  liable,  then  the  said  appraisers  shall  award 
such  sum,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  as  shall 
to  them  seem  just  and  equitable,  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  canal  board  as  in  other  cases.

AN  ACT  to  assess  upon  the  town  of  Angelica, 
in  the-  county  of  Allegany,  a  portion  of  the 
expenses  incurred  in  repairing  the  court 
house  located  in  said  town. 

Passed  April  6,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  qf  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  a*  follow*: 

Section  1.  Rodman  Freeborn,  Andrew  Charles  and 
William  Wilson,  commissioners  appointed  under  chapter 
four  hundred  and  eighty-nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty,  to  contract  for  and  superintend  the 
reconstruction  and  repairing;  of  the  court  house  in  An- 
gelica, in  the  county  of  Allegany,  are  or  any  two  of 
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them,  or,  in  case  of  the  death  or  incapacity  to  act  of 
any  or  either  of  them,  then  those  remaining  are  required 
to  audit  claims  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  seven  hundred 
and  thirty-three  dollars  and  eighty-one  cents,  now 
existing  unpaid  for  work  and  labor  done,  and  materials 
furnished,  in  repairing  and  reconstructing  said  court 
house,  and  for  money,  advanced  by  other  persons  to  said 
commissioners,  used  to  pay  for  work  and  labor  done,  and 
materials  furnished  for  said  court  house,  and  to  draw 
orders,  in  favor  of  the  persons  having  such  claims,  not 
.  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  aforesaid  amount,  upon 
the  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Angelica,  payable  out  of 
the  funds  of  said  town,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2.  The  said  commissioners  or  one  of  them,  shall  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-one,  deliver  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town  of 
Angelica,  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom 
such  claims  shall  be  audited,  with  the  amount  audited  to 
each  individual,  and  certified  by  them,  or  one  of  them, 
to  be  a  true  list  of  audits,  made  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

§  3.  The  aggregate  amount  of  audits  in  said  list  shall 
be  laid  and  assessed,  levied  and  collected,  the  same  as 
other  taxes,  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  town  of 
Angelica,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one. 
The  supervisor  of  said  town  is  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  spread  the  amount  of  such  audits  upon  the 
tax-roll  of  said  town  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  and  the  warrant  for  the  collection  of  the  taxes 
in  such  roll  shall  require  the  collector  therein  mentioned, 
to  pay,  within  the  same  time  as  other  taxes,  the  amount 
laid  and  assessed  as  aforesaid  to  the  supervisor  of  said 
town,  who  shall  pay  the  orders  issued  under  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  out  of  the  moneys  so  paid  to  him. 

§  4.  The  said  commissioners,  for  their  services  under 
this  act,  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  shall  be 
audited  by  the  board  of  town  auditors  of  the  town  of 
Angelica,  and  the  sum  so  audited  shall  be  a  town  charge 
to  be  paid  as  other  town  charges.

AN  ACT  to  relieve  the  Seneca  nation  of  In- 
dians, by  preferring  certain  causes  on  the 
calendar  of  the  Court  of  Appeals* 

Passed  April  6,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

The  two  actions  entitled  "  the  Seneca  na- 
tion of  Indians,  respondent,  against  Pbilenus  Pattison, 
appellant,"  and  "  tne  Seneca  nation  of  Indians,  appel- 
lant, against  Harris  L.  Knight,  respondent,"  now  pend-  . 
ing  in  the  court  of  appeals,  shall  have  preference  on 
the  calendar  of  said  court,  and  each  of  said  actions 
may  be  moved  out  of  its  order  on  said  calendar,  by 
either  party  thereto.   . 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  142. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  the  New  York  Corn  Exchange," 
passed  April  two,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
three. 

Passed  April  6, 1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  second  section  of  the  act  entitled  "  An 
act  to  incorporate  the  New  York  Corn  Exchange,"  passed 
April  two,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  words  "The 
said  corporation  shall  also  have  power  to  mortgage  with 
the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  stockholders  all  or 
any  of  its  real  estate  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the 
payment  of  the  purchase  money  for  any  real  estate  pur- 
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chased  or  to  be  purchased  by  the  said  corporation,  or 
of  any  indebtedness  contracted  or  to  be  contracted  for 
the  purchase  of  real  estate,  or  building  or  making  im- 
provements thereon,  or  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the 
payment  of  money  which  said  corporation  shall  have 
borrowed  or  shall  borrow,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off 
any  indebtedness  contracted  or  to  be  contracted  for  the 
purchase  of  any  real  estate  or  improving  the  same." 


Chap.  143. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  several 
acts  in  relation  to  the  charter  of  the  city  of 
Rochester. 

Passed  April  8,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Title  L 

Boundaries  and  Civil  Divisions. 

ttoS01*"  Sbotion  1.  The  inhabitants  of  that  portion  of  thfc 
territory  of  this  state,  heretofore  known  as  the  city  of 
Rochester,  shall  continue  to  be  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  of  *•  The  City  of  Rochester/'  with 
the  powers  and  privileges  conferred  by  the  statutes  of 
this  state  upon  corporations  as  well  as  those  conferred 
by  this  act,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  charter  of  said 
citv. 

§  2.  The  boundaries  of  said  city  shall  be  as  follows: 
Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  middle  of  the  Ridge  road, 
eight  chains  and  seventy-five  links  distant  from  the  top

and  one  physician,  to  be  the  physician  thereof,  and  so

act,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  inspectors  of  elections  held  in 
said  wards  and  election  districts  respectively,  as  well  for 
the  election  of  state  and  county  as  for  the  city  and  ward 
officers;  and  in  case  of  the  deaths  inability  or  refusal  of 
any  such  inspector  to  act,  the  common  council  may  there- 
after appoint  another  in  his  or  their  place,  and  file  a  cer- 
tificate of  such  apportionment  with  the  city  clerk,  and  the 
person  or  persons  thus  appointed  shall  be  inspector  or  in- 

vjfbj      speotors  for  the  ward  for  which  he  or  they  was  or  were 

*Uo1,        appointed. 

§  16.  The  electors  shall  vote  by  ballot,  and  each  per- 
son offering  to  vote  shall  deliver  his  ballot,  so*  folded  as 
to  conceal  the  contents,  to  one  of  the  inspectors  in  the 
presence  of  the  board.  The  ballot  shall  be  a  paper 
ticket,  which  shall  contain,  written  or  printed,  or  partly 
written  and  partly  printed,  the  names  of  the  persons  for 
whom  the  elector  intends  to  vote,  and  shall  designate 
the  office  to  which  each  person  so  named  is  intended  by 
him  to  be  chosen  ;  but  no  ballot  shall  contain  a  greater 
number  of  names  of  persons  designated  for  any  office, 
than  there  are  persons  to  be  chosen  at  the  election  to 
fill  such  office.  On  the  outside  of  each  ballot,  when 
folded,  there  shall  appear,  written  or  printed,  one  of  the 
following  words, — "  ward,"  "city;"  but  no  ballot  found 

Baiiot,  how  in  the  proper  box  shall  be  rejected  for  want  of  such  en- 
dorsement. 

§  17.  The  ballot  endorsed  "  city"  shall  contain  the  names 
of  persons  designated  as  officers  for  the  city.  The  ballot 
endorsed  "ward  "  shall  oontain  the  names  of  persons  de- 
signated as  officers  for  a  ward  or  election  district.  The 
common  council  shall  provide  two  boxes  for  each  ward 
.  or  election  district,  with  locks  and  keys,  in  which  these 
two  kinds  of  ballots  shall  be  deposited  separately. 
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§  18.  If  at  any  annual  election  to  be  held  in  the  saicM 
city,  there  shall  be  one  or  more  vacancies  to  be  supplied 
in  any  office,  and  at  the  same  time  any  person  is  to  be 
elected  for  the  full  term  of  said  office,  the  term  for 
which  each  person  voted  for,  for  the  said  office,  is  in- 
tended, shall  be  designated  on  the  ballot. 

§  19.  Every  person  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  who  «• 
Assembly,  who  shall,  for  the  last  thirty  days,  have  been  volal•' 
a  resident  of  said  city,  and  for  the  last  ten  days  an  actual 
resident  of  the  ward  in  which  he  offers  his  vote,  and 
who  is  at  the  time  an  actual  resident  of  snch  ward,  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  ward  in  which  he  resides,  but 
not  elsewhere,  for  all  or  any  of  the  officers  to  be  chosen 
at  such  election,  providing  such  person  shall  have  com- 
plied with  the  provisions  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
eighty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine. 

§  20.  Immediately  after  the  closing  of  the  polls  the  in-  ^J-,rf 
spectors  of  election  shall  forthwith,  without  adjourn-™ 
ment,  canvass  the  votes  received  by  them,  and  declare 
the  result;  and  shall,  on  the  same  or  the  next  day,  make 
a  certiBcate  stating  the  number  of  votes  given  for  each 
person  for  each  office,  and  shall  file  such  statement  and 
certificate  on  the  day  of  election,  or  the  next  day  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city. 

§21.  The  common  council  of  the  preceding  year  shall  when  com- 
convene  on  the  Friday  next  succeeding  such  election,  at^^311 
two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  at  their  usual  place  of* 
meeting ;  and  the  statement  of  votes  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  the  city  by  the  inspectors  of  election,  shall  be 
produced  by  the  said  clerk.  The  common  council  shall 
forthwith  determine  and  certify,  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law,  what  persons  are  duly  elected  at  the  said  elec- 
tion to  the  several  offices  respectively.  Such  certificate 
shall  be  made  in  duplicate,  one  of  which  shall  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  and  the  other  with  the  clerk 
of  Monroe  county.  All  officers  elected  by  the  electors 
of  said  city  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as 
herein  provided,  shall  enter  upon  their  respective  offices 
on  the  first  Monday  of  April  next  following  such  elec- 
tion, unless  otherwiso  herein  provided.  And  the  period 
of  a  year,  as  applied  in  this  act  to  the  terms  of  office 
and  the  salaries  thereof,  shall  extend  from  the  first  Mon- 
day of  April  in  one  year  to  the  first  Monday  of  April 
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in  tbe  succeeding  year,  in  cases  where  the  term  of  office 
commences  on  the  first  Monday  of  April.

Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of 
oMwieioo-  police  justice,  or  of  aldermen,  for  any  cause,  the  com-

a  special  election  to  be  held  in  said  city,  or  in  the  ward 
for  which  such  alderman  was  chosen,  not  less  than  five 
days,  nor  more  than  fifteen  days  from  the  time  of  such 
appointment  unless  such  vacancy  shall  occur  within 
three  months  before  the  Tuesday  after  tbe  first  Monday 
in  March  in  any  year,  and  in  such  case  it  shall  be  op- 
tional with  the  common  council  to  order  a  special  elec-

common  §  24.  In  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  any 
$p3nt.mR7°f  th®  officers  before  named,  except  an  alderman  or 
police  justice,  the  common  council  may,  in  its  discre- 
tion, fill  such  vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  a  suitable 
person  who  is  an  elector,  and  if  appointed  for  a  ward

its  clerk  specifying  the  officer  to  be  chosen,  and  the 
day  and  place  in  the  ward,  or  in  the  several  wards  of 
said  city,  at  which  such  election  iB  to  be  held,  and  the 
proceedings  at  such  election  shall  be  as  at  the  annual 
general  election.  Such  notice  shall  also  be  published 
in  all  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  city,  at  least  once 
before  such  special  election.

pointment, take  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the 
constitution  of  the  state,  before  some  officer  authorized 
to  take  affidavits  to  be  read  in  courts  of  justice,  and 
file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  and  said  police 
justice  shall  also,  within  said  five  days,  execute  a  bond 
to  the  city  of  Rochester  in  the  penalty  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  with  two  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  mayor 
of  said  city,  conditioned  faithfully  to  perform  the 
duties  of  police  justice,  and  to  pay  over  the  moneys 
and  to  make  the  report  hereinafter  required,  and  file 
the  same  in  the  office  of  tho  clerk  of  said  city. 

§  27.  Every  person  chosen  or  appointed  by  the  com-Aooepunee. 
mon  council  to  any  other  office  except  those  enume- 
rated in  the  last  section,  before  he  enters  on  the  duties 
of  his  office,  and  within  five  days  after  being  notified 
of  his  election  or  appointment,  shall  cause  to  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  a  notice  in  writing  signify- 
ing his  acceptance  of  such  office. 

§  28.  If  any  person  chosen  or  appointed  to  any  office  Appointed 
specified  in  the  last  two  sections,  shall  not  take  and {Swoltii, 
subscribe  the  oath  of  office,  and  file  the  same  as  therein*0* 
directed,  or  shall  not  cause  a  notice  of  acceptance  to 
be  filed  as  therein  directed,  or  if  required  by  the  com- 
mon council  to  execute  an  official  bond  or  undertaking, 
shall  neglect  to  execute  and  file  the  same  in  manner 
and  within  the  time  prescribed^  the  common  council, 
such  neglect  shall  be  deemed  a  refusal  to  serve. 

§  29.  At  the  expiration  of  ten  days  after  any  election  ustof  per. 
or  appointment  of  any  officer  or  officers  in  the  said  y™  eleotod» 
city,  the  clerk  of  the  said  city  shall  deliver  to  the  com- 
mon council  a  list  of  the  persons  elected  or  appointed, 
and  of  the  offices  to  which  they  are  chosen,  therein 
specifying  such  as  shall  have  filed  with  him  the  oath  of 
office  or  notice  of  acceptance  required  by  law,  and  such 
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as  shall  have  omitted  to  file  the  same  within  the  time 
herein  prescribed. 

The  mayor  shall  report  to  the  common  council 
P°ru  the  names  of  such  constables  and  other  officers  as  shall 
have  neglected  to  give  the  bond  and  security  required

§  31.  Resignation  by  any  officer  authorized  to  be 
chosen  or  appointed  by  this  act,  shall  be  made  to  the 
common  council  of  the  city,  subject  to  their  approval 
and  acceptance. 

§  32.  The  expenses  6f  any  election  to  be  held  as  pro- 
vided by  this  act  shall  be  city  charges,  and  defrayed  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  contingent  expenses  of  the 
city. 

Title  III. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  ike  Common  Council. 

§  33.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  said  city  shall 
constitute  the  common  council.    It  shall  meet  at  such 
times  and  places  as  it  shall  from  time  to  time  designate, 
and  on  special    occasions  as    the  mayor,  or  person 
officiating  as  mayor  (in  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
mayor,  or  of  his  absence  from  the  city,  or  inability  to 
act),  shall  appoint,  of  which  appointment  notice  shall 
be  served  on  the  members  of  the  common  council  in 
such  manner  and  for  such 'time  as  it  shall  direct. 

The  mayor,  when  present,  shall  preside  at  the 
preside.      meetings  of  the  common  council ;  and  in  his  absence 
the  common  council  may  appoint  one  of  its  number, 
who  shall  preside, 
common        §  36.  In  the  proceedings  of  the  common  council, 
oounoii  pro-  each  member  present  shall  have  a  vote,  except  th$ 
Dgfc     mayor,  who  shall  only  have  a  casting  vote  when  the 
votes  of  the  other  members  are  equally  divided. 
mda  §  36.  The  sittings  of  the  common  council  shall  be 

public,  except  when  tjbe  public  interest  shall,  in  its 
opinion,  require  secresy.  The  minutes  of  the  proceed- 
ings shall  be  kept  by  the  clerk,  and  the  same  shall  be 
open  at  all  times  to  public  inspection.  The  said  board 
shall  prescribe  from  time  to  time  such  rules  to  govern 
the  proceedings  as  it  shall  deem  advisable. 

§  37.  Whenever  required  by  two  members,  the  votes 
of  all  the  members  of  the  common  council,  in  relation 
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to  any  act,  proceeding,  or  proposition)  had  at  any 
meeting,  shall  be  entered  at  large  on  the  minutes,  ana 
such  votes  Bhall  also  be  so  entered  in  relation  to  the 
adoption  of  any  resolution  or  ordinance,  report  of  a 
committee,  or  other  act,  for  taxing  or  assessing  the 
citizens  of  the  said  city,  or  involving  the  appropriation 
of  public  moneys. 

§  38.  A  majority  of  the  common  council  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  no  tax  or 
assessment  shall  be  ordered,  nor  any  appointment  be 
made,  except  by  a  concurring  vote  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  of  the  council. 

§  39.  No  member  of  the  common  council  shall,  during  Member  of 
the  period  for  which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to,  oovnoiToan 
or  be  competent  to  hold  any  office,  of  which  the  emolu-JjU!?  BDy  of" 
inents  are  paid  from  the  city  treasury,  or  paid  by  fees 
directed  to  be  paid  by  any  act  or  ordinance  of  the  com- 
mon council,  or  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  iu 
any  contract  as  principal,  surety  or  otherwise,  the  expen- 
ses or  consideration  whereof  are  to  be  paid  under  any 
ordinance  of  the  common  council;  but  this  section  shall 
not  be  construed  to  prevent  the  mayor  from  receiving 
any  salary' which  may  be  fixed  by  the  common  council, 
nor  to  deprive  any  alderman  of  any  emoluments  or  fees 
to  which  he  may  be  entitled  by  virtue  of  his  office. 

§  40.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  management  Power*  of 
and  control  of  the  fiscal  and  prudential  affairs  of  saidSimou!1 
city,  and  of  all  property,  real  and  personal,  belonging 
to  the  city,  and  may  make  such  orders  and  by-laws  rela- 
ting to  the  same  aft  it  shall  deem  proper  and  necessary ; 
and  further,  it  shall  have  power  to  make,  continue, 
modify  and  repeal  such  ordinances,  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions as  it  may  deem  desirable  within  said  city,  for  the 
following  purposes: 

1.  To  prevent  vice  and  immorality;  to  preserve  pub- 
lic peace  and  good  order ;  to  prevent  and  quell  riots, 
disturbances  and  disorderly  assemblages. 

2.  To  suppress  disorderly,  gaming  and  bawdy  houses, 
instruments  and  devices  used  for  gaming,  billiard  tables 
and  bowling  alleys,  and  to  punish  gaming. 

3.  To  forbid  and  prevent  the  vending  or  other  dispo-iwd. 
sition  of  liquors  ana  intoxicating  drinks  to  be  drank  in 
any  cagal  boat,  store,  or  other  place  not  duly  licensed  ; 
and  to  forbid  the  selling,  or  giving  to  be  drank,  any 
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intoxicating  liquors  to  any  child  or  young  person, 
without  the  consent  of  his  or  her  parents  or  guardian. 

4.  To  prohibit,  restrain  and  regulate  all  sports,  exhi- 
bitions of  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans  of 
animals,  theatrical  exhibitions,  circuses  or  other  public 
performances  and  exhibitions,  for  money. 

5.  To  direct  the  location  of  all  slaughter-houses, 
abate  or  remove  nuisances  of  every  kind,  and  to  compel 
the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  tallow  chandler 
shop,  butcher's  stall,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable, 
privy,  hog-pen,  sewer,  or  other  offensive  or  unwhole- 
some house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the 
same  whenever  it  deems  it  necessary  for  the  health* 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
city. 

n**-  6.  To  direct  the  location  of  all  buildings  for  storing 

gunpowder  or  other  combustible  substances,  and  to 
regulate  the  sale  and  use  of  gunpowder,  fire-crackers  or 
fire-works  manufactured  or  prepared  therefrom,  or  other 
combustible  materials,  the  exhibition  of  fire-works,  the 
discharge  of  fire-arms,  the  use  of  candles  and  lights  in 
barns,  stables  and  other  buildings,  and  to  restrain  the 
making  of  bonfires  in  streets  and  yards. 

7.  To  prevent  the  cumbering  of  streets,  avenues, 
walks,  public  squares,  lanes,  alleys,  bridges,  aqueducts, 
wharves,  basins  or  slips  in  any  manner  whatever. 

8.  To  prevent  and  punish  horse  racing  and  immo- 
derate driving  or  riding  in  any  street,  and  to  authorize 
the  stopping  and  detaining  of  any  person  who  shall  be 
guilty  of  immoderate  driving  or  riding  in  any  street. 

9.  To  determine  and  designate  the  route  and  grades  of 
any  rail  road  to  be  laid  in  said  city,  and  to  restrain  and 
regulate  the  rate  of  speed  of  locomotives,  engines  and 
cars  upon  the  rail  roads  within  the  said  city. 

10.  To  regulate  or  prohibit  bathing  in  any  public 
water. 

11.  To  restrain  and  punish  drunkards,  vagrants,  men- 
dicants, street  beggars,  and  persons  soliciting  alms  or 
subscriptions  for  any  purpose  whatever. 

hm.  12.  To  establish. and  regulate  pounds,  and  to  restrain 

and  regulate  the  running  at  large  of  horses,  cattle, 
swine,  and  other  animals,  geese,  and  other  poultry,  and 
to  authorize  the  impounding  and  sale  of  the  same  for 
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the  penalty  incurred,  and  the  costs  of  keeping  and  im- 
pounding the  same. 

13.  To  regulate  and  prevent  the  running  at  large  of 
dogs,  and  to  prevent  dog  fights  in  the  streets. 

14.  To  prohibit  any  person  from  bringing  or  deposit- 
ing within  the  limits  of  said  city,  any  dead  carcass,  or 
other  unwholesome  or  offensive  substances,  and  to  re- 
quire the  removal  or  destruction  of  such  substances,  or 
any  putrid  meats,  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind,  by 
any  person  who  shall  have  the  same  on  his  premises, 
and  on  bis  default  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruc- 
tion thereof  by  some  officer  of  the  city. 

15.  To  compel  alt  persons  to  keep  sidewalks  in  front 
of  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  them,  clear  from 
snow,  dirt,  wood  and  obstructions. 

16.  To  regulate  the  ringing  of  bells  and  the  crying 
of  goods  and  other  commodities  for  sale  at  auction,  or 
otherwise,  and  to  prevent  disturbing  noises  in  the 
streets. 

17.  To  require  the  removal,  from  the  populous  parts 
of  the  city,  of  all  persons  having  infectious  or  pesti- 
lential diseases. 

18.  To  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  to  compel 
the  keeping  and  return  of  bills  of  mortality. 

19.  To  establish  order  and  regulate  markets,  to  regulate *■*• 
the  vending  of  wood,  meats,  vegetables,  fruit,  fish,  and 
provisions  of  all  kinds,  and  to  prescribe  the  time  and 
place  for  selling  the  same,  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  by 
butchers  for  license;  provided  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  authorize  the  common  council  to  prevent 
the  sale  of  fresh  and  wholesome  meats  by  the  quarter, 
by  farmers  who  have  raised  or  fattened  the  same  upon 
their  own  farms,  within  the  limits  of  said  city. 

20.  To  establish,  make,  regulate  and  preserve  public 
reservoirs,  wells  and  pumps,  and  to  prevent  the  waste 
of  water. 

21.  To  regulate  sextons  and  undertakers  for  bury  in  jr 
the  dead,  carmen  and  their  carts,  hackney  carriages  and 
their  drivers,  scavengers,  porters  and  chimney  sweeps, 
and  their  fees  and  compensation,  and  to  prescribe  the 
fees  to  be  paid  by  them  into  the  city  treasury  for 
license. 

22.  To  prevent  runners,  stage  drivers  or  others  from 
soliciting  persons  to  travel  or  ride  in  any  stage,  omni- 
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bus,  carriage,  boat,  or  upon  any  rail  road,  or  to  go  to 
any  hotel  or  other  place  of  entertainment. 

23.  To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  lighting  of  streets 
and  alleys,  and  the  protection  and  safety  of  public 
lamps.       i 

24.  To  regulate  and  restrain  hawking  and  peddling  in 
the  streets,  and  to  regulate  pawn  brokers. 

n>M*  25.  To  prescribe  the  duties  of  all  officers  appointed 

by  the  common  council,  and  their  compensation  and  the 
penalty  or  penalties  for  failing  to  perform  such  duties, 
and  to  prescribe  the  bonds  and  sureties  to  be  given  by 
the  officers  of  the  city  for  the  discbarge  of  their  duties, 
and  the  time  for  executing  the  same,  in  cases  not  other- 
wise provided  for  by  law. 

26.  To  protect  and  preserve  shade  trees  in  the  streets, 
parks,  squares,  avenues  and  alleys  of  said  city. 

27*  To  regulate  and  prescribe  the  breadth  of  tires 
upon  the  wheels  of  wagons,  carts  and  vehicles  of  heavy 
draught  used  upon  paved,  macadamized  or  improved 
streets  in  said  city,  provided,  however,  that  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  vehicles  used  by  farmers,  coming  into 
the  city  with  produce  or  fuel. 

28.  To  require  every  merchant,  retailer,  trader  and 
dealer  in  merchandise  or  property  of  any  description, 
which  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to  cause  their 
weights  and  measures  to  be  sealed  by  the  city  sealer, 
and  to  be  subject  to  bis  inspection,  and  may  impose 
penalties  for  any  violation  of  any  such  ordinance. 

BridgM,  &4l.  The  common  council  shall  also  have  power,  by 

ZtSol  ***  ordinance  or  otherwise,  to  require  the  owners  or  occu- 
pants of  any  mill-race  within  said  city,  to  cover  the 
same  with  bridges  or  arches,  to  be  constructed  of  such 
materials  as  the  said  common  council  shall  direct;  or  it 
may  direct  the  same  to  be  covered,  in  the  same  manner 
that  other  pubKc  improvements  are  directed  to  be  made, 
and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  title  seventh  of  this 
act,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 

ibM.  §  42.  Whenever  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  mill- 

race  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  within  such  time  as  the 
common  council  shall  have  appointed,  to  cover  such 
mill-race  in  the  manner  and  with  the  materials  by  them 
directed,  it  shall  bo  lawful  for  the  said  common  council

covered, with  costs,  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Roches- 
ter. And  the  common  council  may  subject  the  parent 
or  guardian  of  any  minor,  or  the  master  or  mistress  of 
any  apprentice  or  servant,  to  any  such  penalty  for  any 
such  offence  .committed  by  such  minor,  apprentice  or 
servant.

clerk,  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city ;  and  the 
same  shall  be  published  by  the  clerk,  at  the  expense  of 
the  city,  in  some  newspaper  thereof. 
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Title  IV. 
Power?  and  Duties  of  City  Officers. 

§  49.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  major  to  take  care  JJj*01*  dn" 
that  the  laws  of  the  state  and  the  ordinances  of  the 
common  council  be  faithfully  executed ;  to  exercise  a 
constant  supervision  and  control  over  the  conduct  of  all 
subordinate  officers,  and  to  receive  and  to  examine  into 
all  complaints  against  them  for  neglect  of  duty ;  to  re- 
commend to  the  common  council  such  measures  as  he 
shall  deem  expedient ;  and,  in  general  to  maintain  the 
peace  and  good  order,  and  advance  the  prosperity  of 
the  city.    In  all  criminal  matters  he  shall  have  and 
possess  the  same  power  as  a  county  judge  at  chambers, 
and  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  take  affida- 
vits within  said  city,  and  to  receive  therefor  the  same 
fees  that  are  allowed  to  county  judges  for  the  same  ser- 
vices. 

§50.  The  mayor  or  other  officer  discharging  the  ordinance, 
duties  of  mayor  may  suspend  any  ordinance  or  re8olu-Ji,Sdedl",,-" 
lion  passed  by  the  common  council  concerning  any  pub- 
lic improvement,  or  for  the  payment  of  money  by  the 
treasurer  of  said  city  by  filing  in  the  office  of  the  city 
clerk  on  the  day  of  its  passage,  or  the  next  day  there- 
after, a  notice  suspending  the  immediate  operation  of 
such  ordinance  or  resolution,  and  filing  with  said  clerk 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  filing  such  notice,  his 
reasond  in  writing  why  the  same  should  not  go  into 
effect,  from  and  after  which  time  the  said  ordinance  or 
resolution  shall  not  have  any  legal  operation  unless  it 
shall,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  common  council,  be 
repassed  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  common  council  then  in  office,  exclusive  of 
the  mayor,  and  if  so  repassed  shall  go  into  effect,  ac- 
cording to  the  terms  thereof.

Title  V. 

Taxes,  Funds,  Revenue  and  Expenditure. 

§  84.  The  common  council  shall  examine,  settle  and 
allow  all  accounts  chargeable  against  the  city,  as  well 
of  its  officers  as  of  other  persons ;  and  shall  have  au- 
thority to  direct  the  raising  of  such  sums  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  defray  the  same,  and  the  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  said  city,  subject  to  the  limitations  and 
restrictions  hereinafter  contained.

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§  85.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  such  expenses,  the  J^JSl01" 
common  council  may  raise  annually  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing sixteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  appropriated  to  the 
lighting  of  said  city;  a  further  sum  not  exceeding  four- 
teen thousand  dollars  for  the  support  of  the  police  de- 
partment ;  a  further  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand 
dollars,  to  defray  all  charges  against  the  city  for  the 
general  contingent  expenses  thereof ;  a  further  sum  not 
exceeding  twelve  thousand  dollars,  to  defray  the  expenses 
.  of  fire  engines,  engine  houses,  cisterns,  reservoirs,  appa- 
ratus and  preparation  for  preventing  and  extinguishing 
fires ;  a  further  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars 
as  a  general  fund  for  the  construction  and  repair  of 
streets,  alleys,  lanes  and   bridges;  a  further  sum  not 
exceeding  twelve  thousand  dollars  for  the  support  and 
relief  of  the  poor  of  said  city ;  a  further  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  thousand  dollars  to  procure  a  supply  of 
water  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  for  use  in 
the  public  buildings,  fountains  and  reservoirs  of  the 
city,  and  for.  the  cleaning  of  sewers  therein  ;  a  further 
sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  for  the  main- 
tenance and  improvement  of  public  parks  in  said  city  ; 
a  further  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  of  the  board  of  health.     The  said 
common  council  shall  also  raise  annually  by  tax,  with 
the  general  taxes  of  said  city,  an  amount  sufficient  to 
pay  the  interest  upon  all  the  bonds  issued  by  said  city, 
and  also  all  the  principal  or  instalments  of  principal 
of  said  bonds  falling  due  within  the  then  current  fiscal 
year,  for  the  payment  of  which  provision  shall  not  be 
otherwise  made  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act    In  addition  to  the  sum  authorized  to  be  raised  inibKL 
each  year  for  the  construction  and  repairs  of  highways, 
the  common  council  of  said  city  are  hereby  authorized 
to  raise  by  tax  in  said  city  annually,  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing three  thousand  three  hundred  dollars,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  cleaning  and  keeping  in  repairs  the  following 
avenues,  or  such  of  them  as  have  been  or  may  hereafter 
be  permanently  improved  between  the  points  indicated:

to  the  city  line ;  South  avenue,  from  the  Erie  canal  to 
the  city  Tine ;  North  St.  Paul  street,  from  the  rail  road 
to  Scratom  street.

§  103.  The  costs  and  expenses  aforesaid  shall  be  the 
fees  herein  allowed  to  the  city,  for  the  services  herein 
required  of  the  city  treasurer  in  advertising  said  real 
estate  for  sale,  and  for  conducting  said  sale. 

IM4.  §  104  If  at  any  such  sale  no  bid  shall  be  made  for 

any  such  parcel  of  land,  the  same  shall  be  struck  off  to 
the  city,  and  the  treasurer  shall  make  a  memorandum 
of  the  fact,  that  the  land  was  so  struck  off  to  the  city,  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose;  and  in  case  suoh 
land  <shall  not  be  redeemed  as  hereinafter  provided,  the 
mayor  of  the  said  city  shall  execute  a  certificate  of  the 
fact  of  such  sale  having  been  made,  and  the  land  struck 
off  as  aforesaid,  and  that  the  same  has  not  been  redeemed, 
and  thereupon  the  said  corporation  or  their  assigns  shall 
acquire  an  absolute  title  to  the  same  in  fee.  The  said 
certificate  maybe  acknowledged,  or  proved  and  recorded, 
in -the  ^ame  (manner  that  deeds  are  recorded,  and  the 
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said  certificate  or  the  record  thereof,  or  a  copy  of  said 
record  duly  authenticated,  shall  in  all  courts  and  places 
be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated,  and 
of  the  regularity  and  correctness  of  such  sale,  and  of  all 
proceedings  prior  thereto. 

§  105.  The  treasurer  of  the  said  city  may  be  author- 
ized, by  an  order  of  the  common  council,  to  bid  for  and 
in  the  name  of  the  corporation  of  the  said  city  upon  any 
lands  offered  for  Bale  at  public  auction,  upon  which  the 
said  corporation  may  have  any  claim  or  lien. 

$  106.  Any  owner  or  claimant  of  the  premises  so  sold  Redemption 
for  any  tax  or  assessment  may,  within  two  years  after 
■such  sale,  redeem  the  same  by  paying  to  such  grantee, 
his  heirs  or  assigns,  or  into  the  city  treasury  for  his  use, 
the  amount  so  paid  by  him,  with  the  addition  of  fifteen 
per  cent  per  annum  on  such  amount,  and  on  such  pay- 
ment being  made  the  title  of  such  grantee  shall  abso- 
lutely cease  and  determine. 

§  107.  Any  holder  of  any  certificates^  lands  sold  for  ibid. 
city  taxes  or  assessments,  who  shall  be  required  to  give 
the  notice  required  by  the  next  succeeding  section,  shall 
cause  said  notice  to  be  served  within  one  year  after  the 
expiration  of  the  period  of  redemption  provided  for  by 
the  preceding  section,  or  such  person  shall  forfeit  any 
right  he  may  have  by  reason  of  such  certificate ;  -antf 
any  person  making  redemption  after  service  of  said  no- 
tice, shall,  within  the  time  provided  for  by  aaid  section, 
pay  the  amount  for  which  the  land  was  sold,  with  the 
addition  of  fifteen  per  cent  per  annum,  into  the  city 
treasury,  for  the  use  of  the  person  who  shall  hold  said 
certificate  ;  and  this  provision  shall  be  applicable  to  all 
certificates  of  the  sale  of  lands  for  taxes  oi$8sesaments 
held  by  the  city  of  Rochester. 

§  108.  All  persons  residing  in  the  city  of  Rochester, Ibid- 
who  are  owners  of  lands  sold  for  taxes  or  assessments, 
under  the  foregoing  provisions,  shall  have,  in  addition 
to  the  right  of  redemption  above  provided,  thirty  days 
to  redeem  such  lands,  after  personal  service  upon  such 
owners  of  a  notice  of  such  sale,  which  notice  shall  be 
in  writing,  signed  by  the  person  claiming  the  premises 
under  such  sale,  or  his  agent,  and  shall  specify  itbe 
amount  of  the  tax  or  assessment  and  charges  at  the 
time  of  such  sale,  and  the  time  for  which  such  premises 
-were  bid  off,*nd  that  the  owner  i*  required  to  redeem 
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the  same  within  thirty  days ;  and  all  non-resident  own- 
ers of  premises  sold  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  the  same 
time  for  redemption  as  is  hereby  granted  to  resident 
owners,  after  the  service  of  the  like  notice  upon  the 
agent  of  such  owners,  provided  such  non-resident  owners 
shall  have  an  agent  residing  in  the  said  city,  whose  ap- 
pointment shall  be  in  writing,  and  his  name  entered  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  city  clerk  for  that  purpose; 
or  in  case  such  non-resident  owners  who  shall  not  have 
such  agents  as  aforesaid,  then  upon  any  tenant  in  pos- 
session of  said  premises,  in  case  such  premises  shall  be 
occupied  ;  but  in  all  cases  to  entitle  non-resident  own- 
ers to  the  service  of  such  notice  upon  an  agent  as  afore- 
said, such  agent  must  have  been  appointed  and  his  name 
registered  as  aforesaid,  before  the  expiration  of  two 
years  from  the  time  of  such  sale. 
Notieenr.  §  109.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  deliver 
to  the  attorney  of  said  city  within  one  month  after  the 
expiration  of  two  years  from  the  time  any  lands  have 
been  sold,  for  any  tax  or  assessment,  where  the  same 
has  been  struck  off  to  the  said  city,  a  list  of  all  such 
lands  with  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners,  and  a  de- 
scription thereof,  as  the  same  is  described  in  the  assess- 
ment roll  containing  the  tax  for  which  the  same  was 
sold.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  attorney  im- 
mediately after  receiving  such  list  to  cause  the  notice 
hereinbefore  required  to  be  served  upon  all  owners  of 
lands  so  purchased  >y  said  city. 
M  §  110.  Whenever  any  lands  in  said  city  shall  have 
l£  been  sold  for  taxes,  and  the  certificate  of  sale  shall  be 
held  by  said  city,  the  equity  of  redemption  of  all  per- 
sons having  any  interest  therein,  may  after  the  expira- 
tion of  two  years  allowed  for  redemption,  be  foreclosed 
by  an  action  to  be  brought  by  said  city  in  any  court 
having  equity  jurisdiction,  in  which  action  the  same 
proceedings  shall  be  had  as  near  as  may  be,  as  on 
the  foreclosure  of  mortgages,  and  judgment  of  strict 
foreclosure,  or  of  foreclosure  and  sale,  may  be  had 
thereon  as  the  court  may  direct.  And  the  common 
council  of  said  city  shall  have  authority  to  direct  at  any 
time  after  the  expiration  of  said  two  years  when  the 
said  certificate  shall  be  held  by  said  city,  the  commence- 
ment of  such  action.  And  whenever  judgment  of  fore- 
closure and  sale  shall  be  ordered  in  any  such  action, 
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any  of  the  parties  to  such  action  may  become  the  par- 
chaser  of  such  premises. 

§  111.  Whenever,  and  as  soon  as  the  title  of  the  city  to™** 
lands  purchased  by  the  city  at  the  aforesaid  sales  for 
the  non-payment  of  taxes  or  assessments,  shall  become 
perfected  by  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  redemption 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  comptroller,  and  deliver  to  him  the  cer- 
tificate of  sale,  or  other  evidence  of  title  thereto. 

§  112.  Any  Judgment  creditor,  or  mortgagee  of  the  creditor 
owner  of  premises  sold  for  any  tax  or  assessment,  under  majr  redaMB 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  may  redeem  the  same,  within 
the  same  time,  and  on  complying  with  the  conditions 
in  this  title,  hereinbefore  prescribed,  for  the  redemption 
thereof  by  the  owner. 

§  113.  Every  such  mortgagee  or  judgment  creditor Uenfc 
shall  have  a  lien  on  the  premises  redeemed  by  him,  by 
virtue  of  this  act,  for  the  amount  necessarily  paid  by 
him  to  effect  such  redemption,  with  the  interest  which 
may  thereafter  accrue  thereon,  at  the  rate  of  seven  per 
cent  per  annum,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  same  had  been 
included  in  his  mortgage  or  judgment,  and  may  enforce 
the  same  in  the  same  manner. 

§  114.  The  term  "  mortgagee  "  shall  be  construed  to*Moru 
include  the  personal  representatives  of  such  mortgagee  SSSng  of 
and  assignees  whose  assignments  shall  be  duly  recorded, term' 
and  their  personal  representatives. 

$  115.  An  affidavit  of  the  service  of  the  notice  re-jJjJJjE?**1 
quired  by  the  preceding  sections  of  this  title,  in  order 
to  determine  the  time  of  redemption  of  such  lands, 
specifying  the  time  and  mode  of  such  service,  and  taken 
before  an  officer  authorized  to  take  affidavits  to  be 
read  in  courts  of  record,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of 
the  city  within  ten  days  after  such  service,  and  the 
said  affidavit  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  facts 
contained  therein.

wheniaadi  $  *^;  Whenever  the  said  commoii  council  shall  dis* 
imperfectly  cover  that  any  land s  on  which  any  tax  or  assessment 
*"orl  remains  unpaid*  have  been  so  imperfectly  or  erroneous* 
ly  described,  that  the  same  can  not,  in  their  opinion,  be 
located  with  certainty ;  or  that  a  sale  thereof  would 
not  convey  to  a  purchaser  a  valid  title  to  the  lands  in- 
tended to  be  charged  with  such  tax  or  assessment,  by 
reason  of  the  misdescription  thereof,  the  said  common 
council  shall  cause  an  accurate  description  of  the  lands 
intended  to  be  charged  with  such  tax  or  assessment,  to 
be  annexed  to  the  annual  assessment  roll  for  the  general 
expenses  of  the  said  city,  and  shall  charge  the  said  land, 
with  the  amount  of  such  taxes  or  assessments  incurred, 
with  the  interest  thereon,  frorta  the  time  the  same  ought 
to  have  been  paid,  specifying  the  purpose  for  which 
the  same  was  originally  assessed,  and  the  time  when 
thesame  was  returned  for  non-payment ;  and  the  amount 
so  charged  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner,  and 
the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  case  of  non-pay- 
ment of  the  same,  as  in  relation  to  taxes  for  the  general 
expenses  of  the  said  city.

§  119,  When  by  any  act,  authorizing  the  creation  ofibtd. 
any  part  of  the  said  present  funded  dents,  any  property 
or  revenues  of  the  said  city  were  pledged,  or  appropri- 
ated to  the  payment  of  any  such  funded  debt,  such  pro- 
perty or  revenues  shall  continue  to  be  so  pledged  and 
appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  bonds  or  pertifi- 
cates  which  shall,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  be  substituted 
for  such  part  or  parts  of  such  funded  debt. 

§  120,  Any  of  the  real  estate  now  owned  by  the  said  sinking 
city,  including  all  the  lands  which  have  heretofore  been*""1* 
acquired  by  said  city  by  purchase  at  sales  for  tfce  non- 
payment of  taxes  and  assessments  In  said  city,  may  be 
sold  by  the  comptroller  as  herein  provided,  whenever 
directed  by  the  common  council  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  thereof  and  the  proceeds

each  roll  opposite  their  respective  names,  and  authoriz- 
ing the  said  treasurer,  in  case  any  pertpn  named  in  the 
rolls  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  his  taxes  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  February  next  ensuing,  to  levy  the 
same  by  distress  and  sale  of  goods  and  chattels  of  such 
person,  and  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December 
next  ensuing,  deliver  said  rolls  to  the  treasurer  of  Mon- 
roe county. 

§  128.  Immediately  after  receiving  such  rolls  and7" 
warrants,  the  county  treasurer  shall  give  public  notice, 
by  advertisement  in  all  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed 
in  the  city  of  Rochester,  that  all  persons  named  in  said 
rolls  are  required  to  pay  their  taxes  to  him,  at  his  office, 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  then  next, 
and  stating  the  amounts  to  be  added  if  payment  shall 
be  delayed.

if  paid  after  the  said  first  day  of  January,  and  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  then  next,  an  addition 
of  two  per  cent ;  if  paid  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  Janu- 
ary then  next  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February 
then  next,  an  addition  of  three  per  cent ;  if  paid  after 
the  first  day  of  February,  and  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  February  then  next,  an  addition  of  four  per 
cent. 
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ibid.  §  129.  The  said  comity  treasurer  shall  also  immedi- 

ately after  the  said  first  day  of  February,  give  public 
notice  in  two  of  the  public  newspapers  of  the  said  city, 
to  be  published  in  such  papers  ten  days,  notifying  all 
persons  who  shall  have  omitted  to  pay  their  taxes  to 
pay  the  same  to  him  at  his  office,  on  or  before  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  said  month,  and  that  in  default  thereof  a 
warrant  wtfl  be  issued  for  the  collection  thereof  accord- 
ing to  law.

shall  deem  proper,  under  his  hand,  and  directed  to  any 
person  whom  he  may  see  fit  to  appoint  as  collector  of 
the  taxes  specified  in  such  warrant,  commanding  such 
person  as  such-collector,  to  levy  the  amount  of  said  tax, 
and  an  additional  amount  of  five  per  cent,  and  also  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent  per  annum,  from 
1  the  preceding  first  day  of  February,  and  the  fees  of  said 
collector,  by  distress  and  sale  of  goods  and  chattels  of 
the  person  against  whom  the  said  warrants  shall  be 
issued,  or  of  any  goods  and  chattels  in  his  possession, 
wheresoever  the  same  shall  be  found  within  said  county, 
and  to  pay  the  same  to  the  said  county  treasurer,  and 
return  such  warrant  within  twenty  days  after  the  date 
thereof;  and  no  claim  of  property  to  be  made  to  such 
goods  and  chattels  so  found  in  the  possession  of  the 
said  party  shall  be  available  to  prevent  a  sale.  After 
the  return  of  any  warrant,  the  treasurer,  if  he  deem 
expedient,  may  issue  a  second  or  subsequent  warrant  for 
the  taxes  still  remaining  unpaid,  with  said  percentage, 
interest  and  fees.  Every  collector  shall  hold  his  ap- 
pointment during  the  pleasure  of  the  treasurer,  and 
may  at  any  tifne  be  removed  or  suspended  by  him,  and 
the  treasurer  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  for  any 
collector,  and  for  all  money  that  may  be  collected  or 
received  by  him.  No  warrant  shall  be  delivered  to  any 
collector  until  he  shall  have  executed  and  deposited 
with  the  treasurer  a  bond  to  the  said  treasurer  with  two 
or  more  sureties  approved  by  such  treasurer  and  ac- 
knowledged in  the  manner  required  for  the  recording 
of  conveyances  of  real  estate,  and  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  a  collector  of  the 
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taxes  specified  in  such  warrant,  and  for  the  faithful  ac- 
counting and  paying  over  to  the  treasurer  all  moneys 
that  he  may  collect  or  receive  under  such  warrant.  If 
any  collector  shall  fail  to  return  any  warrant  issued  to 
him  as  therein  required,  or  shall  fail  to  pay  over  to  said 
treasurer  all  moneys  collected  or  received  by  him,  or 
shall  fail  to  render  a  full  and  true  account  thereof,  the 
supreme  court,  or  any  justice  thereof,  shall  have  juris- 
diction, on  proof  by  affidavit  or  otherwise,  summarily 
to  enforce  such  return,  payment  or  accounting,  or  all, 
as  the  case  may  be,  by  attachment  and  proceedings 
thereon,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  collector  were  a 
sheriff  or  officer  of  that  court.  The  fees  of  such  collect- gjjj^w* 
or  shall  be  estimated  only  on  the  moneys  collected  by 
him,  and  where  several  sums  are  assessed  to  the  same 
person  or  persons,  on  the  same  list,  such  sums  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  one  tax  for  the  purpose  of  estimating  col- 
lector's fees.

The  said  treasurer,  immedi- 
ately after  receiving  the  bond  of  any  collector,  shall  file 
the  same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Monroe  county, 
and  the  same  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  estate  of  any 
person  executing  the  sameBituatein  said  county.  Such 
collectors  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  execute 
said  warrants  in  any  part  of  the  county;  and  if  any 
such  collector  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  over  any 
tnoney  collected  by  him  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor.

The 
several  school  librarians  shall,  from  time  to  time,  in- 
form the  general  librarian  of  the  state  and  condition  of 
the  libraries ;  and  the  said  board,  or  the  general  libra- 
rian, under  the  direction  or  by  the  resolution  of  the 
said  board,  may  make  all  purchases  of  books  for  the 
libraries,  and  provide  for  their  equitable  distribution 
among  the  schools,  and  exchange,  or  cause  to  be  re- 
paired, the  damaged  books  belonging  thereto,  and  also 
to  sell  any  books  which  may  be  deemed  useless,  and 
apply  the  proceeds  to  the  purchase  of  other  books  for 
said  libraries.

dollars ;  or  the  said  common  council  may  refuse  to  raise 
such  tax. 

iud.  §  154.  In  case  the  common  council  shall  refuse  to 

raise  snob  tax,  the  said  board  of  education  shall  have 
power  to  provide  and  lease  suitable  rooms  or  buildings 
for  the  accommodation  of  such  schools  or  either  of 
them;  but  the  annual  expenditure  for  this  purpose  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars.

to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  regents  may  pre- 
scribe ;  provided,  however  that  nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  affect  the  rights  and  duties  of  said  board  of 
education,  granted  or  imposed  by  this  act,  or  the 
statutes  of  this  state  relating  to  common  schools. 
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Title  VII. 

Streets  and  Public  Improvements. 

§  155.  The  common  council  shall  be  commissioners  of 
highways  for  the  said  city,  and  shall  have  the  care  and 
superintendance  of  the  streets,  bridges,  lanes,  alleys,, 
parks  and  public  squares  therein,  and  it  shall 

1.  Give  directions  for  the  repairing  and  preservation 
of  such  streets,  bridges,  lanes,  alleys,  parks  and  public 
squares,  and  to  cause  them  to  be  repaired,  cleansed,  im- 
proved and  secured  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  neces- 
sary : 

2.  Regulate  the  roads,  streets,  lanes,  parkB  and  al- 
leys already  laid  out,  or  which  shall  be  hereafter  laid 
oat,  and  to  alter  such  of  them  as  they  shall  deem  incon- 
venient, subject  to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  con- 
tained. 

3.  Cause  such  of  the  streets  and  alleys  ia  said  city 
*»  tthall  have  been  used  for  five  years  and,  as  ape  not 
sufficiently  described,  or  have  not  been  duly  recorded*, 
to  be  ascertained,  described  and  entered  of  record  in 
the  city  clerk's  office ;  and  the  record  of  such  streets*. 
lanes,  alleys  or  public  squares*  so  ascertained  and  de* 
scribed,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be  laid  out  by  the 
common  council,  in  books  kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  said 
city,  by  order  of  the  said  common  council,  shall  be  evi- 
dence of  the  existence  of  such  streets^  alleys,  lanes  and 
squares  as  therein  described. 

§  156.  Whenever  any  street,  alley  or  lane  shall  have 
been  open  to  and  used  as  such  by  the  public  for  the 
period  of  five  years,  the  same  shall  thereby  become  a 
street,  alley  or  lane  for  all  purposes,  and  the  said  comr 
mon  council  shall  have  the  same  authority  and  jurisdic- 
tion over,  and  right  and  interest  in  the  same  as  they 
have  by  law  over  the  streets,  alleys  and  lanes  laid  out  by 
it. 

§  157.  In  every  case  where  a  street  in  said  city  hassaaroMb. 
been,  or  shall  be,  encroached  upon  by  any  fence,  build-  meata€a 
ing  or  otherwise,  the  common  council  of  said  city  may 
cause  the  same  to  be  surveyed  and  the  extent  of  such 
encroachment  ascertained,  and  may  by  resolution,  speci- 
fying the  jnature  of  such  encroachment  and  the  extent 
thereof,  require  the  owner  or  owners,  if  known,  and  if 
unknown*  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  the  premises  so 
encroaching  or  adjoining  such  encroachment,  to  remove 
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the  same  within  such  time  as  shall  be  specified  in  such 
resolution,  which  time  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  days 
from  the  passage  thereof.  A  copy  of  such  resolution 
shall,  within  two  days  after  the  passage  thereof,  be 
served  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent 
of  streets,  or  such  other  person  as  the  common  council 
shall  direct  upon  the  owner  or  owners,  occupant  or 
occupants  of  the  premises  aforesaid.  If  such  removal 
shall  not  be  made  within  the  time  specified  in  such 
resolution  the  owner  or  occupants  of  said  premises 
upon  whom  a  copy  of  such  resolution  shall  have  been 
served,  as  hereinbefore  required,  personally,  or  by  leav- 
ing it  at  his  place  of  residence  with  some  person  of 
suitable  age,  shall  forfeit  to  said  city  the  sum  of 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  after  the  time  men- 
tioned in  said  notice  that  such  encroachment  shall  con- 
tinue unremoved,  and  the  said  common  council,  or  the 
superintendent  of  streets,  may  remove  or  caused  to  be 
removed  suoh  encroachments,  and  may  collect  of  such 
owner  or  occupant  all  reasonable  charges  therefor,  with 
costs  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  civil  actions, 
and  upon  a  judgment  rendered  in  such  action  execution 
may  issue  against  the  person  of  the  defendant  in  said 
action, 
nid.  §  158.  If  any  person  upon  whom  a  copy  of  such  reso- 

lution shall  have  been  served,  shall,  within  five  days 
after  such  service,  file  with  the  clerk  of  said  city  a 
notice  that  he  or  they  deny  such  encroachment,  the 
mayor  or  attorney  of  said  city  may  apply  to  the  county 
judge  of  Monroe  county  for  a  precept  directed  to  the 
sheriff  of  said  county  commanding  him  to  summon 
twenty-four  freeholders  of  said  city  to  be  named  in  said 
precept  to  meet  at  a  certain  day  and  place  specified 
therein,  not  less  than  two  days  after  the  issuing  thereof 
to  enquire  into  the  premises.  The  said  mayor  or  at- 
torney shall  give  the  person  or  persons  denying  such 
encroachment  at  least  twenty-four  hours'  notice,  of  the 
time  and  place  at  which  such  freeholders  are  to  meet. 
On  the  day  and  at  the  place  specified  in  such  precept  a 
jury  of  twelve  persons  shall  be  drawn  by  said  judge 
from  those  so  summoned,  and  who  shall  appear,  which 
jury  shall  be  sworn  by  said  judge  well  ana  truly  to  en- 
quire whether  any  such  encroachment  has  been  made,  to 
what  extent,  and  by  whom.     Said  county  judge  shall 
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preside  at  each  investigation,  and  shall  decide  all  ques- 
tions of  law  that  may  arise  upon  the  evidence  offered 
by  either  party  thereto,  and  may  give  instructions  to 
the  jury  as  to  the  law  of  the  case  as  in  civil  actions.  The 
jury  shall  hear  the  proofs  and  allegations  that  may  be 
submitted  by  either  party.  If  they  shall  find  that  any 
encroachment  has  been  made  they  shall  make  and  sub- 
scribe a  certificate  in  writing,  stating  the  particulars  of 
such  encroachment,  and  by  whom  made,  which  shall  be 
filed  by  said  judge,  with  a  brief  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings made  and  subscribed  by  him  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  said  city.  The  person  or  persons  so  denying 
such  encroachment  within  ten  days  after  the  finding  of 
such  jury,  that  there  is  an  encroachment  shall,  under 
the  penalty  provided  in  the  next  preceding  section, 
remove  the  same,  or  in  case  of  neglect  so  to  do,  the 
common  council  of  said  city,  or  the  superintendent  of 
streets,  may  proceed  to  remove  the  same  and  collect 
the  charges  therefor  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  next 
preceding  section.  If  the  jury  find  that  no  encroach- 
ment has  been  made  they  shall  so  certify. 

§  159.  The  persons  summoned  as  jurors,  and  persons  ibid, 
summoned  and  attending  as  witnesses,  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  same  fees  ad  jurors  and  witnesses  summoned  to 
attend  courts  of  record  in  this  state.  The  party  pre- 
vailing in  such  proceeding  shall  recover  costs  as  against 
the  other,  which  costs  shall  be  ascertained  and  certified 
by  the  said  judge  and  collected  by  a  warrant  issued  by 
him  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Monroe,  command- 
ing him  to  collect  the  same  of  the  goods  and  chattels 
of  the  party  against  whom  such  warrant  shall  issue. 
Snch  costs  shall  consist  of  the  sheriff's,  jurors'  and 
witnesses  fees,  and  such  an  amount  as  the  said  judge  • 
shall  allow  for  attorney's  fees  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars. 

§  160.  Any  determination  in  a  proceeding  instituted  ^gJjV*1 
by  virtue  of  the  foregoing  sections  may  be  removed  toment 
the  supreme  court  by  the  party  aggrieved  thereby  by 
certiorari  to  be  allowed  by  any  judge  of  the  supreme 
court,  within  thirty  days  from  such  determination,  but 
such  certiorari  in  favor  of  any  owner  or  occupant  shall 
not  be  allowed  in  favor  of  any  owner  or  occupant,  un- 
less the  party  suing  out  the  same  shall  execute,  with 
two  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  judge  allowing  such 
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certiorari,  an  undertaking  conditioned  to  pay  all  costs 
and  damages  against  him  on  such  certiorari,  which  un- 
dertaking shall  be  filed  with  the  Monroe  county  clerk. 
The  allowance  of  such  certiorari,  and  the  giving  and 
filing  of  such  undertaking  shall  stay  all  proceedings 
under  and  by  virtue  of  such  determination  from  and 
after  notice  thereof  to  the  mayor  of  said  city.  The 
return  to  such  certiorari  shall  be  made  by  said  county 
judge,  and  the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  a  preference 
over  other  causes  on  the  calendar  at  any  general  term 
in  the  seventh  judicial  district.  The  court,  upon  the 
hearing  of  the  same,  may  review  any  determination 
made  by  the  said  judge  during  such  proceeding,  and  the 
correctness  of  the  finding  of  such  jury.  Costs  may  be 
allowed  as  in  other  cases  of  certiorari, 
fcwwi,  §  161.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  power, 

£be mSl  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  limitations  hereinafter 
contained: 

1.  To  cause  sewers,  drains  and  vaults,  arches  and 
bridges,  wells,  pumps  and  reservoirs  to  be  made  in  any 
part  of  the  city. 

2.  To  cause  the  grading,  repairing,  cleaning,  mac- 
adamizing, planking  or  paving  any  of  the  streets,  alleys, 
lanes,  squares,  or  walks  in  the  said  city,  and  the  fencing 
of  the  public  squares. 

3.  To  lay  out,  make  and  open  any  street,  alley,  square, 
park  or  walk  in  the  said  city,  and  to  cause  any  street, 
alley,  square,  park  or  walk  already  laid  out,  or  that  may 
be  hereafter  laid  out  or  used  as  such,  to  be  opened  or 
altered  by  widening  or  altering  the  course  of  the  same, 
whenever  they  shall  judge  the  public  good  requires  the 
same  to  be  done. 

street*  di*.      4  The  common  council,  on  application,  shall  have 
continued.   ^  gftme  p0  wer  ^h  regp^ct  to  said  city,  to  discontinue 

any  street  therein,  as  is  now  by  law  possessed  by  com- 
missioners of  highways  of  towns,  with  respect  to  roads 
in  towns ;  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  and  the 
same  appeal  shall  lie,  from  the  decision  of  the  common 
council,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  on  such 
appeal  as  are  now  provided  by  law  in  reference  to 
towns. 
Rubbish,**  6*  The  common  council  shall  also  have  power,  from 
time  to  time  and  at  any  time,  to  cause  all  or  any  ac- 
cumulations of  dirt,  rubbish  and  deposits  in  any  portion 
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of  the  Genesee  river,  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  to 
be  removed  therefrom ;  and  may  defray  the  expense 
thereof,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  assessment  upon  the 
owners  and  occupants  of  such  lands  and  houses  in  said 
city  as  the  common  council  may  deem  proper  to  be  as- 
sessed therefor.  The  proceedings  in  such  case  shall 
be  as  hereinafter  provided  in  sections  one  hundred  and

6.  Whenever  anv  contract  shall  be  let  for  any  public  o«rtn»*% 
or  local  improvement,  the  contractor  shall  execute 
to  the  city  of  Rochester  a  bond  or  undertaking,  in  the, 
sum  of  not  less  than  the  amount  of  the  contract  (or  to 
be  fixed  by  the  common  council,  in  case  such  amount 
be  indefinite),  with  three  or  more  sureties,  who  shall  be 
freeholders  of  the  county  of  Monroe,  each  of  whom 
shall,  before  being  accepted,  make  oath  and  justify  that 
he  is  worth  the  sum  named  in  said  bond  or  undertaking, 
over  and  above  all  debts'  and  liabilities,  and  exclusive  of 
property  exempt  from  sale  on  execution.  Such  bond  or 
undertaking,  before  being  accepted,  shall  be  approved, 
as  to  form  and  the  sureties  thereof,  by  the  mayor ;  and 
no  contract  shall  be  binding  on  the  city,  until  a  bond  or 
undertaking  so  executed  and  approved  shall  be  deposit- 
ed with  the  mayor,  to  be  safely  kept  in  his  office  for  the« 
benefit  of  the  parties  secured  thereby.  Such  bond  or 
undertaking  shall  bind  the  contractor  to  pay  or  cause  to 
be  paid,  the  wages  and  compensation  of  all  laborers  * 
who  shall  be  employed  in  work;  on  or  about  such  im- 
provement, whetW  employed  by  him  or  a>ny  sub-con- 
tractor or  employee.  Actions  and  proceedings  on  such 
bond  or  undertaking  shall  be  brought  by  aud  in  the  name 
of  the  laborer  or  laborers  claiming  to  be  secured  there- 
by, and  separate  actions  may  be  brought  by  each  or 
any  number  united  of  such  laborers,  or  one  action  fay 
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all ;  but  the  city  shall  not,  in  any  manner,  be  liable  or 
responsible  by  reason  of  such  bond  or  undertaking,  or 
for  any.costs  or  expenses  of  any  action  or  proceedings 
thereon.

§  166.  Whenever  the  common  council  shall  determine  IWd# 
to  make  any  of  the  improvements  hereinbefore  in  this 
title  specified,  and  that  the  lands  of  any  person  will  be 
necessary  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  enter  in  their 
minutes  a  resolution  or  ordinance,  declaring  such  deter- 
mination, containing  a  brief  and  general  description  of 
the  land  so  deemed  necessary,  and  also  of  that  part  or 
portion  of  the  said  city  which  will  be  benefited  by  said 
improvement.

and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  showing,  on  such 
map,  the  lots,  tracts  and  parcels  of  land  which  are 
deemed  necessary  to  be  taken,  and  the  commencement 
and  termination  of  the  road,  street,  park  or  alley  pro- 
posed to  be  laid  out. 

§  168.  The  common  council  shall  cause  to  be  published  JJJJJf^ 
for  ten  days  in  a  daily  newspaper  published  in  said  city ,  "and  taken 
a  notice  specifying  and  describing  the  land  necessary  for  t^riTa^upnm 
such  public  improvement  and  the  portion  of  the  city 
deemed  to  be  benefited  by  the  making  thereof,  and  that 
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an  application  will  be  made  to  the  county  court  of  the 
county  of  Monroe,  or  to  a  special  term  of  the  supreme 
court  to  be  held  in  the  seventh  judicial  district,  at  a 
time  to  be  specified,  for  the  appointment  of  commis- 
sioners to  inquire  into  and  to  determine  what  damages, 
and  compensation  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land  to 
be  taken  will  be  entitled  to  for  the  same.

§  171.  The  said  commissioners  shall,  as  soon  as  con-™** 
venient,  make  their  report  under  their  hands  or  the 
hands  of  a  majority  of  them  to  the  common  council  of 
said  city,  in  which  report  they  shall"  describe  with  all 
practicable  certainty,  the  several  pieces  and  parcels  of 
land  and  the  premises  to  be  taken  for  such  improvement, 
and  the  names  and  residences  of  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof  respectively,  and  the  right  of  such  owners  so  for 
as  can  be  ascertained,  and  the-  amount  of  damages  or 
compensation  which  should  be  paid  to  each  of  said 
owners  and  occupant.  They  shall  also  file  duplicate 
copies  of  their  report,  one  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk, 
and  one,  together  with  the  testimony  taken  by  them,  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Monroe  county.  They  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  sum  of  two  dollars  each  as  their  compen- 
sation for  each  day  on  which  they  are  actually  and  ne- 
oessarily  employed. 

§  172.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  report  the  said  com-°2Jj*toM 
mon  council  shall  assign  a  time  for  hearing  objections 
to  the  confirmation  thereof,  and  at  the  time  assigned

their  assessments  in  not  more  than  three  equal  pay- 
ments, as  follows:  One-third  of  the  amount  assessed 
within  three  months  after  the  confirmation  of  the  assess- 
ment rob1,  without  interest;  one-third  of  the  amount, 
with  interest,  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  per  annum, 
within  one  year  from  the  confirmation  of  the  said  roll; 
and  the  remaining  one-third,  with  interest,  at  the  same 
rate,  within  two  years  from  the  confirmation  of  such 
roll,  provided,  however,  that  in  case  any  such  taxpayer 
shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  such  instalment  at  the 
time  the  same  shall  be  due  as  above  provided,  then  the 
whole  amount  of  the  assessment  against  such  taxpayer 
for  such  improvement  then  remaining  unpaid  shall  be- 
come immediately  due,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall 
be  had  for  the  collection  of  said  assessment  as  is  pro- 
vided for  the  collection  of  other  local  assessments ;  and 
such  ordinance,  when  published,  shall  embrace  in  its 
provisions  the  terms  of  payment  to  the  contractor  for 
such  improvement,  who  shall  be  paid  therefor  in  three 
equal  instalments,  respectively  becoming  due  not  less 
than  two  months  after  the  respective  instalments  of 
such  assessment  shall  become  due. 
iMd.  §  192.  The  common  council  shall  thereupon  make  an 

order,  reciting  the  public  improvement  so  as  aforesaid 
intended  to  be  made,  the  amount  of  expense  to  be  as- 
sessed, as  aforesaid,  and  the  portion  or  part  of  the  city 
on  which  the  same  is  to  be  assessed,  and  directing  the 
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assessors  if  they  are  not  interested  in  any  of  the  pro- 
perty so  benefited,  and  not  of  kin  to  any  person  so  in- 
terested, or  if  any  two  of  them  are  not  so  interested  or 
of  kin,  then  directing  such  two  to  make  an  assessment 
upon  all  .the  owners  and  occupants  of  lands  and  houses 
within  the  portion  or  part  so  designated,  of  the  amount 
of  expense  in  proportion,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the 
advantage  which  each  shall  be  deemed  to  acquire  by 
the  making  of  such  improvements;  which  order  shall 
be  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  city,  and  delivered  to 
some  one  of  the  said  assessors,  together  with  the  map 
or  profile  of  the  proposed  improvement,  in  cases  where 
the  same  shall  be  applicable. 

§  193.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors  to  meet  A««Mon? 
together  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  have  been  ap-oatb* 
pointed  by  the  common  council,  or  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  them,  and  thereupon,  severally,  to  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  before  some  officer  authorized  to  take 
affidavits  to  be  read  in  courts  of  record,  that  they  are 
not  interested  in  the  premises  described  in  said  order, 
not  of  kin  to  any  person  so  interested,  and  that  they 
will  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duty  im- 
posed upon  them  by  the  said  order,  which  said  oath 
shall  be  forthwith  returned  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of 
the  city.  In  case  any  assessor  shall  not  be  able  to  take 
such  oath,  the  city  clerk  shall  forthwith  report  the  fact 
to  the  common  council. 

§  194.  If  there  shall  not  be  at  least  two  assessors  wben 


found,  indifferent  as  aforesaid,  the  common  council  ESjK.of 
shall  appoint  one  or  more  commissioners  not  interested 
and  not  of  kin,  as  aforesaid,  to  act  with  the  assessor  or 
assessors  so  found  indifferent,  or  in  case  no  assessor 
shall  be  found  indifferent,  then  to  act  separately ;  who 
shall  be  sworn  as  aforesaid.  The  common  council  also, 
in  any  and  every  case,  instead  of  designating  assessors 
to  make  any  local  assessment  or  to  assess  any  damages, 
or  to  do  any  act,  may  appoint  three  special  commission- 
ers for  such  purpose,  who  shall  be  sworn  and  shall  have 
the  same  powers  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  and 
who  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in 
reference  to  assessors ;  and  all  provisions  of  law  in  re- 
ference to  assessors  of  said  city,  and  to  their  powers, 
duties*  and  proceedings,  shall  apply  to  snchspecial  com- 
misaionera  in  each  and  every  oase  of  their  appointment, 
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except  that  the  general  assessment  rolls  of  said  city 
shall  be  made  by  assessors  only. 

§  195.  The  assessors  or  persons  thus  sworn  Bhall  pro- 
ceed to  make  an  assessment  according  to  the  said  order, 
and  shall  make  out  an  assessment  roll,  in  which  shall  be 
entered  the  names  of  the  persons  assessed,  the  value  of 
the  property  for  which  they  are  assessed,  and  the 
amount  assessed  to  them  respectively  ;  and  in  case  any 
lots  or  parts  of  lots  shall  be  unoccupied,  belonging  to 
any  person  residing  in  the  city  of  Rochester,  such  per- 
son shall  be  assessed  for  the  same,  and  his  name  entered 
accordingly;  and  in  case  such  lots  or  parts  of  lots  shall 
belong  to  a  non-resident  or  owner  unknown,  the  same 
shall  be  entered  accordingly,  with  a  description  of  such 
lots  as  is  required  by  law  in  assessment  rolls  made  by 
town  assessors,  with  the  value  thereof  and  the  amount 
assessed  thereon  ;  which  assessment  roll  shall  be  sub- 
scribed by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  who  acted  in 
the  premises,  and  returned  as  speedily  as  may  be  to  the 
common  council  of  the  said  city,  who  shall  appoint  a 
time  at  which  it  will  hear  appeals  from  said  assessment 

§  196.  When  assessments  are  made  by  persons  other 
than  assessors,  they  shall  receive  such  compensation  for 
their  services  as  shall  be  allowed  by  the  common  coun- 
cil to  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  funds  of  the  said 
city,  not  exceeding  two  dollars  per  day  for  each, 

§  197.  Upon  such  return  being  made  and  fildd,  the 
clerk  of  the  city  shall  cause  notice  of  the  same  being 
returned  to  his  office  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of 
the  said  city,  for  at  least  ten  days,  and  that  the  commbji 
council  will,  on  such  day  as  they  shall  have  appointed,^ 
proceed  to  hear  any  appeals  from  the  said  assessment.    \ 

§  198.  At  the.  day  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and 
such  other  days  as  the  hearing  shall  be  adjourned  to, 
the  common  council  shall  hear  the  allegations  and 
proofs  of  all  persons  who  may  complain  of  such  assess- 
ment, and  may  rectify  and  amend  the  said  assessment 
list,  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  may  set  the  same  aside  and 
direct  a  new  assessment,  either  by  the  same  persons  and 
assessors,  or  by  such  other  persons  as  the  common  coun- 
cil shall  appoint  for  that  purpose ;  and  in  such  case  the 
same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  herein  provided 
upon  the  first  order  of  the  assessment;  or  the  said 
common  council  may  ratify  and  confirm  such  assessment 
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without  any  corrections,  or  with  such  corrections  there- 
in as  they  may  think  proper. 

§  199.  Every  assessment  go  ratified  and  confirmed  by 
the  common  council  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.

§  200.  Whenever  any  assessment  is  confirmed  by  the  when  o- 
common  council  the  assessment  roll  shall  be  delivered  SuST*0* 
to  the  city  treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  give  five 
days'  public  notice  by  advertisement  in  two  newspapers 
printed  in  said  city,  of  the  receipt  of  such  roll  requir- 
ing the  persons  assessed  to  pay  the  amount  to  him  at 
his  office  within  thirty  days  from  the  first  publication 
of  said  notice,  except  in  cases  where  the  common  coun- 
cil have  provided  that  assessments  may  be  paid  in  three 
instalments,  and  in  such  cases  within  the  time  provided 
by  said  common  council. 

§  201.  If  any  such  assessment  or  instalment  shall  re-gflff*^ 
main  unpaid  fifteen  days  before  the  expiration  of  the"8*"10111, 
time  for  the  payment  thereof  as  specified  in  said  notice, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  city  treasurer  to  cause 
written  or  printed  notice  to  be  given  to  the  person  to 
whom  the  same  shall  be  assessed,  if  a  resident  of  said 
city,  specifying  therein  the  amount  of  such  assessment 
or  instalment,  and  requiring  such  person  to  pay  the 
same.,  to  the  said  city  treasurer  at  his  office  within  said 
fifteen  days,  and  that  in  default  thereof  a  warrant  will 
be  issued  for  the  collection  of  said  assessment  and  in- 
terest thereon  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent  per  annum 
from  the  expiration  of  such  fifteen  days,  besides  collect- 
or's fees. 

§  202.  Such  notice  shall  be  served  on  such  person  if  jJ'JJSJJJjJ 
he  be  a  resident,  or  engaged  in  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness within  the  city  of  Rochester,  at  least  five  days  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  said  fifteen  days,  in  the  manner, 
'  and  according  to  the  provisions  as  specified  in  the  pre- 
ceding ninety-fifth  section,  and  no  other  personal  notice 
or  call  shall  be  necessary. 

§  203.  After  the  expiration  of  said  thirty  days  theO^SST-

after  the  fifteenth  day  of  November,  the  warrants  there- 
for, the  appointment,  duties,  fees  and  security  of  such 
collectors,  the  responsibility  of  tjje  treasurer,  and  his 
sureties  for  such  collectors,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  su- 
preme court  and  the  justices  thereof,  in  case  of  delin- 
quency ;  the  proceedings  for  the  sale  of  lands  for  unpaid 
assessments,  interest,  cost  and  expenses,  and  the  re- 
demption thereof ;  and  all  the  provisions  in  relation  to 
the  collection  of  the  annual  unpaid  taxes  as  aforesaid, 
the  charges  thereon  and  the  sale  and  redemption  of 
lands  therefrom,  shall  be  applicable  to  every  such  as- 
sessment, except  that  the  sale  of  lands  therefor  may 
be  held  at  any  time  after  the  return  of  the  warrant ; 
and  the  five  p?r  cent  charged  on  annual  taxes  (other 
than  collector's  fees),  shall  not  be  charged  on  such  as- 
sessment. 
own«r  to        §204.  In  all  cases  where  there  is  no  agreement  to 
SoagreSf1   ^e  contrary,  the  owner  or  landlord,  and  not  the  occu- 
mentmrie.  pant  or  tenant,  shall  be  deemed  in  law  the  person  who 
ought  to  bear  apd  pay  every  such  assessment  made  for 
l^he  expense  of  any  public  improvement  in  the  said  city* 
ibid.  §  205.  Where  any  such  assessment  shall  be  made  upon 

or  paid  by  any  person,  when,  by  agreement  or  by  law, 
the  same  ought  to  be  borne  or  paid  by  another  person, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  one  so  paying  to  sue  for  and 
recover  of  the  person  bound  to  pay  the  same  the  amount 
so  paid  with  interest, 
ibid.  §  206.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  impair,  or  in 

any  way  affect,  any  agreement  between  any  landlord 
apd  tenant,  or  other  person,  respecting  the  payment  of 
any  such  assessments. 
exm«  to  9  207.  If,  upon  completion  of  ^ny  such  improvement, 
be  npaid.  for  which  such  assessment  shall  have  been  made,  it 
shall  appear  that  a  greater  amount  has  been  assessed 
and  collected  than  is  neqessary  to  defray  the  expenses 
thereof,  the  common  council  shall  apportion  such  ex- 
cess among  the  persons  and  property  assessed,  in  pro-

withstanding any  irregularity,  omission  or  error  in  the 
proceeding  relating  to  the  same,  and  all  questions  con- 
qerning  the  same,  shall  be  determined  in  all  courts  and 
places  liberally  to  sustain  such  proceedings,  and  with 
reference  to  the  very  right  of  the  case,  and  not  striotly. 
Treasurer's  warrants  may  be  issued  for  the  collection 
of  all  or  any  of  such  assessments  and  re-assessments 
remaining  unpaid,  with  the  same  force  and  effect,  and 
all  proceedings  may  be  taken  in  like  manner,  and 
with  like  effect,  as  if  no  other  warrant  had  before  been 
issued. 

§209.  Every  tax  or  assessment  for  public  improve- ajjjj"*"* 
ments,  or  for  other  purposes  authorized  by  this  act,*  *"* 
assessed  upon  any  lands,  tenements,  or  real  estate,  or 
upon  the  owners  or  occupants  thereof,  shall  be  and 
remain  a  lien  on  such  lands,  tenements  and  real  estate, 
on  which  or  in  respect  to  which  the  same  shall  be  made, 
from  the  time  of  the  confirmation  by  the  common 
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council  of  the  roll  containing  the  same,  until  the  same 
shall  be  paid  and  satisfied.  And  the  annual  city  taxes 
shall  be  liens  thereon  from  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
the  resolution  of  the  common  council  levying  the  same 
until  paid  or  satisfied.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 
treasurer  within  thirty  days  after  any  sale  of  land  for 
taxes,  to  furnish  to  the  county  clerk  a  list  of  such 
lands  sold,  specifying  when,  to  whom,  for  what  time, 
and  the  amount,  for  record,  which  list  the  county  clerk 
shall  record  immediately  after  receiving  the  same,  in  the 
book  provided  by  the  city  treasurer  for  that  purpose, 
and  the  amount  of  such  sale  on  such  parcel  of  land, 
shall  be  a  lien  thereon,  and  take  precedence  of  any  in- 
cumbrance whatever. 
SdSwSiu!  §210.  Whenever  the  common  council  shall  deem  it 
*e  w  expedient  to  construct  any  sidewalk  or  pavement  within 
the  said  city,  they  may,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  re- 
quire the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  lot  or  house 
adjoining  such  street  to  lay  such  sidewalk,  or  con- 
struct such  pavement  to  the  center  of  the  said  street, 
in  front  of  his  or  her  'ot  or  house ;  or  they  may  direct 
such  sidewalks  and  pavements  to  be  made  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  title.  The  common  council  may, 
in  like  manner,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  under  such 
penalty  or  penalties  as  they  may  prescribe,  require  the 
owners  and  occupants,  or  either,  of  land  in  said  city,  or 
in  any  specified  part  thereof,  to  repair,  maintain  and 
reconstruct  sidewalks,  pavements  and  street  improve- 
ments adjoining  their  respective  premises  to  the  centre 
of  the  &treet  or  alley,  in  such  manner  as  the  common 
council,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  may  direct;  the 
expense  to  which  any  occupant  or  tenant  may  be  thus 
subjected  may  be  collected  by  him  from  the  owner  of 
the  premises,  unless  otherwise  agreed,  or  unless  such 
tenant  or  occupant  be  bound  to  bear  such  expense  by 
the  terms  or  nature  of  the  agreement  under  which  he 
holds  the  premises, 
widening  §  211.  Whenever  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  lot 
•tnets.  or  jj0U8e  gjjgji  refuge  or  neglect,  within  such  time  as 
the  common  council  shall  have  appointed,  to  conform 
to  any  regulations  made  by  said  council,  for  widening 
streets,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  common  council  to  cause  such  regulation  to 
be  enforced  at  the  expense  of  the  oity,  and  to  recover 
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the  amount  of  such  expenses,  with  damages,  at  the  rate 
of  ten  per  cent,  with  costs  of  suit,  from  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  such  lot  or  house,  whose  duty  it  was  to 
conform  to  such  regulation.  Upon  any  judgment  re- 
covered in  said  action,  an  execution  may  be  issued 
against  the  person  of  the  defendant  therein,  after 
one  against  his  property  shall  have  been  returned  un- 
satisfied. 

§  212.  The  common  council  are  authorized  to  assess  S22l!°l«. 
the  lands  of  non-residents  of  said  city,  for  the  expense  *^*^ 
of  cleaning  and  repairing  streets  and  sidewalks,  and 
removing  nuisances,  and  the  said  expense  shall  be  as- 
sessed in  the  same  manner,  and  the  amount  so  assessed 
shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner,  and  the  same 
proceedings  shall  be  had  in  case  of  the  non-payment  of 
the  same,  as  in  relation  to  the  assessments  for  public 
improvements  in  said  city.  Except  as  the  common 
council  may  otherwise  determine  or  direct,  it  shall  in 
all  cases  be  the  duty  of  every  owner  of  every  lot  or  piece 
of  land  in  said  city  to  keep  the  sidewalk  adjoining  his 
lot  or  piece  of  land,  and  also  the  half  of  the  street  or 
alley  adjoining  the  same  in  good  repair,  and  also  (if 
the  premises  are  not  actually  occupied)  to  remove  and 
clear  away  all  snow  and  ice  and  other  obstructions 
from  such  sidewalk.  If  any  owner,  after  notice  so  to  do 
shall  have  been  posted  on  the  premises,  or  otherwise 
given,  served  or  published,  as  the  common  council  may 
direct  by  ordinance,  resolution  or  otherwise,  shall  fail 
or  neglect  so  to  do,  for  such  time  not  less  than  twenty- 
four  hours,  as  the  common  council,  by  a  general  or 
special  ordinance,  resolution  or  otherwise  may  fix,  the 
common  council  may  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  city,  and  may  add  such  expense  (not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars  on  any  lot  or  piece  of  land  in  any 
year)  to  the  amount  of  the  general  city  tax  on  such 
land,  in  the  next  general  assessment  rolls  of  said  city, 
and  such  amount,  so  added,  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  pre- 
mises in  the  same  manner  as  the  tax  to  which  it  is 
added,  and  may  be  collected  and  enforced,  and  (if  not 
paid  or  collected)  the  land  sold  therefor,  in  the  same 
manner  as  for  such  tax. 

$213.  Mount  Hope  cemetery,  and  all  lots  and  plats  gjjjy* 
therein,  which  have  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  conveyed  oemotwy 
to  the  corporation  of  said  city,  as  places  for  the  burial nottoto 
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of  the  dead,  shall  forever  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and 
from  assessment  for  the  improvement  thereof,  or  for  any 
purpose  whatever,  and  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  sold  on 
execution,  or  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  debts,  by 
any  assignment  under  any  insolvent  law,  or  by  any  com- 
pulsory process  of  law. 

Title  VIII. 

Prevention  and  Extinguishment  of  Fires. 

§  214.  For  the  purpose  of  guarding  against  the  ca- 
lamities of  fire,  the  common  council  may  from  time  to 
time  by  ordinance,  designate  such  portions  and  parts  of 
the  said  city  as  it  shall  think  proper,  within  which  no 
buildings  of  wood  shall  be  erected ;  and  may  regulate 
the  erection  of  buildings  within  such  portions  and  parts, 
and  the  size  and  materials  thereof,  and  the  size  and 
construction  of  the  chimneys  therein ;  the  thickness  of 
the  walls  thereof,  the  kind  of  mortar  or  cement  used  in 
the  construction  of  such  walls ;  the  distance  at  which 
party  walls  shall  be  placed  in  such  buildings ;  the  ma- 
terials of  which  they  shall  be  constructed,  and  may  re- 
quire iron  shutters  to  be  placed  upon  the  outer  doors 
and  windows  of  buildings  already  constructed,  and  upon 
such  as  shall  be  hereafter  constructed,  and  every  person 
who  shall  violate  any  such  ordinance  or  regulation  shall 
forfeit  to  the  city  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars ;  and  every  building  erected  contrary  to  such  ordi- 
nance is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  common  nuisance  and 
maybe  abated  and  removed  as  such  by  the  common  coun- 
cil. The  said  common  council  may  also  inspect,  or  cause 
to  be  inspected  by  an  officer  of  said  city,  or  by  any  person 
to  be  appointed  by  said  common  council  for  that  pur- 
pose, any  building  erected  or  in  process  of  erection,  to 
see  that  the  same  corresponds  to  such  ordinance  or  regu- 
lation ;  said  common  council  officer  or  person  shall 
have  authority  at  all  reasonable  hours  to  enter  upon  any 
premises  to  make  such  inspection,  and  may  arrest  and 
put  a  stop  to  the  erection  of  any  building  in  process  of 
erection,  which  shall  not  conform  to  such  ordinance  or 
regulation,  until  the  same  shall  be  conformed  thereto, 
and  for  this  purpose  may  employ  the  police  force  of  said 
citv. 
a»ui«j         §  215.  The  common  council  may  by  ordinance  require 
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the  owners  and  occupants  of  houses  and  other  build- 
ings to  have  scuttles  on  the  roof  of  such  houses  and 
buildings,  and  stairs  or  ladders  leading  to  the  same ;  and 
-whenever  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  house  or  other 
building  shall  not  comply  with  such  ordinance,  or  with 
any  ordinance  in  relation  to  iron  shutters  upon  the  win- 
dows or  doors  of  any  building,  the  common  council  may 
at  the  expiration  of  twenty  days  after  personal  serv- 
ice of  a  notice  of  such  ordinance  upon  the  owner  or 
occupant  cause  such  scuttles,  stairs,  ladders  or  shutters 
to  be  constructed  and  placed  in  or  upon  said  building, 
and  may  recover  the  expense  thereof,  with  tea  percent 
in  addition,  of  the  owner  or  occupant  whose  duty  it 
was  to  comply  with  such  ordinance.

therein,  or  to  construct  such  deposits,  or  to  make  the 
removals  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  he  shall  forfeit  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  the  common  council 
may  oause  such  removals  to  be  made,  and  such  chim- 
neys, flues,  or  other  conductors  of  smoke  to  be  cleaned, 
and  may  collect  the  expense  thereof,  and  ten  per  cent 
in  addition  from  the  owner  or  occupant  whose  duty  it 
was  to  have  the  same  removed  or  cleaned.

contracting  for  the  service  of  disorderly  persons ;  the 
support  of  bastards,  and  proceedings  to  charge  the 
fathers  and  mothers  of  such  bastards:  and  all  such  other 
powers  as  are  conferred  on  overseers  of  the  poor  in  the 
respective  towns,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  duties, 
obligations  and  liabilities. 

foot,  how       §233.  Until  provisions  shall  otherwise  be  made,  as 

■appo  hereinafter  authorized,  the  indigent  persons,  and  such

§237.  The  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  said  cityjMttee* 
exercising  civil  jurisdiction  shall  be  deemed  justices 
of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Monroe,  and  the  general 
laws  of  this  state  in  relation  to  process,  pleadings  and 
proceedings  by  and  before  justices  of  the  peace  of  the

§238.  Suits  brought  to  recover  any  penalty  or  for-g^J^ 
feiture  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  the  common  ** 
council  of  the  said  city  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of 
the  city  of  Rochester,  and  shall  be  prosecuted  under 
the  direction  of  the  city  attorney,  or  such  officer  as  the 
common  council  may  direct,  and  may  in  all  cases  be 
commenced  by  warrant,  returnable  forthwith  without 
an  affidavit,  showing  cause  therefor,  or  without  the  giv- 
ing of  security ;  no  person  being  an  inhabitant  or  tax*

Title  XL 

Public  Health.

every  person  coming  from  anv  place  infected,  or  believed 
to  be  infected,  with  such  a  disease ;  to  establish,  main- 
tain and  regulate  a  pest  house  or  hospital  at  some  place 
within  the  city,  or  not  exceeding  three  miles  beyond  its 
bounds ;  to  cause  any  person  not  being  a  resident  of  the 
city,  or  if  a  resident  of  the  city,  who  is  not  an  inhabit- 
ant of  this  state,  and  who  shall  be,  or  be  suspected  of 
being  infected  with  any  such  disease,  to  be  sent  to  such 
pest  house  or  hospital ;  to  cause  any  resident  of  the  city, 
infected  with  any  such  disease,  to  be  removed  to  such 
pest  house  or  hospital,  if  the  health  physician,  and  two 
other  physicians  of  the  city,  including  the  attending 
physician  of  the  sick  person,  if  he  have  one,  shall  cer- 
tify that  the  removal  of  such  resident  is  necessary  for 
the  preservation  of  the  public  health  ;  to  remove  from 
the  city  or  destroy  any  furniture,  wearing  apparel,  or 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  other  articles  or  pro- 
perty of  any  kind,  which  shall  be  suspected  of  being 
tainted  or  infected  with  any  pestilence,  or  which  shall 
'be  or  be  likely  to  pass  into  such  a  state  as  to  generate 
or  propagate  disease ;  to  abate  all  nuisances  of  every 
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description  which  are  or  may  be  injurious  to  the  public 
health,  in  any  way  and  in  any  manner  they  may  deem 
expedient ;  and  from  time  to  time  to  do  all  acts,  make 
all  regulations,  and  pass  all  ordinances  which  they  shall 
deem  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  preservation  of 
health  and  the  suppression  of  disease  in  the  city,  and 
to  carry  into  effect  and  execute  the  powers  hereby 
granted. 

§  250.  The  captain,  master,  or  person  in  charge  of {JJSJj 
any  canal  boat,  steam  boat,  or  other  craft  or  vessel,  which 
shall  enter  the  city,  having  on  board  thereof  any  person 
sick  of  any  malignant  fever,  or  other  pestilential  or  in- 
fections disease,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  pun- 
ishable by  fine  or  imprisonment,  unless  the  person  so 
diseased  became  so  on  the  way,  and  could  not  he  left. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  captain,  master  or  person 
in  charge,  within  two  hours  after  his  arrival,  to  re- 
port in  writing,  to  the  mayor,  or  some  other  health  offi- 
cer, the  fact  of  such  sick  person's  being  on  board,  and 
the  name,  description  and  location  of  his  craft ;  and  be 
shall  not  permit  such  sick  person  to  land  or  be  landed, 
until  the  board  of  health,  or  some  member  thereof  shall 
give  permission  for  that  purpose ;  and  any  neglect  or 
violation  of  these  provisions,  or  of  any  or  either  of 
them,  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  punishable  with  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

§251.  The  owner,  driver,  conductor,  or  person  in  J**6*- 
charge  of  any  stage,  rail  road  car,  or  other  public  con- 
veyance, which  shall  enter  the  city,  having  on  board 
any  person  sick  of  a  malignant  fever,  or  pestilential  or 
infections  disease,  shall,  within  two  hours  after  the 
arrival  of  such  sick  person,  report  in  writing  the  fact, 
with  the  name  of  such  person,  and  the  house  or  place 
where  he  was  put  down  in  the  city,  to  the  mayor,  or 
some  member  or  officer  of  the  board  of  health  ;  and  any 
and  every  neglect  to  comply  with  these  provisions,  or 
any  of  them,  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  punishable  with 
fine  and  imprisonment. 

§252.  Any  person  who  shall,  knowingly,  bring  oriofb**a 
procure,  or  cause  to  be  brought  into  the  city,  any  pro-plo,*rty* 
perty  of  any  kind,  tainted  or  infected  with  any  malig- 
nant fever,  or  pestilential  or  infectious  disease,  shall  bp 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 
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§  263.  The  board  of  health  shall  have  power,  by  an 
order  in  writing  for  that  purpose,  to  be  served  on  the 
master,  captain,  or  person  in  charge  of  any  canal  boat, 
steam  boat,  or  other  vessel  or  craft,  or  any  owner  or 
consignee  thereof,  if  such  boat,  craft,  or  vessel  be  by 
them  suspected  to  have  on  board  any  infected  or  dis- 
eased person  or  property,  to  require  such  boat  or  vessel 
not  to  enter  the  city,  or  to  remove  to  some  certain  dis- 
tance not  exceeding  three  miles  from  the  city ;  and 
every  such  master,  captain,  person  in  charge,  consignee 
or  owner,  who  shall  be  served  with  such  order,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  with  fine  and  im- 
prisonment, if  such  boat,  vessel,  or  craft  shall  enter  the 
city,  in  violation  of  such  order,  or  shall  not  be  re- 
moved according  to  the  tenor  of  such  order,  within 
a  reasonable  time,  not  exceeding  three  hours  after  the 
service  of  such  notice. 

§  254.  Every  keeper  of  an  inn,  or  boarding  or  lodg- 
ing house  in  the  city,  who  shall  have  in  his  house  at  any 
time  any  sick  traveler,  boatman  or  sailor,  shall  report 
the  fact  and  the  name  of  the  person  in  writing,  within 
six  hours  after  he  came  to  the  house  or  was  taken  sick 
therein,  to  the  mayor  or  some  officer  or  member 
of  the  board  of  health ;  every  physician  in  the  city 
shall  report  under  his  hand,  to  one  of  the  officers  above 
named,  the  name,  residence  and  disease  of  every  patient 
whom  he  shall  have  sick  of  any  infectious  or  pestilen- 
tial disease,  within  six  hours  after  he  shall  have  visited 
such  patient.  A  violation  of  either  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  or  of  any  part  of  either  of  them,  shall 
be  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment, 
the  fine  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  the  im- 
prisonment six  months. 

§  255.  All  fines  imposed  under  the  last  five  sections 
shall  belong  to  the  city,  and  when  collected  shall  he 
paid  into  the  city  treasury,  and  be  devoted  to  the  main- 
tenance and  support  of  the  pest  house,  or  of  any  hospital 
that  may  hereafter  be  established  by  the  city. 

§  256.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  pass 
and  enact  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  they  shall 
from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
filling  up,  draining,  cleansing,  cleaning  and  regulating 
any  grounds,  yards,  basins,  slips,  or  cellars  within  the 
said  city,  that  shall  be  sunken,  damp,  foul,  incumbered 
with  filth  and  rubbish,  or  unwholesome,  and  for  filling 
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or  altering  and  amending  all  sinks  and  privies  within 
the  city,  and  for  directing  the  mode  of  constructing 
them  in  the  future;  and  to  cause  all  such  works  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  for  the  pre- 
servation of  the  public  health  and  the  cleanliness  of 
the  city,  to  be  executed  and  done  at  the  expense  of  the 
city  corporation,  on  account  of  the  persons  respectively 
upon  whom  the  same  may  be  assessed ;  and  for  that 
purpose  to  cause  the  expenses  thereof  to  be  estimated, 
assessed  and  collected,  and  the  lands  charged  there- 
with, to  be  sold  in  case  of  non-payment,  in  the  safiie  man- 
ner as  is  provided  by  law  with  respect  to  other  public 
improvements  within  said  city ;  and  in  all  cases  where 
the  said  by-laws  or  ordinances  shall  require  anything 
to  be  done  in  respect  to  the  property  of  several  per- 
sons, the  expenses  thereof  may  be  included  in  one 
assessment,  and  the  several  houses  and  lots  in  respect 
to  which  such  expenses  shall  have  been  incurred,  shall 
be  briefly  described  in  the  manner  required  by  law  in 
the  assessment  roll  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  city, 
and  the  sum  of  money  assessed  to  each  owner  or  oc- 
cupant of  any  such  house  or  lot,  shall  be  the  amount  of 
money  expended  in  making  such  improvement  upon 
such  premises,  together  with  a  ratable  proportion  of 
the  expenses  of  assessing  and  collecting  the  moneys 
expended  in  making  such  improvements. 

§  257.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  common  coun-  Dmngwoiu 
cil,  any  building,  fence,  or  other  erection  of  any  kind,£!,otar8i> 
or  any  part  thereof,  is  liable  to  fall  down,  and  persons 
or  property  may  thereby  be  endangered,  they  may 
order  any  owner  or  occupant  of  the  premises,  on  which 
such  building,  fence  or  other  erection  stands,  to  take 
down  the  same  or  any  part  thereQf,  within  a  reasonable 
time,  to  be  fixed  by  the  order,  or  immediately,  as  the 
case  may  require  ;  or  may  immediately,  or  in  case  the 
order  is  not  complied  with,  cause  the  same  to  be  taken 
down  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  on  account  of  the 
owner  of  the  premises,  and  assess  the  expense  on  the 
land  on  which  it  stood.  The  order  if  not  immediate  in 
its  terms,  may  be  served  on  the  occupant  of  the  pre- 
mises, or  be  published  in  the  city  paper,  as  the  common 
council  shall  direct. 

§  258.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  pass  Nutans 
all  such  ordinances  as  they  shall  think  proper  and  neces-  £m.in  wt" 
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sary,  to  preserve  the  Genesee  river,  and  all  canals,  slips 
and  basins  in  the  city ;  to  prevent  and  punish  the  cast- 
ing or  depositing  therein,  or  on  the  banks  thereof,  any 
earth,  ashes,  or  other  heavy  substances,  filth,  logs  or 
floating  matter ;  to  prevent  and  remove  all  obstructions, 
and  accumulations  of  filth  or  rubbish  therein,  and  to 
punish  the  authors  thereof,  regulate  and  prescribe  the 
mode  and  speed  of  coming  to  and  departing  from  the 
wharves  and  streets  of  the  city,  by  steam  boats,  canal 
boats,  and  other  craft"  and  vessels,  and  the  disposition 
of  the  sails,  yards,  anchors  and  appurtenances  thereof, 
while  entering,  leaving  or  abiding  in  the  said  city ;  and 
to  regulate  and  prescribe  by  such  ordinance,  or  through 
their  officers,  such  a  location  of  every  canal  boat, 
steam  boat,  or  other  craft  or  vessel,  or  float,  and  such 
changes  of  station  in  and  use  of  the  same,  as  may  be 
proper  in  order  to  promote  order  therein,  and  the  safety 
and  equal  convenience,  as  near  as  may  be,  of  all  such 
Boats,  vessels,  craft  and  floats,  and  may  impose  penal- 
ties, not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  for  any  offence 
against  any  such  ordinance,  and  may  by  such  ordinance, 
charge  any  such  penalty  upon  the  steam  boat,  canal 
boat  or  other  vessel,  craft  or  float,  the  captain,  master, 
owner,  consignee  or  person  in  charge  of  which,  is 
thereby  liable  therefor.  Nothing  in  this  section  con- 
tained, shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  common 
council,  or  any  of  its  officers,  to  interfere  with  any  of 
the  laws  of  this  state,  now  or  hereafter  to  be  enacted, 
or  with  the  acts  and  regulations  of  the  canal  board  in 
relation  to  the  Erie  canal  or  any  other  canal,  being  the 
property  of  the  state  of  New  York. 
Penalties,  §  259.  At,  or  at  any  time  after,  the  commencement 
\£to£u  of  any  suit  for  a  penalty  imposed  in  pursuance  of  the 
last  section,  against  any  person  liable  therefor,  on  the 
production  of  the  certified  copy  of  the  ordinance  impos- 
ing the  penalty,  and  an  affidavit  showing  the  connection 
between  the  person  sued  and  any  steam  boat,  canal 
boat,  vessel,  craft,  or  float,  the  justice  of  the  peace  be- 
fore whom,  or  any  judge  of  the  court  in  which  suit  is 
brought,  shall  issue  or  order  the  issuing  of  an  attach- 
ment against  such  boat,  vessel,  craft  or  float,  command- 
ing the  sheriff  or  any  one  of  the  constables  of  the 
county,  to  attach  and  safely  keep  the  same  until  dis- 
charged in  due  course  of  law.    The  fees  allowed  by  law 
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for  serving  an  attachment  against  a  non-resident  debt- 
or, and  all  the  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  keeping 
the  property  attached,  shall  be  allowed  to  the  attaching 
officer,  and  be  taxed  by  snch  justice  or  the  proper 
officer,  and  added  to  and  included  in  the  final  costs,  if 
the  city  recover  judgment  The  attachment  shall  be 
discharged  on  the  delivery  to  such  justice  or  judge,  of  a 
bond  executed  to  the  city,  by  any  claimant  of  the  pro- 
perty, in  a  penalty,  and  two  sureties  to  be  approved  by 
such  justice  or  judge,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of 
any  judgment  recovered  against  the  defendant  in  the 
suit,  in  thirty  days  after  the  recovery  thereof.  If  such 
property  be  not  so  discharged,  execution  upon  any 
judgment  obtained  by  the  city  in  the  suit,  shall  be  issued 
immediately,  and  shall  be  levied  on  such  property,  and 
the  same  shall  be  sold  thereunder  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law,  in  the  same  manner,  and  with  the  same 
effect,  as  though  it  were  the  sole  and  unincumbered 
property  of  the  defendant. 

§  260.  The  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  forA^Aprfno, 
the  preservation  of  the  public  health,9'  passed  April  ten, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereof  not  in  conflict  with  this  act,  shall 
be  applicable  to  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  of 
Rochester. 

Title  XII. 

Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

§261.  The  common  council,  or  the  mayor,  or  other  PJJgjJ 
officer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  judge  of  tne  sufficiency 
of  the  proposed  sureties  of  any  officer  of  whom  a  bond 
or  instrument  in  writing  may  be  required  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  examine  into  the  sufficiency 
of  such  sureties,  and  shall  require  them  to  submit  to 
an  examination  under  oath  as  to  their  property.

§  262.  The  mayor  or  the  chairman  of  any  committee  o»thi«nd 
or  special  committee  of  the  common  council,  shall  haveaffidaYlti* 
power  to  administer  any  oath,  or  take  any  affidavit  in

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respect  to  any  matter  pending  before  the  common 
council  or  such  committee. 
Perjury.  §  263.  Any  person  who  may  be  required  to  take  any 

oath  or  affirmation,  or  to  make  any  affidavit  or  state- 
ment under  oath  or  affirmation,  under  or  by  virtue  of 
any  provision  of  this  act,  who  shall,  under  such  oath 
or  affirmation  in  any  statement,  or  affidavit,  or  other- 
wise, willfully  swear  falsely  as  to  any  material  fact  or 
matter,  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury. 
8ntts  §  264.  If  a  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  any  per- 

2£*.nrt0  "  son,  elected  or  appointed  under  this  act  to  any  office, 
for  any  act  done,  or  omitted  to  be  done,  under  such 
election  or  appointment ;  or  against  any  person  for 
having  done  any  thing  or  act  by  the  command  of  any 
such  officer,  and  if  final  judgment  shall  be  rendered  in 
such  suit,  whereby  any  such  defendant  shall  be  entitled 
to  costs,  he  shall  recover  double  costs  id  the  manner 
defined  by  law. 

§  265.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  all  acts 
and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  or  repugnant  to  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed.  But  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  so  as  to  destroy,  impair  or  take  away 
any  right  or  remedy  acquired  or  given  by  any  act 
hereby  repealed ;  and  all  proceedings  commenced  under 
any  such  former  act,  shall  and  may  be  carried  out  and

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legislature  may  at  any  time  repeal,  modify  or  alter  the 
same. 

§  268.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  144. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  several 
acts  relating  to  the  village  of  Palmyra. 

Passed  -April  8,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  ForAr,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follow*: 

Section  1,  That  tract  of  country  contained  within  the  Limits  of 
following  bounds,  to  wit :  Beginning  at  the  southwest  tton?orpom" 
corner  of  the  present  corporate  bounds  of  "the  village 
of  Palmyra,"  on  the  town  line  between  the  towns  of 
Palmyra  and  Macedon,  in  the  county  of  Wayne  and 
state  of  New  York ;  thence  easterly  along  the  south 
line  of  said  village  (being  along  the  north  line  of  Bur- 
ton and  William  Foster's  lands),  and  the  south  line  of 
the  cemetery  lot  owned  by  said  village  ;  and  thence  in 
a  direct  line  easterly  to  a  point  direct  in  line  with  the  east 
line  of  the  lands  heretofore  known  as  the  Howell  farm;  . 
thence  northerly  to  and  along  the  line  heretofore  known 
as  the  east  line  of  the  Howell  farm  to  the  north  bank  of 
Mud  creek ;  and  thence  westerly  along  the  north  bank 
of  said  creek  to  a  point  where  the  line  separating  the 
the  towns  of  Palmyra  and  Macedon  crosses  said  creek  ; 
and  thence  southerly  along  said  town  line  to  the 
place  of  beginning,  shall  hereafter  be  known  and  dis- 
tinguished by  the  name  of  "  the  village  of  Palmyra." 

§2.  The  freeholders  and  inhabitants  residing  within  Body< 
the  said  tract  of  country  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby nt0- 
ordained,  constituted,  and  declared  to  be  from  time  to 
time  and  forever  hereafter  a  body  politic  and  corporate 
in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  the 
trustees  of  the  village  of  Palmyra,"  and  by  that  name 
they  and  their  successors  forever  shall  and  may  have 
perpetual  succession,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  complain 
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and  defend  in  any  court,  make  and  use  a  common  seal 
and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  may  receive  by  gift, 
grant,  devise,  bequest,  or  purchase,  and  hold  and  con- 
vey such  real  and  personal  estate  as  the  purposes  of  the 
corporation  may  require,  provided  such  real  estate  be 
situate  in  said  village,  and  provided  that  the  purchase 
of  such  real  estate,  its  sale,  or  other  disposition  shall 
be  made  with  the  consent  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  vil- 
lage qualified  to  vote  at  town  meetings  in  towns,  or  a 
majority  of  such  persona  preseqt  and  vpting  at  any  vil- 
lage meeting  notified  and  held  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 
Annual  §  3.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 

meeting,  village  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  February 
each  and  every  year,  notice  of  which  shall  be  published 
at  least  one  week  before  the  time  for  holding  the  same, 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  the  said  village, 
or  by  posting  either  printed  or  written  notice  thereofin 
not  less  than  five  public  places  in  said  village.  Special 
meetings  of  the  inhabitants  may  at  any  time  be  called 
by  the  trustees,  notice  thereof  being  given  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  regard  to  an  annual  meeting,  which  notice 
shall  specify  the  object  of  such  special  meeting, 
who  dun  §  4.  A  majority  of  the  legal  voters  residing  in  the 
2*  to  raise  village,  con venea  in  annual  meeting  or  special  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose,  may  vote  to  raise  by  tax  upon 
the  taxable  property  in  said  corporation,  such  sums  of 
*  money  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  named,  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  said 
village,  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate,  fire  engines,  and 
other  utensils  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  erecting 
and  keeping  in  repair  public  buildings,  a  reasonable 
compensation  for  the  officers  of  the  village,  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  laying  tout  highways,  streets,  and  alleys, 
and  the  improvement  thereof,  and  highway  purposes 
generally,  lighting  the  streets,  maintaining  an  efficient 
fire  department,  and  such  other  purposes  as  may,  from 
time  to  time,  become  proper  and  necessary  for  the  use 
of  the  village  and  the  public  welfare, 
offloera.  §  5.  The  officers  of  said  village  shall  be  five  trustees, 

three  assessors,  a  clerk,  a  treasurer,  a  collector,  a  police 
justice,  and  a  police  constable,  who  shall  be  elected  at 
the  annual  meeting  by  a  plurality  of  votes  given  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  village  entitled  to  vote  aHown  meet- 
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ings,  and  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified.  Within  ten  days 
after  their  election,  and  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  their  offices,  they  shall  severally  take  and  subscribe 
the  usual  oath  of  office,  which  oath  or  affirmation  shall 
be  filed  with  the  village  clerk ;  and  the  treasurer,  col- 
lector, and  police  constable  shall  also  severally  execute 
a  bond  in  such  penal  sum  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  trus- 
tees, to  be  approved  by  them,  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  their  duties  respectively.  The  police 
justice  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  usual  oath  of  office 
and  file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  Wayne, 
to  whom  his  election  shall  be  certified  by  the  clerk  of 
said  village.  Any  person  elected  to  any  office  in  said 
village  refusing  to  serve  shall  forfeit  to  the  use  of  said 
corporation  the  sum  of  five  dollars.  If  a  vacancy  shall  ' 
occur  in  the  office  of  trustee,  it  shall  be  filled,  until  the 
next  annual  election,  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  ' 
purpose. 

§6.  The  trustees  shall,  within  ten  days  after  their  ^|2J^5 
election,  organize  by  choosing  one  of  their  number  pre-  ra  eefc 
sident,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  preside  at  all  village 
meetings,  and  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  call 
special  meetings  of  the  board,  to  take  care  of  the  public 
property,  to  receive  complaints  for  violation  of  any  vil- 
lage ordinance  or  by-laws,  and  to  prosecute  in  the  name 
of  the  trustees  all  offenders  against  such  ordinances  or 
by-laws,  and  to  do  such  other  acts  and  things  as  may    • 
be  proper  for  him  as  president  of  the  board  of  trustees 
to  do.    In  casd  of  the  death,  removal,  resignation,  or 
inability  to  act  of  the  president,  the  trustees  shall  choose 
one  of  their  number  for  president  in  his  place. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  proceeding! 
submit  at  each  annual  meeting,  a  full  report  of  their ofboard- 
•proceedings,  and  the  manner  in  Which  all  moneys  be- 
longing to  the  corporation  have  been  expended  during 
the  preceding  year,  and  an  estimate  of  the  amount  ne- 
cessary to  be  raided  for  the  ensuing  year,  specifying  as 
fully  as  may  be,  the  specific  sum  to  be  appropriated  for 
each  object,  when  a  vote  shall  be  taken  by  those  quali- 
fied to  vote  then  present,  on  each  specification,  and  no 
item  shall  be  included  in  the  tax  to  be  levied  (except- 
ing the  annual  highway  tax)  unless  it  shall  b&  approved 
by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  present  and  voting ; 
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but  the  amount  to  be  raised  for  highway  purposes  in  any 
one  year  shall  not  exceed  one  mill  on  the  dollar  on  the 
taxable  property  in  said  village.  The  trustees  shall, 
without  delay,  proceed  to  levy  the  tax  thus  ordered, 
and  also  annually,  order  and  levy  the  highway  tax,  and 
shall  deliver  to  the  assessors  a  statement  of  the  amount, 
together  with  the  specifications  of  the  purposes  for 
which  the  money  to  be  raised  is  to  be  applied  ;  and  they 
shall  proceed  in  like  manner  whenever  a  tax  shall  be 
ordered  to  be  raised  at  any  special  meeting  of  the  in- 
habitants of  said  village,  called  and  held  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act.

in  the  afternoon,  and  close  the  same  at  half-past  four 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon ;  they  shall,  in  all  respects,  in 
receiving    ballots,    hearing    challenges,  administering

titled to  vote  or  not,  and  in  canvassing  votes  and  certi- 
fying to  the  canvass,  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as 
inspectors  of  election  at  a  state  or  general  election. 
Every  inhabitant  of  the  said  village  entitled  by  law  to 
vote  for  town  officers,  shall  be  deemed  a  legal  voter  in 
any  village  election.

§  17.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
determine  upon  view,  or  upon  testimony  of  witnesses, 
whenever  any  building,  slaughter  house,  pig  sty,  stable, 
privy,  sewer,  pool,  meat  market,  or  any  other  structure, 
substance,  or  thing  whatever,  within  said  village,  is  a 
nuisance,  upon  two  days9  notice  to  the  owner  or  occu- 
pant of  the  same,  and  to  abate  the  same  by  causing  the 
same  to  be  removed,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  enter 
upon  the  premises  which  the  same  is  situated,  and  eause 
the  same  to  be  removed ;  but  all  such  determinations 
shall  be  by  resolution,  and  shall  require  a  concurring 
vote  of  at  least  four  of  the  members  of  said  board  of 
trustees. 
Trustees  §  18.  The  trustees  of  said  village,  and  each  one  of 
dnm£tfds  them,  shall  have  power  at  any  and  all  times,  to  arrest 
J£tes!rortU  or  cause  to  be  arrested  by  any  person,  and  without  pro- 
cess, any  and  all  vagrants,  disorderly  persons,  and 
drunken  persons,  and  common  prostitutes,  found  in  the 
streets  of  said  village ;  and  shall  have  power  to  enter, 
or  cause  to  be  entered  by  any  person,  without  process, 
any  building,  or  any  place  within  said  village,  and  to 
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arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested  all  disorderly  persons, 
drunkards,  rioters,  and  common  prostitutes,  and  cause 
them  to  be  taken  before  the  police  justice,  to  be  dealt 
with  according  to  law ;  and  shall  have  power  at  any  and 
all  times  to  command  assistance  from  any  inhabitants  of 
said  village  to  quell  all  disturbances,  riots  or  routs,  and 
to  extinguish  fires.  Any  person  refusing  to  obey  such 
command,  of  a  trustee  of  the  village,  shall  be,  upon 
conviction,  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars,  and  imprisonment  until  such  fine  is  paid,  not 
exceeding  thirty  days. 

§  19.  The  police  justice  shall  possess  the  same  powers  Fo^BA 
in  all  criminal  cases,  be  subject  to  the  same  duties  and  Em. 
liabilities,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  except  as 
herein  provided,  as  justices  of  the  peace  in  towns.  He 
shall  reside  and  keep  an  officfe  in  the  village,  and  all 
warrants  issued  in  criminal  cases  by  any  justice  of  the 
peace  for  offences  committed  in  said  village,  shall  be 
made  returnable  before  the  police  justice,  exoept  in 
case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  or  of  a  vacancy 
in  his  office.

in  the  same  manner  as  those  of  justices  of  the  peace  info 
towns  in  criminal  cases,  except  that  for  all  proceedings 
in  relation  to  offences,  created  by  this  act,  and  all  pro- 
ceedings for  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  the  village, 
he  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  trustees  shall 
ordain ;  and  he  shall,  within  five  days  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  received  by  him,  pay  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  village  all  fines  and  penalties  that  may  have  been 
collected  by  him  in  any  such  proceeding.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  constable  to 
Moeoonata.  flee  tkat  ^e  p0];ce  regulations  and  ordinances  of  the 
village  be  observed,  and  to  discover  and  report  to  the 
president  all  violations  thereof.    He  shall  be  the  keeper 
of  the  watch  house  or  lock-up,  and  have  charge  of  the 
persons  confined  therein.

§  28.  The  said  village  of  Palmyra  is  hereby  consti-Jowi  dic- 
tated a  road  district,  over  which  the  trustees  of  said 
village  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  control,  by  law, 
as  the  commissioners  of  highways  in  towns,  subject  to 
the  regulations  and  conditions  contained  in  this  act ; 
and  saicj  trustees  shall  have  power : 

1.  To  appoint  a  street  superintendent,  who  shall  beJJJJ*^ 
removed  by  them  at  pleasure,  or  whenever  a  vacancy  «*. 
shall  occur,  in  like  manner  to  fill  the  same. 

2.  To  require  from  every  such  superintendent  a  bond,Bondof# 
with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by 
such  trustees,  for  the  due  performance  of  his  duties,  and 

for  the  faithful  expenditure  of  all  moneys  coming  into 
his  hands  as  such  superintendent,  and  to  file  said  bond 
with  the  clerk  of  said  village,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  said  office,  and  also  to  prosecute  on  said  bond 
for  any  default  of  said  superintendent,  as  in  the  case  of 
default  on  the  part  of  the  treasurer  of  said  village. 

3.  To  pay  said  street  superintendent  such  compensa-Ftyaf 
tion  as  they  may  contract  for,  or  as  they  may  deem  just; 
but  such  compensation  shall  in  no  event  exceed  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  day,. which  compensa- 
tion shall  be  determined  by  said  trustees  before  making 
such  appointment.

highway  purposes,  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  be 
expended  in  the  improvement  of  the  streets ;  to  pay 
said  street  superintendent  for  his  services,  such  sum  or 
sums  as  may  oe  due  him  pursuant  to  subdivision  three 
of  this  section,  and  in  addition  thereto)  such  amount  as 
he  may  contract  or  expend  for  labor  or  in  hiring  teams 
or  purchasing  implements,  that  may  be  necessary  for  the 
performance  of  his  duties,  and  which  sums  shall  not 
exceed  the  usual  charges  made  therefor,  in  the  village 
of  Palmyra,  the  correctness  of  which  charges  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  said  trustees ;  said  street  superintendent,

Every  person  so  assessed  and  duly  notified, 
who  shall  not  commute,  and  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
appear  and  work,  as  above  provided,  shall  be  liable  to 
the  same  forfeiture  and  penalties,  as  are  provided  for 
by  title  one,  part  one,  chapter  sixteen,  article  three  of 
the  revised  statutes,  and  to  be  proceeded  against  by 
the  street  superintendent  of  said  village,  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  therein  provided  for  overseers  of  high- 
ways, and  for  that  purpose  the  said  street  superintendent 
is  hereby  declared  to  have  the  same  power  and  au- 
thority as  is  provided  by  law  for  overseers  of  highways. 

ibid.  §  29,  The  said  street  superintendent  shall  superintend 

the  labor  to  be  done  on  the  highways,  and  expend  all 
moneys  that  shall  come  into  his  hands  as  such  superin- 
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tendent,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  trustees,  and 
account  to  them  for  the  same  whenever  they  shall  re- 
quire ;  and  at  the  end  of  his  term  of  office,  the  said 
street  superintendent  shall  render  a  full  account,  under 
oath,  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  for  highway  pur- 
poses, and  of  the  way  and  manner  in  which  said  moneys 
have  been  disposed  of  or  expended.

but  they  shall  not  lay  out,  open  or  establish  streets, 
alleys  or  highways  in  said  village  through  any  orchard, 
garden,  buildings,  or  any  fixtures  or  erections  for  the 
purpose  of  trade  or  manufactures,  or  any  yards  or  en- 
closures necessary  to  the  use  and  enjoyment  thereof, 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner;  and  whenever  any 
order  is  made  by  said  trustees  to  open  or  alter  any  road 
or  highway  in  said  village,  a  copy  of  such  order  shall 
be  served  on  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  over

coiieotor.  ^  39.  if  ally  collector  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay 
to  the  village  treasurer  the  sum  required  by  his  warrant 
to  be  paid  over,  or  to  account  for  the  sums  so  unpaid 
as  required  by  law,  the  village  treasurer  may,  after  the 
expiration  of  twenty  days  from  the  time  such  warrant 
is  returnable,  issue  a  warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal,

act  All  rules,  regulations,  by-laws  and  ordinances  of

all  acts  amendatory  thereof,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  46.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Kingston,  in  the  county  of  Ulster,  comprised  within  the 
following  boundaries,  to  wit :  Beginning  at  the  south- 
westerly corner  of  the  bridge,  thence  northwesterly 
along  the  creek  as  it  winds  and  turns,  thirty  chains  and 
seventy  links  to  a  large  maple  tree,  standing  on  the 
bank  of  said  creek  and  between  two  other  large  maple 
trees ;  thence  south  thirty-three  degrees  west  twenty- 
nine  chains  to  the  Hurley  road,  a  large  locust  tree  stand- 
ing southeasterly  from  the  southeasterly  corner  of  the 
house  of  Benjamin  Smith  ;  thence  the  same  course  one 
chain  to  a  point  one  foot  from  the  easterly  corner  of 
the  house  now  occupied  by  Cornelius  C.  Brower ;  thence 
south  nineteen  degrees  west  five  chains  thirty  links  to  a 
corner  formerly  of  Philip  Newkerk,  Edward  O'Neil

McEntee;  thence  along  the  easterly  bounds  of  said 
James  S.  McEntee  and  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  Askorn 
twenty  chains  thirty-four  links  to  the  center  of  the  Flat- 
bush  road  ;  thence  along  the  center  of  the  same  forty- 
one  chai&s  fifty-eight  links  to  the  north  side  of  the  Al- 
bany road,  opposite  the  easterly  corner  of  the  house  of 
Henry  Tenbroeck  ;  thence  along  the  Albany  road  south 
forty-five  degrees  thirty  minutes  west  two  chains  nine-

creek ;  thence  up  and  along  said  creek,  as  it  windB  and 
turns  to  the  place  of  beginning,  according  to  a  survey 
made  on  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  January,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  by  William  H.  Ded- 
rick,  Esq.,  surveyor,  shall  be  known  and  distinguished 
as  the  village  of  Kingston. 

§  2.  The  inhabitants  residing  in  such  district  being  Body 
citizens  of  this  state,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  rate' 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  directors  of 
the  village  of  Kingston,  and  as  such  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and 
defend  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  may  take,  hold, 
purchase  and  convey  real  estate,  as  the  purposes  of  such 
corporation  may  require ;  may  make  and  use  a  common 
seal  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  may  exercise 
such  other  power  as  is  or  shall  be  conferred  by  law,  or 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  the  powers  conferred  on 
such  corporation  into  effect. 

§  3.  The  several  wards  of  said  village,  shall  remain 
as  at  present  constituted  and  established,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  the  power  of  the  said  directors,  whenever,  and 
as  often  as  they  deem  the  interest  of  the  village  to 
require  it,  to  change  the  number  of  said  wards  to  not 
less  than  seven  nor  more  than  ten,  aud  to  change  or 
alter  the  boundaries  of  such  wards,  but  no  such  change 
or  alteration  shall  take  effect,  until  a  notice  stating  the 
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number  and  containing  a  description  of  each  ward  so 
changed  or  altered,  shall  first  have  been  published  as 
ordinances  are  herein  required  to  be  published,  at  least 
two  weeks  before  the  annual  village  election.

Of  Officers,  their  Election  and  Appointment. 

office™.  §  4.  The  officers  of  said  village  shall  be  one  director

§  5.  The  directors,  treasurer*  assessors  and  collector, 
shall  be  annually  elected  by  ballot ;  the  police  justice 
shall  be  elected  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  all  other 
officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  directors.

vacancy  in  an  elective  office)  shall  hold  his  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  direotors. 
who  1*  eii.  §^«  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  any  office  in  said 
ffMeto  village,  unless  he  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  election  or 
appointment  thereto,  be  a  resident  and  elector  of  said 
village,  and  whenever  an  officer  of  said  village  shall 
cease  to  be  a  resident  thereof,  his  office  shall  become 
vacant  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
assessor  of  said  village  except  a  freeholder  thereof,  and 
no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  director  of 
said  village  unless  he  shall  be  a  freeholder  thereof,  and 
a  resident  of  the  ward  from  which  he  may  be  elected ; 
but  the  office  of  a  director  shall  not  become  vacant 
during  his  term  of  office,  by  reason  of  bis  removal  from 
one  ward  to  another,  nor  by  reason  of  any  alteration  of 
said  ward. 

§  8.  The  annual  election  of  officers  of  said  village 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  in  each  year 
at  suoh  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  direotors. 

§  9.  Every  inhabitant  actually  residing  in  said  village 
who  shall  have  been  a  resident  thereof  for  thirty  days 
next  prior  to  the  time  of  his  offering  his  vote,  and  who 
shall  at  the  time  of  offering  his  vote  be  qualified  to  vote 
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for  member  of  assembly,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  all 
officers  to  be  elected  by  virtue  of  this  act. 

§  10.  The  directors  of  said  village,  or  a  majority  of  Director*. 
them,  shall  preside  as  inspectors  at  all  meetings 
for  election  of  officers  of  said  village,  except  in  cases 
otherwise  provided  for  in  this  act.  All  laws  of  this  state 
relating  to  the  election  of  town  officers  and  notifying 
them  of  their  election  shall  apply  to  all  elections  of 
officers  in  said  village,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  so  ap- 
plied and  are  consistent  with  this  act. 

§  11.  The  clerk  of  said  village  shall  give  at  least  eight  cierk  to 
days'  notice  of  all  elections  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  0^1^100. 
by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspa- 
pers printed  and  published  in  such  village.  The  poll 
at  all  such  elections  shall  be  opened  at  ten  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  and  closed  at  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  same  day,  and  the  inspectors,  immediately  after 
the  closing  of  the  poll,  shall  proceed  to  canvass  the 
votes  taken  at  such  election,  and  shall  openly  declare 
the  result,  and  make  and  subscribe  a  certificate  of  such 
canVasa,  which  shall  show  the  whole  number  of  votes

3.  To  prescribe  and  define  the  powers  and  duties  of  J^mot

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scribe  such  additional  duties  as  they  may  deem  the 
interest  of  the  village  to  require,  and  as  shall  not  be 
inconsistent  with  this  act. 

4.  To  fix  and  determine  the  compensation  of  the 
officers  of  the  village,  and  to  see  that  they  perform 
faithfully  and  correctly  their  several  duties,  and  that 
proper  measures  are  taken  to  punish  neglect  of  duty  in 
any  of  them. 

5.  To  determine  the  amount  and  sufficiency  of  the 
sureties  of  the  official  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  collector 
and  other  village  officers  from  whom  they  may  require 
security,  and  at  any  time  to  require  additional  security 
from  any  such  officer  whenever  they  may  deem  it 
necessary,  and  to  suspend  such  officer  from  the  per- 
formance of  his  official  duties,  until  such  bonds  are 
given  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  village ;  and  in 
case  any  officer  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  give  such 
security  as  may  be  required  of  him,  within  ten  days 
after  being  notified  in  writing  so  to  do,  the  said  direct- 
ors may  thereupon  declare  his  office 'vacant.

4.  The  nature  of  the  claim,  or  for  what  purpose  any 
sum  is  to  be  paid. 

5.  The  amount  claimed. 

6.  The  amount  allowed,  or  sum  ordered  to  be  paid. 
And  every  bill  or  account  presented  and  audited  against 
said  village  shall  remain  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
thereof.

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7.  To  examine  as  often  as  they  may  deem  proper,  n*14* 
the  books,  vouchers  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer,  and 
see  that  they  are  properly  kept ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  directors,  daring  the  month  of  March  in 
each  year,  to  examine  all  the  accounts  of  paid  treasurer 
for  the  year  next  preceding  the  first  day  of  March, 
and  compare  the  several  sums  paid  by  said  treasurer 
with  the  amounts  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the  directors ; 
and  the  said  directors  shall  also  at  the  same  time  ex-

folio  therefor,  he  shall  furnish  a  certified  copy  or  trans- 
script  of  any  papers  or  records  filed  with  him  as  such  clerk. 
Copies  of  all  papers  duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  trans- 
cripts from  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board 
of  directors,  certified  by  him  under  the  corporate  seal, 
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shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  of  this  state,  >and  in  ail 
actions  or  proceedings  in  like  manner  as  if  the  original 
were  produced.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  clerk 
from  any  of  the  meetings  or  elections  at  which  he  is 
required  to  officiate,  his  duties  on  such  occasions  shall 
be  performed  by  such  person  as  the  board  of  directors 
shall  from  time  to  time  designate. 

§  23.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to  said  corporation,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of 
all  receipts  and  disbursements.  He  shall  keep  separate 
accounts  of  all  moneys  raised  from  highway  taxes  or 
assessments,  which  money  shall  be  denominated  the 
street  fund,  and  all  other  money  except  such  as  may  be 
raised  for  special  purposes,  which  shall  be  denominated 
the  general  fund.  He  shall  set  apart,  whenever  ordered 
so  to  do  by  the  directors,  any  sum  which  they  may  ap- 

Eropriate  for  a  special  object  and  retain  the  same  in  his 
ands  ready  to  be  applied  towards  such  object  until 
said  directors  shall  order  the  same  to  be  so  applied,  or 
that  the  same  be  no  longer  so  retained.  He  shall  pay 
out  no  money  except  by  order  of  the  directors,  and  all 
moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  on  warrants, 
signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  village  and  countersigned  by 
the  president ;  such  warrants  shall  specify  for  what 
purpose  the  amount  stated  therein  is  to  be  paid,  and  to  . 
what  fund  chargeable  ;  and  every  such  warrant  shall  be 
numbered,  and  such  number  shall  correspond  with  the 
number  of  the  bill,  account  or  sum,  for  which  the  same 
is  drawn ;  and  said  treasurer,  in  his  account  of  payments 
or  disbursements,  shall  state  therein  the  number  of  the 
warrant  upon  which  every  payment  or  disbursement 
was  made.  The  said  treasurer  shall  also,  at  least  three 
weeks  before  the  annual  election  in  each  year,  prepare  and 
deliver  to  the  president  a  detailed  statement  or  account  of 
the  state  of  the  finances  of  said  village  and  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  during  the  year,  and  at' any  time, 
when  requested  by  the  directors,  furnish  them  such 
statements  in  relation  to  the  finances  and  the  receipts 
and  disbursements,  and  the  debts,  dues  and  demands  of 
the  said  corporation,  as  the  said  directors  may  by  reso- 
lution demand ;  and  he  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  hereinafter  prescribed  or  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  said  directors  consistently  with  this  act. 
duty.  §  2^  ^  8^a^  ^e  the  duty  of  the  assessors,  within 
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sixty  days  after  any  tax  is  legally  directed  to  be  levied 
or  assessed,  to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  board  of  di- 
rectors a  tax  roll  and  assessment  of  such  proposed  tax 
upon  the  taxable  inhabitants  and  property  of  such 
village.  And  it  shall  be  their  duty  in  making  such 
assessments  to  proceed,  as  near  as  may  be,  in  the  same 
manner  as  assessors  of  towns,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  this  act,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  compensa- 
tion as  town  assessors. 

§  25.  The  collector  of  said  corporation  shall  collect  coueetor. 
all  taxes  and  assessments  for  which  the  warrant  of  the 
directors  shall  be  delivered  to  him,  and  within  the  time 
specified  in  such  warrant,  and  pay  the  same  into  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer.  For  which  purpose  the  said 
collector  shall  possess  the  same  power,  proceed  in  the 
same  manner  and  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive 
the  same  compensation  as  collectors  of  taxes  in  towns, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act. 

§  26.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  commissioner,  JJJ2U2?" 
under  and  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
directors,  to  take  general  supervision  and  charge  of  all 
the  highways,  streets  and  walks  in  said  village,  and  as 
often  as  may  be  required  by  the  president,  or  any  two 
directors,  make  a  return  on  oath  stating  the  kind  and 
amount  of  work  done  on  the  same  and  when  and  upon 
what  street  or  place  performed,  and  also  to  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  direct- 
ors. And  they  may  at  any  time  limit,  regulate  or  re- 
strain him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

Title  IV. 
Of  Taxes  and  Assessments. 

§  27.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  raise  by  taxToimhet«*- 
from  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  village  and  the  pro- 
perty therein  liable  to  taxation  such  Bum  of  money  as 
they  shall  deem  proper,  but  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year,  to  be  expended 
in  the  payment  of  the  debts  and  expenses  of  the  corpo- 
ration and  to  carry  into  effect  the  several  powers  and 
privileges  granted  by  this  act. 

§  28.  The  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  cause  Further 
to  be  raised  a  further  sum,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  r*£ed.ow 
dollars  in  any  one  year,  by  general  tax,  provided  that 
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the  consent  of  a  majority  of  taxable  inhabitants  of  said 
Tillage,  authorized  to  vote  and  voting  at  an  annual  or 
special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  be  first  obtain- 
ed. Every  male  resident  of  said  village  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  and  a  legal  voter,  upon  whose  proper- 
ty or  upon  whom  as  the  owner  or  possessor  of  property 
a  tax  will  be  chargeable  for  the  purpose  of  raising  such 
farther  sum,  and  no  other  person,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  at  such  meeting.  Every  executor,  administrator, 
trustee,  devisee,  heir  or  guardian,  as  the  possessor  or 
the  representative  of  property  so  chargeable,  shall  be 
considered  a  qualified  voter  as  aforesaid.  All  taxes 
authorized  to  be  assessed  in  said  village  in  any  one  year 
.  shall,  if  practicable,  be  included  in  one  assessment. 
Nottoetobe  $29.  Before  any  tax  for  any  further  sum  shall  be 
voted  for  at  any  such  meeting,  a  notice  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  order  of  the  directors,  and  signed  by  the  pre- 
sident or  clerk,  once  in  each  week  for  at  least  two 
successive  weeks,  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspa- 
pers printed  in  said  village  stating  that  the  meet- 
ing will  be  called  upon  to  vote  for  such  tax,  speci- 
fying the  objects,  and  the  sum  proposed  to  be  raised. 
The  vote  shall  be  taken  thereon  by  ballot  which  shall 
have  on  the  inside  the  words,  "  for  the  tax,"  or  "  against 
the  tax." 
ammmqw  to  m  §  30.  Whenever  the  electors  of  said  village  shall,  pur- 
a>MM  taXm  suant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  at  the  annual  or 
special  meeting,  or  whenever  the  directors  shall,  in  cases 
in  which  they  are  authorized  so  to  do,  direct  any  sum 
of  money  to  be  raised  by  tax,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  assessors  of  said  village  to  proceed  forthwith  when 
directed  by  said  directors,  to  assess  the  same  upon  or 
among  the  owners  of  real  and  personal  property,  incor- 
porated companies  and  associations,  lands  of  non-resid- 
ents in  said  village,  and  the  inhabitants  of  said  village 
liable  to  taxation,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  assessors 
of  towns  are  directed  to  make  assessments,  by  law,  as 
nearly  as  practicable.  When  farming  lauds,  used  for 
farming  purposes,  and  not  laid  out  in  village  lots,  lie 
adjacent  to  a  street,  they  shall  be  taxed  not  to  exceed 
two  hundred  feet  in  depth  from  the  street.

that  said  police  justice  is  unable  to  act  as  aforesaid. 
But  all  such  process  shall  be  made  returnable  before 
such  police  justice  at  his  office. 

§  66.  Every  person  arrested  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  JJJJJJJ1; ,JJ;r 
charter  of  said  village,  or  any  ordinance  or  by-laws  charter?11  er 
thereof,  shall  be  taken  without  unnecessary  delay,  be- 
fore such  police  justice  to  be  dealt  with  according  to 
law,  but  in  case  the  said  police  justice  shall  be  unable 
to  act,  either  from  absence  from  the  village,  sickness  or 
other  legal  disability,  the  person  so  arrested  shall  be 
taken  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  residing  in  said  vil- 
lage, who  shall  then  possess  the  same  power  in  the  pre- 
mises as  the  police  justice. 

§  67.  When  any  person  charged  or  complained  against  Jj**^*" 
as  a  vagrant  or  disorderly  person,  under  the  provisions  wat,  *** 
of  this  act,  shall  be  arrested  and  brought  before  such 
police  justice,  he  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  hear,  try 
and  determine  the  complaint  or  charge,  on  which  such 
person  is  so  arrested ;  or  he  may,  in  his  discretion, 
adjourn  the  hearing  or  trial,  on  cause  shown,  not  to  ex- 
ceed five  days,  and  in  the  meantime  shall  commit  the 
accused  to  the  county  jail  or  any  other  convenient  or 
secure  place  until  such  day,  or  may  suffer  him  to  go  at 
large  on  his  executing  a  bond  with  sureties,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  said  justice,  conditioned  that  he  will  appear 
on  such  adjourned  day.  And  upon  conviction  of  any 
such  offender,  either  by  confession  or  competent  testi- 
mony, the  said  police  justice  shall  have  full  power  and 
is  hereby  authorized  to  punish  such  offender  by  fine 
not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  of  Ulster  county,  not  exceeding  six  months, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  In  any  pro- 
ceeding or  trial  contemplated  by  this  section,  such  po- 
lice justice  shall  proceed  summarily  and  without  iury. 

§68.  All  habitual. drunkards  in  said  village  shall  be  gJjJJgSia. 
deemed  vagrants,  under  the  provisions  of  the  second 
title  of  the  twentieth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the 
revised  statutes,  and  may  be  proceeded  against  accord- 
ingly, and  in  addition  to  the  persons  mentioned  and 
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described  in  the  fifth  title  in  the  twentieth  chapter  <*f 
the  first  part  of  the  revised  statutes  :  All  persons  who 
shall  be  intoxicated  in  said  village,  under  such  circum- 
stances  as  to  amount  to  a  violation  of  public  decency. 
All  persons  who  shall  indecently  expose  their  persons 
in  said  village.  All  persons  who  shall,  by  noisy,  tumul- 
tuous or  riotous  conduct,  disturb  the  quiet  arid  peace 
of  said  village.  All  persons  who  shall  willfully  give,  or 
assist  in  giving  a  false  alarm  of  fire.  All  persons  who 
shall  use  any  vulgar,  profane  or  obscene  lauguage,  or 
conduct,  in  any  street  or  public  place  in  said  village. 
All  persons  who  shall  sell  strong  and  spirit ous  liquors 
and  wines,  Without  license  in  said  village.  All  person* 
who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  td  report  Cases  of  a  cotf-* 
tagious  or  pestilential  disease,  in  pursuance  of  the  re* 
gulations  of  the  board  of  health.  All  persons  who  shall 
be  guilty  of  immoderate  driving  or  racing  horses  in 
Baid  village.  All  persons  who  shall  have  incited  or  in- 
duced dogs  to  fight,  in  any  street  or  public  place  in  said 
village,  or  who  shall  permit  any  unmuzzled,  ferocious 
or  vicious  dog  to  be  at  large  in  any  such  street  or  pub- 
gjnJUjj!  lie  place.  All  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of,  or  shall 
use  any  threatening,  abusive  or  insulting  language,  or 
behavior  with  intent  to  provoke  a  breach  of  the  peace, 
or  whereby  a  breach  of  the  peace  may  be  occasioned. 
Som?*  AH  persons  who  shall,  by  blowing  horns,  hallooing  or 
otherwise  make  loud  noises  tending  to  disturb  the  quiet 
of  the  people  without  just  cause.  All  persons  who  shall 
willfully  break,  mar,  injure  or  deface  any  building, 
fence*  awning,  sign,  signboard,  tree,  shrubbery,  or  other 
thing,  or  any  of  the  public  property  of  said  village*. 
All  persons  who  shall  remove  from  or  pile  up  before 
any  door  or  on  any  sidewalk,  or  street,  boxes,  casks  or 
other  things  for  the  purpose  of  annoyance  or  mischief, 
or  who  shall  willfully  tear  down,  destroy  or  miitilate 
any  notice  or  handbill  lawfully  posted  up  in  said  vil-

Throwing  ink  or  other  liquid  or  any  paint,  missile  or  thing, 
lnk-  upon  or  against  any  building  oi4  fence,  or  through  any 

Neglect  or  window  in  said  village.  All  persons  who  shall  aban- 
otm "rtber ^on  ^  ne8lec*  to  provide  for  their  families.  All  per- 
maSfwho er  sons  who  at  the  time  of  any  fire  in  said  village  shall  be 
pf^£hui,,  Kuitty  of  any  insubordination  or  any  disorderly  Con- 
duct, or  shall  attempt  to  obstruct  the  operations  of  the 
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fire  department  or  to  excite  insubordination  in  others, 
or  shall  willfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey,  or  attempt 
to  prevent  or  obstruct  the  executiofi  of  the  orders  of  the 
proper  officers,  shall  be  deemed  and  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  disorderly  persons,  and  shall  be  proceeded  against 
and  punished  accordingly,  and  any  person  charged  with 
any  offence  specified  in  this  section,  which  is  by  existing 
law  a  crime  or  misdemeanor,  may  be  proceeded  against 
under  the  present  or  existing  provisions  of  law,  or  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§69.  All  actions  brought  to  recover  any  penalty  or  JJJjJJ*

charge  for  an  offence  committed  or  supposed  to  have

suspicious  persons,  houses  of  ill-fame,  gaming  houses 
and  all  places  where  idlers,  tipplers,  gamblers  or  other 
disorderly  or  suspicious  persons  may  frequent  or  con- 
gregate, and  to  perform  such  other  duties,  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  directors  or  president  of  the  village  may 
prescribe  or  direct.

found  by  them  committing  any  crime,  misdemeanor  or 
breach  of  the  peace,  or  violating  any  of  the  ordinances 
or  by-laws  of  said  village,  and  shall  have  power,  while 
in  pursuit  or  search  of  any  such  person,  to  enter  or 
cause  to  be  entered,  with  or  without  process,  any  build- 
ing or  place  in  said  village.  Every  person  so  arrested 
shall  be  taken  forthwith  before  the  police  justice  or 
the  justice  of  the  peace,  as  herein  provided.

Chap.  146. 

AN  ACT  for  the  preservation  of  Game  in  the 
counties  of  Suffolk  and  Queens,  Long  Island. 

Passed  April  8,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  kill,  or  pursue  with  intent  n©p«»<» 
to  kill,  or  drive  with  hounds,  any  wild  %deer  or  fawn  £££**' 
during  any  month  of  the  year  except  November,  nor**0*6, 
shall  have  in  his  or  her  possession  any  green  deer  or 
fawn  skin,  or  any  fresh  deer  or  fawn,  or  fresh  venison, 
or  expose  for  sale  any  fresh  venison  in  said  counties  of 
Suffolk  and  Queens,  Long  Island,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty-five  dollars  fine  for  each  and  every  deer  or  fawn 
so  killed,  and  for  fresh  venison  so  exposed  for  sale  or 
had  in  possession,  except  in  the  month  of  November. 

§  2.  No  person  or  persons  in  said  counties  of  Suffolk  woodcock, 
and  Queens  shall  kill  or  have  in  possession  any  wood-*0' 
cock,  partridge,  or  any  quail  (sometimes  called  Virginia 
partridge)  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  tenth 
day  of  October,  under  a  penalty  of  two  dollars  fine  for 
each  and  every  such  woodcock,  partridge  or  quail  killed    , 
or  had  in  possession. 

§  3.  No  person  or  persons  shall  kill  any  prairie  fowlGro,Ma-

birds  of  the  species  of  woodpecker,  or  other  harmless 
bird,  nor  shall  any  person  or  persons  kill,  cage,  or  trap, 
any  bobolink  or  robin  between  the  first  day  of  February 
and  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year,  under  a  fine 
of  fifty  cents  for  each  bird  so  killed,  caged,  or  trapped.

The  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Hempstead, 
in  the  county  of  Queens,  is  hereby  authorized  to  release 
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and  quit-claim  in  writing,  for  a  nominal  pecuniary  con- 
sideration, to  William  H.  Dannat,  of  the  village  of 
Hempstead,  in  said  town,  and  to  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  said  town,  of,  in 
and  to  all  the  lands  that  were  claimed  and  fenced  in  on 
the  third  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  ad- 
joining the  Burleigh  farm,  so  called,  in  the  village  of 
Hempstead,  situated  at  the  southeast  corner  of  said 
farm,  including  the  pond  known  as  Burleigh  pond, 
and  bounded  on  the  east  by  Franklin  street,  south  by 
the  Hempstead  and  Jamaica  plank  road,  and  west  and 
north  by  said  farm.

AN  ACT  to  increase  the  number  of  directors 
of  the  Richmond  County  Gas  Light  Com- 
pany. 

Passed  April  8, 1861.

Passed  April  8,  1861.

gate ten  thousand  dollars,  as  may  be  necessary  to  aid

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Monroe  County  Savings  In- 
stitution/' passed  April  eight,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty. 

Passed  April  8,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorh  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  six  of  the  act  to  incorporate  the  oqeet  of 
Monroe  county  savings  institution,  passed  April  eight,  ^f 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows,  viz :  The  general  business  and  object  of 
the  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  be  to  receive  on 
deposit  such  sums  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  offered 
therefor    by  tradesmen,  clerks,    mechanics,  laborers, 
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minors,  servants,  and  others,  and  investing  the  same  in 
the  securities  or  stocks  of  this  state  or  of  the  United 
States,  or  in  the  stocks  or  bonds  of  any  city  authorised 
to  be  issued  by  the  legislature  of  this  state,  or  in  the 
bonds  of  the  county  of  Monroe,  issued  in  pursuance  of 
law,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  is  authorized  by  this 
act,  for  the  use,  interest,  and  advantage  of  the  said  de- 
positors and  their  legal  representatives*  And  the  said 
corporation  shall  receive  as  deposits,  from  persons  of 
the  descriptions  above  mentioned,  all  sums  of  money 
which  may  be  offered  for  the  purpose  of  being  invested 
as  aforesaid,  but  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  from  any  individual,  which  shall,  as  soon  aa 
practicable,  be  invested  accordingly,  and  shall  be  re- 
paid to  such  depositor  when  required,  at  such  times, 
with  such  interest,  and  under  such  regulations  as  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe ;

The  expenses  of 
publication  shall  be  included  in  such  assessment. 

§  8.  If  any  of  said  assessments  shall  remain  unpaid  ^JJUSJ*™11* 
after  the  expiration  of  the  last  day  for  receiving  the 
same,  pursuant  to  such  notice,  the  said  commissioners 
shall  proceed  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion to  give  public  notice  that  they  will,  on  a  certain  day, 
sell  so  much  and  such  parcels  of  said  land  on  which  said 
assessments  have  not  been  paid,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
pay  the  amount  so  remaining  unpaid  on  said  assessment, 
together  with  the  expenses  of  such  sale  and  notice,  and 
shall  on  the  day,  and  at  the  place  appointed,  sell  the 
same  to  the  highest  bidder.  Such  notice  of  sale  shall 
be  published  six  weeks  before  the  day  of  the  sale,  and 
such  sale  may  be  made  at  the  village  of  Cicero,  or  in 
the  city  of  Syracuse,  in  the  discretion  of  the  commis- 
sioners.

AN  ACT  to  protect  the  Croton  aqueduct  from 
injury  during  the  progress  of  any  work  jre?- 
quired  for  its  improvement  and  enlargement. 

Passed  April  8,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  Croton  aqueduct  board,  of  the  city  of 
New  Ydrk,  are  hereby  authorised  to  complete  the  im- 
provements at  the  aqueduct  bridge,  over  the  Harlem 
river,  otherwise  than  by  contract, and  also  to  perform  all 
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work  which  may  become  necessary  at  the  gate  houses 
or  in  the  masonry  of  the  aqueduct  for  repairs  or  im- 
provements,  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  said  board, 
such  work  involves  a  risk  of  the  daily  flow  of  water  into 
the  city. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap*  155. 

AN  ACT  to  enable  the  supervisor  of  the  town 
of  Ellisburgh,  in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  to 
borrow  money. 

Passed  April  8, 1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorh  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Ellisburgh, 
in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  is  hereby  authorized  to 
borrow,  on  the  credit  of  said  town,  of  the  comptroller 
of  the  state  of  New  York,  or  any  other  person  or  per- 
sons, the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose 
of  building  a  bridge  at  Woodville,  in  said  town,  and 
rebuilding  and  repairing  other  bridges  in  said  town,  the 
money  borrowed  to  be  paid  over  by  the  supervisor  to 
the  commissioners  of  highways  of  said  town,  to  be 
expended  by  them  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned. 

§2.  The  comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  to  loan 
said  sum  to  Baid  supervisor  out  of  any  moneys  belong* 
ing  to  the  common  school  fund,  on  receiving  the 
security  hereinafter  specified. 

§  3.  The  supervisor  of  said  town  is  authorized  to 
execute  his  official  bond  to  said  comptroller,  or  to  such 
other  person  or  persons  as  Bhall  make  such  loan,  con- 
ditioned for  the  payment  thereof  in  four  equal  annual 
instalments,  with  annual  interest.  In  case  such  loan  is 
made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  said  county  of  Jefferson,  annually  to  raise  by  tax, 
on  the  taxable  property  of  said  town,  at  the  same  time 
the  county  tax  is  raised,  such  sum  as  shall  be  sufficient 
to  pay  each  instalment  of  said  loan  as  the  same  shall 
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become  due,  with  th?  annual  interest  on  the  whole  sum 
remaining  unpaid,  until  the  whole  sum  and  interest 
shall  be  paid ;  and  the  amount  so  annually  raised  shall 
be  paid  to  said  supervisor  or  his  successors  in  office, 
and  shall  be  applied  in  payment  of  said  instalments  and 
interest.

hereby  changed  from  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  to  the 
first  Tuesday  of  April  in  each  and  every  year ;  and  the 
first  election  of  officers  under  this  section,  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  next. 
poUoejMt-  §  2.  The  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  town  of  Kin- 
1C6B*  derhook  and  resident  in  said  village  shall  be,  and  they 

are  hereby  constituted,  ex-officio,  police  justices  for 
said  village  of  Kinderhook  ;  and  shall  possess  and  may 
execute  in  said  village,  all  the  powers  conferred  upon 
the  police  justices  of  the  village  of  Valatie,  as  author- 
ized by  the  act,  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-five 
(195),  passed  on  the  sixth  day  of  April,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty  ;  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  same  fees  as  provided  in  said  act.

The  trustees  of  said  village  are  hereby  authoriz- 
ed to  provide  a  lock-up  or  temporary  jail,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  corporation  of  said  village,  which  expense 
shall  be  defrayed  by  tax  upon  said  village  for  the  safe 
keeping  and  confinement  of  prisoners,  and  any  police 

{'ustice,  constituted  as  such  by  virtue  of  this  act,  is  here- 
>y  authorized  to  commit  to  said  lock-up  or  jail,  or  to 
the  Columbia  county  jail,  at  his  election,  all  culprits  or 
criminal  offenders  whose  term  of  imprisonment  shall 
not  exceed  ten  days ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  trustees  of  said  village  to  provide  proper  sustenance 
or  maintenance  for  all  persons  confined  in  said  lock-up 
or  temporary  jail,  at  the  expense  of  said  village  ;  and 
any  police  justice  resident  in  said  village  may  commit 
to  be  confined  in  said  lock-up  any  person  for  safe  keep- 
ing who  may  be  brought  before  him  charged  with  crime 
pending  the  examination  or  trial  of  such  person,  or 
during  any  adjournment,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
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testimony  or  otherwise,  for  a  time  not  excesdhjg  fire 
days. 

§  7.  The  affidavit  of  the  printer  who  pubftshea'atoy 
ordinance  or  ordinances  passed  by  the  trustees  bft  said 
village  and  of  the  person  who  posts*  such  ordinance  :or 
ordinances  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  bHIin- 
ance  or  ordinances  has  been  published  and  poBtetHas

The  ^People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows*

Section  1  James  Beeman,  Stephen  Daley  and  Mat- 
thias Van  Hoftsen,  of  the  town  of  Preble,  in  the  county 
of  Cortland,  shall  be  commissioners  for  the  purpose  of 
draining  the  wet  lands  situated  on  lots  numbers  seventy- 
seven,  seventy-eight,  eighty-seven  and  eighty-eight  in 
the  town  of  Preble,  in  the  county  of  Cortland,  by  re- 
moving the  floodwood,  sandbars  and  other  obstructions 
in  the  Tioughnioga  river,  between  the  stone  bridge 
crossing  said  river  near  the  dwelling  house  of  R.  S.  Van 
Hoesen  on  lot  number  eighty-eight  and  the  north  line 
of  lots  numbers  seventy-seven  and  seventy-eight  in  said 
town,  and  shall  cause  an  open  ditch  to  be  constructed 
of  sufficient  capacity  in  their  opinion,  with  so  many 
lateral  ditches  as  may  be  necessary  in  their  judgment  to 
properly  drain  said  lands.  The  work  provided  for  in

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  fifty-third  section  of  the 
Code  of  Procedure,  entitled  "  Of  courts  of 
justices  of  the  peace," 

Passed  April  8,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly \  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  fifty-three  of  the  code  of  pro- 
cedure, entitled  "  Of  courts  of  justices  of  the  peace," 
shall  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
JJPjJJgJy1      §  63.  Justices  of  the  peace  shall  have  civil  jurisdiction 
of  th»        in  the  following  actions,  and  no  others ;  excepting  as  in 
the  second  section  it  is  provided: 

1.  In  actions  arising  on  contracts  for  the  recovery  of 
money,  only  if  the  sum  claimed  does  not  exceed  two 
hundred  dollars. 

2.  An  action  for  damages  for  an  injury  to  the  person 
or  real  property,  or  for  taking,  detaining  or  injuring 
personal  property,  if  the  damages  claimed  do  not  ex- 
ceed two  hundred  dollars. 

3.  An  action  for  a  penalty  not  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred dollars. 

4.  An  action  commenced  by  attachment  of  property 
as  now  provided  by  statute,  if  the  debt  or  damages 
claimed  do  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars. 

5.  An  action  upon  bond  conditioned  for  the  payment 
of  money,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  though 
the  penalty  exceed  that  sum,  the  judgment  to  be  given 
for  the  sum  actually  due.  Where  the  payments  are  to 
be  made  by  instalments,  an  action  may  be  brought  for 
each  instalment  as  it  becomes  due. 

6.  An  action  upon  a  surety  bond  taken  by  them, 
though  the  penalty  or  amount  claimed  exceed  two  hun- 
dred dollars. 

7.  An  action  upon  a  judgment  rendered  in  a  court  of 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  by  a  justice,  or  other  inferior 
court  in  a  city  where  such  action  is  not  prohibited  by 
section  seventy-one. 

8.  To  take  and  enter  judgment  on  the  confession  of  & 
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defendant,  where  the  amount  confessed  shall  not  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  article 
eight,  title  four,  chapter  two,  of  part  three  of  the  re- 
vised statutes. 

©.  An  action  for  damages  for  fraud  in  the  sale,  pur- 
chase or  exchange  of  personal  property,  if  the  damages 
claimed  do  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars. 

§  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  repeal, 
impair,  modify  or  in  any  manner  affect  chapter  one 
hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  section 
fifty-three  of  the  code  of  procedure,  and  to  extend  the 
jurisdiction  of  justices9  courts,  and  provide  for  proceed- 
ings therein,"  passed  March  thirtieth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Foughkeepsie 
Gymnasium. 

Passed  April  8,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  :• 

Section  1.  James  Bowne,  G.  C.  Burnap,  George  W.  o«pc«i«ii 
Sterling,  George  Innis,  Joseph  C.  Harris,  Henry  D. 
Myres,  Robert  Slee,  John  W.  Davies,  Oliver  H.  Booth, 
A.  B.  Smith,  Stephen  M.  Buckingham,  and  John  F.  Hull, 
and  their  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted 
a.  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the 
"  Poughkeepsie  Gymnasium,"  to  be  located  in  the  city 
of  Poughkeepsie,  and  by  that  name  they  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  any  court 
whatsoever ;  the  object  of  this  corporation  being  to 
provide  for  the  physical  education  of  our  youth  and 
citizens. 

§  2.  Such  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase,  J^JX,,. 
bold  mortgage  and  convey  real  estate  for  the  purposes

nrwtaMBot     §3.  The  trustees  of  said  corporation  shall  not,  as 
i«j  far  mt.  such,  directly  or  indirectly  receive  any  payment  or 
TkMa        emolument  for  their  services ;  and  at  their  first  meeting 
they  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  president,  and 
another  as  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  one  year,  and  until  others  are  elected 
in  their  places,  and  perform  the  duties  indicated  by 
their  respective  name  of  office. 
cjMtftai  §  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be 

five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty 
five  dollars  each,  with  power  to  the  stockholders,  to 
increase  the  said  capital  stock,  in  like  shares,  to  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  such  way  and  manner  as  the 
trustees  shall  provide. 
Gmton*.  §  5.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  such  cor- 
**  poration  to  allow,  suffer  or  permit  any  gambling,  bet- 

ting, or  gaming  of  any  kind  in  the  gymnasium  building, 
or  on  the  premises  of  such  corporation ;  or  permit  any 
intoxicating  liquor  or  beverage  to  be  sold  or  drank  on 
the  premises ;  and  upon  any  and  every  violation  of  this 
section,  the  stockholders  owning  a  majority  of  the  stock 
shall  have  the  right  to  order  a  new  election,  and  upon 
such  new  election,  the  office  of  such  trustee  or  trustees, 
permitting  such  violation,  shall  become  vacant,  and  such 
trustee  shall  further  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  each  and  every  violation  of  this  section,  or 
any  part  thereof,  to  be  recovered  by  said  corporation 
in  an  ordinary  action. 
Tflgjflffi  $  6.  The  said  trustees,  on  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
.dollars  of  the  stock  being  taken,  shall  meet,  divide 
themselves  into  three  classes,  and  determine  by  lot  their 
term- of  office;  the  first  class  shall  hold  their  offices 
three  years,  the  second  two,  and  the  third  one  year,  and

Chap.  160. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act  entitled  "An  act  in 
relation  to  the  Grosvenor  Library,  of  the  city 
of  Buffalo,"  passed  April  11,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-nine. 

Passed  April  8,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  second  section  of  the  act  in  relation 
to  the  Grosvenor  library  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  is  here- 
by amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  2.  The  said  library  shall  be  known  as  the 
Grosvenor  library,  and  the  affairs  of  said  library  shall 
be  managed  by  three  trustees  to  be  appointed  by  the 
common  council  of  said  city,  upon  the  nomination  of 
the  mayor  thereof;  they  shall  hold  their  office  for  the 
term  of  five  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  appoint* 
ed,  and  shall  not  receive  any  compensation ;  they  shall 
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take  the  charge  and  possession  of  the  money  mentioned 
in  the  first  section,  and  of  all  other  funds  of  said  library, 
and  shall  carry  out  and  execute  the  intention  of  the  said 
testator ;  they  shall  not  furnish  any  of  the  books  be- 
longing to  said  library  to  be  used  out  of  the  library 
building  of  said  library ;  they  may  make  all  proper  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  management  of  the  said  library, 
and  the  protection  of  its  property,  and  impose  reason- 
able penalties  for  the  violation  thereof.  No  instrument, 
receipt,  discharge,  or  other  act,  shall  be  valid  unless 
done  by  all  of  the  trustees  then  in  office,  or  under  an  au- 
thority, in  writing,  signed  by  all  of  them.  They  may 
transact  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  said  library,  take 
and  hold  real  estate  necessary  for  the  use  of  said  library, 
not  to  exceed  in  value  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or 
which  may  be  given  to  said  library,  take  bonds  and 
mortgages  and  obligations  and  other  securities,  not  to 
exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  maintain  ac- 
tions in  the  name  of  "  the  trustees  of  the  Grosvenor 
library." 

§  -•  The  third  section  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  3.  The  common  council  may  provide  the  said  trus- 
tees with  the  funds  for  defraying  the  expense  of  the 
necessary  fuel,  lights,  librarian  and  assistants,  and  to 
keep  the  library  building  insured  and  in  repair,  and  for 
this  purpose  may  raise,  as  a  part  of  the  general  annual 
tax,  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars  in  any 
one  year.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  fellows: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  ofLuditob* 
New  York  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  toJSShoM*. 
acquire  and  take,  for  the  purposes  of  building  a  court 
house  thereon,  such  lands  and  premises,  in  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York,  as  they,  the  said  board  of  supervis- 
ors, may  deem  necessary  for  said  purpose. 

§2.  The  said  board  of  supervisors  may  present  a  petition  to 
petition  to  the  supreme  court,  at  any  special  term  held  JXJJS©, 
m  the  first  judicial  district,  praying  for  the  appointment

dred and  fifty-seven,  and  the  flooding  of  the  said  lands, 
mills,  mill  machinery,  water  power  or  other  property  in

the  work  progresses  (but  not  oftener  than  once  in  each 
month),  seventy  per  cent  of  the  estimated  value  of  the 
work  actually  done  under  said  contract,  until  the  same 
shall  be  completed.  The  estimate  of  the  value  of  any 
such  work  shall  be  signed  by  the  surveyor  in  charge 
and  also  by  the  street  commissioner  or  his  deputy,  or 
the  head  of  any  other  department  having  the  matter 
in  charge,  and  approved  by  the  mayor,  and  upon  the 
final  completion  of  any  contract  and  the  filing  of  the 
certificate  of  completion,  signed  by  the  officers  above 
named,  the  comptroller  shall,  within  thirty  days  there- 
after, pay  to  the  contractor  or  his  assigns,  the  balance 
of  the  amount  due  under  his  said  contract. 
AsMnrnent  §  7.  For  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  money  re- 
bond*.  quired  to  make  the  payments  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  the  mayor,  comptroller  and  city  clerk 
of  said  city  of  Brooklyn  are  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
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rected,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary,  to  issue, 
under  the  city  seal,  assessment  bonds,  payable  at  or 
before  the  expiration  of  three  years,  with  interest  not 
exceeding  seven  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi- 
annually, which  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  at  not  less  than 
par,  and  the  proceeds  shall  be  used  according  to  pro- 
visions of  section  six  of  this  act,  and  for  no  other  pur- 
pose. 

§  8.  The  amounts  collected  from  any  and  all  assess- 
ments levied  and  confirmed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  together  with  all  defaults  and  interest  on  the

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comptroller  of  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  forthwith  to  ascertain  and  report  to  the 
commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  said  city  the  total 
amount  of  all  assessment  certificates  heretofore  issued 
to  contractors  and  others  for  and  on  account  of  any 
contract  for  which  an  assessment  has  been  levied  and 
confirmed,  and  which  certificates  or  any  part  thereof 
are  still  due  and  unpaid  together  with  the  interest 
which  has  accrued  thereon,  said  commissioners  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  fix  and  determine 
the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  due  on  each  of 
said  certificates,  and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  com- 
mon council  of  said  city,  and  upon  receiving  the  report 
above  named,  the  common  council  shall  within  thirty 
days  thereafter  by  resolution,  direct  the  mayor,  comp- 
troller and  city  clerk,  to  issue  under  the  city  seal,  bonds 
for  the  amount  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  cer- 
tificates above  named,  payable  in  not  less  than  thirty 
nor  more  than  forty  years  from  their  date,  with  interest 
at  seven  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually ; 
which  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  at  not  less  than  par,  and 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  the  comp- 
troller shall  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  cer- 
tificates. 

§  10.  The  amount  of  all  assessments  for  local  im- 
provements in  said  city  remaining  unpaid,   and  on 
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account  of  which  any  of  the  certificates  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  section  shall  have  been  issued,  together 
with  all  defaults  and  interest  due  and  to  grow  due  on 
said  unpaid  assessments  are  hereby  specially  appropri- 
ated and  set  apart  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest  of  the  bonds  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion ;  and  the  amounts  when  received  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  for  the  re- 
demption of  said  bonds,  and  in  case  of  any  error  or 
irregularity  in  any  of  the  proceedings  relative  to  said 
assessments  which  may  hinder  and  delay  the  collection 
thereof,  the  common  council  are  hereby  authorized  to 
correct  such  error  or  irregularity  and  to  issue  new 
warrants  for  the  collection  of  the  same. 

§  11.  In  any  case  where  an  assessment  for  a  local 
improvement  in  said  city  has  been  heretofore  levied 
and  confirmed  and  the  whole  or  a  part  of  whioh  re- 
mains unpaid,  the  common  council  of  said  city  shall 
have  power  (if  they  shall  be  satisfied  that  injustice  has 
heretofore  been  done  to  the  parties  assessed)  to  direct 
a  new  assessment  to  be  levied  for  the  amount  remain- 
ing unpaid  with  the  interest  thereon ;  and  they  may 
enlarge  and  extend  the  district  heretofore  assessed  as 
they  may  deem  just  and  equitable,  and  the  board  of  as- 
sessors in  levying  and  apportioning  said  new  assess- 
ment shall  credit  all  parties  who  may  have  paid  the 
previous  assessment  with  the  amount  so  paid  by  them 
respectively.  And  their  property  shall  be  liable  only 
for  the  balance,  if  any,  of  the  new  assessment  over  and 
above  the  amount  so  paid  by  them  respectively,  and  all 
proceedings  for  levying,  confirming  and  collecting  said 
new  assessment  shall  be  as  is  now  provided  by  law.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  au- 
thorize the  formation  of  corporations  for  man- 
ufacturing, mining,  mechanical,  or  chemical 
purposes,"  passed  February  seventeenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight. 

Passed  April  12,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-six  of  the  act  entitled 
*'  An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  corporations  for 
manufacturing,  mining,  mechanical  or  chemical  pur- 
poses," passed  February  seventeenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  forty-eight,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Every  corporation  created  under  this  act  shall  possess 
the  general  powers  and  privileges  and  be  subject  to  the 
liabilities  and  restrictions  contained  in  title  third,  chap- 
ter eighteen  of  the  first  part  of  the  revised  statutes, 
and  the  provisions  of  section  six,  article  first,  title  two, 
chapter  thirteen  of  the  first  part  of  the  revised  statutes, 
shall  apply  to  every  such  corporation. 

§  2.  No  company  organized  under  the  provisions  of 
said  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  corporations  for 
manufacturing,  mining,  mechanical  or  chemical  pur- 
poses shall  be  deemed  or  taken  to  have  a  principal  office 
or  place  for  transacting  its  financial  concerns  other  than 
that  at  which  the  operations  of  said  company  are  car- 
ried on,  unless  within  the  month  of  May  in  each  year 
the  president  and  treasurer,  or  a  majority  of  the  trus- 
tees shall  make  duplicate  certificates  stating  the  amount 
of  the  then  capital  of  said  company,  and  the  portion  of 
such  capital  not  invested  in  real  estate,  and  stating  that 
such  company  then  has  a  principal  office  for  transacting 
its  financial  concerns  in  a  county  other  than  that  in 
which  the  operations  of  said  company  are  carried  on, 
stating  the  town  or  city  and  county  in  which  such  finan- 
cial office  is  located,  and  that  the  president  and  treasu- 
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rer,  and  a  majority  of  the  trustees  of  said  company  are 
then  actually  residents  of  the  town  or  city  in  which 
such  financial  office  is  then  located,  which  duplicate  cer- 
tificates shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  persons 
making  the  same  and  filed,  the  oae  in  the  clerk's  office 
of  the  county  where  the  operations  of  said  company  are 
carried  on,  and  the  other  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county 
in  which  such  financial  office  shall  be.  And  in  case 
in  any  year  such  duplicate  certificates  shall  be  made  and 
filed  as  aforesaid,  then  during  the  year  succeeding  the 
first  day  of  June  next  after  the  filing  of  such  certificates, 
the  personal  estate  of  such  company  shall  be  assessed 
only  in  the  town  or  ward  named  in  said  certificates,  as 
that  in  which  such  financial  office  is  located.

Chap.  171. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  holding  a  special  meet* 
ing  in  the  village  of  Middleport,  and  trans- 
acting business  thereat. 

Passed  April  12,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  village  of  Middle- 
port,  in  the  county  of  Niagara,  qualified  to  vote  for 
village  officers  in  said  village,  or  sueh  of  them  as  may 
assemble  for  that  purpose,  are  hereby  authorized  to 
hold  a  special  meeting  for  the  election  of  trustees  and 
other  officers,  and  transaction  of  other  business  apper- 
taining to  said  village,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  Anril, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  at  the  place 
where  the  last  annual  meeting  of  said  village  was  held, 
and  all  acts,  votes  and  resolutions  done,  taken  or  pass- 
ed at  said  special  meeting  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  though  the  same  had  been  done,  taken  and 
passed  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  inhabitants 
of  said  village  held  for  the  election  of  village  officers. 
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§  2.  Milton  Seaman,  William  S.  Penn,  Jonas  P.  Lane, 
Andrew  J.  Baker  and  Benjamin  A.  Son  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  hold  such  meeting  and  perform  the  acts  of 
trustees  at  such  meeting,  the  same  as  if  they  were  trus- 
tees of  said  village. 

§  3.  The  officers  elected  at  the  special  meeting  au- 
thorized by  this  act  shall  hold  their  offices  untU  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  said  village,  and  until  others 
are  elected  to  fill  their  places. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  172. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  against  mutilation  of  the 
records  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

Passed  April  12,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  city 
and  county  of  New  York,  and  of  the  register  of  said 
county,  to  assign  one  or  more  suitable  persons  in  their 
respective  offices  to  have  the  custody  of  the  records  in 
said  offices  during  office  hours,  by  whom,  or  in  whose 
presence,  under  the  direction  of  said  clerk  and  register, 
respectively,  all  examinations  of  such  records  shall  be 
made ;  such  persons,  however,  shall  be  paid  by  such 
clerk  and  register,  respectively,  and  not  by  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York. 

§  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Chap.  173. 


AN  ACT  for  the  preservation  of  Fish  in  Canan- 
daigua  Lake  and  the  inlet  thereof,  lying 
within  the  counties  of  Ontario  and  Yates. 

Passed  April  12,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorky  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly  >  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  take,  catch,  or  procure,  in  or  from  Canandai- 
gua  lake,  or  the  inlet  thereof,  lying  within  the  counties 
of  Ontario  and  Yates,  any  fish,  with  or  by  means  of  any 
seine,  gill-net,  or  other  net. 

§  2.  No  person  shall  knowingly  sell  or  offer  for  sale, 
any  fish  caught  in  or  from  said  lake  or  inlet  thereof, 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  ana  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  knowingly 
to  purchase  any  fish  so  taken  in  or  from  said  lake  or 
inlet. 

§  3.  Whoever  shall  violate  any  or  either  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  shall  also  be  subject  to  a  penalty  for  each 
offence  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty-five 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  a  civil  action,  with  costs,  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

§  4.  Any  person  may  bring  or  prosecute  an  action  in 
his  own  name  for  the  recovery  of  the  fines  or  penalties 
imposed  by  this  act,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of 
either  of  said  counties,  upon  first  giving  to  such  justice 
of  the  peace  security  for  costs,  satisfactory  to  such  jus- 
tice, in  case  he  shall  fail  to  recover  ;  and  in  case  of  a 
recovery,  the  amount  thereof,  when  collected,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  court  before  which  such  action  shall  be 
prosecuted,  together  with  the  costs  of  such  suit.  The 
court  before  which  such  action  was  brought  shall  certi- 
fy the  reasonable  costs  and  expenses  thereof,  and  pay 
the  same  out  of  the  moneys  so  received,  and  shall  pay 
the  residue  thereof,  if  any,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  coun- 
ty in  which  such  action  is  brought,  for  the  support  of 
the  poor  of  said  county. 
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§  6.  All  laws  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

$  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  one,  chapter  five 
hundred  and  six,  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-one. 

Passed  April  12,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  five  hundred  and 
six,  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

The  canal  board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  hear  and  determine  the  claim  of  the  city  of  Rochester 
to  aid  from  the  state  in  reconstructing  the  eewer  in 
Piatt  street,  which  it  is  alleged  has  been  rendered  in- 
adequate to  carry  off  the  increased  quantity  of  water 
which  is  thrown  into  it,  by  reason  of  the  construction 
of  the  Genesee  Valley  canal  and  the  enlargement  of 
the  Erie  canal ;  and  in  case  the  said  board  shall  be  of 
opinion  that  the  state  is  clearly  liable  in  this  respect, 
then  in  their  discretion  to  award  such  sum  to  said  city 
of  Rochester  as  shall  be  equal  to  one-half  the  cost  of 
reconstructing  said  sewer ;  but  not  to  exceed  the  sum 
of  thirty-five  hundred  dollars. 
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Chap.  175. 


AN  ACT  to  repeal  the  charter  of  the  Westfield 
and  Clymer  Plank  Road  Company,  and  the 
Westfield  and  Sherman  Plank  Road  Com- 
pany. 

Passed  April  12,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Alterably,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  charter  of  the  Westfield  and  Clymer 
plank  road  company,  and  what  is  known  as  the  Westfield 
and  Sherman  plank  road  company,  is  hereby  repealed, 
and  the  franchises  of  the  said  road  shall  revert  to  the 
several  towns  through  which  the  same  passes,  and  the 
commissioners  of  highways  of  the  said  several  towns 
shall  have  authority  to  take  possession  of  the  same,  and 
the  said  road  shall  be  worked  and  used  as  other  high- 
ways are,  in  said  towns. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  and  empower  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  the  county  of  Greene  to 
divide  and  apportion  certain  excise  moneys 
among  the  several  towns  of  said  county. 

Passed  April  12,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Greene, 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  at  each  an- 
nual session,  to  divide  and  apportion  among  each  town 
of  said  county  as  they  may  deem  right  and  just,  all  aur- 
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pins  excise  moneys  remaining  in  the  treasury  of  said 
county,  after  deducting  what  is  necessary  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  poor  in  said  county,  and  also  the  ten  per 
cent  for  the  state  inebriate  asylum. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  177. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  Auditor  of  the 
Canal  Department. 

Passed  April  12,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly \  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  the  £****, 
canal  department  to  pay  into  the  treasury,  all  moneys  EtotiM 
now  held  by  him  in  trust  for  the  people  of  this  state,  t^MiU,y,*0• 
and  the  several  contractors  for  repairs  on  the  canals  of 
this  state,  to  whom  repair  contracts  have  been  awarded 
by  the  contracting  board,  and  shall  also  pay  into  the 
treasury  all  such  moneys  as  may  hereafter  come  into  his 
hands  to  Be  held  as  security  for  the  performance  by  a 
contractor  of  a  repair  contract,  and  the  moneys  so  paid 
into  the  treasury  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from 
other  moneys  and  funds  belonging  to  this  state,  and  shall 
be  known  and  denominated  as  the  "  repair  trust  fund." 

§  2.  The  moneys  so  paid  into  the  treasury  by  the  saidffEvIiSd 
anditor,  shall  be  invested,  and  the  interest  on  such  in-  Jj^JSoJ1-* 
-vestments  shall  also  be  invested  by  the  commissioners  of  «o*i Wri- 
the canal  fund,  in  the  same  manner  as  now  provided  by 
law  in  respect  to  the  surplus  revenues  of  the  canal  fund, 
but  the  sum  of  money  deposited  by  each  contractor  with 
the  auditor  and  paid  into  the  treasury,  sha\l  be  invested 
separately  from  the  moneys  deposited  by  other  con- 
tractors, so  as  that  the  same  may  be  distinctly  known 
and  appear  on  the  books  of  the  canal  department,  and 
in  the  proceedings  of  the  commissioners  of  the  canal 
fund. 

§3.  Whenever  any  contractor  or  contractors  or  his^JJSiSSi 
or  their  assignee  or  assignees  fail  to  perform  his  or  to  perform 
31*  m**.90** 
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their  contract,  and  the  same  shall  be  declared  for- 
feited or  abaudoned,  the  moneys  so  deposited  by  such 
defaulting  contractor  or  contractors  or  his  or  their  as* 
signee  or  assignees  with  accumulations  thereon  shall 
be  transferred  from  the  said  trust  fund  to  the  canal  fund 
and  thereafter  held  as  a  part  of  that  fund  ;  and  when- 
ever any  contract,  for  the  performance  of  which  any 
deposit  has  been  or  is  made  as  security,  shall  be  fully 
executed  and  performed,  the  sum  or  sums  so  deposited 
with  the  accumulations  thereon  shall  be  repaid  to  such 
depositor  on  the  warrant  of  the  auditor,  on  the  produc- 
tion to  him  of  the  draft  of  the  canal  commissioner  in 
charge  of  the  section  or  work  under  contract 
T«rm  of  of.  §  4.  The  auditor  of  the  canal  department  shall  hold 
flotof.udiujrig  office  for  the  term  of  three  years.  He  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars, 
commencing  on  the  first  day  of  October  last,  in  respect 
to  the  present  incumbent,  to  be  paid  monthly  out  of  the 
canal  fund. 

§  5.  The  said  auditor  may  designate  one  of  his  clerks 
as  deputy  auditor,  who,  in  case  of  the  sickness  or  ab- 
sence of  said  auditor,  may  perform  any  of  his  duties, 
except  such  duties  as  pertain  to  the  contracting  board, 
the  drawing  of  warrants  on  the  treasury,  the  auditing 
of  accounts  and  the  transferring  of  canal  fund  moneys 
from  one  depository  to  another. 

§  6.  The  said  auditor  is  hereby  authorized  to  allow 
and  pay  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars  annually,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  he  may  deem  necessary  beyond  the 
sums  now  limited  by  law,  as  a  compensation  to  the 
clerks  employed  by  him  in  the  canal  department,  but 
the  whole  sum  paid  for  clerk  hire,  in  the  department, 
in  any  one  year  shall  not  exceed  eight  thousand  dollars. 

§  7.  The  annual  report  and  statement  required  by  the 
fourteenth  section  of  the  act,  chapter  one  hundred  and 
sixty-two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
eight,  to  be  made  by  the  auditor  to  the  commissioners 
of  the  canal  fund,  shall  hereafter  be  made  to  the  legis- 
lature, and  shall  embrace  all  the  particulars  heretofore 
required  in  the  annual  report  of  the  commissioners  of 
the  canal  fund.

Section  1.  Section  twenty-seven  of  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  villages," 
passed  December  seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
seven,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  to  the  end 
thereof : 

"  And  when  the  offices  of  all  the  trustees  shall  be  va-

The  title  to  the  lot  of  land  hereinafter 
described  as  devised  by  Charles  L.  Bauer,  an  alien, 
to  Francis  Edwin  Bauer  and  Edward  Ferdinand  Baner, 
by  will  bearing  date  the  eighteenth  day  of  August,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  and  is  as  valid  and  of  the  same  legal  effect  as  if 
the  6aid  Charles  L.  Bauer,  at  the  time  said  lot  of  land 
was  conveyed  by  him  to  said  Francis  Edwin  Bauer  and

Section  1.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn are  hereby  authorized  to  open  and  lay  out,  or  take 
by  cession,  a  street  to  be  formed  by  extending  St.  Felix 
street,  in  the  line  of  its  present  direction,  northerly, 
from  Fulton  avenue  to  Dekalb  avenue ;  the  same  to  be 
fifty  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  laid  out  parallel  with  Fort 
Green  place,  and  distant  one  hundred  and  seventy  feet 
westerly  thererfrom.

Section  1.  J,  M.  Falconer,  Vincent  Coyler,  R.  W. 
Hubbard,  I.  P.  Kensett,  J.  W.  Casilear,S.  R.  Gifford, 
Louis  R.  Mignot,  Frank  W.  Ballard,  and  such  other 
persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  become  members 
of  said  society,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate 
by  the  name  of  the  Artists'  Fund  society  of  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  shall  continue  to  be  so  incorporated 
until  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
nine  hundred. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  of 
prescribing  rules  and  regulations  for  the  admission  of 
members,  and  for  expelling  them  for  non-observance  of 
its  by-laws.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  American  Church 
Missionary  Society, 

Passed  April  13,  186].

Section  1.  All  such  persons  as  now  are  or  may  here- Body  <*rp*- 
after  become  members,  life  members,  or  patrons  of  the1*16, 
American  Church  Missionary  Society,  formed  in  the  city 
of  New  York  on  the  ninth  day  of  May,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  consti- 
tuted a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Ameri- 
can Church  Missionary  Society,  for  the  purpose  and 
object  of  extending  and  promoting  the  Christian  relig- 
ion in  this  state,  within  the  United  States,  and  in  for-

Section  1.  Main  street  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn  is 
hereby  widened  from  Water  street  to  Fulton  street,  by 
taking  off  from  the  land  on  the  westerly  side,  60  that  it 
shall  be  seventy-five  feet  wide  at  the  southerly  side  of 
Water  street,  and  running  from  thence  in  a  direct  line 
to  a  point  which  is  distant  westerly  eighty  feet,  from 
the  easterly  side  of  said  Main  street,  at  the  northerly 
side  of  Prospect  street  between  James  street  and  York 
street ;  said  Main  street  shall  be  widened  by  including 
in  said  street  all  the  triangular  piece  of  land  bounded

§  2.  On  the  application  of  any  person  interested  in 
said  improvement,  the  justice  of  the  supreme  court  in 
the  second  judicial  district,  at  a  special  term  thereof,  to 
whom  such  application  may  be  made,  or  the  county 
court  of  Kings  county,  shall  appoint  three  disinterested 
persons  as  commissioners  to  estimate  the  expense  of 
said  widening,  and  assess  the  damages  therefrom  on  such 
property  as  they  may  deem  benefited  thereby  and 
thereafter.

M.  Jaycoz,  -Charles  A.  Baker,  Thomas  T.  Davis  and 
Thomas  G.  Alvord,  and  those  who  may  be  now  or  here- 
after associated  with  them,  to  lay  a  rail  road  track,  with 
the  necessary  turnouts,  in  and  through  certain  streets 
of  the  city  of  Syracuse  and  the  town  of  Geddes — com- 
mencing at  such  point  in  the  central  part  of  the  village

Syracuse,  and  the  consent  of  the  trustees  of  the  village 
of  Geddes,  as  commissioners  of  highways;  and  such 
consent  shall  not  be  given  without  the  consent  thereto 
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of  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  owners  of  property  upon 
the  streets  in  which  said  rail  road  is  to  be  constructed, 
being  first  had  and  obtained.  For  the  purpose  of  as- 
certaining what  constitutes  said  majority  in  interest, 
reference  shall  be  had  to  the  assessed  value  of  the 
whole  property  located  on  such  street  or  streets  (except 
lands  owned  by  the  state).

Section  1.  All  the  claim,  right,  title  and  interest  of 
the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York;  acquired  by 
reason  of  the  alienage  of  Augusta  Reubell,  a  resident 
of  Paris,  in  the  kingdom  of  France,  in  and  to  the  real 
estate  situate  in  the  state  of  New  York,  devised  to  her 
by  the  will  of  her  grandfather.  Augustine  H.  Lawrence, 
late  of  the  city  of  New  York,  deceased,  and  at  the  time 
of  his  death  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
are  hereby  released  to  and  vested  in  said  Augusta 
Reubell.  And  the  said  Augusta  Reubell  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  hold,  convey  and  devise 
the  same  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  if 
she  were  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

§  2.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
impair,  release  or  discharge  any  right,  claim  or  interest 
of  any  heir  at  law  or  interest  of  any  creditor,  by  way 
of  mortgage,  judgment  or  otherwise,  of  the  said  Au- 
gustine H.  Lawrence,  deceased. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Section  nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirty-six  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
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two,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following 
subdivision,  to  be  number  twenty-four  : 

The  said  trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  prohibit  and  forbid  any  person  or  persons,  to  erect  or 
cause  to  be  erected,  within  such  parts,  streets  or  dis- 
tricts of  said  village  of  Jamestown,  as  in  their  opinion 
the  public  safety  may  require,  any  wooden  or  frame 
house,  store,  shop,  stable,  barn,  or  other  building  or 
structure ;  and  the  said  trustees  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  pass  such  by-laws  and  ordinances .  as 
may  be  proper  and  necessary  in  the  premises,  and  also 
in  regard  to  the  regulation  and  construction  of  partition 
walls,  and  the  construction  and  location  of  blacksmiths 
shops  and  bakeries  in  said  village.

Section  four  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  organize  and  establish 
a  recorder's  court  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  and  for  other 
purposes/  "passed  April  twentieth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-nine,  amended  March  twenty-eighth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-four,  organizing  the  superior  court  of 
Buffalo,  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  4.  On  the  same  day  of  the  stated  election  next  pre-

signs,  boxes,  casks  or  other  things,  or  shall  willfully  rub 
or  throw  paint,  ink,  or  other  liquid  missile  or  thing 
apon  or  against  any  building  or  fence,  or  through  any 
window  in  said  village  for  the  purpose  of  annoyance  or  9 
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mischief;  all  persons  who  shall  willfully  break, 
injure  or  deface  any  fence,  building,  signboard  or  sigf* 
trees,  shrubbery  or  other  ornamental  thing  in  said  yiir 
lagp  ;  all  persons  who  shall  wantonly  drive  or  tfofcfapfc 
or  furiously  any  horse  or  horses  in  or  through  the  put** 
lie  streets  of  said  village,  thereby  endangering  paspaye 
over  the  same ;  all  persons  who  shall  be  intoxicated*  in 
any  public  place  in  said  village  ;  all  persons  who  shall 
willfully  disturb,  interrupt  or  disquiet  any  lawful  meet- 
ing or  assemblage  of  the  people  in  said  village  by  rude 
or  indecent  language  or  behavior,  or  by  making  a  noise 
either  within  the  place  of  meeting  or  so  near  thereto  as 
to  disturb  the  assemblage,  and  all  persons  who  shall 
actual! jp  abandon  or  neglect  to  provide  according- to 
thflir  meaus  for  their  wives  or  children  in  said  village, 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  disorderly  persons,  and.  may 
be  proceeded  against  as  hereinafter  provided.  And 
persons  charged  with  any  offence  specified  in  this  sec- 
tion which  is  by  existing  laws  a  crime  or  misdemeanor, 
may  be  proceeded  against  according  to  the  present  pro- 
visions of  law  or  according  to  this  act.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York*  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  four  of  the  act  of  the  legislature 
of  the  state  of  New  York,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
and  consolidate  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  the  char- 
ter of  the  city  of  Hudson,"  passed  April  ten,  eighteen 
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hundred  and  fifty-four,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows : 

§4,  The  officers  of  the  city  shall  be  denominated  city  CItJ 
officers  and  ward  officers.  The  city  officers  shall  be  a 
mayor,  recorder,  police  justice,  marshal,  city  treasurer, 
three  assessors,  streets  commissioner,  one  justice  of  the 
peace  and  two  overseers  of  the  poor,  who  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot,  by  the  electors  of  said  city,  and  a 
clerk  of  the  common  council,  and  of  the  mayor's  court, 
three  superintendents  of  schools,  messengers,  city  sur- 
veyor, sexton,  sealer,  city  weigher,  keeper  of  the  city 
jail  and  pound  master,  two  scavengers  and  hog  howards, 
three  fence  viewers,  keeper  of  the  powder  house,  city 
crier,  and  such  number  of  commissioners  of  deeds  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Common  council  pursuant  to  law, 
and  such  number  of  watchmen  and  policemen  as  the 
common  council  may  deem  proper  and  expedient,  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  common  council,  by  a  vote  of

•dtoU-8-  the  first  ward  of  the  city  of  Oswego,  and  jurisdiction 
over  the  same,  are  hereby  released  and  ceded  to  the 
United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  repairing 
and  maintaining  a  pier  for  the  protection  of  the  harbor 
of  Oswego;  said  land  is  bounded  and  described  as 
follows:  Commencing  at  the  southwestern  angle  of 
the  cut  stone  work  of  the  United  States  pier,  runs

died  seized,  and  which,  on  his  decease,  descended  to  bis 
children  Thomas,  Hannah  and  Elizabeth  Paxton,  who 
have  all  deceased,  is  hereby  released  to  Hannah  Russell, 
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a  sister  of  tbe  said  Thomas  Paxton,  and  the  paternal 
aunt  of  the  said  Thomas,  Hannah  and  Elizabeth  Pax- 
ton. 

§  2.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  considered  to 
impair,  release  or  discharge  any  claim  or  interest  of 
any  creditor  by  mortgage,  judgment  or  otherwise,  of 
the  said  Thomas  Paxton  deceased,  or  of  any  heir  or 
heirs  at  law  capable  of  taking  the  same  by  descent,  or 
of  any  person  lawfully  claiming  title  under  or  through 
the  said  Thomas  Paxton,  deceased. 

$  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  226. 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  New  York  Volun- 
teers' Burial  and  Monument  Association. 

Passed  April  13th,  1861. 

The  People  of  ike  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  0.  Bnrnham,  Garrett  W.  Dyckman, 
Charles  H.  Innes,  James  E.  Kerrigan,  George  B.  Hall, 
and  Henry  Dardonville,  of  the  first  regiment  of  New 
York  volunteers,  and  snch  others  as  they  may  associate 
with  themselves,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corpor- 
ate and  politic  by  the  name  and  style  of  thtrftew  York 
volunteers'  burial  and  monument  association. 

$  2.  The  persons  above  named  shall  be  trustees  of  said 
association,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies 
which  may  occur  in  their  number,  by  death  or  other- 
wise, and  may  add  to  their  number  such  other  persons 
as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

§  3.  The  incorporation  hereby  created  may  receive, 
take  and  hold,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  contemplated 
by  this  act,  any  real  or  personal  estate  which  may  b* 
donated,  granted  or  demised  to  said  incorporation 
therefor,  and  may  use  and  dispose  of  the  same  for  said 
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UB6»  and  purposes,  in  such  manner  as  a  majority  of  the 
trustees  may  judge  most  conducive  thereto. 

§  4.  The  said  incorporation  shall  have  power  to  re- 
ceive, take  and  hold,  whether  by  gift,  devise  or  pur- 
chase, a  suitable  plot  of  ground  in  some  cemetery,  con- 
venient to  the  city  of  New  York,  for  the  purpose  of 
interring  therein  the  remains  of  the  deceased  members 
of  the  said  first  regiment  of  New  York  volunteers ;  they 
may  also,  out  of  the  moneys  received  and  held  by  them 
in  pursuance  of  the  last  preceding  section,  pay  the 
funeral  expenses  of  said  deceased  members ;  they  shall 
have  power  to  erect  a  monument  or  monuments  above 
their  remains,  and  may  enclose  and  ornament  a  plot  of 
ground  acquired  in  pursuance  of  this  section,  for  burial 
purposes. 

§  5.  The  said  incorporation  shall  have  power  to  make, 
from  time  to  time,  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
as  they  shall  judge  proper  for  the  management  of  its 
affairs,  in  the  execution  of  the  purposes  contemplated 
by  this  act,  for  the  election  of  officers,  for  prescribing 
their  respective  duties,  and  the  mode  of  discharging  the 
same. 

§  6.  The  said  incorporation  shall  possess  the  general 
powers  and  be  subject  to  the  general  provisions  pre- 
scribed in  the  third  title  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of 
the  first  part  of  the  revised  statutes. 

$  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  abolish  the  commission  appointed 
by  chapter  five  hundred  and  ninety-seven  of 
the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven,  and  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
six  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-nine,  in  reference  to  claims  for  the  «err- 
ices  of  the  Militia  of  this  State,  in  the  war  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  twelve. 

Passed  April  13th,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  JhsenMy,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Siotioh  1.  The  commission  for  the  adjustment  and 
payment  of  certain  claims  for  the  services  of  the  militia 
of  this  state,  in  the  war  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve, 
as  appointed  by  the  act,  passed  April  fifteenth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-seven,  chapter  live  hundred  and  nine* 
ty-seven,  and  as  the  same  was  amended  by  chapter  one 
hundred  and  seventy-six  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-nine,  is  hereby  abolished. 

$  2.  The  adjutant  and  inspector-general  are  hereby

AN     ACT    conferring    additional    corporate 
powers  upon  Malone  village. 

Passed  April  13,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follmos: 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  have 
power  to  appoint,  if,  in  their1  discretion,  they  deem  it 
necessary,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  any  time,  one  or 
more  police  constables,  who  shall  hold  their  office  tem- 
porarily or  permanently  at  the  discretion  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject  to  removal 
by  the  said  board.  The  said  police  constables  shall 
have  the  same  power  as  ordinary  constables,  to  serve 
criminal  process  and  arrest  disorderly  persons  ami  per- 
soua  guilty  of  criminal  offences,  in  all  cases  arising  under 
the  act  entitled  *'  An  act  to  provide  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  villages,"  passed  Deoember  the  seventh,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-seven,  and  the  several  acts  amending 
the  same,  and  under  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  more  ef- 
fectually making  Malpne  village  a  separate  road  district, 
declaring  persons  guilty  of  oertain  a$ts  therein  disor- 
derly persons,  and  conferring  additional  powers  upon 
the  trustees  of  said  village/'  passed  April  fourteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  and  shall,  when  re- 
quired, perform  the  duties  of  watchmen  in  said  village, 
and  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  assigned  to  them  by 
the  board  of  trustees,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  such  com- 
pensation, for  services  rendered  by  them,  as  said  board 
of  trustees  shall  prescribe. 

§  2.  The  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Franklin,  the  consta- 
ble elected  in  said  village,  any  nonstable  of  the  town  of 
Malone,  and  the  police  constables  whose  appointment 
is  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  on  arrest- 
ing any  person,  in  said  village,  after  nine  o'clock  in  the 
36 
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'  evening  in  apy  of  the  cases  mentioned  in  the  said  first 
section,  may  cause  such  person  to  be  placed  in  the 
common  jail  in  said  village,  there  to  be  detained  until 
nine  o'clock  the  next  morning,  before  being  taken 
before  a  magistrate  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 
§  3.  Any  magistrate  in  said  village  before  whom  any 
person  shall  be  convicted  of  being  a  disorderly  person, 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  such  magistrate,  sentence  such 
person  to  be  committed  to  the  custody  of  the  keeper  of 
the  poor  house  of  the  county  of  Franklin,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  three  months,  to  be  kept  at  hard  labor  by 
such  keeper.  The  said  keeper  shall  have  power,  and  it 
shall  be  his  duty,  to  receive  all  such  persons  into  his 
custody  at  the  said  county  poor  house,  and  to  keep  them 
in  his  custody  during  the  period  for  which  they  shall 
be  so  sentenced,  and  he  shall  ako  have  power,  and  it 
shall  be  his  duty,  to  keep  such  persons  at  such  labor, 
in  the  said  poor  house  and  upon  the  poor  house  farm, 
as. they  shall  be  able  to  perform,  and  shall  supply  them 
with  wholesome  and  substantial  food,  but  may  limit 
them  to  bread  and  water,  or  otherwise  restrict  their 
food,  when  necessary  for  discipline  and  to  compel  them 
to  labor. 

§  4  In  addition  to  the  moneys  now  authorized  to  be 
raised  by  tax  in  said  village,  there  may  be  raised,  at  any 
meeting  in  said  village  for  voting  taxes,  after  such  no- 
tice as  is  by  law  required  in  other  cases  for  raising 
money  by  tax  in  said  village,  suoh  sum,  not  exceeding 
the  amount  applied  for  by  the  trustees  for  thpt  pur- 
pose, as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  defray  the  expen- 
ses to  said  village  provided  for  or  authorized  by  this 
act. 
§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Chap.  229. 

AN  ACT  providing  for  the  appointment  of  an 
additional  number  of  notaries  public  in  the 
city  and  county  of  New  York. 

Passed  April  13,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  governor  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered,  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate,  to  appoint,  in  and  for  the  city  and  county  of 
New  York,  in  addition  to  the  number  now  prescribed 
by  law,  one  hundred  additional  notaries  public.

?ido\? took-  of  Watervliet,  in  the  county  of  Albany,  are  hereby 
«p,*c       authorized  and  empowered  to  hire  for  five  years  or 
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more,  some  suitable  building  or  rooms  <  situate  in  the 
central  portion  of  West  Troy,  in  said  town  and  county, 
at  an  annual  rent  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  fitted  up  in  a  proper  and 
secure  manner,  the  expense  thereof  not  to  exceed  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  a  jail 
or  lock-up,  and  to  appoint  some  competent  person  as 
keeper  of  said  jail  or  lock-up,  and  to  fix  his  compensa- 
tion at  such  sum  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  exceed- 
ing one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  day,  and  to  fix 
the  term  of  office  of  said  jailor  not  to  exceed  three  years. 

§2.  The  said  jailor  shall  possess  the  same  powers  asjj™1jra,ld 
keepers  of  the  common  jail  of  said  county,  and  shalljaiion.0* 
provide  for  the  .sustenance  and  necessities  of  those 
cohfined  in  said  jail  or  lock-up,  and  shall  receive  there* 
for  such  compensation  as  the  keeper  of  the  common 
jail  of  said  county  receives  for  the  sustenance  of 
prisoners  under  his  charge.  Said  jailor  shall  keep  a 
daily  record  of  all  commitments  and  discharges  of  per- 
>  sons  committed  to  his  charge,  by  what  magistrate  com- 
mitted, and  the  offence  charged.

And 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  constables  of  the  town  of 
Watervliet,  and  police  constables  of  the  village  of 
West  Troy,  to  detain  in  such  jail  or  lock-up  all  persons 
lawfully  arrested  by  them  in  the  night  time,  for  the 
commission  of  offences,  either  upon  view  or  upon  in- 
formation of  felony,  until  the  following  morning,  when 
they  shall  be  taken  by  the  constable  making  the  arrest, 
before  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  town  of  Water- 
vliet, to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law.  And  the 
constables  of  the  town  of  Watervliet,  and  the  police 
constables  of  West  Troy  and  Oohoes,  shall  for  all  serv- 
ices rendered  by  them  in  criminal  proceedings  where 
the  same  are  chargeable  to  the  town  of  Watervliet, 
receive  the  same  fees  allowed  by  statute  to  constables 
in  the  towns  of  this  state. 

§  4.  The  salary  of  the  said  jailor,  and  all  the  expenses  jSjJ£of

.  Section  1.  The  canal  appraisers  are  hereby  author-

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ized  and  directed  to  hear  and  determine  the  claim  and 
appraise  the  damages,  if  any,  which  accrue  to  John  W. 
Yenderbosch  and  Thomas  W.  Smith,  and  to  their 
cabinet  shop  pod  wareroom,  situate  in  Port  Byron, 
Cayuga  county,  by  reason  of  their  said  cabinet  shop 
and  premises  being  flooded  in  the  season  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-seven,  by  the  waters  of  the  Erie 
canal,  in  consequence  of  the  canal  banks  being  removed 
or  breaking  away  so  as  to  permit  said  water  to  over- 
flow said  premises;  and  if  they  shall  find  that  said 
claim  is  just  and  equitable,  to  award  such  damages  as 
shall  be  just  to  said  John  W.  Yenderbosch,  who  is  now 
the  sole  owner  thereof. 

§  2.  The  treasurer  shall  pay,  on  the  warrant  of  the 
auditor  of  the  canal  department,  such  sum  as  shall  be 
awarded  to  said  Venderbosch,  out  of  any  moneys  ap- 
propriated for  canal  purposes. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  common  council  of 
the  city  of  Rochester,  to  raise  money  for 
the  purpose  of  widening  the  bridge  over  the 
Genesee  river,  at  Main  street  in  said  city. 

Passed  April  15,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  reprseented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  common  council 
of  t^e  city  of  Bopbester,  to  borrow,  on  the  faith  and 
credit  of  said  city,  any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  for  a  term  not  less  than 
twenty  years,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  such  interest  to  be  paid  semi-annually, 
and  to  execute  bonds  therefor,  under  the  corporate  seal 
and  the  signature  of  the  mayor,  or  such  other  officer  a* 
the  common  council  may  designate.  The  bonds  so  exe- 
cuted, may  be  in  such  sums,  and  payable  at  such  place 
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as  the  common  council  may  designate,  and  may  be  pay- 
able to  the  holder  or  bearer  thereof,  and  in  such  cases 
shall  be  transferable  by  delivery. 

§  2.  The  common  council  of  said  city  may  dispose  of 
such  bonds  to  such  persons  or  corporations,  and  upon 
such  terms  as  they  shall  deem  most  advantageous  to 
the  city,  but  for  not  less  than  par ;  and  the  money 
which  shall  be  so  raised,  shall  be  used  and  applied  to 
the  purpose  of  widening  the  bridge  over  the  Genesee 
river  at  Main  street  in  said  city  of  Rochester,  on  the 
fcnrih  side  of  said  bridge,  and  of  constructing  the  piers, 
abutments  and  appurtenances  necessary  to  such  addi- 
tion, and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Lyman  Gibson. 

Passed  April  15,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  canal  board  are  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  examine  the  claims  of  Lyman  Gibson,

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  trustees  of  the  asy- 
lum for  idiots  to  purchase  additional  land. 

Passed  April  15,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  the  asylum  for  idiots  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  in  their  discretion, 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  commissioners  of  the 
land  office,  to  purchase  about  thirty-five  acres  of  land, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  lying 
contiguous  to  the  present  site  of  said  asylum. 

§  2.  Whenever  the  deed  of  said  land  shall  be  duly  ex- 
ecuted to  the  people  of  this  state  and  delivered  to  the 
comptroller,  the  treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay,  on  .

land,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  is  necessary,  one-half  of  which  shall  be  paid  in  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  one-half  in  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  which  sum  is  hereby  appropriat- 
ed from  the  general  fund  for  that  purpose.

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  James  Burke  and 
Lawrence  Claffy. 

Passed  April  15,  186  J,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

\  Section  1.  The  canal  board  are  hereby  authorized 

and  required  within  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
one,  to  ascertain,  appraise  afcd  award  upon  evidence 
taken  in  such  manner  as  said  canal  board  shall  direct, 
and  as  they  shaH  deem  sufficient*  the  damage,  if  any,  for

Section  1.  "  The  chamber  of  commerce  of  the  state  of 
New  Fork"  shall  have  power  to  elect  by  ballot,  in  con- 
formity with  the  by-laws  adopted  by  the  said  chamber, 
a  committee  to  be  known  and  styled  the  "  arbitration 
committee  of  the  chamber  of  commerce,"  and  shall  have

The  Long  Island  rail  road  company  shall 
have  and  be  entitled  to  the  exclusive  use  and  occupancy 
of  the  bulkheads,  wharves,  docks,  piers  and  slips  now 
owned  by  such  company,  or  occupied  by  it,  under  a 
conveyance,  lease  or  contract  therefor,  from  the  owners 
thereof,  at  or  near  Hunter's  point,  in  the  county  of 
Queens,  for  the  purposes  of  its  business. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  officer  or  officers  who 
are  now  or  shall  be  hereafter  empowered  to  regulate 
and  station  vessels  in  the  waters  adjacent  to  such  bulk- 
heads, wharves*  docks,  piers  and  slips,  or  any  of  them, 
whenever  requested  by  said  corporation,  to  prohibit 
and  prevent  all  boats,  ships  and  vessels,  from  mooring 
or  lying  at  or  adjoining,  or  in  front  of  such  bulkheads, 
docks,  wharves  and  piers,  or  any  of  them,  while  the 
same  are  required  by  said  corporation  for  its  use  and 
accommodation,  or  from  interfering  with  the  beneficial 
use  of  such  bulkheads,  wharves,  piers  and  slips  by  the 
said  corporation. 
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§3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acta  inconsistent  herewith, 
are  hereby  repealed. 
§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.    . 


Chap.  253. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  nautical  school  in  the 
harbor  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

Passed  April  15, 1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Stebu&d?  Section  1.  There  shall  be  organized  and  established 
in  the  harbor  of  the  city  of  New  York,  a  nautical 
school  for  the  purpose  of  educating  boys  in  the  learn- 
ing and  duty  of  seamanship  and  the  science  of  naviga- 
tion. 

*■*■•»•  §2.  The  said  school  shall  be  nnder  the  exclusive, 
management  and  direction  of  five  trustees,  to  hold  their 
office  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  three  of  whom 
shall  be  designated  and  appointed  by  the  chamber  of 
commerce  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  two  of  whom 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor.  The  term  of  office 
of  the  said  trustees  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  May, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one* 

By-iiw**).  $  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  make  such  by-laws  for  the 
transaction  of  their  business  as  shall  be,  in  their  judg- 
ment, expedient  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of 
this  state,  and  shall  determine  the  number,  station,  term 
of  office  and  duties  of  the  officers  proper  for  the  man- 
agement of  said  school,  and  their  compensation,  and 
the  manner  and  time  of  their  appointment,  and  shall 
appoint  the  same. 

Fowmof  §4.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  receive 
such  funds  or  property  as  shall  be  subscribed,  or  loaned, 
or  bequeathed  for  the  organization  or  maintenance  of 
said  nautical  school,  and  execute  all  necessary  agree- 
ments for  the  faithful  application  of  the  same,  and  to 
receive  such  boys  as  shall  be  sent  to  said  school  by  their 
parents  or  guardians ;  and  all  such  boys,  when  so  re- 
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ceived  into  said  nautical  school,  shall  be  subject  to  such 
regulations  of  conduct  and  discipline  as,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  trustees,  are  best  adapted  to  their  proper 
government,  and  the  receiving  and  discharge  of  said 
boy*  shaft  be  only  in  accordance  with  tire  by-laws  and 
rules  of  said  school,  as  may  be  by  said  trustees  adopted. 
They  shall  have  control  of  the  school-ship  of  said  insti- 
tution, and  shall  exercise  in  relation  thereto,  and  its 
care,  supervision  and  management,  all  necessary  powers 
and  duties.  They  may  also  send  any  boy  in  education 
at  such  school  on  such  voyage  as  they  shall  deem  advis- 
able for  his  proficiency  and  welfare,  and  may  declare 
sueb  sending  a  discharge  of  said  boy  from  such  institu- 
tion. The  trustees  shall  also  determine  what  shall  be 
the  age  at  which  boys  may  be  taken  into  said  school, 
with  the  consent  of  his  parents  or  guardian,  and  under 
what  circumstances  fees  for  board  in  said  school-ship 
and  education  and  tuition  may  be  charged  and  taken, 
and  the  rates  of  said  board  and  education  and  tuition, 
and  to  extend  to  persons  qualifying  for  stations;  beyond 
ordinary  seamen  the  advantages  of  such  school. 
.  §  5.  Whenever  the  trustees  shall  receive,  in  valid  sub-  J2£.toor" 
scriptions,  the  amount  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  they 
shall  proceed  to  organize  the  said  school,  and  they  may 
determine  in  what  manner  and  at  what  time  such  sub* 
scriptions  shall  be  paid,  and  may  appoint  a  treasurer 
and  determine  his  specific  duties,  and  provide  for  the 
safe  keeping  of  the  funds  committed  to  his  care. 

§  6.  The  said  nautical  school  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
to  the  inspection  and  examination  of  the  state  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction,  and  a  full  report  of  its 
aflhirs  shall  be  madia  to  said  superintendent  at  such  time 
in  the  year  aahe  shall  designate.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Bodyw-  Section  1.  That  Oourtland  Palmer,  C.  L.  Tiffany, 
Wm.  Geery,  Francis  H.  Jenks,  Wm.  M.  Franklin, 
George  W.  McLean;  Charles  W.  Baker,  and  their  as- 
sociates, shall  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  The 
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Safe  Deposit  company  of  New  York/'  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  'and  may  sue  and  be 
sued  in  any  court  whatsoever. 

§  2.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have  power  Powenot 
to  receive  upon  deposit  for  safe  keeping,  jewelry,  plate, 
stocks,  bonds,  ana  valuable  property  of  every  kind, 
npon  terms  to  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  such 
corporation.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorh  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  folloics: 

Section  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  William  Griffin,  of  the 
eity  of  Albany,  to  convey  by  deed  to  the  trustees  of 
the  first  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  of  the  village  of 
Plattsburgh,  his  title  to  all  that  certain  piece  or  parcel 
of  land,  "with  the  hereditaments  and  appurtenances 
thereunto  belonging,  situate  in  the  village  of  Platts- 
burgh, and  known  as  the  district  parsonage  house  and 
lot,  and  now  occupied  by  the  presiding  elder  of  the 
Plattsburgh  district ;  in  trust  for  the  use  and  occupancy 
of  the  presidingelder  of  that  district  and  those  who  may 
succeed  him  in  that  capacity. 

§  2.  That  in  case  the  presiding  elder  and  district 
stewards  of  said  district,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  of 
their  successors,  should  deem  it  proper,  on  account  of 
any  division  or  alteration  of  said  district,  or  in  conse- 
quence of  debts  or  otherwise,  to  remove,  sell,  or  ex- 
change the  said  district  parsonage  house  and  lot,  or  any 
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part  thereof,  that  then  and  in  that  case  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  or  their  successors  in 
office,  on  the  request  in  writing  of  the  presiding  elder, 
and  a  majority  of  the  district  stewards  of  said  district, 
to  execute  a  conveyance  by  deed  of  said  premises,  or 
such  parts  thereof,  as  they  may  be  so  requested  to  con* 
vey  to  such  person  or  persons  as  shall  be  designated  by 
the  said  district  stewards,  and  the  proceeds  of  said  sale 
or  purchase  money  for  said  premises  shall  be  paid  to 
said  district  stewards,  or  to  such  other  person  or  per- 
sons as  a  majority  of  them  in  writing  may  direct. 

§  3.  That  the  said  trustees  of  the  first  Methodist

Section  1.  Lewis  H.Morgan,  Lysander  Farrar,  Henry  . 
0*Reiily,  Jarris  M.  Hatch,  George  €h  Mtmger,  Edward- 
A*  Raymond,  and  their  associates,  who  now  ape,  and 
smoother  persons  aa  shall  hereafter  become,  roemfeegs 
of  the  said  society,  ace  hereby  created  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  aad  description  of  "  The 
Rochester  Historical  Society/' 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  is  created  for  the  purpose 
of  collecting  and  preserving  historical,  genealogical, 
scientific  and  literary  knowledge,  information  and  me- 
mentoes, and  books,  maps,  charts,  pamphlets,  magazines, 
papers,  and  facts  in  any  form  having  a  connection  with 
either  of  said  subjects  ;  and  said  corporation  is  author- 
ized to  make  and  preserve  such  collections,  and  to  frame 
and  adopt,  and  from  time  to  time  alter  and  amend  such 
constitution  and  by-laws  or  rules  for  advancing  their 
object,  as  a  majority  of  the  resident  members  at  any 
meeting  may  determine. 

§  3.  The  said  corporation  may  also  rent  suitable  rooms 
or  buildings  for  their  purposes,  and  make  and  enter  into 
leases  therefor ;  or  may  purchase,  take  and  hold  teal

The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Albany 
is  hereby  authorized  to  fix,  by  a  vote  of  two-third?,  of 
the  members  elected  thereto,  the  salary  of  either  or 
both  of  the  present  city  superintendents,  at  a  sum  not 
exceeding  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  take  ef- 
fect from  the  commencement  of  their  term  of  office.  ,

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  board  of  education  of 
school  district  number  one,  late  of  the  town 
of  West  Farms,  now  of  the  towns  of  Morris- 
ania  and  West  Farms,  to  borrow  money  to 
build  a  school  house  in  said  district. 

Passed  April  15,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present- 
ly People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  said  board  of  education  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  raise  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  the 
school  house,  upon  the  plan  and  site  approved  of  by  the 
district  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  by  said  board 
of  education,  on  the  tenth  day  of  December  last,  pursu- 
ant to  the  provisions  of  the  seventh  section  of  their  act 
of  incorporation,  and  to  secure  the  same  by  a  mortgage 
upon  the  public  school  property  of  said  district,  to  be 
executed  by  said  board  in  their  official  capacity,  signed 
by  the  president  and  secretary  ;  or  by  the  issue  of  cer- 
tificates of  loan,  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars ;  the  said  certificates  to  be  signed  by  the  presid- 
ent and  secretary  of  said  board,  and  to  be  a  lien  upon 
the  school  district  property.

\The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Nothing  contained  in  the  act  entitled  "An 
act  to  change  the  school  year,  and  to  amend  the  statute 
in  relation  to  public  instruction/'  passed  April  twelfth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  affect  or  interfere  with  the  union  free  school  in 
the  town  of  Hamilton,  established  in  pursuance  of  the 
act  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  establishment 
of  union  free  schools,"  passed  June  eighteenth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-three,  or  to  affect  or  interfere  with 
any  of  the  officers  of  said  school,  or  of  the  districts 
composing  the  same ;  but  the  said  school,  the  boards  of 
instruction,  and  the  other  officers  of  said  districts,  shall 
in  all  respects  remain  and  continue  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  said  act  of  June  eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-three,  and  of  any  special  acts  heretofore  passed 
in  relation  to  said  school,  except  that  sections  one  and

§  2.  The  present  board  of  education  of  consolidated 
school  districts  numbers  one,  fourteen,  and  seventeen,  in 
the  town  of  Hamilton,  now  acting  as  such,  and, consist- 
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tag  bt  tafob  in  number,  having  been  elected  wholly  inpur- 
suancfc  of  the  said  act  of  June  eighteenth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-three,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  boalrd 
of  education  of  said  consolidated  districts,  and  the  acts

So  long  as  the  county  of  Onondaga  shall 
Hot  have  a  county  agricultural  society  authorized  by 
law  to  draw  its  proportion  of  the  annual  appropriation 
for  agricultural  .societies  tinder  the  provisions  of  the 
act  hereby  amended,  the  comptroller  is*  hereby  author- 
ized and  required  to  distribute  annually,  in  equal  pro- 
portions, to  the  Skaneateles  farmers'  club,  the  agricul- 
tural and  meohanical  association  of  the  towns  of  Man- 
lius  and  Pompey,  and  the  farmers  and  mechanics'  club 
of  the  town  of  Clay,  and  such  other  town  societies  as 
shall  be  hereafter  organized,  such  moneys  so  appor- 
tioned to  the  county  of  Onondaga,  provided  said  last 
named  societies  jointly  comply  in  all  respects  with  tfcte 
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4*v*  entitling  county  societies  to  such  annual  *p£or- 
tfottttMittt&d  distribution. 
$  S»  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Chap.  266. 

AN  ACT  making  appropriations  for  certain  ex- 
penses of  government. 

Passed  April  16,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  treasurer  shall  pay,  on  the  warraut 
of  the  comptroller,  except  in  cases  in  which  it  shall  be 
Otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the  several  sums  named, 
or  so  much  of  them  as  may  be  necessary,  in  each  case, 
for  the  purposes  specified,  and  to  the  persons  indicated 
upon  their  presentation  of  the  proper  vouchers  to  the 
comptroller ;  but  when  an  appropriation  for  the  same 
purpose  or  to  the  same  person,  for  the  same  purpose, 
dhall  have  been  paid  or  provided  for  by  any  other  act, 
or  by  any  section  of  this  act,  or  by  any  officer  of  go- 
vernment, the  sum  directed  by  this  act  to  be  paid, 
'shall  not  be  regarded  as  an  addition  to  such  other  ap-

Section  1.  Jonathan  W.  Allen,  William  F.  Havemeyer, 
.Andrew  V.  Stout,  William  Tucker,  Andre  Froment, 
Silas  M.  Stillwell,  Cephas  Brainard,  David  S.  Jackson, 
Amor  J.  Williamson,  Elijah  P.  Purdy,  Charles  H. 
Marshall,  W.  Drake  Parsons,  George  W.  Blunt,  Peter 
B.  Sweeny,  William  M.  Evarts,  August  Belmont,  Robert 
S.  Gould,  James  T.  Brady,  William  Allen  Butler,  J. 
Winthrop  Chanler,  John  H.  White,  William  D.  Kennedy, 
Andrew  Carrigan,  and  Robert  J.  Dillon,  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissioners  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city 
of  New  York.

Section  1.  All  that  part  of  the  Great  Island  turnpike 
road,  lying  south  of  the  dwelling  house  now  occupied 
by  William  Willcox,  on  Pine  Island,  in  the  town  of  War- 
wick, in  the  county  of  Orange,  is  hereby  discontinued, 
and  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  the  said  turnpike 
are  discharged  from  hereafter  maintaining  or  repairing 
the  part  thus  discontinued. 

§  2.  That  part  of  the  said  turnpike  discontinued  by 
the  foregoing  section  shall  be  districted,  worked  and 
used  hereafter,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  public 
highways  in  said  town. 

§  3.  Whenever  any  person  shall  hereafter  become  the 
sole  owner  of  all  the  capital  stock  of  said  company, 
such  person  shall  thereupon  become  and  be  vested  with 
all  the  privileges,  powers  and  authority  vested  in,  and 
given  to  the  said  company  by  the  act  incorporating  the 
same  and  the  amendments  thereto;  and  during  the  time 
such  person  shall  own  all  of  said  stock,  the  person  own- 
ing the  same  shall  be  the  sole  director  of  the  said  com- 
pany and  no  other,  or  further  election  of  directors  of

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  fifth  section  of  the  act  entitled  4CAn 
act  for  the  preservation  of  the  bridge  over  the  Oswego 
canal  and  Oswego  river  at  Oswego  Falls,"  passed  June 
thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  is  hereby 
amended  and  shall  read  as  follows  : 

§  5.  All  sums  of  money  collected  or  received  by  said 
commissioners  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  after  de- 
ducting the  cdsts  and  expenses  of  collecting  the  same, 
shall  be  paid,  one-half  to  the  commissioners  of  high- 
ways of  the  town  of  Volney,  and  the  other  half  to  the 
commissioners  of  highways  of  the  town  of  Granby  ;  and 
all  sums  so  received  by  said  highway  commissioners 
respectively,  shall  be  by  them  expended  in  the  mainten- 
ance and  repair  of  said  bridge.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  and 
to  enlarge  its  boundaries,"  passed  April  thir- 
teenth, eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three,  and 
the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof 

Passed  April  16,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows-. 

Section  1.  Section  two  of  title  two,  of  the  act  enti- 
tled "An  act  to  revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Buffalo, 
and  enlarge  its  boundaries,"  passed  April  thirteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three,  and  the  several  acts 
amendatory  thereof,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  2.  The  inspectors  of  each  district  shall  proceed  in 
the  manner  required  by  the  general  laws  of  the  state, 
relating  to  elections  other  than  in  towns.  They  shall 
provide  one  ballot  box  to  be  marked  <c  city,"  and  one 
ballot  box  to  be  marked  "  ward."  All  city  officers  voted 
for,  except  ward  officers,  shall  be  on  one  ballot  to  be 
endorsed  •'  city,"  and  the  ballot  for  ward  officers,  shall 
be  endorsed  "  ward,"  which  ballots  shall  be  respectively 
deposited  in  the  boxes  marked  "  city  "  and  4<  ward."

result,  specifying  the  whole  number  of  votes  given  for 
each  officer,  and  the '  number  of  votes  given  for  each 
person  for  each  office. 

§  2.  Section  seventeen  of  title  three,  is  hereby  amend- 
ed so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
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§  17.  The  acts  now  in  force  concerning  the  limitation  JJJJfJi 
of  the  number  and  the  appointment  of  commissioners  of  dwd%*a 
deeds,  and  notaries  public,  in  and  for  said  city  of  Buf- 
falo, by  the  common  council,  shall  continue  in  lull  force, 
and  the  comptroller,  city  clerk,  auditor,  treasurer,  re- 
ceiver of  taxes,  street  commissioner,  assessors,  city  sur- 
veyor, city  attorney,  superintendent  of  schools,  and 
their  respective  deputies,  where  a  deputy  is  designated, 
shall,  by  virtue  of  their  office  respectively,  be  ex-officio 
commissioners  of  deeds  of  the  city,  and  in  taking  ac- 
knowledgments and  affidavits,  pertaining  to  their  respect- 
ive departments,  shall  not  exact  or  receive  a  fee  there- 
for.

§  8.  The  common  council  shall  not,  by  drafts  or  war-Hoiuwmy 
rants  on  the  treasury,  or  by  any  other  form  of  contract,  JSL  °P8*t" 
create  a  liability  for  the  city  to  pa}'  a  greater  amount  in 
any  one  department  of  city  expenditures,  than  shall 
have  been  specified  and  provided  for  in  the  previous 
annual  statement  of  the  comptroller,  as  adopted  by  the 
common  council ;  and  any  drafts,  warrants  or  con- 
tracts that  shall  be  issued  or  made,  after  such  specified 
amounts  shall  have  been  reached  or  exhausted  by  previ- 
ous drafts,  warrants  or  contracts,  shall  be  void  as  claims 
against  the  city,  but  may  be  enforced  as  personal  lia- 
bilities, jointly  and  severally,  against  the  members  of 
the  common  council  voting  in  favor  thereof;  but  noth- 
ing herein  contained  is  intended  to  prevent  the  common 
council  from  drawing  orders  on  the  treasury  in  payment 
of  the  salaries  of  all  officers  of  the  city,  and  for  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  city,  between  the  first  day  of 
January  in  each  year,  and  the  time  when  the  estimates 
are  confirmed ;  but  the  aggregate  of  all  the  drafts  or 
warrants,  drawn  in  any  year  against  any  department, 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  annual  estimate  of  the  comp- 
troller, as  adopted  by  the  council  for  that  year. 

§  4.  Section  ten  of  title  five,  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows  : 

§  10.  On  the  first  day  of  September,  and  on  every  tjnpj" 
twentieth  day  thereafter,  there  shall  be  added  to  every 
unpaid  tax,  one  per  cent,  thereof  until  the  amount  added 
shall  be  six  per  cent,  of  such  tax.    On  the  first  day  of 
January,  the  receiver  shall  add  to  every  such  tax,  six 
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per  cent  of  the  amount  thereof  as  stated  in  the  roll ; 
and  the  amount  of  the  tax  and  of  such  addition  shall 
thenceforth  be  the  unpaid  tax,  and  shall  beat  interest 
from  that  day;,  at'  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  pet  annum 
until  paid.

per  annum,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  land  upon  which  it 
is  assessed  or  charged,  for  five  years  from  the  time  the 
roll,  containing  such  tax  or  assessment*  shall  be  finally 
confirmed. 

$  ft.  Section  .fifteen  of  title  five*  is  hereby  amended  6o 
as  to  read  as  follows  : 
i^forad-  §  15.  Every  lot  advertised  for  sale  shall  be  subject  to 
*  a  fee  of  twenty  cents,  to  be  called  "  printer's  fee,"  and 
also  shall  be  subject  to  a  further  .fee  of  twenty-five  cents 
in  case  of  redemption  before  sale,  and  of  fifty  cents*  if 
a  sale  be  had,  to  be  called  the  "  comptroller's  fee,"  but 
both  said  'printer's  and  comptroller's  fee  to  belong  to 
the  city;  A  sale  of  any  parcel  may  be  prevented  at 
any  time  by  payment  to  the  treasurer,  by  bill  from  the 
comptroller^  of  this  full  amount  of  the  unpaid  tax  there- 
on, with  the  interest  and  comptroller's  and  printer's 
fees. 

§  7.  Section  sixteen  of  title  five  of  said  act  is  hereby 
atnended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  t 
Noijteto  $  i(j.  No  sale  shall  be  valid  unless  made  while  the 
white  iian  tfcx  for  trhich  it  is  made  is  a  lien  upon  the  land  sold. 
**"*  All  such  sales  shall  be  made  for  the  shortest  term  of 
years  for  which  any  person  will  take  the  premises  and 
pay  the  unpaid  tax,  with  the  interest  and  charges.  Such 
payment  shall  be  made  before  the  conclusion  of  the 
sale,  and  if  not  so  made,  the  comptroller  may  resell  the 
property-,  or  the  city  may  have  its  action  for  the  pay- 
ment and  interest  at  fifteen  per  cent,  per  annum.  The 
sale  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  timb  until  the  lands 
are  disposed  of,  and  such  as  are  not  bid  for  when  offered 
for  bale,  or  for  re-sble  aB  aforesaid,  shall  be  Btruck  off 
to  the  city  for  the  term  of  one  hundred  years.  A  cer- 
tiAeate  of  the  sale  of  each  parcel  x>f  land  sold  shall  be 
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mode  by  the  comptrollers  and  delivered  to  the  purchaser, 
provided  such  purchaser  shall,  within  thirty  days  from 
the  close  of  the  sale,  take  an  assignment  of,  and  pay  for 
all  tax  liens,  if  any,  held  by  the  city ;  bnt  in  default 
thereof  the  certificate  of  sale  shall  issue  to  the  city  as 
a  bidder  for  the  term  of  one  hundred  years.  Such  cer- 
tificate shall  contain  a  description  of  the  property,  and 
the  time  for  which  it  was  sold,  and  the  amount  with 
interest,  and  expenses  for  which  the  sale  was  made,  and 
the  time  when  the  right  to  redeem  will  expire.

in  such  certificate,  or  in  the  redemption  of  the  land 
therein  described,  in  any  manner,  direotly  or  indirectly, 
and  that  the  said  charges  do  not  exceed  the  fees  allowed 
by  law.  Any  owner  or  claimant  of  any  parcel  of  realinrawfon 
estate  heretofore  or  hereafter  sold  or  any  specific  part&t0  "" 
or  -undivided  interest  in  or  <share  of  such  parcel,  may  at 
any  time  after  such  sale  (and  before  a  declaration  of

And  in 
such  case,  upon  such  payment  being  made  to  the  trea- 
surer as  aforesaid,  the  title  acquired  by  such  sale  shall 
cease.  Non-resident  owners  may  appoint  agepts  resid- 
ing in  the  city;  and  on  filing  such  appointment  with  the 
comptroller  he  shall  enter  the  name  of  such  agent  in  a 
book  to  be  provided  by  him  and  kept  in  his  office.

after  pre-paying  the  postage  thereon,  depositing  the 
same  in  the  post-office  at  said  city  of  Buffalo.  If  the 
place  of  residence  of  such  owner  be  not  known  and  can 
not  be  ascertained,  then  by  publishing  said  notice  for 
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three  days  in  the  official  paper  of  the  city,  a  copy  of 
which  paper,  containing  such  notice  marked  so  aa  to 
call  attention  thereto,  mailed  to  such  owner,  directed  to 
his  last  reputed  residence,  and  also  by  serving  a  copy  of 
said  notice  on  the  person  in  possession,  if  any.  If  the 
owner  shall  not  redeem  the  land  in  three  months  after 
any  such  service  or  first  publication  of  such  notice,  or

§  23.  The  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  »n- Jj^JJgJ^ 
thorizing  mortgagees  to  redeem  real  estate  sold  for*©, by 
taxes  and  assessments,"  passed  May  fourteenth,  eigh-C0Ulllyder 
teen  hundred  and  forty,  except  so  far  as  they  are  incon- 
sistent therewith,  shall  apply  to  all  sales  of  real  estate 
for  taxes  or  assessments  made  under  this  act.    The

third  vote  of  all  its  members,  sell  the  pest  house  lot 
now  owned  by  the  city,  on  6uch  terms  as  in  their  judg- 
ment will  best  promote  the  interest  of  the  city,  and  in 
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ease  of  a  tale,  shall  apply  the  prooeeds  of  eupk  aale  ex- 
clusively to  paying  and  discharging  the  principal  aad 
interest  of  the  debt  created  for  the  purchase  and  im- 
proving such  new  lot,  and  the  said  common  council 
shall,  in  their  annual  estimate,  raise  so  much  money  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  meet  the  principal  and  interest  of 
the  said  debt  not  otherwise  provided  for, 

§  20.  Section  thirty-seven  of  title  twelve  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  37.  The  salary  of  the  city  treasurer  may,  by  a  vote 
of  tworthirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  common 
council,  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  for  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  and 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty^one.  subject  to  be  fixed 
thereafter  as  provided  in  the  thirtieth  section  of  the 
fourth  title  of  the  aet  hereby  amended.

Passed  April  15,  1861,  by  a  two-third  vote. 

77*e  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  secre- 
tary of  state,  comptroller,  attorney-general,  state  engi- 
neer and  surveyor,  and  state  treasurer,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  accept 
the  service  and  to  canse  to  be  enrolled  and  mastered 
into  the  service  of  the  state,  for  two  years,  unless  sooner 
discharged  by  the  order  of  the  said  officers  above  named, 
volunteers,  in  their  discretion  as  to  the  number,  not  to 
exceed  thirty  thousand  men,  to  be  officered,  organized

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mount  Vernon 
Savings  Bank. 

Tassed  April  17, 1861. 

The  People  of  the-  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Abijah  G.  Morgan,  Jown  W.  Sageman,^^'- 
George  Archer,  Caleb  Morgan,  Alfred  H.  Duncombe, 
William  Bertine,  Peter  O'Conner,  Henr^  Lohman,  John 
G.  Lane,  Edward  Martin,  John  Soulice,  Richard  W. 
Hyatt  and  Samuel  T.  Jennings  and  their  successors 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic  by  the  name  of  the  "Mount  Vernon 
Savings  Bank,"  to  be  located  in  the  village  of  Mount 
Vernon,  Westchester  county,  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued 
in  any  court  whatsoever.

the  county  of  Westchester,  or  loaning  the  same  upon 
bonds  secured  by  mortgage  upon  unincumbered  real 
estate  in  the  county  of  Westchester  wprth  at  least 
double* the  amount  loaned  exclusive  of  building?  thereon 
(but  no  loan  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dol- 
lars) ;  or  in  such  other  mannqr  as  is  authorized  by  this 
act  for  the  use,  interest  and  advantage  of  the  said  de- 
positors and  their  legal  representatives.  And  the  said 
corporation  shall  receive  on  deposit,  from  persons  of 
the  description  above  mentioned,,  all  sums  of  mpn?y 
which  may  be  offered  for  the  purpose  of  being  invested 
as  aforesaid,  but  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  one,  thousand 
dollars  from  any  individual,  which  shall,  as  soon  as 
practicable,  be  invested  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  shall  be  repaid  to  such  depositor  when  re- 
quired, at  such  times,  and  with  such  interest  and  under 
such  regulations,  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall*  from 
time  to  time,  prescribe,  which  regulations  shall  be  put 
up  in  some  public  and  conspicuous  plaee  in  thq  room 
where  the  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  trans- 
acted, but  shall  not  be  altered  so  as  to  affect  any  deposit 
previously  made.  No  president,  vice-president,  trustee* 
officer  or  servant  of  said  corporation  shall,  directly  or 
indirectly,  borrow  the  funds  of  said  corporation,  or  its 
deposits,  or  in  any  manner  use  the  saniQ  or  any  part 
thereof,  except  to  pay  necessary  current  expenses,  un- 
der the  direction  of  said  board  of  trustees  AlJ.certiS-  JJSSSSSr* 
cates  or  other  evidence  of  deposit,  myade  by  the  proper  depwu- 
officers  of  such  corporation,  shall  be  as  binding  on  such 
corporation  as  if  tbey  were  made  under  its.  oonwon 
seal.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  the  said 
corporation  to  regulate  the  rate  of  intjerest  to  be  al- 
lowed to  the  depositors,  so  that  tbey  may  receive,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  a  ratable  proportion  of  all  the,  profits 
of  the  said  corporation,  after  deducting  all  necessary 
expenses  and  charges.  ^  And  all  expense?  of  searches, 
examinations  and  certificates  of  title  and  of  drawing, 
perfecting  and  recording  papers,  shall  be  paid  by  such 
borrower.    And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  thp,  trustee*  of

said  corporation  to  invest,  as  soon  as  practicable,  in 
public  stocks  or  public  securities,  or  in  bonds  and  mort- 
gages as  provided  for  in  this  act,  all  sums  received  by 
them  beyond  an  available  fund  of  not  exceeding  one- 
third  of  the  total  amount  of  deposits,  which  said  trus- 
tees, at  their  discretion,  may  keep  to  meet  the  current 
payments  of  said  corporation,  and  which  may  by  them 
be  kept  on  deposit,  or  interest  or  otherwise,  in  such 
available  form  as  the  trustees  may  direct.  The  said 
corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  accumulate  an 
amount  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of 
deposits  therein,  to  meet  any  contingency  of  loss  in  its 
business,  which  amount  shall  be  invested  for  the  secu- 
rity of  the  depositors  of  the  said  corporation  ;  and  there- 
after at  each  annual  examination  of  the  affairs  of  said 
corporation,  any  surplus  over  and  above  said  sum,  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  usual  interest,  be  divided  ratably 
amongst  depositors,  in  such  manner  as  the  board  of 
trustees  may  direct. 

§  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  from  time 
to  time  to  make,  constitute,  ordain  and  establish  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  judge  pro- 
per, for  the  election  of  their  officers,  for  prescribing 
their  respective  functions  and  the  mode  of  discharging 
the  same,  for  the  regulation  of  the  times  of  meeting  of 
the  officers  and  trustees,  and  generally  for  transacting, 
managing  and  directing  the  affairs  of  the  corporation, 
provided  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  are  not 
repugnant  to  this  act,  to  the  constitution  or  laws  of 
this  state  or  of  the  United  States. 

§8.  The  board  of  trustees  may  appoint  such  subordi- 
nate officers  and  agents  of  the  said  corporation  as  they 
shall  deem  necessary,  who  shall  respectively  give  such 
security  for  their  fidelity  and  good  conduct  as  the  board 
of  trustees  may  from  time  to  time  require,  and  said 
board  shall  fix  the  salaries  of  such  officers  and  agents. 

§  9.  The  said  corporation  shall,  in  every  year  here- 
after, make  such  reports  to  the  superintendent  of  the 
banking  department  of  this  state  as  are  required  by  law. 

§  10.  The  books  of  the  said  corporation  shall,  at  all 
times  during  its  business  hours,  be  open  for  information 
and  examination  to  the  superintendent  of  the  banking 
department  of  this  state,  and  such  other  person  as  the 
legislature  or  the  said  superintendent  shall  designate  or 
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appoint  as  their  or  his  agent  for  that  purpose ;  when- 
ever any  agent  shall  be  appointed  to  make  any  such 
examination,  he  shall  be  paid  for  his  services  by  such 
corporation  such  sum  as  the  superintendent  of  the 
banking  department  shall  certify  to  be  reasonable  and 
just. 

§11.  Whenever  any  deposit  shall  be  made  by  any  D*p«tti>j 
minor,  the  trustees  01  the  said  corporation  may,  at  their  m,Bor,*fc 
discretion,  pay  to  such  depositor  such  sums  as  may  be 
due  him  or  her,  although  no  guardian  shall  have  been 
appointed  for  such  minor,  or  the  guardian  of  such 
minor  shall  not  have  authorized  the  drawing  of  or  the 
payment  of  the  same,  and  the  check,  receipt  or  acquit- 
tance of  such  minor  shall  be  as  valid  as  if  the  same  was 
executed  by  the  guardian  of  such  minor,  or  the  said 
minor  was  of  full  age,  if  such  deposit  was  made  person- 
ally by  the  said  minor  ;  and  when  any  deposit  shall  be 
made  by  any  female  being  or  thereafter  becoming  a 
married  woman,  the  said  corporation  shall  pay  to  such 
last  mentioned  depositor  such  sums  as  shall  be  due  to 
her,  and  her  check,  receipt  or  acquittance  shall  be  suf- 
ficient discharge  to  said  corporation. 

§  12.  The  misnomer  of  said  corporation  in  any  instru-Mimomar. 
ment  shall  not  vitiate  or  impair  the  same,  if  it  be  suffi- 
ciently described  to  ascertain  the  intention  of  the 
parties. 

§  13.  The  supreme  court  may,  at  any  time,  upon  the**pw»« 
application  of  any  trustee  or  depositor  in  said  mstitu-  point  «i"p" 
tion,  and  on  reasonable  cause  shown  therefor  to  the*™10"**0' 
satisfaction  of  said  court,  appoint  one  or  more  persons 
to  examine  into  the  investments  thereof,  and  its  affairs 
and  business  generally.  The  books,  papers  and  busi- 
ness of  said  corporation  shall  be  open,  and  be  subject  to 
the  examination  of  such  person  or  persons ;  and  the 
trustees,  officers  and  clerks  thereof,  or  any  other  person 
may  be  examined  on  oath  by  such  person  or  persons ; 
and  the  said  court  may  confer  such  other  powers  on 
the  person  or  persons  so  appointed  as  it  may  consider 
necessary  for  the  more  thorough  and  perfect  examina- 
tion of  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  said  corporation. 
The  said  person  or  persons  so  appointed  shall  report  the 
result  of  their  investigation  to  said  court,  who,  if  satis- 
fied thereby  that  any  officer,  trustee  or  servant  of  said 
corporation  has  been  guilty  of  any  fraud  or  misconduct, 
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may  remove  such  person  or  persons,  and  make  each 
further  orders,  and  take  such  further  measures  for  se- 
curing the  funds  and  property  of  said  corporation,  as 
the  said  court  shall  deem  expedient.  ^  ^ 

§  14.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the 
first  part  of  the  revised  statutes,  and  "all  other  general 
laws  affecting  savings  institutions,  so  far  as  the  same 
are  or  may  be  applicable ;  and  this  act  maybe  repealed, 
altered  or  amended  at  any  time  hereafter. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap:  282. 

AN  ACT  to  supply  Sing  Sing  prison  with 
Croton  water,  and  for  the  sale  of  certain 
lands  of  the  State. 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Forifc,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  agent  and  warden  of  the  Sing  Sing 
prison,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  inspectors  of 
state  prisons,  is  hereby  authorized  to  contract  with  the 
Oroton  aqueduct  board  of  the  city  of  New  York,  for  a 
continuous  supply  of  Croton  water  for  the  use  of  said 
prison,  at  the  price  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  payable  annually,  for  a  supply  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  gallons  per  day,  of  said  Croton 
water,  and  in  that  proportion  for  such  greater  or  lesser 
quantity,  as  may  be  consumed  at  said  prison,  with  the 
proviso  that,  from  and  including  the  first  day  of  May, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one,  either 
party  to  said  contract,  may  terminate  the  same,  upon 
giving  to  the  other  party  a  written  notice  of  one  year, 
of  the  intention  of  such  party  so  to  do,  and  said  agent 
and  warden  is  also  authorized  to  settle  with  said  board, 
for  all  Croton  water  used  at  said  prison,  since  the  first. 
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day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  at  the 
eaid  price  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  anntfm. 

§  2.  The  commissioners  of  the  land  office,  if  in  their 
judgment  the  interest  of  the  state  will  be  subserved 
thereby,  immediately,  upon  the  execution  of  the  con- 
tract authorized  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  are 
directed  and  required  to  execute  to  the  mayor,  alder- 
men and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York,  a  deed 
in  fee  simple  absolute  of  a  strip  of  land,  in  the  village 
of  Sing  Sing,  in  the  county  of ^Westchester,  being 
thrtv-three  feet  in  width  on  each  side  from  the  center 
of  the  Croton  aqueduct,  as  the  same  now  runs  through 
and  across  the  lands  owned  by  this  state,  in  said  village 
of  Sing  Sing,  and  known  as  the  state  form. 

§3.  The  treasurer  of  this  state  is  hereby  directed 
to  pay  to  the  Croton  aqueduct  board  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  from  time 
to  time,  all  such  sums  as  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be- 
come due  or  payable  to  the  said  board  for  water  here- 
tofore furnished,  or  hereafter  to  be  furnished  for  the 
use  of  the  said  prison,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  any  ' 
contract  or  settlement  which  may  be  made  or  entered 
into,  under  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this 
act. 

§  4.  This  act  Bhall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  283. 

AN  ACT  for  the  protection  and  improvement 
of  the  Tonawanda  band  of  Seneca  Indians, 
residing  on  the  Tonawanda  Reservation  in 
this  State. 

Passed  April  17, 1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  male  Indians  belonging  to  the  Tonawan-gJ^^ 
da  band  of  Seneca  Indians,  and  residing  on  the  Tona- 
wanda Reservation  in  this  state,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  and  upwards,  may  assemble  at  one  of  their  council

houses,  on  said  reservation,  on  the  first  day  of  June,  A. 
D.  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and,  by 
plurality  of  votes,  elect  the  following  officers:  three 
peacemakers,  one  clerk,  one  treasurer,  and  one  marshal. 
The  said  officers  shall  all  be  chosen  from  Indians,  who  are 
members  of  said  Tonawanda  band,  and  the  said  peace- 
makers shall  be  selected  from  the  chiefs  of  said  band 
residing  on  said  reservation.  The  most  aged  member  of 
the  peacemakers  present,  when  official  business  is  trans- 
acted by  them,  snail  be  the  presiding  officer.  At  the 
first  election  held  under  this  act,  a  presiding  officer  and 
a  clerk  shall  be  chosen  by  those  present  at  the  meeting ; 
but  at  all  subsequent  elections  the  oldest  peacemaker 
present,  and  clerk  last  chosen,  shall  be  the  president 
and  clerk  to  preside  over  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  and  result  of  the  elections.  In  case  of  the 
,  absence  of  the  peacemakers  and  clerk,  those  present  at 
the  meeting  shall  choose  a  president  and  clerk  for  such 
meeting.  The  officers  hereinbefore  named  shall  be  cho- 
sen by  ballot,  or  by  ayes  and  noes,  upon  nomination  by 
an  elector. 

§  2.  If  any  person  offering  to  vote  at  such  election 
shall  be  challenged  as  unqualified,  the*  presiding  officer 
shall  determine  upon  his  right  to  vote,  from  the  exam- 
ination on  oath  of  the  person  offering  to  vote,  or  of  any 
other  Indian  or  Indians,  which  oath  the  presiding  officer 
is  authorised  to  administer. 
*•«£<*  §  3.  The  officers  thus  elected  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  July  fol- 
lowing such  election.  If  any  vacancy  shall  happen,  any 
chief  of  said  band  may,  within  eight  days  thereafter, 
call  a  special  meeting  of  the  chiefs  of  said  band  residing 
on  said  reservation  to  be  held  at  one  of  their  council 
houses,  by  leaving  a  notice  of  such  meeting  with  said 
chiefs,  or  at  their  several  places  of  residence  on  said 
reservation,  five  days  before  the  time  at  which  such 
meeting  shall  be  convened,  specifying  the  time  and 
place  of  such  meeting.  A  majority  of  the  chiefs  present 
shall  choose  a  clerk  for  the  meeting,  and  elect  officers  to 
supply  such  vacancies. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  a  book  provided  by  said  band,  to 
be  called  the  register  of  elections,  and  a  certificate  of 
the  election  of  any  officer  under  this  act  shall  be  entered 
in  such  register,  and  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
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clerk  of  said  meeting,  and  shall  be  evidence  of  such 
election. 

§  5.  The  treasurer  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  ^2X551 
election,  give  security  to  the  said  Tonawanda  band  of  awitj. 
Seneca  Indians,  in  such  form  and  amount  as  the  peace- 
makers shall  approve,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  his  office.  For  any  breach  of  the  condi- 
tions of  the  said  security  an  action  may  be  maintained 
in  any  court  of  this  state,  in  the  name  and  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  said  Tonawanda  band  of  Seneca  Indians,  in 
the  manner  provided  by  the  laws  of  New- York,  for  the 
breach  of  official  bonds  given  by  any  county  treasurer. 
The  treasurer,  after  giving  security  as  aforesaid,  shall] 
receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  said  band,  which  shall  i 
be  deposited  with  him  pursuant  to  any  resolution  of  the 
chiefs  of  said  band, duly  adopted  in  council  and  recorded. 
He  shall  not  pay  out  any  of  said  moneys  except  upon 
the  warrant  of  the  presiding  officer  and  clerk  of  a  council 
of  the  chiefs,  at  which  an  act  of  appropriation  of  such 
money  shall  have  been  duly  made  by  a  majority  of  votes 
and  recorded.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  Buch  com- 
pensation as  the  chiefs  in  council  assembled  shall  deter- 
mine. 

§  6.  The  clerk  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  the  books,  «•*•• 
papers,  and  records  belonging  to  the  said  band;  he**** 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  chiefs  with  a  book  of  records 
at  the  expense  of  the  band,  in  which  he  shall  enter  all 
the  proceedings  and  elections  of  any  annual  or  special 
meetings  of  said  Indians,  and  all  orders,  rules,  regula- 
tions, and  certificates  made  or  granted  by  the  chiefs  in 
council,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  said  Indians,  and  the  councils  of  the  chiefs,  and 
shall  be  their  secretary  ;  all  orders  of  the  chiefs  for  the 
payment  of  any  money,  shall  be  certified  by  the  pre- 
siding officer  and  the  clerk  to  have  been  duly  made, 
before  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  and 
shall  be  retained  by  the  treasurer  as  his  vouchers. 
Every  order,  certificate,  or  other  matter,  certified  by 
the  clerk  to  be  true  extracts  from  his  minutes,  shall  lie 
competent  evidence  thereof;  the  clerk  shall  receive 
such  compensation  for  his  services,  as  shall  be  allowed 
by  the  chiefs  in  council,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  in 
any  one  year. 

$7.  The  peacemakers  of  said  reservation  shall  have  ffiffiff* 
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authority  to  hfcar  arid  determine  all  matters,  dteputeB, 
and  controversies  between  any  Indians  residing  upon 
■said  reservation,  whether  arising  upon  contracts  or  for 
Wrongs,  and  particularly  for  any  encroachments  or 
trespass  on  toy  land  cultivated  or  occupied  by  any  ono 
bf  tWn,  and  Hvhich  *hall  have  been  entered  and  de- 
scribed in  the  cte&'sbookof  records;  but  theyihall 
iftt  take  cognisance  of  any  claim  founded  upon  any 
tibbt  Gr  demand  originally  contracted  with  a  white 
Wan.  They  shall  catise  the  defendant  to  be  brought 
ibid.  ffefotethtth  by  the  marshal,  at  such  times  and  places 
as  tttiyahaflr  appoint,  and  shall  publicly  hear  the  allega- 
-  tibtis  atid  proofs  of  the  parties,  and  make  known  their 
ilfctertttfaation  to  them.  They  may  issue  orders  or 
ttotfc64'fbrthe  appearance  of  witnesses,  and  may  compel 
•their  appearance  by  attachment  and  by  fine,  for  not 
appearing,  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  law  in 
reflation  to  justices  of  the  peace ;  they  may  administer 
Oaths  to  tvitnfcsfies,aiid  tiiay  examine  any  party  on  oath, 
.  to  be  administered  by  them  in  any  case  where  the 
opposite  party  shrill  require  such  examination.  In  case 
"any  patrty  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  determination 
of  the  peacemakers  within  the  time  prescribed  by  them, 
*hey  shall  cause  the  same  to  be'entered  in  a  book  to  be 
provided  by  the  Ohifcfe  for  that  purpose,  and  the  partv 
in  tfrhobef  favor  fettoh  determination  maybe  made  shall 
be  entitled  to  rebOver  the  sum  awarded  in  an  action 
before  atiy  justice  bf  the  peace  of  the  county,  in  which 
a  copy  of  such  determination,  certified  by  the  peace- 
makers, shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  right  of 
recovery,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  there- 
in,'and  executions  shall  be  awarded  in  the  same  man- 
Mr  as  in  suits  between  white  persons.  But  the  peace- 
makers shall  in  no  base  award  more  than  one  hundred 
ttoHtts,  exclusive  Of  costs,  in  favor  Of  any  party,  in  any 
ohe  complaint  or  suit.  Any  two  peacemakers  shall  be 
corirpetebt  to  perform  any  duties  and  exercise  any 
powers  hfcterin  assigned  to  the  peacemakers  of  said 
reservation. 

-  $8.  No  peacemaker  shall  act  in  any  case  in  which  he 
is  related  by  blood  to  either  of  the  parties  within  the 
fourth  degree  by  the  common  law,  or  have  any  interest 
in  the  controversy,  and  when  such  relationship  or  in- 
terest in  any  two  peacemakers  is  established  to  the  sat* 
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isfaction  of  the  other,  he  shall  associate  with  him  any 
two  chiefs  residing  on  the  reservation,  not  related  to 
the  parties  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  not  having 
any  interest  in  the  controversy,  for  the  hearing  and  de- 
termination of  the  suit,  and  such  peacemakers  and  the 
chiefs  so  appointed,  or  the  majority  of  them,  shall  have 
all  the  powers  and  authority  herein  conferred  upon  the 
peacemakers  in  relation  to  such  suits. 

§  9.  Any  party  dissatisfied  with  the  determination  of  JjggS  d|J; 
any  tribunal  so  constituted,  or  of  the  peacemakers  in  a 
any  suit,  may  appeal  therefrom  to  a  jury  of  six  chiefs, 
to  be  selected  as  follows :  Upon  giving  security  to  be 
.  approved  by  the  peacemakers  to  pay  the  amount  that 
shall  be  awarded  by  such  jury,  the  tribunal  whose  deci- 
sion is  appealed  from,  shall  direct  the  marshal  to  sum- 
mon twelve  chiefs,  to  be  designated  by  such  tribunal,  to 
appear  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified,  not  more 
than  ten  days  thereafter,  to  determine  such  appeal ;  on 
the  appearance  of  the  chiefs  so  summoned,  six  of  their 
number  shall  be  drawn  by  lot  to  hear  such  appeal ;  if 
it  be  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  tribunal 
which  summoned  the  said  chiefs,  that  any  of  them  are 
related  to  either  of  the  parties  as  hereinbefore  named, 
or  are  interested  in  the  controversy,  they  shall  be  set 
aside,  and  other  chiefs  shall  be  drawn  instead  of  them. 
The  jury  thus  constituted  shall  hear  the  appeal,  exam- Jury" 
ine  the  witnesses  and  parties  on  oath,  if  required,  in  the 
same  cases  and  in  like  manner  as  herein  provided,  in 
respect  to  the  peacemakers,  and  the  determination 
made  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  conclu- 
sive, and  shall  be  entered  in  the  book  kept  by  the 
peacemakers,  and  may  be  enforced  in  like  manner  and 
upon  like  evidence  as  in  the  case  of  a  determination 
by  the  peacemakers.  The  chiefs  hearing  such  appeal, 
shall  each  be  entitled  to  receive  twenty-five  cents  for 
their  services,  to  be  paid  in  the  first  instance  by  the 

Sarty  appealing ;  in  their  final  determination  they  shall 
irect  which  party  shall  pay  the  costs  and  expenses  of 
the  suit  and  of  the  appeal. 

§10.  The  peacemakers  shall  not  receive  any  fees  for  pe*»- 
their  services  to  their  own  use,  but  all  such  fees  shall  £a£SiTe0t 
be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  band  for  its  use ;  *•■• 
and  in  every  controversy  before  them,  the  costs  shall  be 
paid  by  the  party  against  whom  the  determination  shall 
42 
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be  made,  which  coats  shall  consist  of  the  fees  of  the  mar- 
shal as  herein  provided,  and  fifty  cents  each  for  the 
attendance  of  the  peacemakers  at  any  hearing  of  the 
parties,  and  if  the  same  shall  be  adjourned,  twenty-five 
cents  each  for  their  attendance  on  the  first  appearance 
of  the  parties ;  the  costs  allowed  shall  be  ascertained 
and  specified  by  them  in  their  determination. 

§  11.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  each  of  the  peacema- 
kers, by  the  chiefs  in  council,  an  annual  compensation, 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  in  any  one  year,  to  be  paid 
semi-annually  by  the  treasurer. 

§  12.  The  marshal  shall  execute  all  orders,  summons, 
and  process  issued  or  given  to  him  by  the  peacemakers, 
or  by  any  tribunal  created  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  his  serv- 
ices the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  by  law  to  constables 
in  courts  held  by  justices  of  the  peace. 

§  13.  For  any  demand  or  right  of  action  which  any 
Indian  of  said  band  may  have  against  any  other  Indian, 
and  which,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  ex- 
ceeds the  amount  which  may  be  awarded  by  the  peace- 
makers, actions  may  be  maintained  and  prosecuted  in 
the  courts  of  this  state  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the 
like  effect  as  between  white  citizens. 

§  14.  The  names  of  the  chiefs  of  said  band  shall  be 
entered  by  the  clerk  in  the  book  of  records,  and  if  the 
fact  of  their  being  chiefs  shall  be  disputed  by  any  other 
chief,  such  fact  shall  be  determined  by  the  chiefs  in 
council ;  but  this  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to 
authorize  them  to  depose  any  such  chief,  or  to  deter- 
mine upon  the  propriety  or  expediency  of  entering  his 
name,  except  upon  the  determination  of  four-fifths  of 
all  the  chiefs  of  said  band. 

§  15.  Any  willful  false  swearing  by  any  person  to 
whom  any  oath  may  be  administered,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  perjury,  and 
punished  as  such  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  laws  of 
this  State ;  and  any  person  who  shall  unlawfully  and 
corruptly  procure  such  false  swearing  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  subornation  of  perjury,  and  shall  be  punished 
as  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  state. 

§  16.  No  land  within  the  said  reservation  not  already 
cultivated  and  improved,  or  under  fence,  shall  hereafter 
be  appropriated  by  any  Indian  to  his  own  use,  without 
the  consent  of  the  chiefs  in  council,  whose  duty,  how- 
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ever,  it  shall  be,  on  application,  to  allot  and  9et  apart 
for  any  Indian  or  any  Indian  family,  so  much  wild  land 
as  the  chiefs  shall  deem  reasonable,  and  an  equitable 
proportion,  in  reference  to  the  whole  number  of  Indi- 
ans not  possessing  lands.  The  description  of  such 
lands  shall  be  submitted  by  the  respective  claimants 
to  the  chiefs  in  council  assembled,  and  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  council  before  they  shall  be  recorded. 

§  17.  Lands  on  the  said  reservation  which  are  aPPr°- JCS1^** 
priated  by  any  Indians  or  family  to  their  own  use,  and 
cultivated  and  improved  by  them,  shall,  within  two 
years  after  this  act  takes  effect,  be  described  by  the 
person  or  persons  claiming  the  same,  with  convenient 
certainty,  and  be  entered  in  the  books  of  record  kept 
by  the  clerk  of  the  said  Indians,  and  if  not  so  entered, 
the  claimant  thereof  shall  not  be  entitled  to  maintain 
any  suit  under  the  .provisions  of  this  act,  for  encroach- 
ing or  trespassing  thereon. 

4  18.  Any  Indian  residing  on  the  said  reservation, SFSjiff 
having  land  alloted  to  him  by  the  chiefs,  or  entered  as1*0*' 
herein  provided,  may  sell,  for  his  own  benefit,  any  tim- 
ber or  trees,  or  stone  or  plaster  on  that  portion  of  such 
land  which  he  shall  actually  and  in  good  faith  clear  for 
the  purpose  of  cultivation.  But  no  ^hite  person  shall, 
tinder  pretence  of  being  hired  by  any  Indian,  or  any 
other  pretence,  be  employed  in  removing  any  timber, 
or  wood,  or  stone,  or  plaster  from  said  reservation,  or 
cutting  down  any  trees  or  quarrying  for  that  purpose. 

§  19.  Any  Indian  residing  on  the  said  reservation,  Jjjflyjjg 
may,  without  the  aid  or  assistance  of  any  white  man, gi«,*e. 
manufacture  shingles  or  staves  from  any  timber  or  any 
trees  growing  upon  any  wild  land  therein,  not  alloted 
to,  or  entered  by  any  other  Indian,  or  being  or  growing 
upon  any  land  alloted  to  or  entered  by  him,  and  may 
sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  for  his  own  benefit.  But 
no  white  person  shall,  under  the  pretence  of  being  hired 
by  any  Indian,  or  any  other  pretence,  be  employed  in 
any  such  manufacture,  or  in  removing  any  timber,  or 
cutting  down  any  trees  for  that  purpose.  But  before 
any  Indian  shall  cut  or  remove  any  wood,  trees,  or  tim- 
ber from  any  wild  land  not  alloted  to  him,  he  shall  ob- 
tain a  permit  therefor  from  a  council  of  chiefs  duly 
assembled,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  officer 
and  clerk  of  such  council. 

§  20.  No  timber  being  on  any  part  of  said  reserva-TlmbMr- 
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tion,  no  trees  growing  thereon,  nor  any  manufacture 
thereof,  shall  be  sold  or  disposed  of  by  any  individual 
Indian  or  Indians,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided  ;  and 
every  such  sale  or  disposition  shall  be  absolutely  void. 
Any  sale  or  disposition  of  such  timber  or  trees,  being 
or  growing  upon  any  wild  land  on  the  said  reservation, 
made  by  the  chiefs  in  council,  shall  be  for  the  benefit 
of  the  said  band  of  Indians,  and  the  proceeds  of  any 
such  sale  or  disposition  shall  belong  to  and  be  paid  into 
its  treasury.  And  the  attorney  for  the  said  Indians 
shall  be  authorized  to  prosecute  for  the  price  of  any 
timber  or  trees  unlawfully  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Tonawanda  band  of  Seneca  Indians,  and  to  recover  the 
amount  thereof  from  any  person  who  shall  have  received 
the  same. 
tadTndii^  §  21.  The  proper  action  for  the  benefit  of  the  said 
oSte^So"  Tonawanda  band  of  Seneca  Indians  may  be  prosecuted 
and  maintained  by  the  attorney  for  the  said  Indians, 
for  any  timber  or  trees,  or  the  manufacture  thereof, 
sold,  taken,  or  carried  from  the  said  reservation,  in 
any  other  case,  than  as  herein  provided  and  allowed, 
pud  shall  recover  in  such  action  double  the  value  of 
the  timber,  trees,  or  article  manufactured  from  them, 
so  sold,  taken,  or  carried  from  the  said  reservation. 
SS^of"  §  22-  The  district  attorney  for  the  county  of  Genesee, 
shall  be  the  attorney  of  the  said  Tonawanda  band  of 
Seneca  Indians.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  advise 
the  said  Indians  respecting  controversies  between  them- 
selves, and  between  them,  or  any  of  them,  and  any 
other  person  ;  he  shall  prosecute  and  maintain  all  such 
actions,  suite,  and  proceedings  for  them,  or  any  of  them, 
as  he  may  find  necessary  and  proper ;  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty,  on  the  written  complaint  of  a  majority  of  the 
chiefs  of  said  band,  when  any  trespass  has  been  com- 
mitted on  the  lands  of  said  reservation,  or  any  timber, 
wood,  or  logs  has  been  cut  or  carried  away,  or  con- 
verted by  any  person,  not  Indian,  to  his  own  use,  im- 
mediately to  commence  the  proper  suits  for  the  recovery 
of  such  property,  or  of  damages  for  any  such  injury. 
He  shall  at  all  times,  when  requested  by  them,  or  by 
any  chief,  advise  them  in  relation  to  their  affairs.  All 
suits  commenced  and  prosecuted  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  and  for  the  benefit  of  said  Tona- 
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wanda  band  of  Seneca  Indians,  and  in  case  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  execute  any  bond  for  the  prosecution  or 
maintenance  of  any  suit  or  proceedings  in  behalf  of 
the  said  Indians,  or  any  of  them,  the  said  attorney  may 
execute  the  same  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  said 
Tonawanda  band  of  Seneca  Indians,  who  shall  be  bound 
thereby  as  any  citizen  may  be  bound  by  bis  lawful 
agent  and  attorney  in  fact,  and  all  sums  recovered  in 
any  action,  brought  by  the  said  attorney,  after  deduct- 
ing such  costs  and  expenses  as  shall  be  certified  by  the 
judge  before  whom  the  case  was  tried  and  judgment 
rendered,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
said  Tonawanda  band  of  Seneca  Indians,  if  there  be 
one,  and  if  there  be  none,  then  to  such  person  as  shall 
be  appointed  to  receive  the  same  by  a  majority  of  the 
chiefs  of  said  band  in  council  assembled,  such  appoint- 
ment to  be  certified  to  by  the  presiding  officer  and 
clerk  of  said  council.  In  every  suit  or  proceeding 
authorized  by  this  act,  any  individual  Indian  of  said 
band,  may,  if  otherwise  competent,  be  received  and 
examined  as  a  witness  on  behalf  of  the  said  Towawanda 
baud  of  Seneca  Indians,  notwithstanding  his  being  a 
member  of  the  said  band. 

$  23.  The  chiefs  of  said  band  of  Indians,  in  council  JJ^^ 
assembled,  may  determine  on  the  laying  out  of  roads  mLS^** 
and  highways,  and  working  the  same  ;  and  may  make 
by-laws  to  regulate  such  work,  and  also  for  regulating, 
protecting,  and  improving  their  common  lands,  and 
for  regulating  fences,  and  preventing  trespass  by  cattle 
or  otherwise,  and  may  provide  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
five  dollars  for  violating  or  disobeying  any  such  regula- 
tion or  by-law. 

§  24.  No  person  or  persons,  other  than  Indians,  Bhall  |JM*»ti<m 
cultivate  any  lands  within  said  reservation  on  shares,       ^** 
or  under  any 'lease  thereof,  or  other  contract,  providing 
for  the  removal  of  any  of  the  products  of  said  land,  by 
such  person  or  persons  as  a  reward  for  cultivating  the  , 

same  ;  but  the  crops  on  said  land  shall  be  deemed  to 
belong  to  the  Indian  entitled  to  cultivate  the  same. 

§  25.  The  proportionate  share  of  said  band  to  the 
annuity  of  five  hundred  dollars  agreed  to  be  paid  by 
the  state  of  New  York,  under  a  treaty  dated  twelfth 
September,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  shall  hereafter 
be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  this  state,  under  the  warrant  of 
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"  the  comptroller,  to  the  treasurer  of  said  Tonawanda 
band  of  Seneca  Indians.  Their  proportionate  share 
will  be  determined  by  the  ratio  that  their  numbers 
bear  to  the  whole  number  of  Senecas  residing  in  other 
portions  of  this  state  having  an  interest  in  the  annuity. 


Chap.  284. 

AN  ACT  to  divide  school  district  number  two, 
of  the  town  of  Yonkers,  into  separate  dis- 
tricts, and  to  constitute  and  define  the 
powers  of  the  board  of  education,  in  the 
new  district. 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

DiTWon  of  Section  1.  That  school  district  number  two,  in  the 
a. trtotNo#  town  of  Yonkers,  Westchester  county,  with  the  bound- 
aries as  established  by  law  in  eighteen  hundred  and 
fourteen,  with  all  subsequent  alterations  as  now  recog- 
nized, up  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  divided  as  follows :  beginning  on  the 
Hudson  river,  at  a  point  opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Nep- 
perham  river,  and  running  thence  easterly  along  the  centre 
line  of  said  Nepperham  river,  to  the  middle  of  the  ex- 
tension of  Warburton  avenue ;  thence  along  the  middle 
of  said  extension,  northerly  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet, 
to  the  middle  of  Dock  street ;  thence  along  the  middle 
of  Dock  street,  easterly,  and  crossing  Broadway,  about 
two  hundred  feet,  to  the  southeasterly  corner  of  a  brick 
building,  belonging  to  Robert  P.  Getty;  thence  along 
the  southerly  end  of  said  building,  and  along  land  of 
Ralph  Shipman,  easterly  four  hundred  and  seventy-five 
feet,  to  the  middle  of  Locust  Hill  avenue ;  thence  along 
the  middle  of  Locust  Hill  avenue,  northerly  four  hun- 
dred and  fifteen  feet,  to  a  point  in  a  line,  continuous 
with  the  boundary  line  between  lands  of  John  T.  Waring 
and  William  0.  Waring ;  thence  along  said  boundary

line,  and  on  a  line  continuous  therewith,  easterly  six* 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  to  the  middle  of  said  Nepperham 
river ;  thence  along  the  middle  of  the  said  Nepperham, 
as  it  winds  and  turns,  northerly  and  easterly,  about 
three  thousand  feet,  to  the  centre  line  of  the  Groton 
aqueduct  property ;  thence  along  said  centre  line  east- 
erly, to  the  westerly  boundary  of  district  number  four. 

§  2.  All  the  present  district  number  two,  north  of  said  5£2}<*no. 
division  line,  shall  be  a  separate  district,  known  as  dis-e. 
trict  number  six,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  laws  estab- 
lishing union  free  schools,  with  the  amendments  now  in 
force,  and  all  that  part  of  said  district  south  of  said 
division  line,  shall  continue,  and  be  known  as  district 
number  two,  as  formerly  created  and  established  by  law, 
and  shall  also  be  subject  to  the  laws  in  relation  to  union 
free  schools. 

§  3.  The  names  of  the  persons  who  shall,  and  do  here-JJj^tl°o^of 
by  constitute  the  board  of  education  for  said  district  dtotrtot no. 
number  six,  are  John  M.  Mason,  George  B.  Upham,6' 
Isaac  H.  Knox,  Ethan  Flagg,  Justus  Lawrence  and  Pe- 
ter F.  Peek,  who  shall  take  possession  and  charge  of  all 
school  houses,  sites,  lots,  furniture,  books,  apparatus 
and  all  school  property  within  the  said  school  district, 
and  in  whom,  by  this  act,  the  title  to  all  school  property, 
of  whatever  name  or  nature,  within  the  said  district 
number  six,  shall  be  vested,  and  who  shall  possess  and 
exercise  all  the  powers  conferred  upon  said  board,  un- 
der the  union  free  school  act,  and  who  shall  continue  in 
office,  until  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  next,  or  until 
their  successors  are  appointed. 

$  4.  The  board  of  education  of  school  district  number  Power  ot 
six,  as  constituted  by  this  act,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  purchase  a  site,  or  sites,  and  erect  a  new 
school  house  or  houses,  to  sell  or  exchange  and  convey 
the  school  houses,  lots  or  sites,  or  either  or  any  of  them, 
now  belonging  to  or  that  may  hereafter  be  vested  in  the 
said  board,  whenever  said  board,  or  a  majority  of  them 
shall  deem  such  purchase,  sale  or  exchange  advisable. 
All  moneys  arising  from  such  sale  or  sales,  or  from  such 
exchange,  shall.be  appropriated  by  said  board,  to  the 
purchase  of  another  site  or  sites,  or  the  building,  fur- 
nishing or  improvement  of  sites  or  school  houses  now 
existing. 

§  5.  The  said  school  district  number  six,  as  established 
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by  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  its  full  share  of 
school  moneys  derived  from  the  distribution  made  by 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  and  the  said 
board  of  education  shall  appoint  a  treasurer  for  said 
distriot  number  six,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  demand, 
receive  and  disburse,  when  legally  called  upon,  all  the 
funds  to  which  said  district  shall  be  entitled.  The 
board  of  education  of  said  school  district  number  two, 
shall  pay  over  to  said  board  of  education  of  school  dis- 
trict number  six,  all  moneys  now  raised  or  received,  or 
hereafter  to  be  raised  or  received,  which  have  been 
directed  by  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  taxable  in- 
habitants of  said  district,  to  be  expended  within  the 
boundaries  of  district  number  six,  as  hereby  constituted, 
for  the  building  of  a  school  house  or  houses,  upon  an 
order  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  education  of  said  district  number 
six.  Said  board  of  education,  of  said  district  number 
two,  shall  in  like  manner,  pay  over  to  said  board  of  edu- 
cation, of  district  number  six,  one-third  of  all  such  mo- 
neys as  shall  have  been  collected  in  said  district  number 
two,  for  defraying  the  general  expenses  of  the  union 
free  school  or  schools,  during  the  unexpired  portion  of 
the  current  year,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  which 
last  mentioned  moneys,  shall  be  appropriated  and  ex- 
pended for  the  maintenance  of  a  school  or  schools  in 
said  district  number  six,  during  the  residue  of  the  pre- 
sent school  year. 

§  6.  All  the  provisions  of  law,  now  applicable  to  the 
said  school  district  number  two,  as  hereby  proposed  and 
the  officers  thereof,  shall  remain  as  at  present  existing, 
except  when  the  same  are  repealed,  changed  or  modified 
by  this  act. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Chap.  285- 

AN  ACT  to  divide  election  district  number 
one,  of  the  town  of  Plattsburgh,  Clinton 
county. 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
tn  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  a*  follows: 

Section  1.  All  that  part  of  election  district  number 
one,  in  the  town  of  Plattsburgh,  described  as  follows, 
beginning  in  the  center  of  the  Saranac  river  plank  road, 
and  its  intersection  with  the  highway  crossing  it  near 
the  Thorn  tavern,  and  running  thence  easterly  along  ttfe 
center  of  the  said  plank  road  to  the  bridge  crossing  the 
Saranac  river,  in  the  village  of  Plattsburgh ;  thenee 
along  the  center  of  the  river  to  its  mouth,  and  lying 
south  of  the  plank  road  and  river,  is  hereby  formed 
into  an  election  district  to  be  known  and  designated  as 
election  district  number  three,  of  the  town  of  Platts- 
burgh, 

§  2.  The  next  annual  election,  and  all  elections  to  be 
held  in  said  district  number  three,  during  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  shall  be  held  at  the 
brick  school  house,  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  in  said 
district. 

§  3.  William  Palmer,  Perly  D.  Moore,  and  William 
Reed  junior,  are  hereby  appointed  inspectors  of  election 
for  district  number  three,  hereby  created. 

§  4.  All  the  provisions  of  the  revised  statutes  relating 
to  elections  and  election  districts,  not  in  conflict  with 
this  act,  shall  apply,  as  far  as  applicable,  to  election 
district  number  three. 

§  5.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws,  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  are  hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to 
the  election  districts  of  the  town  of  Plattsburgh. 
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Chap.  286. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  cattle  from  running  in 
the  highways  in  the  town  of  Brighton,  in 
the  county  of  Monroe,  and  in  the  several 
towns  in  the  counties  of  Queens  and  Living- 
ston, except  the  town  of  Hempstead  in 
Queens  county,  and  for  protection  against 
animals  trespassing. 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  cattle,  horses, 
sheep  or  swine,  to  run  at  large  in  any  highway  in  the 
town  of  Brighton,  in  the  county  of  Monroe,  and 
in  the  several  towns  in  the  counties  of  Queens  and 
Livingston,  except  in  the  town  of  Hempstead,  in  the 
county  of  Queens. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  seize  and  take 
into  his  custody  and  possession  any  animal  which  may 
be  in  any  highway  and  opposite  to  land  owned  or  occu- 
pied by  him  in  the  said  towns,  contrary  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  foregoing  section.  And  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  any  person  to  take  into  his  custody  and  possession 
any  animal  which  may  be  trespassing  upon  premises 
owned  or  occupied  by  him  in  the  said  towns. 

§  3.  Whenever  any  such  person  shall  seize  and  take 
into  his  custody  and  possession  any  animal  under  the 
authority  of  the  next  preceding  section,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  person  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof 
to  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  a  commissioner  of  highways 
of  said  town,  and  such  justice  or  commissioner  shall 
thereupon  give  notice  by  affixing  the  same  in  six  public 
and  conspicuous  places  in  said  town,  one  of  which  shall 
be  the  nearest  district  school  house,  that  such  animal 
will  be  sold  at  public  auction  at  some  convenient  place 
in  said  town  not  less  than  fifteen  nor  more  than  twenty 
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days  from  the  time  of  the  affixing  such  notice,  to  be 
specified  in  said  notice  ;  at  the  time  and  place  named 
in  such  notice,  the  said  justice  or  commissioner  shall  pro- 
ceed to  sell  the  said  animal  for  cash,  and  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  shall,  in  the  first  place,  retain  the  follow- 
ing fees  and  charges  for  his  services  in  giving  said 
notice  and  making  said  sale,  viz :  For  every  horse  sold 
one  dollar ;  for  every  cow  or  calf  or  other  cattle,  fifty 
cents ;  and  for  every  swine  or  sheep,  twenty-five  cents. 
And  shall  then  pay  to  the  person  who  shall  have  seized 
the  said  animal,  the  sums  following,  that  is  to  say  :  For 
every  horse  so  seized  and  sold,  one  dollar ;  for  every 
cow  or  calf  or  other  cattle,  fifty  cents  ;  and  for  every 
swine  or  sheep  twenty-five  cents ;  together  with  a  rea- 
sonable compensation,  to  be  estimated  and  determined 
by  said  justice  or  commissioner  for  the  care  and  keep- 
ing of  said  animal,  from  the  seizure  thereof  to  the  time 
of  the  sale.  If  there  shall  be  any  surplus  money  arising 
from  said  sale,  the  said  justice  or  commissioner  shall 
retain  the  same  in  his  hands  and  pay  the  same  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  property,  after  a  reasonable 
demand  and  satisfactory  proof  of  such  ownership. 

§  4  Any  owner  of  any  animal  which  shall  be  seized 
under  and  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  may, 
at  any  time  before  the  sale  thereof,  require  the  same  to 
be  given  up  to  him,  upon  the  payment  of  the  several 
sums  hereinbefore  required  to  be  paid  to  the  said  com- 
missioner, and  to  the  person  by  whom  the  seizure  afore- 
said shall  have  been  made.  And  if  the  owner  shall 
make  such  requirement  at  least  three  days  before  the 
time  appointed  for  the  sale,  he  shall  only  pay  one-half 
of  the  several  sums  above  mentioned,  together  with  the 
whole  amount  of  compensation  awarded  by  the  said 
justice  or  commissioner. 
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Chap.  281. 


AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Water  Commis- 
sioners of  the  village  of  Watertown  to  bor- 
row money.

The  water  commissioners  of  the  village 
of  Watertown  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  on  the 
credit  of  said  village,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
in  addition  to  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  hereto- 
fore authorized  to  be  raised  for  the  purpose  of  supply- 
ing said  village  with  pure  and  wholesome  water.  The 
said  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  may  be  borrowed 
upon  the  same  term  of  credit.  Similar  bonds  shall  be 
issued  therefor,  and  the  said  sum,  with  the  interest 
thereon,  shall  be  raised  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  in 
all  respects  as  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  act 
passed  March  twenty-two,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
three,  and  ten  thousand  dollars  in  act  passed  March 
thirteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  and  interest 
thereon ;  is  authorized  and  required  to  be  borrowed, 
secured,  raised  and  paid,  and  the  faith  and  credit  of 
said  village  are  hereby  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the 
same,  and  the  interest  thereon,  payable  in  thirty-two 
years,  so  that  the  said  bonds  shall  not  be  made  payable 
in  either  of  the  years  in  which  bonds  previously  issued 
are  made  payable. 

§  2.  The  money  raised  under  this  act  shall  be  applied 
by  the  said  water  commissioners  to  the  payment  of  the 
purchase  of  pump  house,  lot,  erecting  building  on  the 
same,  erecting  pump,  and  laying  a  ten  inch  main  from 
pump  house  to  the  corner  of  William  and  Franklin 
streets ;  for  a  new  driving  main  and  hydrants,  as  the 
commissioners  shall  deem  proper ;  and  to  the  extension 
of  the  water  pipes  to  such  streets  of  said  village  as  are

Chap.  288. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
facilitate  the  progress  of  civil  actions  in 
which  the  people  of  the  State  are  parties. 

Passed  April  17,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  thirty-seven,  of 
laws  passed  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§2.  An  appeal  may  be  brought  by  the  people  of  this 
state  or  any  state  officer  or  board  of  state  officers,  from 
any  judgment  or  order  against  them  in  any  court,  with- 
out any  undertaking  or  security  whatever,  and  such 
appeals  now  pending,  or  that  shall  hereafter  be  brought 
shall  operate  as  a  stay  of  proceedings  on  the  judgment 
or  order  appealed  from. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  289. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Onondaga  Salt  Springs  to  exchange 
certain  lands  in  Syracuse. 

Passed  April  17,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  superintendent  of  the  Onondaga  salt 
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springs  is  hereby  authorized,  with  the  consent  of  the 
present  commissioners  of  the  land  office,  to  exchange  a 
8m all  strip  of  land  lying  south  and  westerly  of  the  salt 
office,  in  block  J,  for  a  piece  of  land  owned  by  John  W. 
Barker  and  Allen  Mnnroe,  lying  contiguous  thereto  in 
said  block. 

§  2.  Whenever  the  exchange  shall  be  made,  according 
to  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  a  sufficient  deed 
made  to  the  state,  for  said  strip  of  land,  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  land  office  shall  issue  a  patent  to  said  John 
W.  Barker  and  Allen  Munroe,  for  said  land  given  in 
exchange. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  290. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  fees  and  compensa- 
tion of  the  Special  Judge  and  Special  Surro- 
gate of  the  county  of  Chautauqua. 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact-  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  fees  and  compensation  hereafter  paid 
to  the  special  judge  and  special  surrogate,  of  the  county 
of  Chautauqua,  shall  be  the  same  as  were  allowed  to  the 
county  judge  or  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  said  county,  before  the  salary  of  said  county 
judge  was  fixed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said 
county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  seven  hundred  and 
seventy-four,  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-seven,  entitled  "An  act  in 
relation  to  the  Coles  or  Harlem  bridge  at 
the  termination  of  the  Third  avenue,  in  the 
city  of  New  York." 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  fourth  section  of  the  act  entitled  "An 
act  in  relation  to  the  Coles  or  Harlem  bridge  at  the 
terminus  of  the  Third  avenue  in  the  city  of  New  York," 
being  chapter  seven  hundred  and  seventy-four  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

William  Miner,  James  Davis  and  Joseph  Southworth, 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  William  H.  Robertson  and 
Akop  H.  Lockwood,  of  the  county  of  Westchester,  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners  of  the  Harlem  bridge, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  whenever, 
in  their  judgment,  or  that  of  a  majority  of  them,  and  after 
personal  examination  and  inspection,  it  shall  be  found 
requisite  and  necessary,  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  and  in  the  office 
.  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  Westchester,  a  certificate 
under  their1  hands,  stating  that  the'  rebuilding  of  the 
said  bridge  is  requisite  and  necessary,  and  shall  imme- 
diately thereafter  proceed  to  make  all  necessary  engage- 
ments and  contracts  for  the  rebuilding  and  reconstruc- 
tion of  said  Harlem  bridge  and  to  have  said  bridge  fully 
rebuilt  and  reconstructed  without  any  unnecessary  delay. 
And  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof,  and  of  the  just  and 
proper  compensation  of  the  commissioners  not  to  exceed 
three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day's  service,  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  as  other  county  charges  are  levied 
and  collected,  and  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  said 
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counties  in  the  aforesaid  proportion,  chargeable  to  each 
of  them  as  specified  in  the  third  section  of  the  act  here- 
by amended.  But  no  plan  for  the  rebuilding  and 
reconstruction  of  said  bridge  shall  be  adopted  which, 
in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  commissioners,  shall 
obstruct  the  proper  navigation  of  the  Harlem  river,  pro- 
vided that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  the 
construction  of  a  high  bridge  or  any  bridge  which  will 
require  a  change  in  the  grade  of  Third  avenue  and  the 
streets  and  avenues  adjacent  thereto ;  and  the  said 
commissioners  shall  have  no  power  to  make  any  con- 
tract or  contracts  for  the  execution  of  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  work  of  the  rebuilding  and  re-construction  of 
the  said  bridge,  for  any  sum  exceeding  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  said  board  of  commis- 
sioners by  death  or  resignation,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the 
supervisors  of  the  county  entitled  to  fill  .such  vacancy. 

§  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  conflicting  with  this 
act,  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  provide  arms  and  equipments  of 
the  Militia  of  the  State,  and  for  the  public 
defence. 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly  y  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
specified. 

§  2.  The  money  hereby  appropriated,  may  be  ex- 

f>ended  under  the  direction  of  the  commander-in-chief, 
ieutentant  governor,  secretary  of  state,  attorney-gen- 
eral, and  comptroller,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem 
most  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  efficiently  arming 
the  militia  of  the  state,  and  providing  for  the  public 
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defence ;  but  no  part  of  the  money  hereby  appropriated 
shall  be  expended,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  said  officers 
there  will  be  a  necessity  for  using  the  same,  or  a  portion 
thereof,  before  the  next  session  of  the  legislature. 

§  3.  The  arms,  equipments  and  munitions  of  war,  pro- 
cured by  authority  of  this  act,  shall  be  distributed  in 
such  manner,  as  the  commander-in-chief  shall  deem  best 
for  the  interest  of  the  militia  service  of  the  state. 

§  4.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  report  to  the  next 
legislature,  at  the  opening  thereof,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
*s  rnay  be,  all  his  ctct*  ap<J  proceeding^  under,  and  by 
virtue  of  this  act. 

6  5.  In  the  distribution  of  the  arms  and  equipments, 
and  munitions  of  war,  procured  by  virtue  of  this  act, 
the  commander-in-chief  shall  require  of  the  command- 
ants of  companies  or  regiments  to  whom  they  shall  be 
distributed,  such  security  fpr  the  wfa  keeping,  4ttd  pre- 
servation as  may  be  pecessary,  in  his  judgment,  toy:  that 
purpose,  which  security  shall  be,  a  bond  to  the  people 
of  this  state,  with  such  sureties  and  to  such  amount,  as 
the  commander-in-chief  shall  approve,  conditioned  for 
the  safe  keeping  and  preservation  of  such  arms,  equip- 
ments, and  munitions  of  war,  and  the  return  thereof  to 
the  arsenals  of  the  state,  whenever  such  return  shall  be 
ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief;  such  bond  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  adjutant  general  of  the  state. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector-general  to 
ascertain  and  report  specially  at  every  session  of  the 
legislature  at  the  opening  thereof,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  may  be,  the  number  and  condition  of  the  arms,  equip- 
ments and  munitions  of  war  procured  under  and  by 
virtue  of  this  act,  in  addition  to  the  reports  now  re- 
quired by  him  to  be  made. 

§  7.  But  no  portion  of  the  moneys  appropriated  by 
this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the  state  treasury,  except  it 
be  for  arms,  equipments  and  munitions  of  war,  actually

Passed  April  17, 1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of 
New  York  are  hereby  empowered  and  required,  as  soon 
as  conveniently  may  "be,  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
to  order  and  cause  to  be  raised  by  tax,  on  the  estates 
subject  to  taxation  according  to  law,  within  the  said 
county,  and  to  be  collected  according  to  law,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  three  millions  seven  hundred  and  nine  thou- 
sand three  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  and  eighty- 
two  cents,  on  account  of  the  corporation  of  the  city  of 
New  York,  for  the  following  purposes  to  wit :

§  2.  The  amourit  so  authorized  to  be  raised  for  the 
expenses  of  the  said  corporation,  which  are  or  may  be 
incurred  for  cleaning  streets  in  that  part  of  the  said 
city  lying  south  of  a  line  running  through  the  center  of 
Fifty-seventh  street  shall  be  assessed  only  upon  the 
estates  taxable  for  such  purpose  lying  and  being  south 
of  said  line.  And  so  much  of  the  sum  provided  for  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  law  department  as  may  be 
necessary,  for  compiling  and  printing,  not  exceeding 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  a  complete  digest 
of  all  the  laws  and  ordinances  relating  to  the  govern- 
ment of  the  city  of  New  York,  to  be  arranged  with  re- 
ference to  the  several  departments  and  bureaus  thereof, 
and  embracing  full  notes  of  the  decisions  of  the  courts, 
explanatory  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  city  au- 
thorities, the  said  compilation  to  be  prepared  and 
printed  by  a  person  of  the  degree  of  counselor-at-law, 
to  be  designated  by  the  first  judge  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas,  in  and  for  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York. 

§  3.  The  said  board  of  supervisors  are  hereby  also 
empowered,  in  case  of  any  judgment  or  judgments  being 
obtained  against  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
and  before  the  annual  taxes  for  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-one  are  levied,  which  judgment  or 
judgments  shall  be  founded  upon  claims  or  debts  not 
contemplated  in  any  estimates  or  appropriations  here- 
toforemade  by  the  common  council  of  said  city,  or  by 
the  said  board  of  supervisors,  and  not  provided  for  in 
any  of  the  several  amounts,  by  this  act,  or  other  law, 
authorized  to  be  raised  by  taxes,  or  which  may  have 
been  heretofore  raised  for  such  purpose,  upon  the  re- 
quest of  the  comptroller  of  said  city,  to  include  in  the 
amount  of  taxes  to  be  raised  for  and  on  account  of  said 
corporation  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
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one,  such  sum  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  such  judg- 
ment or  judgments,  and  all  legal  costs  and  expenses 
incident  thereto,  for  which  the  said  corporation  may  be 
liable ;  and  such  sum  shall  be  collected  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  taxes  are  by  law  collected. 

§  4.  In  case  any  such  judgment  or  judgments  shall 
be  recovered  against  the  said  corporation,  at  any  time 
after  the  annual  taxes  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-one,  shall  have  been  levied  by  said  board  of 
supervisors,  and  before  the  annual  taxes  for  the  year 
next  succeeding  shall  have  been  levied,  the  said  mayor, 
aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York  are 
authorized  to  borrow,  upon  the  credit  of  the  corpora- 
tion, such  sums  of  money  as,  from  time  to  time,  may  be 
necessary  for  the  payment  of m  such  judgment  or  judg- 
ments, and  the  legal  costs  and  expenses  incident  thereto, 
and  which  the  said  corporation  may  be  liable  to  pay, 
and  to  issue  revenue  bonds  therefor,  in  the  usual  form, 
the  same  to  be  payable  at  any  time  during  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  from  the  taxes  and 
other  revenues  of  the  corporation,  applicable  to  such 
purposes,  for  that  year ;  and  the  board  of  supervisors, 
or  other  body  authorized  to  levy  the  taxes  for  said  city, 
for  the  said  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  shall 
include  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  such  revenue  bonds, 
so  issued,  with  the  interest  thereon,  in  the  annual  tax 
levy  for  said  year,  in  addition  to  the  amounts  provided 
in  said  levy  for  other  purposes ;  and  the  same  shall  be 
collected  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  collec- 
tion of  other  taxes. 

§  5.  No  portion  of  the  sums  of  money  heretofore  ap- 
propriated by  the  common  council,  or  which  may  here- 
after be  appropriated  by  them,  for  any  specified  objects 
or  purposes,  whether  said  moneys  were  raised  or  to  be 
hereafter  raised  by  taxation,  or  received  from  other 
sources,  shall  be  expended  for  or  applied  to  any  other 
objects  or  purposes  than  those  specifically  named  and 
provided  for  in  such  appropriations.  No  expenditure 
for  salaries  of  officers  in  said  city  shall  be  made  exceed- 
ing the  total  amount  herein  provided  for  the  same,  nor 
shall  the  common  council  of  said  city,  during  the  ensu- 
ing year,  increase  or  diminish  the  number  or  compensa- 
tion of  the  several  offices  of  the  city  government  as 
now  established  by  law,  ordinance  or  resolution ;  and 
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provided  further,  that  the  several  appropriations  do* 
tailed  under  the  head  of  fire  department,  shall  not  be 
transferred  or  expended,  except  upon  the  consent  of 
the  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  super- 
visors to  include  in  any  and  every  ordinance  or  resolu- 
tion passed  by  them  imposing  and  levying  taxes  for 
any  purpose  or  purposes  authorized  by  law,  within  the 
city  and  county  of  New  York,  such  sum,  in  addition  io 
the  aggregate  amount  required  for  such  purposes,  as 
they  shall  deem  necessary,  not  exceeding  three  per 
cent  of  said  agregate  amount,  to  provide  for  deficien- 
cies in  the  actual  product  of  the  amount  imposed  and 
levied  therefor. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  294 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  construction  of  k 
bridge  over  the  Sing  Sing  Kill,  in  the  village 
of  Sing  Sing,  and  the  raising  of  money  for 
the  payment  of  the  same. 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  president  and  trustees  of  the  village 
of  Sing  Sing,  and  the  commissioners  of  highways  of  the 
town  of  Ossining,  in  the  county  of  Westchester,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  construct  a  bridge 
over  the  Sing  Sing  kill,  under  the  main  arch  of  the 
Oroton  aqueduct,  in  said  village,  in  place  and  stead  of 
the  old  bridge  which  has  become  impassable. 

§  2.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  West* 
ehester,  at  their  next  tohual  session  in  Novembers 
eighteen  hundred  and  sijcty-one,  ate  directed  to  levy 
on  said  town  of  Ossining,  the  sum  of 'three  thousand 
dollars,  to  pay  for  said  bridge,  and  the  same  shall  be 
collected  by  the  collector  of  the  said  town  of  Ossining 
by  virtue  of  the  warraat  tesued  to  him  hy  the  said 
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board  of  supervisors,  at  their  next  annual  session,  for 
the  purpose  of  collectibg  the  state,  county  and  town 
taxe6,  and  to  be  collected  by  the  said  collector,  in  the 
same  manner,  and  at  the  same  time,  as  such  other  taxes 
are  collected. 

§  3.  The  said  three  thousand  dollars,  tohen  so  col- 
lected by  the  said  town  collector,  shall,  forthwith,  be 
paid  over  to  the  Baid  president  and  trustees  of  the  vil- 
lage of  Sing  Sing,  to  be  applied  by  them  to  the  payment 
of  the  building  of  Baid  bridge.

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  Troy  and  Lansing-' 
burgh  Rail  Road  Company. 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

*fl\e  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  db  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  Troy  and  Lansingburgh  rail  toad 
company,  organized  on  the  sixth  day  of  September, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  under  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  rail  road  corporations, 
and  to  regulate  the  same/'  passed  April  second,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  fifty,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing, 
maintaining  and  operating  a  rail  rOad  to  be  run  with 
horse  power  only,  from  the  city  of  Troy  to  the  north 
part  of  the  tillage  of  Latt*ingb«*gh,>ifa  ifce  county  tff 
Rensselaer,  shall  oot  be  requited  to  comply  ^with  the 
provisions  of  the  twenty-seooad,  twenty-third,  twenty- 
seventh,  thirty-first,  thirty-second,  thirty-third,  thirty- 
sixth,  thirty-seventh,  thirty-eight,  thirty-ninth,  forty- 
fourth  and  forty-fifth  sections  of  the  said  act. 

§  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  first  section  of 
an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  city  of  Troy 
and  certain  rail  road  corporations  to  subscribe  for  and 
become  the  owners  of  stock  for  the  construction  of  a 
railroad  through  the  whole  or  some  portion  of  the  city 
of  Troy,*  passed  June  twentieth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
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fifty-one,  bo  far  as  the  same  prevents  the  laying  of  the 
track  of  the  said  the  Troy  and  Lansingburgh  rail  road 
company,  between  Adams  and  Federal  streets  in  the 
city  of  Troy,  is,  as  to  the  said  the  Troy  and  Lansing- 
burgh rail  road  company,  hereby  repealed.  But  the 
Troy  and  Lansingburgh  rail  road  company  shall  not  lay 
or  maintain  the  track  of  their  rail  road  between  said 
streets,  unless  they  shall  comply  with  and  perform  and 
continue  to  comply  with  and  perform  the  provisions 
and  terms  of  a  contract,  dated  the  twenty-second  day 
of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  between 
the  said  Troy  and  Lansingburgh  rail  road  company,  the 
Troy  Union  rail  road  company  and  the  four  other  rail 
road  companies  which  are  stockholders  of  said  Union 
rail  road  company. 

§  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  however  be 
construed  to  give  any  rights  to  or  in  any  way  to  author- 
ize the  said  Troy  and  Lansingburgh  rail  road  company 
to  cross  or  lay  their  road  or  tracks  across  or  upon  the 
road  or  tracks  of  the  Troy  Union  rail  road  company, 
unless  with  the  consent  in  writing  previously  obtained, 
and  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  of  the  New 
York  Central  rail  road  company  and  the  Hudson  River 
rail  road  company. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  296. 


AN  ACT  authorizing  the  canal  commissioners 
to  construct  a  ditch  or  a  canal  sewer,  from  a 
point  near  Nelson  street,  inthe  city  of  Roches- 
ter, into  the  Erie  canal,  below  the  Brighton 
lock. 
Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  canal  commissioners  are  authorized 
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to  construct  a  ditch,  or  a  covered  sewer,  the  choice  of 
which  shall  be  at  their  discretion,  provided  the  state  is 
legally  liable  to  do  the  same,  from  a  point  near  Nelson 
street,  in  the  city  of  Rochester,  and  from  thence  along 
the  Erie  canal,  and  into  the  said  canal  at  a  point  near 
and  below  the  Brighton  lock ;  provided  the  right  of 
way  for  said  ditch  or  sewer,  if  the  same  is  constructed 
through  lands  not  owned  by  the  State,  is  furnished  free 
of  cost  or  charge  to  the  state. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  canal  commission- 
ers and  the  mayor  and  common  council  of  the  city  of 
Rochester,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into 
a  contract  for  theconstruction  of  a  canal  sewer  between 
the  points  aforesaid,  at  a  sum  to  be  agreed  upon  by  said 
parties,  if  tbe  said  canal  commissioners  shall  determine 
upon  the  construction  of  a  canal  sewer  instead  of  a 
ditch  ;  provided  the  right  of  way  is  furnished  without 
charge  to  the  state,  and  provided  further  that  the  said 
mayor  and  common  council  enter  into  a  contract  with 
said  canal  commissioners  to  assume  the  maintenance  of 
said  covered  sewer,  after  the  construction  of  the  same, 
which  they  are  authorized  to  do. 

§  3.  The  amount  expended  in  the  construction  of  said 
ditch,  or  covered  sewer,  or  contracted  to  be  paid,  to  the 
mayor  and  common  council  of  the  city  of  Rochester, 
for  the  construction  of  said  covered  sewer,  by  the  canal 
commissioners,  shall  be  paid  in  the  latter  case,  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  city  of  Rochester,  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  payment  of  ordinary  repairs  on 
the  Erie  canal,  when  authorized  by  said  canal  commis- 
sioners.

Passed  April  17,  186 1,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  foe  State  af  Jfew  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  foliates: 

Section  1.  The  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  alter  the 
commissioners'  map  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  and  to 
provide  for  the  widening  and  improvement  of  Third 
street  inlaid  oity,"  passed  April  seventeenth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 
ThMitnet  Third  street  in  said  city  of  Brooklyn  is  hereby 
widened,  widened,  from  Smith  street  to  Ninth  avenue,  to  the 
width  of  eighty  feet,  and  shall  be  opened  to  eaid  width 
by  adding  ten  feet  to  each  side  of  said  street,  as  now 
laid  down  on  the  commissioners'  j&ap.

Section  first  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act 
to  provide  for  the  widening  of  Fourth  avenue  in  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  and  to  establish  a  public  drive  and 
promenade  in  said  avenue,"  passed  April  twelfth,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows :

The  said  commissioners  shall  receive  no  compensation 
for  their  services,  but  each  commissioner  shall  never- 
SoSen^ot  theless  be  entitled  to  be  reimbursed  the  amount  of  his 
ton2J2L  Personal  expenses  in  visiting  and  superintending  said 
ttoa.p#M*"  improvement,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  As  soon  as  said  improvement  is  fully  complet- 
ed the  said  commissioners  shall  transfer  to  the  common 
council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  the  said  avenue,  and 
from  and  after  such  transfer  the  said  avenue  shall  be 
under  the  care,  regulation  and  control  of  said  common 
council,  and  shall  be  kept  up  and  maintained  according 
to  the  plan  thereof,  in  the  same  manner  as  all  other 
streets  and  avenues  in  said  city.  Such  transfer  shall  be 
made  by  filing  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  of 
Brooklyn  a  certificate  signed  by  said  commissioners,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  that  said  avenue  has  been  laid  out, 
regulated  and  completed  according  to  the  plan  adopted 
by  them,  and  by  filing  a  full  and  complete  copy  of  the 
maps  and  profiles  of  said  avenue,  as  laid  out  by  them, 
in  the  office  of  the  street  commissioner  of  said  city. 
Any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  said  board  of  commis- 
sioners by  reason  of  refusal  to  act,  death,  resignation 
or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled,  by  the  remaining  commis- 
sioners. 
4th  Motion  §4.  The  fourth  section  of  said  act  shall  be  amended 
unendftd.  ^  ftg  jQ  reft(j  ftg  f0nowg  .  xhe  said  board  of  commission- 
ers is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  said  avenue  to  be 
graded,  and  paved  or  graveled,  and  to  be  beautified  and 
improved  according  to  such  plan  as  they  may  adopt, 
and  to  enter  into  the  necessary  contracts  therefor.  Said 
work  shall  be  let  upon  ten  days'  notice,  to  be  published 
in  the  corporation  newspapers  of  said  city,  to  the 
parties  who  shall  offer  to  do  the  same  at  the  lowest 
prices,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications 
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of  the  said  board  of  commissioners,  and  who  shall  fur- 
nish security  for  the  performance  of  their  contracts 
which  shall  be  satisfactory  to  said  board.  But  said 
commissioners  shall  not  adopt  any  plan  for  said  improve- 
ment, nor  enter  into  contracts  therefor,  which  plan  and 
contracts  shall  require  expenditures  by  them  in  the 
completion  thereof  including  the  cost  of  the  land  and  of 
the  grading  to  be  done  under  the  existing  contract,  to 
an  amount  exceeding  in  all  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

§  5.  The  fifth  section  of  said  act  shall  be  amended  80  S™!SS^L 
as  to  read  as  follows:  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the*01611 
cost  of  the  improvement  contemplated  by  this  act,  in- 
cluding the  damages  to  be  paid  to  the  owners  of  land, 
after  the  same  shall  have  been  fixed  and  determined  by 
the  commissioners  appointed  to  section  second  of  this 
act,  and  the  expenses  hereby  authorized  to  be  incurred, 
the  mayor,  comptroller  and  clerk  of  said  city  shall 
issue  the  bonds  of  said  city  to- the  necessary  amount,  not 
to  exceed  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  in  like  manner  as  other  bonds  of  the  said 
city  are  issued,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually;  and  the  said 
bonds  shall  be  called  Fourth  avenue  bonds.  The  pro-Prooeedgof 
ceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  "J"* 
city  treasury,  and  shall  be  disbursed  from  time  to  time 
as  may  be  required,  upon  the  order  of  the  said  board  of 
commissioners,  in  the  usual  manner,  and  for  the  objects 
herein  set  forth,  and  for  none  other.  The  said  bonds 
shall  be  payable  in  such  manner  as  that  ten  thousand 
dollars  of  the  principal  thereof  shall  fall  due  in  each  and 
every  year  after  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
five.  The  joint  board  of  supervisors  aud  aldermen  shall 
anuually  make  provision  by  tax  for  the  payment  of  the 
annual  interest  on  said  bouds,  and  for  the  payment  of 
the  annual  installments  of  the  principal  as  the  same  be- 
comes due ;  and  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county 
of  Kings  shall  levy  the  same  by  tax  in  the  same  manner 
as  now  provided  by  law  for  the  general  expenses  of 
said  city. 

§  6.  The  sixth  section  of  said  act  shall  be  amended  so  sixth  mo. 
as  to  read  as  follows :  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  interfere^1" 
with  the  grading,  the  assessment,  and  due  course  of 
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law  connected  therewith  for  the  contract  now  in  exist- 
ence with  reference  to  the  grading  of  the  Fourth  ave- 
nue to  the  full  extent  of  the  width  now  under  contract, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided ;  but  after  the  im- 
provement authorised  by  this  act  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted, the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars of  the  cost  of  said  improvement,  including  the 
contract  and  assessment  for  the  present  grading,  Bhall 
be  assessed  equally  upon  the  lands  fronting  upon  said 
avenue,  when  so  widened,  except  so  far  as  any  of  said 
lands  are  by  the  aforesaid  contract  exempted  from  as- 
sessment ;  and  the  said  assessments  in  this  section 
mentioned,  unless  previously  paid,  shall*  with  interest 
thereon,  be  included  in  the  annual  taxeft  to  be  levied 
upon  said  lands,  and  shall  form  a  part  thereof;  and 
one-twentieth  part  of  said  assessments  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  annually  for  twenty  successive  years,  be- 

f  inning  with  the  year  after  the  said  improvement  shall 
ave  been  completed.  The  balance  of  the  cost  of  said 
improvement  shall  be  a  charge  upon  that  part  of  the 
city  of  Brooklyn  now  composing  the  first  twelve  wards 
thereof,  to  be  levied  and  collected  as  hereinbefore  Bet 
forth,  and  in  no  date  shall  the  sum  so  assessed  upon  the 
first  twelve  wards,  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  7.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  are 
hereby  prohibited  from  granting  the  right  to  lay  any 
rail  road  in  said  avenue;  and  in  consideration  of  the  as- 
sessment for  the  improvements  herein  provided,  it  shell 
not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  association  or 
corporation  to  lav,  construct  or  operate  any  rail  road 
upon  said  avenue  hereby  improved. 
4  8.  This  fact  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Chap.  300. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  the  village  of  Mohawk." 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  qf  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  a*  follow* : 

Stiottott  1.  The  thirteenth  section  of  the  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Mohawk,"  chapter 
one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-four,  is  hereby  Amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows : 

tf  the  electors,  at  a  regular  Meeting,  by  a  vote,  au- 
thorise the  board  of  trustees  to  contract  a  debt  or  debts 
for  and  in  the  nfctne  of  said  village  for  the  purchase  of  a 
fire  engine  and  other  fire  apparatus ;  and  whenever  any 
vote  shall  be  taken,  authorizing  such  debt,  the  said  trus- 
tees shall  have  power  to  contract  a  debt  or  debts  for 
said  purpose,  but  the  debt  of  the  village  so  authorized 
shall  never  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars;  and  whenever  such  debt  shall  exist,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  cause  to  be  levied 
and  collected  of  the  taxable  property  in  said  village,  in 
each  year,  such  part  thereof  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  such  debt,  in  some  reasonable 
time,  not  exceeding  three  years. 

§  2*  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Chap.  301. 

AN  ACT  to  legalize  and  confirm  the  acts  and 
proceedings  of  the  commissioners  of  high- 
ways and  boards  of  town  auditors  of  the 
towns  of  Schroeppel  and  Granby,  in  the 
county  of  Oswego,  in  the  years  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-nine,  and  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty,  in  the  rebuilding  of  the 
bridge  .across  the  Oswego  river  at  Hinman- 
ville,  and  in  auditing  the  account  of  the 
contractor  for  said  work,  and  authorizing  the 
boards  of  town  auditors  of  said  towns  to 
audit  any  sums  remaining  due  to  the  con- 
tractor for  said  work. 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  .three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Jfew  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  highways  and  boards  of  town  auditors  of  the 
towns  of  Schroeppel  and  Granby,  in  the  county  of  Os- 
wego, for  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine  and 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  in  contracting  for  the  re- 
building of  a  bridge  across  the  Oswego  river  at  Hin- 
manville,  connecting  said  towns,  and  in  auditing  the 
claims  of  the  contractor  for  said  work,  are  hereby  legal- 
ized and  confirmed,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  of 
the  same  validity  as  if  an  act  specially  authorizing  said 
acts  and  proceedings  had  been  theretofore  duly  enacted. 

§  2.  The  board  of  town  auditors  of  each  of  said  towns, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  audit  the  one-half  of  any  bal- 
ance found  due  to  the  contractor  for  said  work,  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  town  charges  are  audited  by  them, 
and  the  amounts  so  audited,  shall  be  levied  on  said 
towns  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  of  Os- 
wego. 

§3.  All  liabilities  incurred  by  the  several  persona 
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constituting  said  boards  of  town  auditors  of  said  towns 
for  said  years,  by  reason  of  having  audited  and  allowed 
the  claims  of  the  contractor  for  rebuilding  said  bridge, 
are  hereby  remitted,  cancelled  and  annulled.

Chap.  302. 

AN  ACT  to  further  amend  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  vil- 
lages," passed  December  seventh,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-seven,  as  far  as  the  same 
relates  to  the  village  of  Tonawanda,  Erie 
county. 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  fallows: 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  collector  shall  receive  any 
warrant  for  the  collection  of  any  tax  or  assessment  di- 
rected to  be  levied  by  the  trustees,  as  provided  by  this 
act,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  give  the  notice  required  to  be 
given  as  specified  by  the  act  hereby  amended,  but  after 
the  expiration  of  the  time  mentioned  in  said  notice,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  proceed  and  collect  the  same  out  of 
any  personal  property  of  the  persons,  corporations  or 
associations,  whose  real  or  personal  estate  is  assessed  or 
taxed  in  the  manner  required  bylaw,  for  the  collection  of 
town  and  county  taxes  by  the  collectors  of  said  towns; 
and  in  case  the  said  collector  can  not  find  sufficient  per- 
sonal property  to  levy  on,  and  from  which  to  make  any 
tax  or  assessment,  upon  any  real  estate  assessed  or  taxed 
on  said  roll,  with  his  fees  and  costs,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
advertise  the  premises  assessed  or  taxed  to  be  sold  in 
the  manner  and  for  the  time  required  in  cases  of  sales 
of  real  estate  on  execution,  and  conduct  the  sale  in  the 
same  manner.  Any  person  may  stop  the  proceedings  at 
any  time  before  sale  by  paying  the  collector  the  amount 
of  tax  and  assessment  charged  upon  said  real  estate, 
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with  the  interest  thereon,  collector's  fees,  and  the  costs 
and  expenses  of  advertising..  All  sales  of  real  estate 
under  this  act  shall  be  for  the  shortest  period  for  which 
any  bidder  will  take  the  premises,  and  pay  the  amount 
of  tax,  assessments,  collector's  fees,  costs  and  expenses. 
When  any  sale  shall  be  made  by  the  collector,  he  shall 
make  and  subscribe  duplicate  certificates  thereof,  con- 
taining a  description  of  the  property  sold,  the  amount 
and  times  for  which  it  was  sold,  stating  the  amount 
of  taxes  and  assessments,  and  the  items  of  the  fees, 
costs    and  expenses  for  which    the  sale  was    made, 
and  the  time  within  which  the  premises  may  be  re- 
deemed, one  of  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of 
the  village  and  the  other  shall  be  delivered  to  the  pur- 
chaser.   The  collector  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  one 
dollar  for  drawing  said   certificate,  which  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  and  form  part  of  his  fees  which  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  in  case  of  a  sale.      The  owner  and 
his  judgment  creditors  shall  have  the  same  right  of  re- 
demption in  all  cases  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the 
same  estate*  as  allowed  by  law  in  all  cases  of  the  sale. of 
real  estate  by  execution,  except  that  the  purchaser  shall 
receive  interest  at  the  rate  of  fourteen  per  cent  per  an- 
num on  the  sum  bid  on  said  sale,  from  the  time  of  sale, 
and  the  money  in  caBe  of  redemption  shall  be  paid  to 
the  purchaser,  or  village  for  him.     In  case  the  pre- 
mises shall  not  be  duly  redeemed,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  president  and  clerk  to  issue  to  the  purchaser,  or 
to  the  redeeming  creditor  or  creditors,  as  the  case  may 
be,  a  declaration  under  the  corporate  seal  of  the  vil- 
lage, and  signed  by  said  president  and  clerk,  and  duly 
acknowledged  by  said  president  before  any  officer  au- 
thorized to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  as  deeds  are  acknowledged,  con- 
taining a  description  of  the  premises  sold,  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  taxes,  assessments,  collector's  fees,  costs 
and  expenses  of  saje,  and  the  period  for  which  the  pre- 
mises were  sold  ;  which  declaration  shall  be  sufficient 
evidence  of  the  right  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  said 
premises  for  said  period  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of 
sale.      All  buildings  which  may  be  erected  on  the  pre* 
arises  during  the  period  of  such  occupancy,  under  the 
right  given  by  such  sale  and  proceedings,  may  be  re- 
moved at  or  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which 
•  So  in  the  original. 
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the  premises/ were  sold,  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  act 
entitled  "An  act  authorizing  mortgagees  to  redeem  real 
estate  sold  for  taxes  and  assessments/'  passed  May  four- 
teenth, eighteen  hundred  and  forty,  shall  apply  to  every 
such  sale,  and  any  mortgagee  of  the  premises  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  have  the  benefit  of  said  act.  And  the 
notice  required  to  be  given  by  the  second  section  of 
said  act,  shall  not  be  given  nntil  after  the  time  limited 
for  'the  owner  or  his  judgment  creditor  or  creditors  to 
redeem. 

$  2.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  303. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  cases  of  murder,  and  of 
arson  in  the  first  degree,  occurring  previously 
to  the  fourth  day  of  May,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty. 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York>  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly  t  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  the  provisions  of  law  in  relation  to 
the  crimes  of  murder  and  of  arson  in  the  first  degree,  and 
the  punishment  thereof,  existing  and  in  force  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  in  rela- 
tion to  capital  punishment,  and  to  provide  for  the  more 
certain  punishment  of  the  crime  of  murder,9'  passed  the 
fourteenth  day  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty,  are  hereby  revived,  made  operative, 
and  declared  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect,  in  respect  to 
offences  committed  previously  to  the  fourth  day  of  May, 
in  the  year  aforesaid,  and  to  the  punishment  of  Buch 
offences. 

.  §  2.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  case  in  which  a 
conviction  shall  have  been  heretofore  bad  and  sentence 
pronounced,  upon  any  person,  in  pursuance  of  the  said 
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act  of  the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  in  the  year  aforesaid, 
although  the  offence  was  committed  before  its  passage  ; 
provided,  however,  that  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall 
apply  to  8ii ch  case,  if  the  judgment  therein  has  been  or 
shall  be  finally  reversed  and  a  new  trial  ordered. 

§  3.  Every  person  convicted  of  the  crime  of  murder 
or  the  crime  of  arson  in  the  first  degree,  for  an  offence 
committed  previously  to  the  fourth  day  of  May,  in  the 
year  aforesaid,  except  he  shall  have  been  previously 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  life,  on  the  same  indict- 
ment, by  a  judgment  not  then  in  force,  and  every*  per- 
son who  may  be  hereafter  convicted  of  such  crimes 
committed  previously  to  the  said  fourth  day  of  May,  in 
the  year  aforesaid,  shall,  upon  his  application,  made 
before  sentence  of  death  shall  be  pronounced,  and  not 
otherwise,  be  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  a  state 
prison,  at  hard  labor,  for  life. 

$  4.  No  act  or  part  of  an  act,  heretofore  passed,  shall 
be  held  or  construed  to  prevent  the  operation  of  this 
act. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  304 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Zeta  Phi  Frater- 
nity, in  the  village  of  Delhi. 

Passed  April  17,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Robert  T.  Johnson,  Harvey  F.  Davidson, 
Moses  S.  Wilcox,  and  Edmund  G.  Butts,  together  with 
such  other  persons  as  now  are,  or  may  be  hereafter  as- 
sociated with  them,  are  horeby  constituted  a  body  cor- 
porate, under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Zeta  Phi  Fra- 
ternity, in  the  town  of  Delhi. 

§  2.  The  object  of  the  corporation  hereby  created,  is 
to  furnish  to  persons  engaged  in  literary  and  business 
pursuits,  facilities  for  social  intercourse  and  intellectual 
improvement;  also  the  advancement  of  literature  by 
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establishing  and  maintaining  a  library,  reading  room, 
and  such  other  means  as  shall  be  expedient  and  proper 
for  such  purpose. 

§  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to 
make  and  adopt  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  and  regula- 
tions for  the  admission,  suspension  and  expulsion  of  its 
members  and  their  government,  the  collection  of  fees 
and  dues,  the  election  of  its  officers,  and  to  define  their 
duties,  and  for  the  safe  keeping  and  protection  of  its 
property  and  funds  ;  and  from  time  to  time  to  alter  or 
repeal  such  constitution  and  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions. The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  shall  constitute  the  trustees  and  managers  until 
others  are  elected  in  their  places. 

§  4.  The  said  corporation  may  purchase  and  hold  any 
real  or  personal  estate,  but  the  annual  income  thereof 
shall  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  shall  possess  the  general 
powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  general  restrictions  and 
liabilities,  prescribed  in  the  third  title  of  the  eighteenth 
chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  revised  statutes. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  305. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  abatement  of  nui- 
sances in  the  city  of  Troy. 

Passed  April  17,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  board  of  health  of  the  city  of  TroyBoard  of  ' 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empower-  Jjjjjj^® „, 
ed  to  remove  any  offensive  or  unwholesome  substance,  mra,  *©. 
or  any  nuisance  of  any  kind,  injurious  to  the  public 
health,  which  shall  be  found  to  exist  in  any  public 
street  or  alley,  or  upon  any  piece,  parcel,  or  lot  of  land 
and  premises  in  the  city  of  Troy,  or  adopt  such  mea- 
sures for  cleansing  and  purifying  such  premises  as  the 
board  of  health  shall  deem  necessary.    In  default  of  a 
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removal  and  abatement  of  the  game  by  the  owner  or 
occupant  qf  such  land  and  premises,  after  the  time 
limited  by  a  notice  to  be  served  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  have  expired,  which  notice  shall  be  in  writing, 
from  the  health  officer  of  the  city,  describing  such  sub- 
stance or  nuisance,  and  requiring  its  removal ;  saeh 
notice  shall  prescribe  the  time  within  which  such  sub~ 
stance  or  nuisance  shall  be  removed,  which  shall  not  be 
less  than  twenty-four  hours  after  the  service  of  such 
notice,  and  may  be  as  much  longer  as  the  nature  of  the 
case  shall  reasonably  require.  The  notice  prescribed 
by  this  section  shall  be  served  personally  upon  the  oc- 
cupants and  upon  the  owner  of  such  premises  in  the 
manner  herein  prescribed,  to  wit :  if  they,  or  either  of 
them,  reside  in  said  city,  or  have  a  place  of  business 
therein,  or  an  agent  in  charge  of  said  premises  residing 
in  said  city,  by  personally  serving  such  notice  upon 
such  occupant  or  occupants,  and  owner  or  owners,  or 
such  agent  residing  in  &aid  city,  or  in  case  of  the  ab- 
sence of  any  or  either  of  them  therefrom,  by  leaving 
the  same  at  his  or  their  respective  residence  or  place  of 
business  in  said  city,  with  some  person  of  suitable  age 
and  discretion.  In  case  such  occupant  or  occupants,

to  the  institution,  or  any  combustible  matter  for  the 

Surpose  of  setting  fire  to  any  such  building,  or  that  any 
elinquent  shall  have  beeti  guilty  of  openly  resisting  the 
lawful  authority  of  the  officers  of  the  institution,  or  of 
attempting  by  threats  or  otherwise,  to  excite  others  to 
do  90,  or  shall,  by  gross  or  habitual  misconduct*  exert  a 
dangerous  and  pernicious  influence  over  the  other  delin- 
quents, it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  submit  a  written 
statement  of  the  facts  in  any  such  case  to  a  judge  of  the 
supreme  court,  or  to  the  county  judge  of  the  county  of 
Monroe,  and  thereupon  to  apply  to  him  for  an  order  au- 
thorizing the  temporary  confinement  of  such  delinquent, 
for  correction,  in  the  Monroe  county  penitentiary. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  forthwith  sum- 
marily to  inquire  into  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  if  it 
shall  appear  to  him  that  the  statement  is  substantially 
true,  and  that  the  case  is  one  in  which  the  ends  de- 
signed to  be  accomplished  by  the  institution  will  be  best 
promoted  by  it,  he  shall  thereupon  make  an  order  au- 
thorizing the  confinement  of  the  delinquent  in  the  said

removal  of  the  same,  and  assess  the  expenses  of  such  re- 
moval to  such  owner,  occupant  or  person  in  'charge.

§  36.  To  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of  fire  war- 
ddhs  of  the  village. 

§  3.  Section  eleven  of  title  five  of  said  act  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

§  11.  Upon  the  return  of  any  unpaid  taxes  or  wsess-^i^JJJ" 
ments,  accompanied  by  affidavit  as  above  provided,  to « 
the  board  of  trustees,  the  village  clerk  with  the  board 
of  assessors,  shall  make  a  proper  description  of  the 
lands  on  which  such  tax  or  assessment  was  laid,  and  re* 
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port  the  same  to  the  board  of  trustees ;  on  the  coming 
in  of  such  report  the  treasurer  may,  under  the  direction 
of  the  trustees,  cause  the  list  and  description  therein 
contained,  to  be  published  in  at  least  two  newspapers 
printed  in  said  village,  with  a  notice  that  if  the  said 
taxes  and  assessments,  with  the  expenses,  are  not  paid

penses incurred  thereon,  and  of  the  sale.     If  any  tax  or 
assessment  fees,  interest  or  expenses  thereon  shall  re-

mented with  trees;  to  determine  and  prescribed  the 
manner  of  doing  the  same,  the  material  to  be  used,  and 
its  quality,  and  shall  assess  the  expense  of  such  improve- 
ment (when  made  by  said  board)  upon  each  owner,  or 
upon  each  lot,  or  upon  both  such  owner  and  lot  or  par- 
cel of  land,  fronting  upon  or  adjoining  such  sidewalk.

conduct  disturb  the  peace;  all  persons  who  shall  inde- 
cently expose  their  persons,  in  any  street  or  public 
place  in  said  village ;  all  persons  engaged  in  quarreling 
or  fighting  within  the  limits  of  said  village,  in  addition 
to  those  persons  enumerated  in  the  first  section  of  title 
five,  chapter  twenty,  of  the  first  part  of  the  revised 
statutes,  shall  be  deemed  disorderly  persons,  and  may 
be  proceeded  against  and  punished  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act.

AN   ACT  to  amend  the  Revised  Statutes  in 
respect  to  highways. 

Passed  April  17,  l$6l,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

SaconOtf  1.  Section  ninety-nine  of  article  four,  title 
one.,  chapter  sixteen  of  part  first  of  the  revised  statues, 
ia  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

$  9ft.  Every  public  highway  and  private  road  already 
laid  out  and  dedicated  to  the  use  of  the  public,  that 
shall  not  have  been  opened  and  worked  within  six  years 
from  the  time  of  its  being  so  laid  out,  and  every  such 
highway  hereafter  to  be  kid  out,  that  shall  not  be  open- 
ed and  worked  within  the  like  period,  shall  cease  to  be 
a  read  for  amy  purpose  whatever  ;  but  the  period  dur- 
ing which  any  suit,  mandamus,  certiorari,  or  other  pro- 
ceeding shall  have  been,  or  shall  be  pending,  in  regard 
to  any  such  highway,  ehall-  form  no  part  of  said  six 
yean,  and  all  highways  that  have  ceased  to  be  traveled 
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or  used  as  highways  for  six  years,  shall  cease  to  be  a 
highway  for  any  purpose. 

§  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  every 
public  highway  and  private  road  laid  out  and  dedicated 
to  the  use  of  the  public  within  the  last  six  years,  and 
to  every  such  highway  hereafter  to  be  laid  out 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  revise,  amend,  and  consolidate  the 
several  acts  relating  to  the  village  of  Sag 
Harbor. 

Passed  April  18,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

BOUNDARIES,  NAME,  AND   CHARACTER  OF  THE  VILLAGE  OF 
SAG  HARBOR. 

Boundary  Seotion  1.  The  district  of  conntry  in  the  towns  of 
Easthampton  and  Southampton,  in  the  county  of  Suf- 
folk, comprised  within  the  following  limits  :  Beginning 
at  the  road  leading  from  Sag  Harbor  to  North  Sea,  on 
the  old  Legonee  creek  or  brook,  thence  running  with 
s^id  creek  or  brook  to  the  middle  line  or  old  boundary, 
between  the  great  north  and  south  division  in  the  town 
of  Southampton  ;  from  thence  on  the  said  middle  line 
until  it  strikes  the  division  line  between  the  said  towns 
of  Easthampton  and  Southampton  ;  from  thence  a  due 
course  to  a  corner  tree,  on  the  land  of  the  heirs  of  Wil- 
liam L  Bysum,  near  the  brook  known  by  the  name  of 
the  Rattlesnake  brook ;  from  thence  a  direct  course  to 
David  Russell's  bridge,  over  the  northwest  creek; 
thence  down  said  creek  until  it  empties  into  the  bay  or 
harbor ;  thence  along  said  bay  or  harbor,  including  all 
buildings  of  every  description,  houses,  stores,  wharves, 
and  so  forth,  round  a  peninsula  of  land  known  by  the 
name  of  Brushy  Neck,  until  it  strikes  the  mouth  of  said

old  Legonee  creek  or  brook ;  thence  following  said 
creek  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  hereafter  be 
known  and  distinguished  as  the  village  of  Sag  Harbor, 
and  the  inhabitants  residing  within  the  bounds  and 
limits  aforesaid,  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate 
by  the  name  of  the  "President  and  Trustees  of  the 
village  of  Sag  Harbor,"  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  com- 
plain and  defend  in  any  court,  make  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  alter  it  at  pleasure. 

OFFICERS    OF    THE    VILLAGE — THEIB    ELECTION     AND    AP- 
POINTMENT. ' 

§  2.  The  officers  of  the  village  shall  be  as  follows :     oooew. 

1.  Three  trustees. 

2.  A  clerk,  to  be  ex-officio  treasurer. 

3.  A  collector. 

4.  A  street  commissioner. 

5.  A  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department 

6.  Two  police  constables. 

7.  A  pound  master. 

§  3.  The  inhabitants  of  said  village,  entitled  by  law^J^JJ 
to  vote  at  any  general  election  in  this  state,  shall  meet  ISSuon!* 
on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-seven,  and  by  ballot  and  plurality  of  votes,  elect 
three  trustees,  who  shall  be  ex-officio  assessors,  com- 
missioners of  highways  and  fence-viewers,  one  clerk, 
who  shall  be  ex-officio  treasurer,  one  collector,  and  one 
street  commissioner.  The  trustees  shall,  by  lot,  deter- 
mine the  time  of  their  continuance  in  office,  for  one, 
two,  and  three  years,  and  at  each  subsequent  annual 
meeting,  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  in 
each  year,  one  trustee  shall  be  elected,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  three  years,  except  in  case  of  vacancies, 
which  may  be  supplied  by  election  at  any  annual  or 
special  meeting,  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  clerk, 
collector,  and  street  commissioner  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually. The  aforesaid  officers  must  be  legal  voters  in 
said  village,  and  no  person  shall  at  the  same  time  hold 
more  than  one  of  said  offices  therein.  One  paper  ballot 
shall  contain,  written  or  printed,  or  partly  written  and 
partly  printed,  the  names  of  all  the  persons  for  whom 
the  elector  intends  to  vote,  designating  the  office  to 
which  each  person  so  named  is  intended  to  be  chosfen. 
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No  ballot  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  same  persons 
for  more  than  one  elective  office ;  nor  more  names  than 
there  are  offices  to  be  filled  at  that  election.  The  inhab- 
itants at  any  such  meeting  may  choose  a  chairman  who, 
with  the  clerk  and  a  third  person  to.be  chosen  by  the 
electors  present,  shall  be  inspectors  of  the  election  : 
such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  all  respects  as  near 
as  may  be  as  elections  for  town  officers  are  required  to 
be,  and  the  inspectors  shall  have  the  same  power  and 
authority  as  the  inspectors  of  elections  in  towns,  pro- 
vided that  at  any  election  for  officers  the  polls  shall  not 
be  closed  within  three  hours  from  the  time  of  opening 
the  same. 
™*<«&-  $  4.  The  chief  engineer  and  one  assistant  shall  be 
elected  by  the  fire  department,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  trustees.  If  not  elected  and  approved  as  pro- 
vided in  section  sixteen  of  this  act,  said  officers  are  to 
be  appointed  by  the  trustees.  The  police  constables 
and  pound  master  shall  be  appointed  by  the  trustees, 
and  hold  their  respective  offices  during  the  pleasure  of 
the  trustees, 
ojthofof.  ^  5  jjvery  officer  elected  or  appointed  under  this  act, 
shall,  within  ten  days  after  notice  of  bis  election  or  ap- 
pointment, and  previous  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of

Swk,»i.        $'■  ^e  c^erk>  collector  and  street  commissioner, 
lector  and    shall,  pre vio us  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  re- 
mtatonen"  spective  offices,  severally  give  to  the  trustees  of  said 
corporation,  a  bond,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  dutifes,  accounting  for  and  paying 
over,  according  to  law,  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  cor- 
poration, that  shall  come  to  their  hands,  with  such  secu- 
rity as  said  trustees  may  approve,  such  approval  to  be 
indorsed  thereon  in  writing,  by  a  majority  thereof.

§8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  first  elected  £^j££.to 
tinder  this  act,  and  thereafter,  whenever  one  ot  more 
shall  be  chosen  at  any  annual  or  special  meeting,  as  soon 
after  notice  of  their  election  as  may  be,  to  meet  and 
choose  one  of  their  number  president,  who  shall  preside 
over  their  deliberations,  put  all  questions  before  the 
board  for  their  decision,  and  give  a  casting  vote  in  case 
of  a  tie:  but  the  acts  of  any  two  trustees  met  together 
shall  be  valid. 

§  9.  The  trustees  of  said  corporation  shall  have  potter 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty: 

1.  To  purchase  fire  engines,  hose,  hooks,  ladders,  ££21.of 
buckets,  and  other  apparatus;  to  make,  establish  and 
regulate  public  wells,  cisterns,  reservoirs,  conduits  and 
pumps,  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishing  of  fires ;  to 
take,  bold,  purchase  and  convey  such  real  and  personal 
estate  as  may  be  required  for  erecting  engine,  hose,  hook 

and  ladder  houses,  and  for  digging  and  making  such 
wells,  cisterns,  reservoirs  and  conduits;  and  also  a  room 
of  convenient  size  in  which  to  hold  corporation  meet- 
ings, and  likewise  a  small  apartment  for  a  lock-up,  in 
which  persons  convicted  of  auy  violation  of  this  act,  or 
any  ordinance  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  may  be  im- 
prisoned, and  in  which  persons  charged  with  any  ofl'ence 
against  the  people  of  this  state  may  be  temporarily  im- 
prisoned before  trial  or  examination,  and  keeping  the 
same  in  repair. 

2.  In  their  discretion,  whenever  there  shall  fee  no  or- pa- 
ganized company  attached  to  any  fire  engine,  hose  cart 
or-hooks  and  ladders,  and  they  shall  judge  the  interests 

of  the  village  to  require  it,  to  employ  and  compensate 
persons  sufficient  to  clean  and  keep  the  same  in  good 
and  efficient  condition  for  service,  and  to  draw  or  cause 
them  to  be  drawn  to  and  from  fires. 

3.  To  keep  all  idle  or  suspicious  persons  away  from lbid- 
the  vicinity  of  any  fire,  to  compel  the  inhabitants  of  said 
village,  and  any  by-standers,  to  form  ranks  or  lines,  to 
convey  water  for  the  extinguishing  of  fires  in  said  vil- 
lage, and  to  aid  and  assist  the  firemen  in  working  their 
engines^  hooks,  ladders  and  hose,  thereat;  and  any  per- 
son (other  than  firemen)  refusing  to  obey  the  order  of 
the  trustees  or  any  one  of  them,  for  the  above  mentioned

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purposes,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
three  dollars. 

4.  In  their  discretion,  to  require  the  owners  of  dwell- 
ing houses,  shops,  and  stores,  and  other  buildings,  to 
provide  and  keep  on  hand  one  or  more  fire  buckets,  to 
be  used  in  case  of  fire,  and  to  convey,  or  cause  them  to 
be  conveyed  thereto. 

Ibld-  5.  In  their  discretion,  for  the  prevention  of  fire,  to 

cause  a  night-watch  to  be  kept  in  said  village,  provided 
that  no  larger  sum  than  one  hundred  dollars  be  raised 
in  any  one  year  for  such  purpose. 

Ftraimok«ta»  g.  To  enter,  or  authorize  others  to  enter  in  the  day 
time,  when  in  their  judgment  the  interests  of  the  village 
shall  require  it,  any  dwelling  house,  -shop,  store,  or 
other  building,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
fire  buckets  are  kept  on  hand,  in  compliance  with  vil- 
lage ordinances;  also,  to  enter  as  aforesaid,  any  build- 
ing in  such  village  in  which  there  is  a  fire  place,  stove 
or  stove  pipe,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  same,  and 
to  make  such  regulations  in  regard  thereto,  as  a  proper 
security  against  fire  shall,  in  their  judgment,  require. 

Firing  gun*,  7^  rp0  regUiate  and  prevent  the  firing  of  guns,  squibs, 
crackers,  or  other  preparations  of  gun-powder  or  other 
combustible  materials  therein ;  to  prohibit  the  build- 
ing of  bonfires,  or  throwing  or  playing  with  fire  balls, 
or,  in  their  discretion,  the  practicing  of  sports  in  the 
streets  of  the  village ;  and  to  prohibit  the  keeping  of 
more  than  twenty-five  pounds  of  powder  in  any  shop, 
store,  house  or  other  building. 

pnwtor*.  g#  tq  provide  for  the  care,  custody  and  preservation 
of  the  public  property,  records  and  papers  of  said  vil- 
lage ;  and  to  keep  insured  such  part  thereof  as  the 
interests  of  the  village  may,  in  their  judgment,  require. 

Sow?*"  9.  To  prevent  and  remove  obstructions  and  encroach- 
ments upon  the  public  streets,  squares,  landing  places, 
sidewalks  and  crosswalks  ;  to  regulate,  grade,  pitch  and 
curb  the  same ;  and  any  expense  incurred  in  suits  in- 
stituted to  prevent  or  remove  obstructions  or  encroach- 
ments, shall  be  paid  out  of  the  highway  commutation 
moneys. 

Treei>*0'  10.  To  plant  and  authorize  the  planting  of  trees  in

11.  To  make,  construct  and  repair  side-walks,  cross- 
walks, drains  and  sewers  in  the  streets  and  lanes  of  said 
village  ;  to  superintend  and  direct  all  public  improve- 
ments and  expenditures  upon  the  streets,  side-walks, 
cross-walks,  public  squares  and  landing  places  of  said 
village,  and  they  may  appropriate  and  expend  all  mon- 
eys raised  for  highway  tax  for  such  purposes. 

12.  To  regulate  the  laying  of  gas-pipes  and  fixtures 
in  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  village. 

13.  To  prevent  immoderate  riding,  driving  or  run- 
ning of  horses  or  other  animals  within  the  limits  of  the 
village,  leaving  horses  untied  in  the  streets ;  and  to 
authorize  any  person  to  stop  any  one  who  shall  be 
guilty  of  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  any  of  the 
streets  of  said  village. 

14.  To  erect  and  maintain,  or  lease  a  public  pound, 
and  to  purchase  or  lease  the  necessary  ground  tor  the

15.  Ta  prevent  and  restrain  cattle,  horses,  sheep,  Jjf1^ 
swine,  dogs,  bitches,  and  other  animals  from  going  at" 
large  in  said  village  ;  to  make  laws  and  regulations  for 
taxing  dogs  and  bitches,  and  collecting  the  same ;  also 

for  confining  and  destroying  such  as  may  be  found 
running  at  large  contrary  to  any  ordinance. 

16.  To  regulate  swimming  and  bathing  in  the  waters  swimming 
within  or  bounding  said  village.  and  bathing. 

17.  To  prohibit  all  exhibitions  of  any  natural  or  arti-Exhibttiooi. 
ficial  curiosities,   caravans,    circuses,    theatrical    and 

other  shows  or  exhibitions  or  performances  for  money 
within  the  bounds  of  the  village ;  or,  if  the  trustees 
deem  advisable,  to  license  the  same  on  such  terms  as 
they  may  deem  proper. 

18.  To  prevent  any  riot  or  noise,  disturbances  or  noisy  Riot*,  *c 
assemblages  which  may  tend  to  disturb  the  peace  of  the 
village;  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly,  drinking 

and  tippling  houses,  and  houses  of  ill-fame ;  to  prevent 
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and  punish  disorderly  or  immoral  conduct  and  drunken* 
ness  in  public  streets  and  places ;  to  restrain  and  punish 
common  prostitutes  and  disorderly  persons, 
publicum-  19.  To  determine  the  existence  of  a  public  nuisance 
in  any  part  of  the  village,  upon  view,  or  upon  the  testi- 
mony of  witnesses  (who  may  be  examined  on  oath  be- 
fore then},  and  such  oath  may  be  administered  by  any- 
one of  said  trustees),  and  upon  two  days'  notice  to  the

^y.iaiw,  *o  25.  To  make,  alter  and  amend  all  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  of  the 
United  States,  which  they  may  deem  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  provision*  of  this  act ;  to  fix  the 
fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties,  to  enforce  the  same,  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  any  one  offence;  and  the 
trustees  may,  in  their  discretion,,  remit  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  such -fine,  forfeiture  or  penalty.

on  account  of  highways,  from  all  other  taxes ;  which 
statement  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  village 
previous  to  each  annual  election,  and  publicly  read  to 
the  inhabitants  before  opening  the  polls.

§  13.  The  trustees  of  the  corporation,  while  perform- Tnut^t to 
ing  the  duty  of  assessors,  commissioners  of  highways  <Etyo?M- 
and  fence-viewers,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  per80a•0|,1»*0• 
da)  as  the  assessors,  commissioners  of  highways  and 
fence-viewers  of  the  adjoining  towns,  but  shall  not  be 
allowed  a  compensation  for  any  other  service. 
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Duties  and  compensation  of  the  Clerk. 

cierfcdnty  §  *4.  ^  shall  ^e  ^e  duty  °f  the  clerk  to  attend  all 
<"•  '  meetiugs  of  the  corporation  and  of  the  trustees,  to  keep 
the  books  and  papers  of  the  said  corporation  in  such 
place  and  manner  as  the  trustees  shall  provide  and  di- 
rect, to  record  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  all  the 
proceedings  and  resolutions  of  every  meeting  of  the 
corporation  and  of  the  trustees,  to  give  five  days'  no- 
tice of  all  annual  or  special  meetings  of  the  corporation, 
due  notice  of  trustee  meetings,  notify  all  officers  elected 
or  appointed  of  their  election  or  appointment  within 
two  days  thereafter,  to  keep  a  record  of  all  roads  which 
now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  out  in  said  village, 
which  record  or  a  certified  copy  thereof  shall  be  evi- 
dence in  any  court  in  the  same  manner  as  the  records  of 
the  clerks  of  towns.

He  shall  keep  a  true  account  of  the  expenses  and  dis- 
bursements under  each  head  or  department  of  expendi- 
ture i  whenever  required,  render  an  account  of  the 
state  of  the  finances  to  the  trustees,  deliver  all  moneys, 
books,  papers  and  property  of  the  corporation  in  his 
hands  to  his  successor  in  office  on  demand,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  the  trustees  may  lawfully  ordain  or 
direct.

Compensa.  §  15.  The  clerk  shall  receive  the  same  compensation 
tionofrterk.  aB  clerks  of  the  adjoining  towns  are  entitled  to  by  law 
for  similar  services.  He  shall  receive  from  the- corpo- 
ration for  every  new  certificate  of  membership  given 
each  person  appointed  a  fireman  by  the  trustees,  and 
legally  entitled  thereto,  twenty  cents,  and  for  every  re- 
newal thereof  by  indorsement  (provided  not  oftener  than 
semi-annually))  ten  cents.  He  shall  receive  from  every 
fireman,  legally  entitled  thereto,  for  each  exemption 
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certificate,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  countersigned 
by  the  president  of  the  village,  twenty-five  cents.  He 
shall  also  receive  as  ex-officio  treasurer  one  per  cent,  on 
moneys  that  he  shall  pay  out  to  discharge  the  debts  of 
the  corporation,  but  nothing  on  what  he  shall  receive  - 
or  be  required  to  pay  over  to  his  successor.  In  lieu  of 
the  fe.es  herein  named,  the  trustees,  in  their  discretion, 
may  allow  to  the  clerk  for  any  and  all  services  he  may 
perform  (excepting  for  granting  firemen's  exemption 
certificates),  an  annual  salary,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  dol- 
lars per  annum. 

Fire  Department. 

§  16.  The  trustees  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  Fin  aepvu 
establish  and  maintain  a  fire  department,  to  consist  of nuot' 
engine,  hose,  hook  and  ladder  companies,  to  appoint  a 
sufficient  number  of  firemen   thereto,  not  exceeding 
thirty  to  each  engine,  fifteen  to  each  hose,  and  fifteen  to 
each  hook  and  ladder  company,  including  the  officers. 
The  companies  may  elect  their  own  officers,  which  shall    . 
be  a  foreman,  assistant  foreman  and  clerk,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  trustees ;  and  in  case  of  omission  or 
neglect  by  the  companies  to  elect  such  officers  or  any 
of  them,  the  same  may  be  appointed  by  the  trustees. 

§  17.  The  firemen,  on  the  second  Monday  of  «Janoary  525^1512? 
in  each  year,  shall  meet  and  elect  a  chief  and  assistant*^  So.  °' 
engineer,  both  of  whom  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  trustees.  Said  officers  shall  have  the  direction 
of  the  department  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of 
the  corporation,  and  the  management  thereof  in  time  of 
fires  ;  they  shall  uniform  themselves  so  as  to  be  distin- 
guished from  citizens  when  at  fires ;  they  shall  have 
power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  compel  the  inhabit- 
ants of  said  village  and  any  bystanders,  to  form  ranks 
or  lines,  to  convey  water  for  the  extinguishing  of  fires 
in  said  village,  and  to  aid  and  assist  the  firemen  in 
working  their  engines,  hooks,  ladders  and  hose  thereat ; 
and  every  fireman  who  shall,  during  the  time  of  fire, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  the  reasonable  order  of  such 
officers,  or  in  case  of  their  absence,  those  of  the  senior 
foreman,  shall  forfeit  for  each  offence  not  less  than  five 
nor  over  ten  dollars ;  and  every  inhabitant  of  said  vil- 
lage, or  bystander,  who  shall  so  refuse,  shall  be  subject 
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to  a  fine  not  exceeding  three  dollars.  In  case  of  omis- 
sion or  neglect  by  the  firemen  to  elect  such  officers  aa 
herein  provided,  they  may  be  appointed  by  the  trustees. 

Snpw?f0n"'  §  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  engineer  immediately 
•  upon  the  occurrence  of  fire,  to  repair  thereto  and  give 
such  direction  to  the  firemen  as  he  may  think  neces- 
sary ;  to  examine  public  wells,  cisterns,  and  all  fire  ap- 
paratus, as  often  as  once  in  four  months ;  to  report 
their  condition  to  the  trustees  ;  advise  such  repairs  and 
improvements  of  the  same  as  he  may  think  proper  ;  call 
out  and  exercise  the  said  companies  with  their  appa- 
ratus, at  least  once  in  four  months  ;  to  report  all  viola- 
tions of  any  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation  that  relates  to 
the  organization  of  the  department,  any  conduct  or  be- 
havior of  any  fireman,  that  shall  tend  to  injure  the  serv- 
ice ;  and  also  report  the  condition  of  the  department 
to  the  annual  meeting,  with  such  suggestions  as  he  may 
think  proper  to  insure  its  efficiency.  The  assistant  en* 
gineer  shall  aid  and  assist  the  engineer,  and  in  case  of 
his  absence,  perform  all  his  duties.  If  both  are  absent, 
the  senior  foreman  shall  act  pro  tempore. 

dt^TSrw.  §  19*  The  firemen,  at  every  alarm  of  fire,  shall  repair 
immediately  to  their  respective  engines,  hose,  hooks 
and  ladders,  and  convey  them  to  the  place  where  such 
fire  may  happen,  and  there,  in  conformity  with  the  dU 
rections  of  theij  foreman,  under  the  control  of  the  chief 
or  assistant  engineer,  or  senior  foreman,  work  and  man- 
age their  engines,  hose,  hooks  and  ladders,  with  all  their 
skill  and  power,  for  the  extinguishing  of  said  fire  ;  and, 
when  the  fire  is  extinguished,  tbey  shall  return  their 
respective  engines,  hose,  hooks  and  ladders,  to  their 
proper  houses  or  places  of  deposit. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  foreman  of  each  en- 
gine, hose,  hook  and  ladder  company,  to  heed  the  direc- 
tions or  suggestions  of  the  engineer  in  all  things  that 
relate  to  tUe  good  care  and  management  of  his  engine, 
hose,  hooks,  ladders  or  other  apparatus,  and  each  fore* 
man  shall  report  to  the  engineer  verbally  or  in  writing, 
as  often  as  required,  the  names  of  all  persons  attached 
to,  ajnd  all  vacancies  in  his  company^  and  suoh  particu- 
lars as  regards  the  good  and  effective  management  of 
his  engine,  hose,  hooks  and  ladders  or  other  apparatus, 
and  such  improper  conduct  or  behavior  in  any  member 
-of  his  company  as  shall  tend  to  bring  the  service  into 
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disrepute.  If  any  foreman  neglect  or  refuse  to  report 
aa  aforesaid,  for  any  such  neglect  or  rofusal,  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars. 

§  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  fireman  belonging  Meet^onoe  • 
to  any  engine,  hose,  or  hook  and  ladder  company,  to mpn 
meet  as  often  as  once  in  a  month,  upon  such  a  day  as 
the  company  to  which  they  respectively  belong  shall 
appoint,  and  examine,  or  if  their  foreman  direct,  draw 
out,  wash,  cleanse,  and  exercise  the  same. 

§  22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  foreman  of  each  *n- J^Jf  *J£ 

Sue,  hose,  and  hook  and  ladder  company,  to  examine  j»ny« 
e  engine,  hose,  hooks  and  ladders  to  which  he  may 
belong,  to  take  command  of  the  members  composing 
his  company,  at  every  stated  meeting  or  alarm  of  fire  ; 
the  assistant  foreman  at  all  times  to  aid  and  assist  him, 
and  in  his  absence  take  command  and  officiate  as  fore- 
man ;  and  further,  the  clerk  of  each  company  shall  keep 
a  list  of  members  thereof,  shall  call  their  names  at  every 
alarm  of  fire  or  stated  meeting,  shall  note  the  names  of 
absentees,  collect  all  fines,  and  render  an  account  of  the 
same  to  the  members  of  his  company  at  any  meeting 
thereof;  and  no  excuse  shall  be  taken  by  him  for  any 
default,  except  sickness  or  absence  from  the  village. 

$23.  The  several  fire  companies  shall  uniform  them- uniform  of 
selves  60  as  to  be  distinguished  from  citizens,  and  shall  remen* 
have  power  to  make  by-laws  for  their  own  internal  gov-

in  which  they  or  any  of  them  may  be  placed  or  kept,  or 
shall  injure  any  of  the  fire-buckets,  wantonly  and  mali- 
ciously, or  shall  obstruct  or  hinder,  in  any  manner,  free 
access  to  the  engines,  hose,  hook  and  ladder  carriages, 
or  shall  obstruct  or  hinder,  at  any  alarm  of  fire,  the  free 
and  open  conveyance  of  the  same  through  the  streets, 
or  shall  injure  or  remove  any  fire  hook,  ladder,  hose,  or 
engine  from  its  proper  place  of  deposit,  except  at  an 
alarm  of  fire,  or  by  order  of  the  proper  officer,  for  the 
purpose  of  cleaning,  repairing,  or  exercising,  or  other 
necessary  purposes,  he  shall  iorfpit  and  pay  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty,  nor  less  than  five  dollars, 
justiceofthe  §  26.  Upon  the  breaking  out  of  any  fire,  the  justices 
onhaadat  of  the  peace,  together  with  the  police  constables  of  said 
*"■"  village,  shall  repair  to  the  place  of  such  fire  and  direct 

in  the  removal  and  securing  of  goods,  and  prevent 
the  same  from  being  stolen  or  destroyed ,  and  the  jus- 
tices may  direct  any  police  constable  to  keep  all  idle 
and  suspicious  persons  away  from  the  vicinity  of  any 
fire,  and,  if  necessary,  to  order  suspicious,  noisy,  or  dis- 
orderly persons  to  be  arrested  and  confined  in  some 
secure  place  until  the  fire  is  extinguished.  If  necessary, 
they  shall  select  and  compel  any  persons,  other  than 
firemen,  to  watch  over  and  protect  from  plunder  or  in- 
jury any  goods  so  removed  ;  and  any  person  refusing  to 
obey  or  comply  with  such  order  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine 
of  five  dollars. 

Road  Department. 

BjMddis.  §27.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  constituted  a 
road  district,  and  the  trustees  ex-officio  commissioners 
of  highways  therefor  ;  they  shall  discharge  all  the  duties 
enjoined  upon  commissioners  of  highways  in  the  adjoin- 
ing towns  of  Easthampton  and  Southampton ;  they  shall 
lay  out,  open,  make,  or  discontinue  streets,  alleys,  lanes, 
and  highways  of  such  width  as  they  may  deem  proper ; 
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all  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  and  highways  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  trustees,  be  accurately  surveyed,  de- 
scribed and  recorded  in  a  book  kept  by  the  clerk,  and 
when  opened  shall  be  public  highways.  The  trustees 
shall  assess  the  amount  required  for  the  laying  out  and 
opening  any  such  street,  alley,  lane,  or  highway,  on  the 
real  and  personal  property  of  said  village,  and  the  in- 
habitants thereof  shall  be  exempt  from  any  tax  to  lay 
out,  construct,  or  repair  any  road  or  bridge  in  any  other 
part  of  either  of  the  said  towns  of  Easthampton  and 
Southampton.  Provided  that  the  said  trustees  shall  in 
no  case  lay  out,  alter,  or  discontinue  any  6uch  street, 
alley,  lane,  or  highway,  unless  required  to  do  so  by  a 
vote  of  at  least  three-fourths  of  the  citizens  assembled 
at  an  annual  or  special  meeting,  liable  to  pay  a  tax 
therefor ;  and  provided  further,  it  shall  be  necessary 
for  any  person  or  persons  intending  to  apply  to  such  % 
annual  or  special  meeting,  to  vote  on  any  road  question 
as  aforesaid,  to  give  notice,  in  writing,  to  the  clerk,  of 
such  intention,  at  least  twenty  days  previous  to  such 
meeting,  and  to  pay  the  clerk  a  fee  of  three  dollars  for 
the  following  services :  The  clerk,  on  the  receipt  of 
such  notice  and  payment,  shall,  at  least  ten  days  pre- 
vious to  such  annual  or  special  meeting,  give  a  written 
or  printed  notice  by  posting  the  same  in  at  least  twenty 
conspicuous  places  in  the  village,  that  declaration  of 
such  intention  has  been  duly  made  according  to  the 
above  provisions. 

§  28.  The  trustees  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the^°nW*b* 
annual  corporation  meeting,  make  out  a  tax  according 
to  the  statute  providing  for  the  raising  of  highway 
taxes  by  commissioners  of  highways  in  the  adjoining 
towns  i  and  any  person  charged  with  such  tax  may  com- 
mute the  same  by  paying  the  same  to  the  street  com- 
missioner, estimating  a  day's  labor  at  fifty  cents  ;  and 
any  person  neglecting  or  refusing  to  work  out  said  tax, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  as  are  provided 
by  law  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  in  said  towns. 

§29.  The  street  commissioner  shall  have  the  same  ««**«>»- 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  overseers,  in  the 
manner  and  after  the  form  required  by  law  of  overseers 
of  highways  in  the  adjoining  towns,  except  so  far  as 
relates  to  the  expenditure  of  moneys  collected  and  re- 
ceived as  commutation  for  labor ;  which  money  shall 
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be  paid  to  the  treasurer,  subject  to  the  draft  of  the 
trustees,  to  be  by  them  expended,  by  contract  or  other- 
wise, in  improving  roads,  bridges,  public  lauding  places, 
and  so  forth ;  and  for  the  necessary  expenses  incurred 
in  protecting  the  same  against  obstruction  or  encroach* 
ment,  but  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever*  The  said 
commissioner,  in  addition  to  the  amount  allowed  by 
law  to  overseers  for  services  on  the  highway,  shall  be 
entitled  to  five  per  cent,  on  the  commutation  money 
collected  and  paid  in. 

§  30.  No  person  shall  erect  any  sidewalks,  opposite 
their  premises  in  said  village,  higher  or  lower,  or  of  a 
different  pitch  than  that  designated  in  or  by  the  grade 
established  by  the  trustees  ;  and  any  person  so  offend- 
ing shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  not  less  than  twenty  dollars 
for  every  such  offence. 

§3L  No  person  shall  place  or  deposit,  in  the  public 
streets,  on  the  side-walks,  cross-walks,  lanes,  alleys, 
squares  or  landing  places  in  the  village,  unless  for 
building  purposes,  or  in  case  of  strict  necessity,  any 
lumber,  wood,  stone,  sand,  rubbish,  vehicle  of  any  de- 
scription, or  any  other  article  that  may  encumber  the 
same ;  and  any  person  refusing  or  neglecting  to  remove 
such  article  or  articles  immediately,  and  with  all  rea- 
sonable despatch,  upon  the  written  or  printed  order  of 
the  trustees  or  street  commissioner,  shall  forfeit  a  sum 
of  not  less  than  three  dollars.

Of  the  Pound  and  the  Impounding  of  Animals. 

§  32.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound  master,  and 
the  right  of  any  person,  to  distrain  and  impound  any 
animal  going  at  large  in  violation  of  any  ordinance  of 
the  village ;  and  any  person  may  so  distrain  and  imme- 
diately impound  any  animal  which  may  be  found  doing 
damage  upon  premises  in  his  or  her  possession,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound  master  to  receive  and 
detain  all  animals  thus  impounded,  until  the  same  shall 
be  discharged  according  to  law. 

§  33.  Any  person  impounding  any  animal  found  doing 
damage  upon  premises  in  his  or  her  possession,  shall, 
within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  unless  the  same 
was  on  Saturday,  in  which  case,  before  the  Tuesday 
morning  thereafter,  apply  to  two  of  the  trustees  of  the

village,  who,  as  fence  viewers,  shall  proceed  to  appraise 
the  damage. 

§34.  The  trustees  shall  thereupon  immediately  repair  Damw. 
to  the  place  and  view  the  damage  done;  and  they  may  u©°ii!ycaU 
take  the  evidence  of  any  competent  witness,  of  the 
facts  and  circumstances  necessary  to  enable  them  to 
ascertain  the  extent  of  the  damages,  for  which  purpose 
either  of  them  is  authorized  to  administer  an  oath  to 
every  such  witness. 

§35.  The  trustees  must  ascertain  and  certify,  under im<l 
their  hands,  the  amount  of  the  damage,  with  their  fees 
for  their  services  ;  and  if  any  dispute  arises,  touching 
the  sufficiency  of  any  division  fence  around  the  premis- 
es where  the  damage  was  done,  the  trustees  may 
examine  witnesses  in  relation  thereto,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose may  administer  oaths  to  such  witnesses ;  and  the 
trustees  must  determine  the  dispute,  which  decision 
will  be  conclusive. 

§  36.  Within  twenty-four  hours  after  any  animals  come  cottie  iro- 
into  his  custody,  the  pound  master  shall  give  notice  pound6(L 
thereof  to  the  president,  or  in  his  absence,  to  one  of  the 
trustees,  and  also  to  the  owner  (if  he  is  a  resident  of  the 
village),  within  twenty-four  hours  after  he  is  known, 
such  notice  to  be  served  on  the  owner  personally,  and 
in  case  of  his  absence,  to  be  left  at  his  residence. 

§  37,  If  not  reclaimed  within  twenty-four  hours  after  J{^^y- 
coming  into  his  custody,  he  shall  give  at  least  six  days' 
previous  notice  of  their  sale,  by  posting  the  same  in  six 
of  the  mo$t  public  places  of  the  village,  and  if  the  reside 
ence  of  the  owner  is  known  and  is  within  six  miles  of 
the  village,  at  least  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given,  in 
the  same  way,  and  such  notice  shall  also  be  served  on 
the  owner  personally,  or  by  leaving  it  at  bis  residence 
at  least  six  days  before  the  sale  ;  but  if  his  residence  is 
more  than  six  miles  from  the  village,  it  shall  be  put  in 
the  post  office,  directed  to  him  at  his  residence,  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  animals  come  into  his 
custody.. 

§38.  One  of  the  trustees  shall  attend  and  direct  thesaioof.

Police   Constables. 

•unIT*1"       §43*    The  police  constables  shall   have  the   same 
*  So  In  original. 
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powers  and  be  subject  to  similar  duties  in  criminal  cases 
as  constables  in  the  adjoining  towns,  but  their  jurisdiction 
shall  not  extend  beyond  the  corporate  limits  of  the  vil- 
lage, and  they  shall  have  no  power  to  serve  any  civil 
process.  It  shall  be  their  special  duty  to  arrest  any 
and  all  persons  in  the  village  guilty  of  any  crime,  mis- 
demeanor, or  offence  against  the  peace  and  good  order 
of  society,  and  if  any  such  arrest  shall  be  made 
after  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening,  to  hold  such  person 
in  custody  till  the  following  morning,  and  then  to  take 
them  before  a  magistrate  to  be  dealt  with  accord- 
ing to  law,  and  for  every  such  arrest,  holding  in  custody, 
and  bringing  before  a  magistrate,  they  shall  receive 
the  same  fees  and  compensation  as  constables  in  the 
adjoining  towns  receive  for  similar  services.  Said  con- 
stable shall  be  strictly  bound  to  take  notice  of  any 
unnecessary  noise  or  disturbances  in  the  streets  or 
other  places  within  said  village,  particularly  in  the 
night  time;  to  admonish,  and,  if  necessary,  arrest 
offenders,  if  the  offence  be  of  sufficient  magnitude.  It 
shall  be  their  duty  to  report  to  the  trustees  any  viola- 
tion of  this  act,  or  of  any  village  ordinance  made  in 
pursuance  therepf  which  may  come  to  their  knowledge 
and  one-half  of  the  penalty  recovered  by  the  trustees  in 
prosecution  for  such  violations  upon  complaint  or  in- 
formation, made  or  given  by  said  officers,  shall  be  paid 
to  them  upon  the  recovery  thereof.  For  any  service 
rendered  for  which  by  any  village  ordinance  they  may 
be  entitled  to  one  half  of  a  penalty  incurred,  in  case  the 
trustees  remit  such  penalty,  said  officers  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  the  amount  of  one-half  of  such  penalty 
from  the  treasury  of  the  corporation.  The  trustees 
shall  give  police  constables  the  preference  to  stand  as 
watchmen  in  the  night,  provided  they  will  perform  tho 
duty  on  terms  as  favorable  as  others  equally  competent. 
For  any  other  services  they  may  render  as  copserva- 
tors  of  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  village,  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  such  compensation  as  the 
trustees  deem  reasonable.  Special  police  constables, 
when  and  for  the  time  appointed,  shall  have  the  same 
power,  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  and  be  en- 
titled to  the  same  compensation  and  privileges  as  the 
police  constables. 
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Assessment  and  Collection  of  Taxes. 

AMMnment  §  44  The  trustees  are  authorized  and  empowered  to 
uonof  uxm.  raise  money  by  tax,  to  be  assessed  upon  the  estate,  real 
and  personal,  within  the  bounds  of  the  corporation,  to 
be  collected  from  the  several  owners  or  occupants 
thereof,  to  pay  all  contingent  and  stated  expenses  of 
said  corporation  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  to  carry  out  its  several  powers  and  privileges.  But 
no  larger  amount  than  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be

of  any  tax  shall  specify  the  object  for  which  such  tax 
is  to  be  imposed,  and  all  moneys  collected  in  pursuance 
thereof  may  be  expended  for  such  object,  but  for  none 
other, 
thu  ibSt  §  45.  Whenever  any  tax  (other  than  for  street  ex- 
expen*M,kc  penses)  shall  have  been  directed  to  be  levied  by  the 
taxable  inhabitants  at  any  annual  or  special  meeting, 
the  trustees  shall,  within  sixty  days  thereafter,  make 
an  assessment  of  all  the  property,  real  and  personal, 
within  the  limits  of  the  village,  and  proceed  to  appor- 
tion and  levy  the  same  upon  the  taxable  inhabitants 
and  non-resident  owners  of  property  therein,  in  con- 
formity, as  near  as  practicable,  with  the  provisions  of 
law  in  respect  to  the  assessment  of  taxes  in  the  adjoin- 
ing towns;  they  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  when  and  where  they  shall  meet  for  the  cor- 
rection of  sa id  assessment ;  and  when  the  assessment 
roll  shall  have  been  reviewed  and  completed,  they  shall 
deliver  the  same,  together  with  their  warrant,  to  the 
collector,  which  warrant  shall  be  made  returnable  in 
sixty  days  from  the  time  of  the  issuing  thereof,  and 
may  be  renewed  by  said  trustees  from  time  to  time,  if 
the  same  shall  be  necessary, 
whonwybe  §  46.  If  any  person  offering  to  vote  on  a  motion  or 
2 uvouSV resolution  authorizing  the  raising  of  any  tax  at  any 
*■*•**       annual  or  special  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
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village,  shall  be  challenged  ate  ttnqfualified/  by  any  le^al 
voter,  the  chairman  presiding  at  such  meeting  ftfrall  re- 
quire the  person  so  offering  to  vote,  to  mdke  the  folio  W- 
itfg  declaration  :  "I  d<y  declare  and  affirm  that  I  am  an 
actual  resident  of  the  village  of  Sag  Harbor,  that  I  own 
property  worth  at  least  one  hundred  dollars  liable  to  be 
assessed?  for  faxes  therein,  and  that  I  am  qualified  to 
vote  as  a  taxable  inhabitant  of  said  village."  Every

Penalties  and  Prosectdiofis. 

§  49-  All  dries,  forfeitures  .  and  penalties  incurred  ** 
under  this  act,  or  under  by-laws  made  in  pursuance 
thereof,  and  to  carry  out  its  provisions,  except  other- 
wise specially  declared  therein,  may  be  sued  for  and 
collected  by  the  trustees  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
or  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 

§  60!  Suits  may  be  commenced  by  summons  or  war-^i^oSw 
rant  upon  the  request  of  the  president  or  any  two  ol^mxon.

r££w  po.  posed  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  laws  or  ordinances 
.•***  **  of  said  village,  it  shall  only  be  necessary  to  state  in  the 
complaint  the  section  or  sections  of  said  law  or  ordin- 
ance alleged  to  be  violated,  naming  the  subject  there* 
of,  the  time  of  its  passage,  and  the  amount  of  the  peual- 
ty  claimed  ;  any  other  facts  may  be  given  in  evidence 
without  being  stated  in  the  complaint ;  and  every  by- 
law, ordinance,  resolution  or  proceeding  of  the  trustees 
of  the  said  village  may  be  read  in  evidence  in  all  courts 
of  this  state,  either,  first,  from  a  copy  of  such  by-laws, 
ordinance,  resolution  or  proceeding  signed  by  the 
president  or  clerk  of  said  village,  or  second,  from  any 
printed  volume  containing  such  by-law,  ordinance, 
resolution  or  proceeding,  and  accompanied  by  a  certifi- 
cate signed  by  the  clerk  of  said  village,  that  such 
volume  was  printed  by  authority  of  the  trustees  of  said 
village. 

§  52.  All  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  town  of 
Southampton,  in  and  to  the  lot  of  land  known  as  the 
"  old  burying  ground,"  situate  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  village,  so  far  as  such  title  was  vested  in 
said  town,  by  section  dne,  title  seven,  chapter  eleven, 
part  first  of  the  revised  statutes  (fifth  edition),  shall  be 
hereafter  exclusively  vested  in  this  corporation ;  and 
the  trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  male  such  ordi- 
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nances  as  they  shall  think  proper,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States  regulating 
interments  therein,  and  to  protect  the  said  burying 
ground  and  the  enclosures  thereof,  and  to  prevent  and 
punish  trespassers  therein  or  injury  thereto. 

§53.  No  person  shall  be  an  incompetent  judge,  juror, 
justice,  constable  or  witness,  by  reason  of  his  being  an 
inhabitant  of  said  village,  in  any  action  01  proceeding 
in  which  said  corporation  is  a  party,  or  shall  be  in- 
terested. 

Miscellaneous. 

6  54.  All  former  acts  and  parts  of  acts  relative  to  the 
village  of  Sag  Harbor  are  hereby  respectively  repealed. 
But  such  repeal  shall  not  affect  any  act  done,  privilege 
granted,  or  right  vested,  previous  to  the  time  when 
such  repeal  shall  take  effect ;  all  taxes  and  assessments 
levied  and  assessed,  and  not  collected,  or  directed  to  be 
levied  and  assessed  prior  to  this  act  taking  effect  shall 
be.  levied,  assessed  and  collected  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  this  act  for  the  collection  of  taxes  and  assess- 
ments. 

§  55.  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  or  by 
virtue  of  any  act  hereby  repealed,  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  they 
were  respectively  elected  or  appointed. 

§  56.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

%%he  People  of  the  State  of  New  York*  represented, 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enpct  as  follows. : 

ggffg  Section  L  The  consent  of  the  state  of  Ne*  York  is 
hereby  giveu  to  the  purchase,  by  the  United  States,  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January  next,  of  the 
islands  in  the  St*  Lawrence  river,  and  in  St,  Lawrence 
county,  known  and  designated  as  the  "  Sister  Islands," 
being  two  islands  situated  near  the  most  easterly  point 
of  Grenadier  Island,  in  Canada,  for  a  site  for  a  light- 
house, and  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  islands  are 
hereby  authorized  to  sell  and  convey  the  same  to  the 
United  States  for  the  purposes  aforesaid.

§  8.  In  the  absence  of  the  police  constable,  or  at  any 
time  of  riot  or  disturbance  of  the  peace,  the  trustees  of 
said  village  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  ex-oflicio  police 
constables,  and  shall  have  and  may  exercise  the  same 
powers  and  perform  the  same  duties  as  are  herein  con- 
ferred on  the  police  constable.

2.  To  require  of  every  such  superintendent  that  he 
execute  to  said  trustees,  with  one  or  more  sufficient 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  said  trustees,  in  a  penalty  for 
the  due  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  the  faithful 
expenditure  of  all  moneys  coming  into  his  hands  as 
such  superintendent,  and  to  file  such  bond  with  the 
clerk  of  said  village,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
said  office,  and  also  to  prosecute  on  said  bond  for  any 
default  of  said  superintendent. 

3.  To  pay  said  street  superintendent  such  compensa-  l£$£££ 
tion  as  they  may  deem  just,  but  not  to  exceed  one  dol-enir^ 
lar  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  for  each  day  that  he  may  be 
actually  employed  in  attending  to  the  duties  of  said 

office,  and  which  compensation  shall  be  fixed  and  deter- 
mined by  the  trustees  before  making  such  appointment. 

4.  To  direct  and  require  said  street  superintendent  to*2Jj*£?f 
take  charge  of  the  highways,  streets,  lanes,  and  side-"*^ 
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the  secretary  of  state,  and  by  him  recorded  ;  provided, 
always,  and  the  assent  aforesaid  is  granted  npon  this 
express  condition,  that  this  state  shall  retain  a  concur- 
ju^rtSon.  rent  jurisdiction  with  the  United  States  in  and  over  the 
several  tracts  aforesaid,  so  far  that  all  civil  and  such 
criminal  process  as  may  issue  under  authority  of  this 
state,  against  any  person  or  persons  charged  with 
crimes  committed  within  the  bounds  of  this  state,  may 
be  executed  therein  in  the  same  mauner  as  though  this 
assent  had  not  been  granted,  except  so  far  as  such  pro- 
cess may  affect  the  real  or  personal  property  of  the 
United  States. 

The  foregoing  shall  be  applicable  only  to  the  lands 
selected,  approved  and  owned  as  aforesaid,  and  a  survey 
thereof  filed  and  recorded  as  above  provided. 

For  the  purpose  of  building  and  maintaining  there- 
on batteries,  forts,  magazines,  wharves  and  other  neces-. 
sary  structures,  with  their  appendages  adjacent  to  Fort 
Hamilton,  Kings  county,  Long  Island. 

§  8.  In  case  the  United  States  shall  desire  to  purchase 
any  portion  of  the  lands  selected  rn  pursuance  of  the 
provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  shall  be 
unable  to  agree  for  the  purchase  of  the  same,  it  shall 
have  the  right  to  acquire  title  to  the  same  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  prescribed. 
SSwuult  §9.  For  the  purpose  of  acquiring  title,  the  United 
*«•  States  may  present  a  petition  praying  for  the  appoint- 

ment of  commissioners  of  appraisal,  to  the  supreme 
court  of  the  district  in  which  the  premises  described  in 
the  petition  are  situated,  at  a  general  or  special  term 
thereof.  Such  petition  shall  contain  a  description  of 
the  real  estate  acquired,  and  that  the  United  States  can 
not  acquire  title  by  agreement,  and  the  reason  therefor, 
and  shall  be  verified  by  the  authorized  agent  of  the 
United  States,  according  to  the  rules  and  practice  of 
said  courts.  Said  petition  shall  contain  the  names 
and  places  of  residence  of  all  persons  owning  or  claim- 
ing to  own  or  have  any  interest  in  said  premises,  and 
particularly  who  of  them  are  infants,  persons  of  un- 
sound mind,  or  idiots,  as  far  as  the  same,  by  reasonable 
diligence  can  be  obtained.  A  copy  of  said  petition, 
with  notice  of  time  and  place  when  the  same  will  be 
presented,  must  be  served  on  all  persons  named  in  said 
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petition  as  interested,  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the 
service  of  similar  petitions  by  rail  road  companies  by 
the  fourteenth  section  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
authorize  the  formation  of  rail  road  companies  and  to 
regulate  the  same,"  passed  April  second,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty,  and  also  the  several  acts  amending  the 
same. 

§10.  On  presenting  such  petition,  and  no  sufficient  g"  fJJJSJ^ 
cause  be  shown  against  the  same,  the  court  shall  ap- 
point three  disinterested  persons  to  appraise  the  said 
premises,  under  oath,  who  shall  report  to  said  court  of 
the  proceedings  and  amount  of  their  appraisal,  contain- 
ing a  description  of  the  premises  appraised,  which  re- 
port the  said  court  may  confirm  on  such  notice  as  they 
may  direct,  if,  in  their  opinion,  such  confirmation  is 
proper.

§  15.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  so  far  as  the  same  may  relate  to  the  village  of  Mace** 
don,  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Smith  Hall  Asso- 
ciation in  Manlius  village. 

Passed  April  18,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  a*  follows:  Bodyoorpo. 

Section  1.  David  Hibbard,  Edwin  P.  Russell,  Robert 
Fleming,  Joseph  Baker,  Arnold  Remington,  their  asso- 
ciates, and  all  other  persons  who  are,  or  may  become, 
stockholders  in  the  corporation  hereby  created,  shall 
be,;  and  tbey  and  their  successors  are  hereby,  constituted

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Capital 


and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  tbe 
name  of  Smith  hall  association. 

§  2.  The  object  of  said  corporation  is  to  purchase 
suitable  grounds  and  buildings,  or  to  erect  on  such 
grounds  a  suitable  building  for  a  public  hall  in  said 
Manlius  village,  to  be  under  the  direction  and  control 
of  a  board  of  trustees  hereinafter  provided ;  and  said 
board  of  trustees  may  lease  as  tenements,  or  for  other 
lawful  purposes,  such  portions  of  the  building  purchased 
or  erected  as  are  not  needed  for  a  public  hall,  and  said 
board  may  &lso  mortgage  said  premises  to  secure  the 
payment  of  purchase  money ;  but  said  board  of  trustees 
shall  have  no  power  to  sell  the  real  estate  owned  by 
said  corporation  without  the  consent  of  the  owners  of 
two-thirds  of  the  capital  stock. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not 
exceed  five  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  ten  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  transferable 
in  such  manner  .as  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation 
may  direct.  The  said  board  of  trustees  may  require  pay- 
ment of  subscription  to  said  capital  stock  at  such  times 
and  in  such  proportions,  under  the  penalty  of  forfeiting 
all  stock  and  previous  payments  thereon,  as  they  may 
deem  proper, provided  that  at  least  three  weeks*  previous 
notice  of  such  required  payment  be  given  to  the  sub- 
scribers to  such  stock,  by  a  notice  in  writing  from  the 
secretary  of  said  association.  The  persons  who  have 
heretofore  become  subscribers  to  the  said  stock  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  the'  amount  of  their  subscriptions  in  the 
same  manner  as  those  who  may  subscribe  after  the 
passage  of  this  act.

AN  ACT  to  establish  and  regulate  a  Ferry 
across  Sodus  Bay,  in  the  town  of  Huron,  in 
the  county  of  Wayne, 

Passed  April  18,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  John  P. 
Curtisa,  of  Huron,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  to  set  up,  keep 
and  maintain  a  ferry  across  Sodus  bay,  in  the  town  of 
Huron,  in  the  county  of  Wayne,  from  a  point  commenc- 
ing within  two  rods  of  where  the  public  highway 
known  as  the  Ridge  road  approaches  said  bay  on  the 
west  side  thereof,  and  running  to  the  east  side  of  the 
bay  so  as  to  reach  the  highway  on  the  east  side  thereof, 
for  and  during  the  term  of  ten  years,  commencing  on 
the  first  day  of  May  next. 

§  2.  The  said  John  P.  Curtiss,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
shall  during  the  time  aforesaid,  construct  and  keep  in 
'repair  a  good  and  safe  approach  from  the  shore  to  the 
ferry  boat  or  boats,  and  shall  maintain  a  good  and  suffi- 
cient boat,  capable  of  conveying  across  said  bay  a  load- 
ed wagon  or  vehicle  and  two  horses,  and  cattle,  and 
persons,  and  goods  and  chattels  in  such  wagons  and 
vehicles ;  and  he  shall,  during  all  the  time  aforesaid, 
keep  said  ferry  boat  running,  when  required,  by  passen- 
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gers,  from  fire  o'clock  in  the  morning  till  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  evening. 

§  3.  The  said  John  F.  Curtiss,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
may  charge  and  receive  for  transportation  of  perso  ns 
teams  and  wagons,  or  vehicles  ana  animals,  so  carried 
across  said  bay,  as  follows  :  Ton  cents  for  each  person, 
-  fifteen  cents  for  single  horses  or  animals,  twenty-five 
cents  for  single  team  or  vehicle  with  the  load,  thirty- 
eight  cents  for  a  double  team  with  vehicle  and  load  ; 
provided  that  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of 
Wayne  may  have  at  all  times  the  power  to  regulate, 
increase  or  diminish  the  above  rates  of  toll,  or  to  extend 
this  charter  ten  years  after  the  expiration  thereof,  or  to 
amend  the  same  before  the  time  herein  specified. 

§  4.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall,  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  and  during  the  continuance  of  this  charter, 
or  the  time  the  same  may  be  extended,  as  herein  speci- 
fied, keep  or  maintain  a  ferry,  or  shall  transport  any 
person,  goods  or  chattels  across  said  bay,  for  pay,  pre- 
sents, or  hire,  within  one-fourth  of  a  mile  of  the  ferry 
hereby  established,  other  than  the  said  John  F.  Curtiss, 
his  heirs  or  assigns,  at  the  points  abovo  specified,  such 
person  or  persons  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  after 
said  John  F.  Curtiss  shall  have  established  said  ferry, 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  by  any  person 
who  shall  sue  and  prosecute  for  the  same,  provided  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  preclude  any  person  or 
persons  from  the  right  of  transporting  themselves,  their 
goods,  chattels  and  cattle  across  in  their  own  boats,  or 
on  the  ice  thereon. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  "An  act  to  consolidate  the 
cities  of  Brooklyn  and  Williamsburgh  and 
the  town  of  Bushwick  into  one  municipal 
government*  and  to  incorporate  the  same/1 
passed  April  seventeenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-four. 

Passed  April  18,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Jfew  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  /Mows: 

Section  1.  Subdivision  twenty-eight  of  section  thir- 
teen of  title  two  of  "An  act  to  consolidate  the  cities  of 
Brooklyn  and  Williamsburgh  and  the  town  of  Bushwick 
into  one  municipal  government,  and  to  incorporate  the 
same,"  passed  April  seventeenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-four,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

To  raise  by  tax,  annually,  a  sum  not  exceeding  four 
thousand  dollars,  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
city  hospital,  and  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollar*  for 
the  celebration  of  the  anniversary  of  American  Inde- 
pendence, and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  expenses  of 
the  fire  department  shall  be  raised,  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  fire  depart- 
ment funds  of  the  western  and  eastern  districts  of 
said  city,  to  be  apportioned  between  them  according 
to  the  taxable  property  of  each  of  said  districts,  and 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  upon  the  whole  city, 
to  be  apportioned  between  the  dispensaries  in  said  city, 
according  to  the  taxable  property  of  the  districts  in 
which  they  are  situated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately*

AN  ACT  to  allow  Peter  F.  Bellinger,  an  indi- 
vidual banker,  conducting  banking  business 
under  the  banking  laws  of  this  State,  to 
change  the  name  assumed  by  him  in  such 
banking  business  by  substituting  the  word 
"Bellinger"  for  "Iron"  in  the  title  to  the 
notes  issued  to  him  by  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Bank  Department.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  superintendent  of  the  bank  depart- 
ment is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  at  the 
expense  of  Peter  F.  Bellinger,  an  individual  banker, 
doing  business  at  the  village  of  Pittsburgh,  in  the 
county  of  Clinton,  to  cause  the  plates  of  the  said  banker 
to  be  altered  by. substituting  the  name  of  "Bellinger" 
instead  of  "  Iron  "  in  the  note,  or  to  cause  the  present 
plates  to  be  destroyed  and  new  ones  engraved  as  the 
said  banker  may  elect;  and  also  to  deliver  to  him  bills 
of  the  new  or  altered  plates  in  exchange  for  those 
heretofore  issued  to  him,  upon  their  return  for  destruc- 
tion to  the  bank  department 

§  2.  The  securities  now  held  for  said  banker,  by  the 
superintendent  of  the  bank  department,  for  circulating 
notes,  shall  be  in  no  way  affected  by  this  change,  but 
the  same  shall  be  held  by  him  to  secure  according  to 
law,  all  bills  issued  or  to  be  issued  to  said  banker. 

§  3.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
release  either  the  said  Bellinger  or  any  other  partner  or 
partners  he  may  have  in  the  business  of  banking,  from 
any  personal  liability  which  may  now  exist  against  him 
or  them ;  or  in  any  manner  to  affect  such  liability.

AN  ACT  to  give  power  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Troy  University  to  compromise  and  settle 
unpaid  subscriptions  and  pending  actions. 

Passed  April  19,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  the  Troy  university  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  compromise  and 
settle,  in  their  discretion,  subscriptions  made  to  or  for 
the  benefit  of  said  university  and  all  actions  at  law  in 
which  said  university  is  a  party,  and,  for  this  purpose, 
may  give  releases  for  subscriptions  and  stipulations  for 
discontinuance  of  actions,  upon  such  terms  as  they  may 
think  for  the  best  interests  of  said  university. 

§  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed 
so  as  to  invalidate  payments  already  made,  or  subscrip- 
tions made  and  not  paid ;  nor  shall  any  such  compro- 
mise or  release  have  that  effect,  except  as  to  the 
subscriptions  embraced  therein. 

§  3.  This  act  sh&ll  take  effect  immediately.

AH  ACT  in  relation  to  schools  in  the  village 
of  Bingham  ton. 

Passed  April  19, 1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

gJlJJ**1001  Section  1.  The  several  wards  in  the  village  of  Bing- 
hamton  shall,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned, 
form  one  school  district  to  be  called  the  Union  school 
district  of  the  said  village  of  Binghamton. 

§  2.  The  said  union  school  district  shall  be  divided 
into  five  subdivisions  to  be  called  commissioner  dis- 
tricts, each  commissioner  district  to  remain  and  con- 
tinue separate  and  distinct  for  the  purposes,  and  to 
the  extent  in  this  act  specified.  The  said  commissioner 
districts  shall  be  numbered  as  follows  :  The  first  ward 
of  said  village  shall  be  known  as  commissioner  district 
number  one  i  tht  second  a*d  third  wards  of  said  vil- 
lage ahall  also  be  known  as  commissioner  district  num- 
ber two ;  the  fourth  ward  of  said  village  shall  also  be 
known  as  commissioner  district  number  three  ;  the  fifth 
ward  of  said  village  shall  be  knoWn  as  commissioner 
district  number  four ;  and  the  sixth  ward  of  said  vil- 
lage shall  be  known  as  commissioner  district  number 
five ;  said  districts  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration 
except  by  the  legislature,  or  by  a  resolution  of  the 
board  of  education,  hereinafter  created. 

§  3.  Daniel  S.  Dickinson,  residing  in  commissioner 
district  number  one ;  Horace  S.  Griswold,  residing  in 
commissioner  district  number  two ;  Hallam  E.  Pratt* 
residing  in  commissioner  district  number  three ;  Joel 
S.  Fuller,  residing  in  commissioner  district  number 
four ;  and  William  S.  Beard,  residing  in  commissioner 
district  number  five,  are  hereby  appointed  commission- 
ers in  behalf  of  such  districts  respectively.  The  trus- 
tees of  the  village  of  Binghamton  shall,  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  appoint  four  persons 
to  act  as  school  commissioners  in  behalf  of  said  union 
school  district,  who  shall  be  residents  thereof;  and  the 
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said  persons  above  named,  and  the  perrons  appointed 
by  tbe  trustees  of  the  said  village  as  commissioners, 
and  their  successors  to  be  chosen  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, are  hereby  constituted  a  corporate  body  in  rela- 
tion to  all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  or  imposed 
by  law,  to  be .  styled  "  tbe  board  of  education  of  the 
village  of  Binghamton,"  and  are  hereby  invested  with 
all  the  powers  and  charged  with  all  the  duties  conferred 
upon  them  by  this  act.  A  majority  of  the  commission- 
ers shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

§  4.  On  the  second  Tuesday  in  October,  eighteen  JjJJJJJIJ.0' 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  there  shall  be  elected,  in  theaonew,**. 
same  manner  that  trustees  of  school  districts  are  now 
elected,  by  each  commissioner  district  heretofore  named, 
one  commissioner  (who  shall  be  a  resident  of  such  dis* 
trict)  to  fill  the  places  of  those  named  in  the  preceding 
section,  in  behalf  of  such  districts  respectively.  On 
the  Monday  preceding  the  second  Tuesday  in  October, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  trustees  of  the  vil- 
lage of  Binghamton  shall,  in  like  manner,  appoint  four 
persons  to  be  school  commissioners,  to  fill  the  places  of 
those  appointed  by  said  board  of  trustees  in  behalf  of 
said  union  district.  Annually  thereafter,  on  the  day 
above  specified  for  such  election  by  districts,  and  ap- 
pointed by  the  board  of  trustees,  there  shall  in  like 
manner  be  elected  five  commissioners  for  the  commis- 
sioner districts,  and  two  commissioners  appointed  by 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  village  for  the  union  dis- 
trict, to  fill  the  places  of  those  whose  terms  shall  next 
thereafter  expire,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  5.  The  commissioners  elected,  as  hereinbefore  pro- SS.,of 
vided,  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of 
one  year  from  the  second  Tuesday  in  October,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  until  their  successors  shall 
be  chosen,  and  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  their  offices  respectively.  The  commissioners  ap- 
pointed on  the  Monday  preceding  the  second  Tuesday 
in  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  by  virtue 
of  this  act,  shall  be  divided  into  classes  of  two  each, 
and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  within  ten  days 
after  their  appointment,  meet  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  village,  and  shall  determine  by  lot  which  of  the 
two  persons  so  appointed  shall  serve  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  and  which  for  the  term  of  two  years.    The 
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persons  so  appointed  as  commissioners  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  for  the  term  of  two  years  (except  the 
first  class,  which  shall  hold  only  for  one  year),  and 
until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed,  and  enter  upon 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  offices  respectively. 
Within  ten  days  after  receiving  notice  of  their  election 
or  appointment,  the  commissioners  thus  chosen  shall 
take  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  constitution  of 
this  state,  and  file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  village.

§  6.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  village  of  Bingham- 
ton,  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  fill 
all  vacancies  in  the  board  of  education,  which  may 
occur  from  any  other  cause  than  the  expiration  of  their 
term  of  office.  The  commissioners  so  appointed  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  the  unexpired  term  of  those  to 
supply  whose  places  they  are  appointed.  Any  member 
of  said  board  of  education  may  resign  his  office  by 
giving  ten  days'  previous  notice,  in  writing,  to  the 
president  of  the  village,  who  may,  if  he  deems  the 
reasons  sufficient,  accept  the  same. 

§  7.  Any  member  of  the  board  of  education  may,  for

education,  including  the  salary  of  the  secretary  thereof. 
7.  To  pay  teacher's  wages,  after  the  application  of 
the  public  money  appropriated  by  law  for  that  purpose, 
™**  8.  To  pay  charges  or  expenses  incurred  by  law,  or 

necessary  to  carry  this  act  into  effect,  or  to  refund  loans 
contracted  by  law,  and  to  pay  the  interest  thereon,  or 
to  pay  such  sums  as  shall  be  required  to  fulfil  any  con* 
tract  duly  made  under  the  provisions  pf  this  act.

and  conditions,  and  for  such  time  as  shall  be  deemed 
expedient,  by  and  between  said  board  of  education  and 
the  trustees  of  such  academy. 

§  25.  The  academy  connected  with  the  school  system  Aoadnny. 
contemplated  by  this  act,  when  organized,  and  when  it 
has  complied  with  the  necessary  requirements,  shall  be 
recognized  as  one  of  the  academies  of  this  state,  sub- 
ject to  the  visitation  of  the  regents,  and  shall  be  en- 
titled to  participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  income 
of  the  literature  and  other  funds  in  the  same  manner 
and  upon  the  same  conditions  as  the  other  academies  of 
the  state ;  and  the  regents  of  the  university  of  the  state 
of  New  York  shall  pay  annually  to  the  board  of  educa- 
tion of  Binghamton  the  distributive  share  of  the  said 
funds  to  which  the  said  academy  shall  be  entitled. 

§26.  The  board  of  education  shall  report  annually  Report  of 
the  condition  of  the  union  school  district  of  Bingham-  JS™00  of 
ton  to  the  school  commissioner  of  the  western  district Mh001- 
of  Broome  county,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  other  school  districts  are  by  law  required  to 
report.    The  said  commissioners,  in  making  apportion- 
ment of  school  money,  shall  designate  the  amount  due 
said  union  district  separate  from  other  school  districts 
in  the  town  of  Binghamton,  and  certify  the  amount 
dtie  said  district  for  teachers'  wages  and  library  to  the 
treasurer  of  Broome  county,  who  shall,  upon  the  draft 
of  the  president  of  the  board  of  education,  counter- 
signed by  the  secretary  thereof,  pay  the  sum  thus  certi- 
fied as  due  said  union  district,  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
village  of  Binghamton. 

§  27.  Each  member  of  the  board  of  education  shall MangNnof 
visit  all  the  schools  in  said  union  school  district,  atMhooiik 
least  once  in  each  year  of  his  official  term  and  the  said

.  and  further,  they  may  appropriate  for  the  benefit  of 
said  library,  out  of  the  moneys  annually  raised  in  said 
village  by  the  school  tax,  an  amount  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  library  money  re- 
ceived from  the  state.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York>  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  (general  rail  road  act  of  this  state* 
passed  April  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  is  so 
amended  as  to  authorize  and  allow  the  Warwick  Valley 
rail  road  company,  to  use,  upon  their  road,  iron  rails  of 
fifty  pounds  weight  to  the  linear  yard. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  324 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  "The  Coney  Island  and 
Brooklyn  Rail  Road  Company  "  to  construct 
their  road,  and  to  lay  thereon  rails  of  less 
weight  than  required  by  the  general  rail 
road  act,  and  to  widen  and  re-construct  the 
bridge  at  Coney  Island. 

Passed  April  20,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorh  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly ',  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  "  The  Coney  Island 
and  Brooklyn  rail  road  company"  (a  company  duly 
organized  under  the  general  rail  road  law  of  this  state, 
and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  for  the  constructing 
and  operating  of  a  railroad  from  the  Fulton  ferry,  in 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  to  a  point  in  and  upon  Coney 
island,  in  the  county  of  Kings),  to  construct  and  operate 
said  rail  road  from  and  to  the  points  above  designated, 
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through  and  over  the  several  streets,  roads  and  avenues 
designated  and  shown  on  maps  or  profile  of  said  rail 
road  made  by  Jarvis  Whitman,  city  surveyor,  and  to 
lay  thereon  iron  rails  of  a  less  weight  than  prescribed 
by  the  said  general  rail  road  law,  but  of  not  less 
than  forty  pounds  to  the  lineal  yard,  and  to  be  of 
American  manufacture,  having  first  obtained  the  per- 
mission of  the  common  council  of  said  city  to  construct 
said  rail  road  within  the  said  city,  or  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  owners  of  property  fronting  upon  any 
street  or  avenue  in  said  city,  through  or  over  which  it 
is  proposed  to  lay  said  rail  road,  and  to  re-construct 
and  widen  the  bridge  over  the  creek  at  Coney  island. 

§  2.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereb^repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  the  St.  Regis  tribe  of 
Indians. 

Passed  April  20,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  fellows: 

Section  1.  The  governor  of  this  state  is  hereby  &u-£*g2STtor 
thorized  to  appoint  an  attorney  for  the  St.  Regis  tribe  Indiana, 
of  Indians,  residing  on  the  St.  Regis  reservation  in  this 
state,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years,  and  who 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  state,  and  no  other  compensa- 
tion of  any  kind  for  services  rendered  under  this  act. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  attorney  to  receive  Duty  of  at. 
from  the  comptroller  of  this  state,  the  annuities  due10"*7' 
from  the  people  of  this  state  to  the  St.  Regis  tribe  of 
Indians,  and  to  pay  the  same  over  to  the  heads  of  fami- 
lies belonging  to  said  tribe,  by  paying  to  each  their 
equal  share  of  said  annuities,  and  to  take  from  each  the 
necessary  receipt  therefor. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  attorney  to  collect 
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all  moneys  due  or  to  become  due  on  any  of  the  lands  in 
said  St.  Regis  reservation,  which  are  now  leased  by 
said  tribe  or  otherwise,  for  their  benefit,  and  to  pay  the 
same  over  to  the  said  Indians,  in  the  manner  specified 
for  paying  their  annuities. 
ma°b£n  $  ^  ^^°  attorney  *8  hw^by  authorized,  in  the  name 
m3om,&-  of  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York,  to  bring  any 
action  or  actions  in  the  courts  of  this  state  for  the 
recovery  of  any  money  now  due,  or  to  become  due  to 
the  Baid  Indians,  or  to  any  one  or  more  of  them,  for  the 
rent  of  said  leased  lands;  also  to  bring  any  action  or 
actions  for  the  recovery  of  the  possession  of  any  of 
the  lands  in  the  St.  Regis  reservation  leased  for  their 
benefit,  the  possession  of  which  is  withheld  from  said 
Indians,  after  said  lease  or  leases  shall  have  expired ; 
and  also  to  bring  any  action  or  actions  for  any  trespass 
committed  by  any  person  or  persons  on  land  possessed 
by  any  one  or  more  of  said  Indians,  upon  security  for 
the  payment  of  the  costs  of  such  action  or  actions 
being  given  in  either  of  the  two  last  cases,  to  said 
agent  and  attorney  to  his  satisfaction ;  and  the  like 
dama&es  shall  be  recovered  in  such  cases  as  are  now 
provided  by  law  in  cases  of  refusal  to  deliver  possession 
of  real  property,  and  of  willful  trespass;  and  after 
deducting  expenses,  such  damages  shall  be  paid  to  the 
party  entitled  thereto. 
Annual  *-  §  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  attorney  to  make  an 
£mpto>iier.]annual  report  to  the  comptroller  of  this  state  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  of  all 
his  proceedings  under  this  act,  and  the  salary  herein 
allowed  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  on  the  warrant 
of  the  comptroller  out  of  any  moneys,  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

§  6.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-three,  of  the

and  fifty-eight,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  protection  and 
civilization  of  the  St.  Regis  Indians,"  passed  April 
nineteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight;  and  chap- 
ter three  hundred  and  sixty-four  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-nine,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  an 
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act  entitled  an  act  for  the  protection  and  civilization  of 
the  St.  Regis  Indians,"  passed  April  fifteen,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-nine,  are  hereby  repealed ;  but  Baid 
repeal  shall  not  invalidate  any  of  the  unexpired  leases 
of  lands  owned  by  said  St.  Regis  Indians. 

§  7  The  said  attorney,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  people 
of  this  state  in  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  application  of  all  moneys 
received  by  him  for  said  St,  Regis  Indians. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  326. 


AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act  to  establish  an 
insurance  department,  passed  April  fifteen, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  and  autho- 
rizing insurance  companies  to  change  the 
dates  of  the  termination  of  their  fiscal  year, 
in  certain  cases. 

Passed  April  20,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  second  section  of  the  act  to  establish 
an  insurance  department,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  from  the  fifth  and  sixth  lines  thereof,  the  following 
words:  "He  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two 
thousand,  five  hundred  dollars,"  and  inserting  the 
words :  "  He  shall  receive  the  same  annual  salary  as 
the  superintendent  of  the  bank  department." 

§2.  All  fire,  marine  and  life  insurance  companies 
now  required,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  required,  to 
make  annual  statements  to  the  insurance  department, 
for  the  year  ending  on  the  last  day  of  December,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  change  the  date 
of  the  termination  of  their  fiscal  year,  to  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December;  and  all  statements,  reports, 
dividends  and  balances  now  required  by  law  to  be 
made,  and  all  other  acts  required  to  be  done  by  said 
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companies/  at  the  termination  of  their  fiscal  year  or 
years,  or  within  a  limited  time  thereafter,  may  be  made 
oat  and  done  on  the  last  day  of  December,  and  within 
the  same  period  thereafter,  in  lieu  of  such  other  days 
of  the  year,  or  periods  of  time,  as  are  now  designated 
by  their  charter  or  otherwise. 
{  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  327. 

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  George  Fredericks,  of 
the  city  of  New  York. 

Passed  April  22,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  L  The  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York 
is  hereby  anthorized  to  pay  to  George  Fredericks  or 
his  assigns,  the  full  amount  of  money  remaining  unpaid 
under  the  contract  for  the  regulating  of  the  Eighth 
avenue,  made  with  the  street  commissioner  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
four,  confirmed  by  the  common  council  and  approved 
by  the  mayor  of  said  city,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-five.  All  official  acts  of  the  street  commis- 
sioner and  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York,  done 
and  performed  by  them  or  either  of  them  under  said 
contract,  shall  be  valid  and  of  full  force  and  effect 

§  2.  The  mayor,  aldermn  and  commonalty  of  the  city 
of  New  York  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  an  assess- 
ment on  the  property  benefited  by  the  regulating  of  the 
Eighth  avenue,  to  the  extent  of  reimbursing  of  said 
mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty,  any  amount  of 
money  paid  under  this  law  and  under  the  contract  with 
said  George  Fredericks  or  his  assigns. 

§  3.  The  comptroller  and  street  commissioner  of  the 
oity  of  New  York  are  hereby  directed  and  required  to 
ascertain  the  full  amount  of  money  due  on  said  con- 
tract, according  to  the  return  of  the  surveyor  on  the 
work,  and  the  comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw 
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his  warrant  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  but  no  inter- 
est shall  be  allowed  or  "charged  to  or  by  either  party  to 
said  contract.  »

tion, sfyall  become  binding  upon  said  city  unless  the 
sa,me  has  been  passed  by  a  majority  of  all  the  aldermen 
elected  to  said  common  council;  and  the  votes  taken 
oq,  the  passage  of  any  such  ordinance  or  resolution  shall 
in  all  capes  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes,  and  entered  on . 
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the  minutes  of  the  common  council ;  and  no  debt  or 
obligation  of  any  kind  shall  be  created  against  said  city 
except  by  ordinance  or  resolution  of  said  common  coun- 
cil, specifying  the  amount  and  object  of  such  expendi- 
ture. 

§  3.  If  any  alderman  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  shall 
vote  for  the  incurring  of  any  floating  debt  against  said 
city,  or  for  creating  any  liability  when  there  is  no 
money  in  the  treasury  to  pay  the  same,  the  office  of 
such  alderman  shall  become  vacant  immediately  upon 
his  giving  such  vote;  and  the  vacancy  thus  created 
shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by 
law  for  the  filling  of  vacancies  that  occur  in  the  com- 
mon council  of  said  city. 

§  4.  The  joint  board  of  aldermen  and  supervisors  of 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  at  their  meetings,  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law,  shall  estimate  and  determine  the  amount 
necessary  to  be  raised  for  each  particular  purpose  con- 
templated by  this  act.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the

raised,  shall  be  credited  to  the  same  account  of  the 
next  succeeding  year.

§  5.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  hereafter  to  lay,  construct, 
or  operate,  any  rail  road  in,  upon,  or  along  any  or  either 
of  the  streets  or  avenues  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  wher- 
ever such  rail  road  may  commence  or  end,  unless  a 
majority  of  the  owners  of  property  upon  the  streets  or 
avenues,  in  or  along  which  such  rail  road  is  to  be  con- 
structed, shall  first  petition  the  common  council  of  said 
city  therefor,  nor  unless  the  said  common  council  shall 
authorize  the  construction  of  such  rail  road,  and  the 
grant  therefor  shall  have  been  awarded  and  given  to 
the  person  who  will  agree,  with  adequate  security,  to 
carry  passengers  on  such  rail  road  at  the  lowest  rate  of 
fare.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorlc,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  second  of  the  act  aforesaid  passed 
April  fifteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :

Section  1.  The  canal  contracting  board  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  settle  with  Jacob  Fonda  for 
the  work  done  by  him,  under  his  contract,  for  repairs 
and  materials  found  to  Chemung  canal  and  feeder,  in 
the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six,  and  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven, 
the  same  as  if  said  contract  had  been  fulfilled,  and  to 
settle  with  him  for  the  value  of  any  tools  and  imple- 
ments, lumber  and  materials  belonging  to  him,  which 
were  appropriated  by  the  state  upon  the  abandonment 
of  said  contract  And  if  they  shall  find  any  balance 
due  to  him  thereon,  to  award  him  the  amount  thereof, 
and  to  draw  their  warrant  for  the  same  upon  the  trea- 
surer, to  be  received  by  said  Fonda  in  full  settlement  of 
said  contract  And  the  treasurer  shall  pay  to  said 
Fonda  on  such  warrant,  such  sum,  if  any,  as  shall  be  so 
awarded  to  him  therein,  subject  to  appeal  by  either 
party  to  the  canal  board.

§  2.  The  treasurer  shall  pay,  on  the  warrant  of  the 
comptroller,  out  of  any  moneys  appropriated,  or  to  be 
appropriated  for  the  repair  of  the  Erie  canal,  such  sum 
as  may  be  awarded  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the 
first  section  of  this  act.

AN  ACT  to  repeal  a  certain  part  of  section 
three,  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirteen,  of 
Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  entitled 
"  An  act  to  provide  the  means  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  canals  of  this  State,  and  fully 
supply  them  with  water,  and  for  other 
purposes."

Section  1.  Section  three,  of  chapter  two  hundred  and

hereby  amended  by  repealing  all  of  the  last  clause  of 
said  section,  after  the  words  "  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one ; "  which  are  the  words  following  :  "  when 
the  engineer  corps  shall  be  reduced  to  three  division  or 
three  resident  engineers." 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN   ACT  in  relation  to  fines,  recognizances 
and  forfeitures. 

Passed  April  26,  1861.

Section  1.  No  fine  imposed  by  any  court,  for  any 
criminal  offence,  shall  be  remitted  or  reduced,  except 
upon  an  application  made  in  open  court,  and  upon  proof 
that  two  days9  notice  in  writing,  of  such  application, 
and  copies  ofthe  papers  upon  which  the  same  is  founded, 
have  been  served  upon  the  district  attorney  of  the  county 
in  which  the  conviction  was  had,  and  by  an  order  of 
the  court,  entered  by  the  clerk  thereof  in  its  minutes. 

$  2.  Every  recognizance  taken  by  any  court,  or  by 
any  magistrate,  coroner  or  other  officer,  to  appear  ana 
answW  at  any  court,  and  the  complaint,  inquisition, 
affidavits  and  other  papers  upon  which  such  reoog- 
,  nizance  is  founded,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  court  at  which  the  party  is  thereby  recog- 
nized to  appear,  within  ten  days  after  the  same  is  so 
taken. 

§  3.  The  eighth  section  of  the  fourth  article  of  an 
act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  establishment  and  regula- 
tion of  the  police  of  the  city  of  New  York/'  passed  May 
seven,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-four,  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  in  force,  and  shall  be  applicable  to  the  city 
and  county  of  New  York.

Passed  April  26,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  qf  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

^  Section  1.  All  foreign  insurance  companies,  associa- 
tions, corporations,  partnerships  and  individuals,  trans- 
acting the  business  of  fire,  marine  or  life  insurance,  or 
any  other  kind  of  insurance,  in  this  state,  shall  make 
annual  statements  of  their  condition  and  affairs  to  the 
insurance  department,  in  the  same  manner,  and  in  the 
same  form,  as  similar  companies  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  state. 

§  2.  In  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to  make  such  annual 
statements,  as  aforesaid,  all  persons  acting  in  this  state 
as  agents  or  otherwise,  in  transacting  the  business  of 
insurance  for  said  companies,  corporations,  association's, 
partnerships,  or  individuals,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalties  provided  by  law  in  case  of  the  failure  of  any 
insurance  company,  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  to  make  an  annual  statement,  as  now  provided  by 
law. 
§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Chap.  335* 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
widen  and  improve  Bush  wick  avenue  and 
other  streets  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,"  passed 
April  fourteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty. 

Passed  April  26,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Seiyite  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  widen  and 
improve  Bushwidk  aVenne  and  other  streets  in  the  city 
of  Brooklyn,"  passed  April  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  1.  Bushwick  avenue,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  is 
hereby  widened  so  as  to  be  of  the  uniform  width  of  one 
hundred  and  forty  feet  from  its  southeasterly  termina- 
tion at  the  city  line  to  the  northerly  line  of  Wall  street, 
and  for  that  purpose  there  shall  be  added  on  eaph  side 
thereof  a  strip  of  land  of  the  uniform  width  of  thirty-five 
feet ;  and  from  the  northerly  line  of  Wall  street  to  the 
northerly  line  of  McKibben  street,  the  said  Bushwick 
avenue  is  hereby  widened  so  as  to  be  of  the  uniform 
width  of  eighty  feet,  and  for  that  purpose  there  shall 
be  added  thereto  on  the  westerly  side  thereof  (except 
as  hereinafter  provided  by  section  four  of  this  act)  a 
strip  of  land  of  such  width  as  shall  be  necessary  to  make 
said  avenue,  between  said  Wall  street  and  McKibben 
street,  of  the  uniform  width  of  eighty  feet.  Morrell 
street  is  hereby  widened  so  as  to  be  of  the  uniform 
width  of  eighty  feet  from  its  intersection  with  McKib- 
ben street  to  its  northerly  termination  in  Bushwick 
avenue,  at  or  near  Grand  street,  and  for  that  purpose 
there  shall  be  added  to  the  easterly  side  thereof  a  strip 
of  land  of  the  uniform  width  of  twenty  feet.  Bush- 
wick avenue,  from  its  intersection  with  Morrell  street, 
at  or  near  Grand  street,  to  North  Second  street,  is  here- 
by widened  so  as  to  be  of  the  uniform  width  of  eighty 
feet,  and  for  that  purpose  there  shall  be  added  to  the 
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westerly  side  thereof  a  strip  of  land  of  such  width  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  make  said  portion  of  said  avenue 
of  such  width  of  eighty  feet.  Bushwick  avenue  is 
hereby  extended  from  North  Second  street  so  as  to 
intersect  Smith  street*  at  or  near  Conselyea  street,  and 
for  that  purpose  land  shall  be  taken  of  the  width  of 
forty  feet  on  each  side  of  a  direct  straight  line  drawn 
from  the  poirit  formed  by  the  intersection  of  centre 
of  Bushwick  bvenue,  toitji  the  cetatre  of  feaid  North 
Second  street  to  a  point  in  said  Smith  street*  at  or  near 
Conselyea  street.  Smith  street  is  hereby  widened  so 
as  to  be  of  the  uniform  width  Of  eighty  feet  from  such 
point,  at  or  near  Conselyea  street  as  aforesaid,  to  Meek* 
er  avenue,  and  for  that  purpose  there  shall  be  added  to 
the  westerly  side  of  Smith  street  a  strip  of  lancrof  the 
width  of  twenty  feet.  Orchard  street  in  the  seven- 
teenth ward  of  said  city,  is  hereby  widened  so  as  to  be 
of  the  uniform  width  of  eighty  feet  from  Green  Point 
avenue  to  Van  Cott  avenue,  and  is  hereby  extended  to 
Meeker  avenue ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the 
widening  of  said  Orchard  street,  south  of  Noble  street, 
there  shall  be  added  to  the  easterly  side  of  said  Orchard 
street,  a  strip  of  land  of  the  width  of  twenty  feet ; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  widening  that  portion  of  Orchard 
street  between  the  southerly  line  of  Noble  street  and 
the  northerly  line  of  Green  Point  avenue,  there  shall 
be  added- to  each  side  of  said  Orchard  street  sufficient 
land  to  make  said  Orchard  street  eighty  feet  wide,  said 
land  to  be  included  between  two  lines  drawn  parallel 
with  and  at  the  distance  of  forty  feet  on  either  side  of  a 
straight  line  drawn  from  the  centre  of  Noble  and 
Orchard  street*  as  widened  to  a  point  whert  the  centre 
line  of  Union  avenue  intersects  the  centre  line  of  Green 
Point  avenue ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  ex- 
tension of  said  Orchard  street,  there  shall  be  taken  all 
the  lands  lying  between  two  lines  drawn  from  the  east- 
erly and  westerly  lines  of  Orchard  street  as  widened  to 
the  northerly  side  of  Meeker  avenue,  parallel  with  and 
at  the  distance  of  forty  feet  on  either  side  from  a 
straight  line  drawn  from  the  point  where  the  centre 
line  of  Smith  street  intersects  Meeker  avenue  to  the 
point  where  the  centre  line  of  Orchard  street  as  widen- 
ed intersects  the  centre  line  of  Van  Cott  avenue. 
Union  avenue,  in  the  seventeenth  ward  of  said  city,  is 
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hereby  made  a  part  of  this  improvement,  and  shall  be 
opened  and  improved  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  at  its  present  width,  from  its  juncion  with 
Green  Point  avenue  to  its  northerly  termination.  All 
the  foregoing  streets  and  avenues,  widened  and  extend- 
ed by  this  act,  shall  be  known  and  distinguished  as 
Bush  wick  boulevard.  Beaver  street  is  hereby  widened 
so  as  to  be  of  the  uniform  width  of  eighty  feet,  from 
its  southeasterly  termination  at  Wall  street  to  its  north- 
westerly termination  in  the  late  Newtown  turnpike, 
now  called  Flushing  avenue,  and  for  that  purpose  there 
shall  be  added  to  the  easterly  side  thereof  a  -strip 
of  land  of  the  width  of  five  feet ;  and  said  Flushing 
avenue  is  hereby  widened  to  the  uniform  width  of 
eighty  feet  from  its  intersection  with  Beaver  street  to 
its  intersection  with  Broadway,  and  for  that  purpose 
there  shall  be  added  to  the  southerly  side  thereof  suffici- 
ent land  to  make  said  avenue  of  the  uniform  width  of 
eighty  feet.  Broadway,  in  said  city,  from-  its  inter- 
section with  Flushing  avenue  to  its  intersection  with 
South  Sixth  street  at  or  near  Eleventh  street,  is  hereby 
made  a  part  of  this  improvement,  and  shall  be  improved 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  at  its  present 
width  of  eighty  feet ;  and  South  Sixth  street  is  hereby 
widened  so  as  to  be  of  the  uniform  width  of  eighty 
feet,  from  its  intersection  with  Broadway  to  the  east- 
erly side  of  Fourth  street,  and  for  that  purpose  there 
shall  be  added  to  the  southerly  side  of  said  South  Sixth 
street  a  strip  of  land  of  sufficient  width  to  make  said 
street  of  such  width  of  eighty  feet.  South  Seventh 
street  is  hereby  widened  from  its  intersection  with 
South  Sixth  street  to  its  intersection  with  First  street 
so  as  to  be  of  the  uniform  width  of  one  hundred  feet, 
and  for  that  purpose  there  shall  be  added  thereto  a 
strip  of  land  bounded  northerly  by  a  line  commencing 
at  a  point  on  the  easterly  side  of  First  street,  distant 
forty  feet  from  the  northerly  line  of  South  Seventh 
street,  and  renn  ing  thence  easterly  parallel  with  South 
Seventh  street  to  the  point  where  such  line  would,  if 
extended,  intersect  the  northerly  line  of  South  Sixth 
street ;  thence  easterly  along  the  northerly  line  of  South 
Sixth  street  to  a  point  where  the  present  northerly  line 
of  South  Seventh  street  would,  if  extended,  intersect 
the  said  northerly  line  of  South  Sixth  street ;  thence 
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westerly  along  the  said  northerly  line  of  Sooth  Seventh 
street,  as  extended,  to  the  easterly  side  of  First  street, 
and  thence  northerly  along  the  easterly  side  of  First 
street  to  the  point  or  place  of  beginning.  South  Sev- 
enth street,  and  that  portion  of  South  Sixth  street 
hereby  widened,  shall  be  known  and  designated  by  the 
name  of  Broadway. 

§  2.  Thomas  W.  Fields,  Junius  B.  Stearns,  James  D. 
Sparkman,  William  M.  Meserole,  James  S.  Lynch  and 
Aldrich  Henken  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to 
constitute  a  board  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out,  regu- 
lating, improving  and  adorning  Bushwick  avenue  and 
the  other  streets  and  avenues  aforesaid,  as  public  ave- 
nues and  streets.  They  shall  have  power  to  adopt  a 
plan  for  said  improvements  and  complete  the  same ;  to 
appoint  and  employ  such  engineers,  surveyors,  counsel 
and  other  assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  and  to  fix  the 
amount  of  their  compensation  ;  and  until  such  improve* 
meats  shall  be  completed,  the  said  board,  in  relation  to 
said  Bushwick  avenue  and  said  other  streets,  shall  pos- 
sess all  the  powers  and  authority  now  possessed  by  the 
common  council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  in  respect  to 
public  streets  and  avenues  therein  ;  but  in  all  cases  the 
concurrence  of  at  least  four  of  said  commissioners  shall 
be  bad  in  the  adoption  of  any  such  plan  or  contract 
No  member  of  said  board  shall  be,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  personally  interested  in  any  emolument  or 
the  profits  of  any  contract  in  any  manner  connected 
with  or  appertaining  to  any  of  the  improvements  con- 
templated by  this  act.  Said  commissioners  shall  each 
receive,  in  lieu  of  all  expenses  and  disbursements,  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

§  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  made 
maps  and  plans  of  the  avenuesand  streets  to  be  improved 
under  this  act,  and  of  the  property  fronting  upon  or 
adjacent  thereto,  to  the  distance  of  one  hundred  feet 
from  each  side  of  said  streets  and  avenues.  '  Said  maps 
or  plans  shall  contain  the  dimensions,  in  feet  and  inches, 
as  near  as  may  be,  of  every  piece  or  parcel  of  land 
taken  or  used  in  the  opening,  widening,  extending  or 
improving  of  said  streets  and  avenues  described  in  this 
act,  and  also  of  the  land  adjacent  thereto,  and  lyinff 
within  a  line  drawn  on  each  side  of  said  streets  and 
avenues,  and  distant  therefrom  one  hundred  feet.    Said 
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maps  and  plans,  or  copies  thereof,  may  be  used  by,  and 
shall  be  for  the  use  of,  the  commissioners  to  be  appointed 
by  the  court,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  any  maps  or 
plans  so  made,  or  contracted  to  be  made,  by  the  com- 
missioners appointed  by  this  act,  shall  be  used  for  and 
be  the  maps  and  plans  directed  to  be  made  by  this  act. 

§  4.  Said  commissioners  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  straighten  and  change  the  line  of  Bushwick 
avenue  between  Wall  and  McKibben  streets,  and  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid,  may  take  ground  along  either 
side  of  said  avenue,  and  cut  off  a  corresponding  amount 
.  from  the  other  side  thereof,  when  the  same  shall  be  re- 
quisite and  necessary.  The  said  board  shall  also  deter- 
mine and  fix  the  lines  of  said  Bushwick  boulevard  from 
North  Second  street  to  Smith  street,  and  from  Smith 
to  Orchard  street,  and  that  portion  of  said  boulevard 
between  Noble  street  and  Oreen  Point  avenue.  And 
where  blocks  shall  be  formed  by  reason  of  the  widening 
or  extending  of  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  author- 
ized to  be  improved  by  this  act,  having  an  angle  of  less 
than  forty  degrees,  the  said  board  of  commissioners 
shall  fix  the  lines  of  said  streets  and  avenues  in  such  a 
manner  that  such  angular  points  be  cut  off  from  said 
block,  and  shall  be  included  in  said  streets  and  avenues, 
as  part  of  the  same,  to  such  an  extent  as  will  leave  a 
front  of  ten  feet  between  the  streets  and  avenues  so 
widened  and  extended,  and  the  adjoining  streets  form- 
ing  said  angle.  And  said  commissioners  shall  certify 
any  change  made  in  the  lines  of  said  avenues  and 
streets,  to  the  street  commissioners  of  said  city,  and 
the  said  avenues  and  streets,  when  so  changed  ana  when 
so  certified,  shall  be  known  as  the  street  or  avenue,  and 
be  so  known  and  designated  upon  the  map  of  the  city 
of  Brooklyn ;  and  authority  is  hereby  given  to  said 
commissioners,  and  their  agents  and  assistants,  to  enter  . 
upon  all  such  streets  and  avenues  and  lands,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  all  necessary  surveys. 

§5.  The  said  board  of  commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized  to  cause  said   avenues  and   streets  to  be 

fraded  and  paved,  or  to  regrade  and  repave,  or  maca- 
amized  or  graveled,  and  to  be  beautified  and  improved 
according  to  such  plans  as  they  may  adopt,  and  to  enter 
into  the  necessary  contracts  therefor  ;  but  the  total  ex- 
pense thereof,  including  lands  and  buildings,  shall  not 
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exceed  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Said  work  shall 
be  let,  «upon  ten  days'  notice,  to  be  published  in  the 
corporation  newspapers  of  said  city,  to  the  parties  who 
shall  offer  to  do  the  same  at  the  lowest  prices,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  said 
board  of  commissioners,  and  who  shall  furnish  security 
for  the  performance  of  their  contracts,  which  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  said  board.  As  soon  as  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  have  completed  a  survey  and  map  of 
any  one  of  the  said  streets  or  avenues,  or  of  such  por- 
tion thereof  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  or  shall  have 
adopted  a  plan  of  the  improvement  and  adornment  of  any 
one  of  said  streets  or  avenues,  or  of  such  portion  there- 
of as  they  shall  deem  proper,  they  shall  file  a  copy  of 
the  same  in  the  office  of  the  street  commissioner  of  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  and  then  and  thereafter  the  streets 
and  avenues,  as  located  and  described  on  said  maps  and 
plans,  shall  be  streets  in  the  oity  of  Brooklyn,  to  be 
opened  and  improved  according  to  the  plan  adopted 
and  filed  by  said  commissioners,  and  thereupon  the 
commissioners  appointed  by  the  court,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  shall  immediately  proceed  to  estimate  the 
damages  to  the  owners  of  land  and  buildings  upon  such 
streets  and  avenues,  or  portion  thereof,  as  aforesaid  and 
certify  and  file  a  copy  of  their  report  thereof  with  the 
comptroller,  who  shall,  thereupon,  immediately,  out  of 
the  funds  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  this  act,  pay 
over  such  sums  as  shall  thereby  be  awarded  to  the  said 
owners. 

§6.  The  said  commissioners  appointed  by  this  act 
shall,  before  the  first  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-four,  fully  complete  said  improvements,  and  trans- 
fer to  the  common  council  of  the  oity  of  Brooklyn  the 
said  avenues  and  streets ;  and  from  and  after  such  trans- 
fer, the  said  avenues  and  streets  shall  be  under  the  care, 
regulation  and  control  of  said  oommon  council,  and 
shall  be  kept  up  and  maintained  According  to  the  plan 
thereof,  in  the  same  manner  as  all  other  public  streets  and 
avenues  in  said  oity.  Such  transfer  shall  be  made  by  filing 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  a  cer- 
tificate by  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to 
the  effect  that  said  avenues  and  streets  have  been  laid 
out  according  to  the  plan  adopted  by  them,  and  by 
filing  a  full  and  complete  copy  of  the  maps  and  profiles 
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of  said  avenues  and  streets,  laid  out  by  them,  in  the 

office  of  the  street  commissioner  of  said  city.    Any  va-  » 

cancy  which  may  occur  in  said  board  of  commissioners, 

by  reason  of  refusal  to  act,  death,  resignation  or  other* 

vise,  shall  be  filled  by  an  appointment  .to  be  made  by 

the  mayor  of  said  city. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to 
cause  application  to  be  i^ade  to  a  court  of  record  in  the 
county  of  Kings,  upon  a  notice  to  be  published  for  ten 
days  successively  in  the  corporation  newspapers  of  the 
city  of  Brooklyn,  for  the  appointment  of  three  persons 
as  commissioners  to  ascertain  the  expense  of  said  open- 
ing and  widening,  and  the  amount  of  compensation  to 
be  paid  to,  and  the  damages  to  be  sustained  by,  any 
person  or  persons  affected  thereby,  and  from  and  after 
such  application,  all  laws  now  in  force,  relating  to  the 
opening  and  widening  of  streets  and  avenues  in  the  city 
of  Brooklyn,  and  not  inconsistent  herewith,  shall  apply 
to  the  proceedings  of  said  commissioners.  The  said 
commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  said  court  of  recoid 
shall,  immediately  after  their  appointment,  proceed 
with  their  duties,  and  all  maps,  plans  and  surveys  made 
or  used  by  the  commissioners,  appointed  by  and  named 
in  this  act,  shall  be  for  the  use  and  aid  of  the  commis- 
sioners who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  court ;  and  the 
counsel,  surveyors  and  assistants,  employed  by  the  com- 
missioners named  in  this  act,  shall  aid  and  assist  the 
commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  court  in  such 
manner  as  they,  the  last  mentioned  commissioners,  shall 
direct.  But  in  making  such  bward  as  to  damages,  the 
said  commissioners  shall  award  to  the  owners  of  such 
lands  and  buildings  taken  for  the  purpose  of  such  im- 
provement, the  full  value  for  so  much  of  the  same  as 
may  be  taken  for  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Said  com- 
missioners shall  make  their  report  and  conform  to  all 
the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  the  ppening  of 
streets  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  substituting  the  commis- 
sioners appointed  by  this  act,  and  their  counsel  in  the 
place  and  stead  of  the  common  council  and  theiT  clerk, 
and  corporation  counsel,  in  said  law  mentioned.  Said 
commissioners  so  appointed  by  the  court,  shall  be 
allowed  three  dollars  each  per  day,  for  each  and  ervery 
day  they  shall  be  necessarily  employed  in  the  premises, 
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not  exceeding,  however,  thirty  days  for  any  one  of 
«  them,  upon  any  one  6treet  or  avenue 

§  8.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  cost  of  the  im- 
provement contemplated  by  this  act,  including  the 
awards  to  be  paid,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  fixed 
and  determined  by  the  commissioners  appointed  by 
the  court  as  aforesaid,  the  mayor,  comptroller,  and 
clerk  of  said  city  shall,  as  the  amount  shall  be,  from 
time  to  time,  ascertained  ancPcertified  to  by  the  com- 
missioners appointed  by  this  act,  issue  the  bonds  of  said 
city  to  the  necessary  amount,  not  exceeding  said  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  like  manner  as  other  bonds 
of  the  said  city  are  issued,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  ; 
and  the  said  bonds  shall  be  called  Bushwick  boulevard 
bonds,  and  shall  not  be  sold  less  than  their  par  value. 
The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid 
into  the  city  treasury,  and  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  city 
treasurer,  upon  the  order  of  the  commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  this  act,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  objects  herein  set  forth  and  for  no  other. 
The  said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  in  such  manner 
as  that  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  of  the  principal 
thereof  shall  become  due  in  each  and  every  year  after 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five.  The  joint 
board  of  supervisors  and  aldermen  shall  annually  make 
provision,  by  tax,  for  the  payment  of  the  annual  inter- 
est on  'said  bonds,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  annual 
installments  of  the  principal  as  the  same  become  due; 
and  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Kings 
shall  levy  the  same,  by  tax,  on  that  part  of  the  city 
hereinafter  provided,  in  the  same  manner  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  general  expenses  of  said  city. 

§  9.  Three  and  one-third  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the 
improvement  of  said  South  Seventh  street,  and  Bush- 
wick avenue,  east  and  south  of  Wall  street,  except  the 
amount  of 'damages  awarded  as  aforesaid,  shall,  with 
interest  thereon,  be  included  in  the  annual  taxes  to  be 
levied  upon  all  the  lands  within  one  hundred  feet  on 
either  side  of  said  South  Seventh  street  and  Bushwick 
avenues,  and  shall  be  levied  and  collected  annually  for 
fifteen  successive  years,  beginning  with  the  year  eight- 
een hundred  and  sixty-five.  Three  and  one-third  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  of  all  the  other 
streets  and  avenues  provided  to  be  improved  by  this 
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act,  except  the  amount  of  damages  awarded  as  afore- 
said, shall,  with  interest  thereon,  be  included  in  the 
annual  taxes  to  be  levied  upon  all  the  lands  within  one 
hundred  ieet  of  each  of  said  streets  and  avenues,  and 
shall  be  levied  and  collected,  annually  for' fifteen  suc- 
cessive years,  beginning  with  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-five.  The  balance  of  the  cost 
and  expenses  of  carrying  into  effect  the  improvement 
provided  for  by  this  act,  including  all  awards  for  dama- 
ges, shall  be  chargeable  upon  that  part  of  the  city  of 
Brooklyn  now  known  as  the  thirteenth,  fourteenth, 
fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth,  eighteenth  and  nine- 
teenth wards,  to  be  levied  and  collected  as  provided 
for  by  section  eighth  of  this  act. 

§  10.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn

pied by  the  track  of  the  Broadway  rail  road  company, 
or  included  in  their  grants. 

§  11.  All  gas  and  water  pipes,  and  all  sewers  here- 
after, constructed  or  laid  down  in  Bush  wick  avenue, 
east  and  south  of  Wall  street,  shall  be  constructed  or 
laid  down  beneath  the  strips  of  land  on  each  side  of 
said  avenues  which  shall  be  laid  out  for  side- walks  or 
foot  paths. 

§  12.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  herewith, 
are,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  hereby  repealed. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  confirm  the  grants  of  street  rail- 
ways in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  and  for  the 
extension  thereof,  and  to  confer  upon  the 
common  council  of  that  city  the  power  to 
make  ordinances  respecting  the  same. 

Passed  April  26,  1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  Niagara  street  rail  road  company  and 
the  Buffalo  street  rail  road  company,  their  respective 
successors  and  assigns,  shall  each  respectively  have, 
hold  and  enjoy  the  right  to  construct,  establish,  use, 
maintain  and  operate  the  respective  rail  roads  and  rail 
ways,  and  rights  connected  with  the  same,  now  owned, 
held  or  enjoyed  by  the  said  companies  respectively,  and 
to  charge,  collect  and  receive  fare  for  the  carriage  of 
passengers,  according  to  the  resolutions  of  the  common 
council  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  now  in  force  relating  to 
said  rail  roads  ana  rail  ways,  the  rights  to  construct  the 
same  and  the  rights  connected  with  the  same  respect- 
ively; and  the  respective  grants,  made  by  the  said 
common  council,  relating  to  said  railroads  and  rail  ways, 
the  right  to  construct  the  same  and  the  rights  connected 
with  the  same  respectively,  are  hereby  confirmed  ;  and 
all  acts,  doings  and  proceedings  of  the  said  council  re- 
lating to  a  grant  of  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  rail  road  in  Seneca  street,  are  hereby  con- 
firmed ;  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
affect  any  right  the  said  common  council  may  have  re- 
served to'  alter  or  amend  said  rail  way  grants  respect- 
ively, pursuant  to  the  terms  thereof.

ing, standing  or  remaining  wholly  or  partly  on  the  track 
of  any  rail  road,  or  in  any  street  where  any  tracks  or 
roads  may  be,  now  or  hereafter  laid  to  the  delay,  hin- 
drance or  obstruction  of  any  of  said  cars  5  to  prevent 
any  person  or  persons  from  riding  upon  any  of  said 
cars  without  previously  paying  his  or  her  fare,  or  from 
catching  hold  of,  getting  on  or  into,  sitting  or  standing 
on  or  in  any  of  said  cars  without  intent  to  ride  on  the 
same  and  pay  his  or  her  fare  for  such  ride.  The  com- 
mon council  of  said  city  shall  have  the  right  and  power 
to  prescribe  auy  penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for 
any  and  every  violation  of  any  ordinance  made  and 
passed  pursuant' to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  may 
subject  the  parent  or  guardian  of  any  minor  to  the  pen- 
alty for  the  violation  of  any  such  ordinance  committed 
by  said  minor. 

§  3.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  authorize  the  Buffalo  street  rail  road  company  to 
lay  or  extend  its  track,  northerly  or  beyond  its  present 
terminus  at  Scajaquady  creek,  on  Main  street  in  said 
city. 

$  4.  Any  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent 
herewith,  are  to  that  extent  repealed.

AN  ACT  in  addition  to  and  in  amendment  of 
an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  certain  claims  against  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,"  passed  April  seventh,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-nine. 

Passed  April  26, 1861,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  the  place  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be 
leaned  by  Che  common  council  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn, 
51 
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under  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  certain  claims  against  tbe  city  of  Brooklyn," 
passed  April  seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine, 
and  to  liquidate  and  pay  off  such  bonds  as  l>ave  been 
issued  under  said  act,  the  common  council  of  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  commissioners  of 
the  sinking  fund  of  said  city,  are  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  the  bonds  of  said  corporation  to  an  amount  not

Island  Bridge  Company." 

Passed  April  26,  1861. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly \  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  John  A.  Emmans,  James  Cropsey,  Alfred  Body  ow- 
H.  Partridge,  Bobert  Benson,  jr.,  Stedman  Wright,  and  poi*le* 
such  other  persons  as  shall  become  stockholders  in  the 
corporation  hereby  created,  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  "  the  Bath  and  Coney 
Island  bridge  company,"  for  the  purpose  of  building 
and  rebuilding,  and  keeping  in  repair,  a  toll  draw- 
bridge across  the  creek  or  arm  of  Gravesend  Bay,  sep-

so  dying,  resigning  or  refusing  to  act*  And  said  com- 
missioners shall  proceed  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their 
appointment,  and  to  complete  their  estimate  and  award, 
as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be ;  and  shall,  if  practi- 
cable, file  their  final-  report  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  county  of  Kings,  within  twelve  months  after  «the 
date  of  their  appointment    • 

§4.  It  shall  be  competent  and  lawful  for  a  majority  £1 5255! 
of  said  commissioners  to  perform  the  trusts  and  duties  jJJ>t^6r-to 
of  their  appointments,  and  their  acts  shall  be  as  valid 
and  effectual  as  the  acts  of  all  the  commissioners  so  to 
be  appointed,  if  they  had  acted  therein,  would  have 
been;  and  in  every  case  the  proceedings  and  decisions 
of  a  majority  in  number  of  said  commissioners  acting 
in  the  premises,  shall  be  as  valid  and  effectual  as  if  the 
said  commissioners  appointed  for  such  purpose  had  all 
concurred  and  joined  therein. 

§  5.  The  said  commissioners  shall  make  just  and  true>^»£|«£[ 
estimate  of  the  value  of  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  first  to  t>ei 
section  of  this  act,  and  of  the  loss  and  damage  to  the 
respective  owners,  lessees,  parties  and  persons,  respect- 
ively, entitled  unto,  or  interested  in  the  same,  together 
with  the  tenements,  hereditaments,  and  appurtenances, 
privileges  or  advantages  to  the  same  belonging  or  in 
anywise  appertaining,  by  and  in  consequence  of  relin- 
quishing the  same  to  the  said  city  of  Brooklyn,  and  in 
making  such  estimate  they  shall  not  make  any  deduction 
or  allowance  for  or  on  account  of  any  supposed  benefits 
or  advantages  to  be  derived  from  taking  said  lands 
as  public  places,  or  in  consequence  thereof,  and  the 
amounts  so  estimated,  when  duly  confirmed,  shall  be 
paid  as  hereinafter  in  this  act  provided.  But  after  the 
cost  of  the  said  lands  shalj  have  been  determined  by 
the  confirmation  of  the  final  report  in  relation  thereto, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  apportion 
such  part  of  said  cost  as  they  may  deem  equitable,  upon 
any  lands  outside  of  said  park,  which  they  shall  deem 
to  be  specially  benefited  thereby,  in  proportion  to  such 
benefit.  And  whenever  their  report  in  relation  to  such 
apportionment  ftball  be  completed,  thej  shall  file  the 
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name  with  the  clerk  of  Kings  county,  and  thereupon 
proceedings  may  be  had  to  correct  and  confirm  the 

JJJSmSlL  same,  as  in  this  act  provided.    And  after  the  confirma- 

**»  tion  of  any  final  report  of  said  commissioners  making 

soch  apportionment,  said  assessment  shall  be  a  lien  up- 
on said  lands.  The  one-twentieth  part  of  the  amount

commL  '  §  '•  Bef°re  proceeding  to  discharge  any  of  their  du- 
ties, the  commissioners  shall  respectively  take  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath  in  writing,  before  some  officer  authorized 
by  law  to  administer  oaths,  honestly  and  faithfully  to 
discharge  the  duties  which  shall  devolve  upon  them  in 
pursuance  of  this  act,  which  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  Kings.  Said  com- 
missioners shall  proceed,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their 
appointment,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  trust,  and 
to  make  and  complete  their  estimates,  and  awards  and 
reports,  as  hereinafter  provided  ;  and  every  estimate, 
award  and  report  so  made,  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  a 
majority  of  said  commissioners,  and  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  Kings,  and  notice  thereof 
given  to  the  counsel  of  the  corporation  of  said  city  of 
Brooklyn.

said  meetings,  without  reason  therefor  satisfactory  to 
said  board,  or  without  leave  of  absence  from  said  board, 
may  be  by  said  board  declared  vacant. 

§  26.  Real  and  personal  property  may  be  granted,  de- *£*•** 
vised,  bequeathed  or  conveyed  to  the  said  city  of  Brook-  gt*nt«i  to 
lyn,  for  the  purpose  of  improvement  or  ornamentation  of  tawS^* 
said  park,  or  for  the  establishment  or  maintenance  within  "^  *■*■ 
the  limits  of  said  park  of  museums,  zoological  or  other 
gardens,  collections  of  natural  history,  observatories,  or 
works  of  art,  upon  such  trusts  and  conditions  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  grantors  or  donors  thereof,  and 
agreed  to  by  the  mayor  and  common  council  of  said 
city.    And  all  property  so  devised,  granted,  bequeathed 
or  conveyed,  and  the  rents,  issues,  profits  and  income 
thereof  shall  be  subject  to  the  exclusive  management, 
direction  and  control  of  the  commissioners  of  the  park. 

§  27.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  board  of  commission-  omioumm. 
ers,  at  any  meeting  thereof,  duly  convened,  to  pass  such 
ordinances  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  regula- 
tion, use  and  government  of  the  park  under  their 
charge,  not  inconsistent  with  the  ordinances  and  regu- 
lations of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  or  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act.    Sucn  ordinances  shall,  immediately  upon 
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their  passage,  be  published  for  ten  days  in  two  daily 
papers  published  in  said  city. 

\  28.  All  persons  offending  against  such  ordinances 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be 
punished  on  conviction  before  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  in  the  county  of  Kings,  by  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars;  and  in  default  of  payment  by  im- 
prisonment not  exceeding  "thirty  days." 

§  29.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
amended  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  30.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

of  the  newspapers  published  in  said  county,  at  least 
once  in  each  week  for  six  weeks  successively  immedi- 
ately preceding  said  application,  and  that  the  like 
notices  were  posted  in  at  least  five  of  the  most  public 
places  in  each  of  the  towns  thereby  affected,  for  four 
weeks  next  preceding  said  application  therefor, 
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The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  county  of  Essex  do  enact 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  town  line  between  the  towns  of 
Grown  Point  and  Schroon  in  said  county  is  hereby 
altered  so  as  to  run  as  follows :

maintain  their  treasonable  acts ;  therefore

Whereas,  Under  the  treaty  made  by  the  United  States 
with  Great  Britain,  on  behalf  of  the  British  North 
American  Colonies,  for  the  purpose  of  extending  reci- 

Erocal  commerce,  nearly  all  the  articles  which  Canada 
as  to  sell  are  admitted  into  the  United  States  free  of 
duty,  while  heavy  duties  are  now  imposed  upon  many 
of  those  ai  tides  which  the  United  States  have  to  sell, 
with  the  intention  of  excluding  the  United  States  from 
the  Canadian  markets,  as  avowed  by  the  Minister  of 
Finance  and  other  gentlemen  holding  high  official  posi- 
tions in  Canada,  and  similar  legislation  with  the  same 
official  avowal  has  been  adopted  by  the  imposition  of 
discriminating  tolls  and  duties  in  favor  of  an  isolating 
and  exclusive  policy  against  our  merchants  and  for- 
warders meant  and  intending  to  destroy  the  natural 
effects  of  the  treaty  and  contrary  to  its  spirit ;  and
